Concerning  the  indebtedness  of  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Sherbrooke,  to 
the  Lower  Canada  Municipal  Loan  Fund. 

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province,  in  a  report  dated  the 
thirtieth  of  June  instant,  (1885),  sets  forth  :  That  the  corporation  of  the  cily 
of  Sherbrooke,  under  the  act  43-44  Vict.  chap.  13,  appear  indebted  to  the 
Li.  C.  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  in  the  sum  of  $50,740.59.  That  the  Council  of 
the  said  corporation  represent  that,  having  in  common  with  other  parts  of 
the  Province,  been  given  to  understand  that  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund 
indebtedness  would  never  be  collected  by  the  Government,  were  induced,  in 
order  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  city,  but  principally  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  railway  facilities  to  the  country  parts  and  to  open  up  large 
tracts  of  Crown  Lands  lor  settlement,  to*  subscribe  largo  suras  of  money 
towards  the  construction  of  railways  in  the  Province,  which  without  such 
aid  would  not  have  been  built,  to  the  amount  of  nearly  $150,000^  for  which 
the  city  is  still  liable. 

That  the  said  corporation  have  also  expended  large  sums  in  aid  of 
establishing  manufactures  of  various  kinds,  to  the  extent  of  $50,009,  thus 
offering  emplo3rment  to  our  own  people  and  preventing  their  emigration  to 
the  United  States. 

That  the  said  corporation  also  rebuilt  in  1862  or  1863  a  bridge  across 
the  St  Francis  Kiver,  carried  away  by  a  spring  freshet,  the  only  one  Across 
the  said  river  at  the  time  in  a  distance  of  some  200  miles  from  the  St.  Law- 
rence, belonging  to  the  G-overnment  and  built  by  it  to  afford  access  to  the' 
city  of  Quebec  market,  at  that  time  and  for  years  afterwards,  the  only  call  1^5 
market  for  the  Eastern  Townships  in  the  country,  upon  the  express  asjree- 
ment  and  assurance  from  the  Government  that,  in  case  the  Municipal  Loan 
Fund  should  ever  be  collected,  the  said  corporation  should  be  refunded  the 
amount  expended  in  building  said  bridge. 

That  the  said  corporation  have  more  than  paid  the  capital  borrowed  of 
the  Grovemment  upon  which  no  interest  has  been  allowed,  although  almost 
double  the  twelve  years  interest  chargeable  by  said  act  hiis  been  paid  and 
that  interest  should  be  allowed  said  corporation  upon  a  fair  basis  in  reduc- 
tion of  the  full  twelve  years  interest  charged ;  otherwise  the  said  corporation 
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are  pla(!od  in  a  worse  position  than  those  municipalities  indebted  to  said  fund 
which  have  paid  little  or  nothing  towafds  interest  on  their  debt. 

That  <he  late  Treasurer  in  a  letter  dated  the  11th  December,  1883, 
offered  to  make  a  discount  upon  the  principal  sura  borrowed,  to  the  said 
corporation,  to  make  the  debentures  given  equal  to  cash  at  the  time  of 
the  Loan.' 

That  the  taxation  imposed  in  said  city  at  present  is  nearly,  two  per 
cent  per  annum  upon  Ihe  full  valu^^  of  tli«^.  real  property  assessed  and 
V>>ars  heavily  upon  th'3  proprietors  wh^n  th3r3  are  o:ily  som-i  8030  souls  in 
tlie  city  :  so  mu(*,h  so  as  to  prevent  improvements  biing  made  and  people 
from  settling  therein :  more  especially  in  vi-nv  of  the  large  claim  made  upon 
Municipal  Loan  Fund  account- 
That  the  said  corporation,  while  desirous  of  effecting  a  fair  settlement 
of  the  said  Municipal  Loan  Fund  debt,  and  strongly  impressed  with  the 
justice  of  being  allowed  considerable  reduction  of  the  amount  claimed, 
in  consequence  of  the  large  benelit  which  his  accruai  to  th*.  giuiral 
public  by  the  expenditure  made  by  the  said  corporation  ;  an  expenditure  in 
f  let  bciyond  their  means  and  which  their  creditor,  the  general  public,  should 
a  'knowledge  and  allow  in  deduction  of  the  claim  now  made  ;  that  the  said 
corporation  bMiig  d3sirous  of  closing  this  mitter  have  offered  and 
dipodted  in  the  Eistern  Townships  Bank  to  the  credit  of  the  government 
lh'.»  Hiim  of  §'^1,071  G4  which  they  consider  as  full  payment  of  their  indebt- 
c'ii  : 33  to  said  Municipal  Loan  Fund. 

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer,  in  view  of  the  facts  alleged,  all  of  w^hich 
are  p^^rsonally  well  known  to  him,  recommends  that  he  be  authori'^ed  and 
empowered  to  accept  the  said  sum  mentioned  viz:  §31,»^571.64  from  said 
corporation  of  the  ciiy  of  Sherbrooke,  and  to  grant  a  receipt  for  the  same  in 
settlement  of  said  claim  due  said  Municipal  Loan  Fand.  Subject  however  to 
such  action  as  may  be  taken  hereafter  by  the  legi.slature  and  that  order  in 
council  No.  379  of  the  10th  September  188-3  be  rescinded  and  annulled.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  inlorm  you  that  while  inspecting  certain  surreys 
in  the  Montmagny  district,  under  instructions  from  the  Honorable  the 
Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  I  discovered  a  route  which  I  am  confident 
must  result  in  being  a  vast  improvement  on  any  other  line  yet  surveyed  to 
connect  the  New-Brunswick  system  of  Railways  with  the  intercolonial, 
the  Grand  Trunk  and  Canadian  Pacific  Railways  at  Quebec. 

The  course  of  this  route  nearly  follows  an  air  line  drawn  from  Quebec 
io  Edmundston  and  crosses  the  water-shed  between  the  Saint  Lawrence  and 
Saint  Johns  Rivers  in  a  level  cedar  swamp  at  the  head  of  the  river  "Noire.*' 

Having  two  very  reliable  compensated  aneroid  barometers,  I  made  a 
careful  examination  of  the  line  from  Quebec  to  a  point  on  the  "  Riviere 
Noire, "  about  two  miles  beyond  the  watershed  abovementioned,  and  I 
am  safe  in  saying  that  a  good  line  can  be  had  over  this  distance, 
with  grades  not  exceeding  from  30  to  40  feet  per  mile  and  with 
light  earthwork.  I  believe  that  a  careful  survey  would  result  in  sl^owing 
that  a  maximum  grade  of  80  feet  per  mile  can  be  had. 

From  the  end  of  my  exploration  there  can  be  no  obstruction,  for  the 
water  flows  with  a  nearly  uniform  current,  by  the  rivers  **  Noire  "  and  St. 
John  to  Edmundston,  on  a  generally  direct  course,  a  distance  of  about  ninety 
miles. 

There  is  only  one  of  about  15  feet  on  the  River  "  Noire,'*  and  none  on 
the  River  St.  John.  A  pair  of  horses  can  haul  a  scow  loaded  with  a 
hundred  barrels  of  flour  from  Edmundston  up  the  River  St.  John  to  the 
Daquaam  forks  :  a  distance  of  upwards  of  a  hundred  miles. 

The  nature  of  the  country  is  favorable  for  railway  construction.  There 
are  generally  easy  slopes,  uniform  side  hills  and  few^,  if  any,  rock  exposures. 
Therefore,  any  desirable  grades  can  be  had  on  this  section  with  compara- 
tively light  earthwork. 

From  Edmundston  to  St.  John  the  line  following  the  river,  where 
there  is  only  about  500  feet  fall  in  a  distance  of  283  miles,  any  objectionable 
grades  that  may  be  on  the  existing  Railway  can  be  improved  at  will  so  as 
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to  make  a  first  class  freight  carrying  road  on  the  whole  line  from  Quebec 
to  St.  John. 

By  this  line  the  distance  from  Quebec  to  Edmundston  will  not  be  more 
than  156  miles, — between  40  and  50  miles  shorter  than  vui  the  Intercolonial 
and  liiver-du-Loup  and  Edmundston  Branch  ;  and  the  grades  can  be 
reduced  to  less  than  half  of  what  they  are  on  the  latter  line. 

This  line  w^ould  give  access  to,  and  open  up  a  vast  area  of  cultivable 
and  well  timbered  lands  in  the  counties  of  Bellechasse,  Montmagny,  Tlslet 
and  Kamouraska,  and  by  touching  the  River  St.  John  at  its  confluence  with 
the  St.  Francis,  would  bring  the  forest  wealth  of  three  thousand  square 
miles  of  United  States  territory,  drained  by  the  Rivers  St.  John  and 
AUaquash  tributary  to  Canadian  markets  and  to  the  Port  of  Quebec. 

If  the  Ste.  Thferese  link  w^as  built,  the  distance  from  Ottawa  to  St.  John 
by  the  C.  P.  Railway,  this  line  and  the  existing  New  Brunswick  Railways, 
would  be  about  642  miles  or  within  about  40  miles  of  being  as  short  as  any 
line  yet  surveyed,  while  the  great  superiority  of  grades  and  alignment  would 
more  than  compensate  for  this  increase  of  distance. 

In  view  of  continuing  the  Trunk  line  of  the  Dominion,  eastward,  to 
Louisbourg,  this  line,  with  the  40  miles  of  New  Brunswick  Railway  from 
Edmundston  to  Grand  Falls,  and  thence  by  a  direct  line  from  Graad  Falls 
to  Moncton,  would  make  the  distance  from  Ottawa  to  Moncton  and  all 
points  in  Nova-Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Cape  Breton  from  50  to 
75  miles  shorter  than  by  any  practicable  line  yet  surveyed. 

The  country  between  Grand  Falls  and  Moncton  was  described  to  be 
impracticable  for  a  railw^ay  line  during  last  session  at  Ottawa  [See  "Han- 
sard ",  10th  July  1885.] 

The  last  and  best  reports  we  have  of  that  country,  embodied  in  Mr. 
Sandford  Fleming's  Report  on  the  Intercolonial  exi^loratory  surveys,  prove 
the  contrary.  It  has  all  been  found  prac^ticable,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  miles  between  the  head  oi  the  Miramichi  and  the  Tobique  ;  and  even 
there  Mr,  Fleming  says  that  :  "  There  is  reason  to  expect  that  a  careful 
survey  would  result  in  showing  that  a  practicable  line  can  be  had  as  well 
Bfi  elsewhere  "  [See  Mr.  Fleming's  Report,  pages  30,  32,  53,  62,  63,  64,  69, 
70,  75,  76,  79,  139  and  140].  I  virtually  believe  that  this  direct  line  from 
Quebec  to  Edmundston  may  become  an  important  link  of  the  Trunk  line  of 
the  Dominion.  I  have  studied  the  question  and  written  some  notes  on  the 
whole  subject,  and  prepared  some  tables  of  distance  which  I  shall  be 
happy  to  transmit  to  your  Department,  should  you  desire  me  to  do  so. 
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This  line  has  peculiar  advantages  that  oiily  require  to  be  made  known 
to  insure,  its  construction  even  as  a  commercial  or  colonization  road. 

The  soil  is  rich  and  cultivable  along  the  whole  line.  Within  a  mile 
and  a  half  of,  and  at  an  elevation  of  between  two  and  three  hundred  feet 
above  the  highest  summit  of  this  line,  on  the  dividing  ridge  Letween  the 
St.  Lawrence  and  the  bay  of  Fundy  waters,  splendid  crops  of  wheat,  oats, 
barley,  potatoes,  &c.,  &:c,,  were  raised  last  season. 

It  is  therefore  needless  to  say  that,  if  this  railway  was  built,  government 
land  that  is  now  lying  idle  or  selling  at  30  cents  per  acre,  would  soon  be 
gladly  taken  up  at  five  or  may  be  ten  times  that  figure,  and  an  unbroken 
chain  of  settlement  would  soon  eTtend  from  Quebec  to  Edmundston.  . 


Of  course  this  line  would  have  to  pass  through  a  corner  of  the  United 
States,  but,  since  we  have  the  precedent  of  Parliament  voting  millions  of 
dollars  to  build  two  hundred  miles  of  Railway  through  the  United  States, 
where  the  inevitable  result  would  be  to  direct  the  bulk  of  Canadian 
traffic  into  United  States  ports,  there  can  be  no  objection  to  crossing  that 
gnomon  ol  Maine  that  sticks  up  north  to  the  river  St.  John.  It  would  be 
simply  taking  back  our  own  as  it  was  formerly  ours  ;  it  would  practically 
become  ours  again,  for  it  would  undoubtedly  soon  be  settled  by  Cana- 
dians whose  only  out-let  would  be  to  Canadian  markets.  If  the  River-du- 
Loup  branch  were  built  by  the  valley  of  the  river  St.  Francis,  which 
is  its  natural  channel,  it  would  give  through  connection,  if  needed, 
on  Canadian  soil,  but  it  would  make  the  distance  between  Quebec  and 
Edmundston  some  sixty  or  seventy  miles  longer  than  by  the  direct  line. 

"With  this  railway,  via  River  "  Noire  "  and  a  bridge  at  Quebec  to  give 
her  direct  communication  with  the  railway  systems  of  the  South  Shore, 
the  valley  of  the  river  St.  John  would  soon  become  her  back  country,  not 
less  important  than  the  valley  of  Lake  St.  John  for  which  she  has  made  such 
Bacrifices  and  to  which  she  has  been  so  long  looking  with  anxious  eyes. 

With  regard  to  the  Quebec  bridge,  some  have  the  curious  idea  that  it 
would  only  injure  the  trade  of  her  port  by  taking  all  down  to  Halifax. 

Halifax  is  distant  from  Quebec  687  miles  by  the  Intercolonial  Railway, 
and  about  530  miles  by  the  shortest  possible  line. 

Quebec  is  distant  fiom  Liverpool 2893  miles 

Halifax  "  "         2855     " 

Difference  in  liavour  of  Halifax  only 38    " 
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But  the  Ocean  passage  is  rougher  than  that  from  Quebec,  therefore 
Quebec  and  Halifax  may  be  said  to  be  equally  distant  from  Liverpool. 

This  being  the  case  the  idea  that  the  port  of  Quebec,  while  open  to 
navigation,  can  be  injured  by  Halifax  or  any  othpr  port  in  the  maritime 
provinces,  is  tantamount  to  saying  that  freight  and  passengers  can  run  over 
five  or  six  hundred  miles  of  railway  for  nothing. 

I  notice  some  articles  in  the  Quebec  press  in  favor  of  a  railway  ferry. 
This  I  consider  to  be  a  waste  of  money,  or  worse,  for  although  it  might 
partially  succeed,  if  we  lose  our  time  hucksterins:  over  this  one-horse 
power  arrangement,  the  bridge  at  Lachiue  will  have  the  channels  of  trade 
so  deeply  cut  towards  the  United-States  ports,  that  no  ordinary  efforts  can 
change  them  afterwards.

Without  a  bridge  at  Quebec,  the  railway  systems  of  Cai^ada  are 
incomplete  ;  it  is  the  hyphen  that  can  alone  secure  the  union  of  the 
maritime  provinces  with  the  rest  of  the  Dominion. 

Without  it  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  must  find  its  winter  terminus 
in  United  States  ports ;  and  the  distance  from  Lachine  to  the  United  States 
coast  is  .so  comparatively  short,  that,  if  the  winter  terminus  is  there,  the 
summer  terminus  will  be  there  also  and  the  eastern  ports  of  the  Dominion 
will  remain  deserted. 

There  are  millions  and  millions  of  acres  of  good  cultivable  land,  well 
timbered  and  well  watered,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
and  in  the  middle  and  northern  parts  of  New  Brunswick  that  are  unsettled 
and  road-less. 

The  extent  of  cultivable  land  that  would  be  traversed  by  this  line, 
between  Grand  Falls  &  Moncton,  that  is  unsettled  for  want  of  communi- 
cation either  by  rail  or  water,  is  immense. 

This  line  would  also  pass  within  15  or  20  miles  of  the  extensive  coal 
fields  at  the  head  of  Grand  Lake,  where  a  good  railway  line  has  already 
been  located. 

The  great  advantage  of  this  line  is  that  on  the  whole  route  from  Oitawa 
to  St.  John,  there  is  only  one  summit,  while  on  the  Sherbrooke  and  Mat- 
tawamkeag    line,  there  are  five  or  six. 

The  provinces  of  Quobec^and  New  Brunswick  have  paid  their  goodly 
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share  of  upwards  of  a  hundred  millions  of  dollars  to  explore,  survey,  and 
build  railways  through  Ontario,  Manitoba,  Assinaboia,  Alberta  and  British 
Columbia,  and  they  cannot  get  the  twentieth  part  of  a  million  to  have  their 
own  country  surveyed.  Some  $57,000.00  were  expended  on  the  short  line 
surveys  in  1884-85,  but  it  was  mostly  all  spent  in  the  State  of  Maine. 

We  wore  promised  that  no  route  for  the  short  line  would  be  decided 
on,  until  complete  and  proper  surveys  established  the  best  and  shortest  line. 

The  Dominion  Government  should  have  had  this  line  surveyed.  They 
ought  to  do  it  now.  The  interest  and  advantages  to  be  derived  from  this  line 
are  common  to  Quebec  and  the  maritime  provinces  ;  and  if  the  Dominion 
Government  will  not  do  it,  the  provincial  Government  should  interfere  and 
have  it  done  at  once.  The  Province  of  Quebec  should  at  all  events  have 
the  section  from  Quebec  to  Edmuudston  surveyed. 

We  have  nominally  the  Summer  terminus  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  in  Quebec,  but,  to  have  it  really  or  bond  fide,  we  must  have  direct 
communication  with  the  South  Shore. 

The  construction  of  this  line  from  Quebec  to  Edmundston,  would  open 
the  door  to  the  building  of  the  bridge,  the  development  of  the  port,  in  a 
word  to  the  revival  of  the  trade  and  prosperity  of  Quebec. 

Herewith  enclosed  please  find  plans  and  reports,  &c.,  on  said  railway 
question  that  may  be  found  useful  : — 

No.  1. — Plan  of  part  of  Canada  and  the  United  States,  embracing  from 
the  43rd  to  the  49th  parallels  of  North  latitude,  and  frem  the  t;3rd  to  the  74th 
degrees  of  West  longitude,  showing  thereon  the  Principal  Railway  lines  in 
question  and  also  shaded  inured,— the  portion  of  Canada  surrendered  to  the 
United  States  by  the  Ashburton  Treaty  ; 

No.  2. — Report  accompanying  the  said  plan,  published  in  Quebec  news- 
I>apers  in  March,  1885. 

No.  3. — Extra  Sheet  from  "  Morning  Chronicle,"  of  same  date,  giving 
extracts  from  opinions  of  eminent  engineers,  &c.,  on  the  necessity  and  feasi- 
bility of  Quebec  Bridge. 

No.  4. — Rei)ort,  or  appeal,  with  accompanying  profile  addressed  to  House 
of  Commons,  at  Ottawa,  21th  June,  1885,  with  additional  notes  and  appro- 
ximate profile  of  the  Quebec  and  Edmundston  line  shown  thereon. 

No.  6. — "  Carte  R^gionale, ''  by  Mr.  Jules  Tach^,  showing  part  of  the

To  the  Honorable  the  free  and  independent  members  of  the  House  of  Commons 
assembled  in  Parliament  at  Ottaioa. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  question  of  a  Short  Line  for  the  continuation  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Eailway  from  Montreal  to  the  Canadian  Winter  Seaports,  now  before  Par- 
liament, has  given  rise  to  many  conflicting  reports  and  discussions  regarding? 
the  proposed  routes  for  said  railway. 

May  I  be  allowed  the  honor  of  laying  before  you  my  views  on  this 
important  subject. 

Having  the  apparent  misfortune  of  being  a  native  and  resident  of  the 
District  of  Quebec,  I  feel  at  once  that  any  professional  report  from  me  oii 
this  subject,  whi(-h  is  the  life  or  death  of  Quebec,  will  be  viewed  with 
cautious  and  doubtful  spectacles. 

But  **  Facts  are  stubborn  things,  ''  and  knowing  that  it  is  impossible 
to  change  the  geographical  features  of  the  country,  or  blot  out  its  history 
with  Truth  for  my  Shield,  I  will  venture  to  deal  with  the  question   as 
follows  : 

Having  before  me  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  General  Mana- 
ger of  Government  Railways,  Oollingwood  Schrieber,  Esq.,  dated  at  Ottawa 
4th  April,  1885,  I  find  therein  that  an  address  from  the  Senate  was  prt»- 
sented  to  the  Governor  General,  "  praying  His  Excellency  to  cause  to  be 
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"  laid  before  the  House,  copies  of  reports  of  various  surveys,  together  with 
"  a  statement,  showing  the  height  of  the  summit  level,  the  maximun  grades, 
"  curves,  &c.,  on  each  of  the  surveyed  lines,  as  well  as  on  any  existing  rail- 
"  way  proposed  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  surveyed  lines  "  for  the 
said  Short  Line  Railway. 

I  regret  to  say  that  Mr.  Schrieber  has  not  given  the  first  thing  of  the 
statement  asked  for  in  said  address.  He  has  not  given  the  height  of  summit 
level  of  any  of  the  existing  Railvvays  proposed  to  be  used,  which  should  be 
one  of  the  most  important  features  ol  the  question  at  issue. 

On  page  12  of  his  report,  Mr.  Schrieber  gives  a  table  showing  the  maxi- 
mum grades  and  curves  and  th(»  length  of  each  \\m\  by  which  he  says  that 
"  The  merits  and  demerits  of  each  line  can  be  seen  at  a  glance,  '*  by  which 
rule  it  would  appear  that  the  International  is  superior  to  the  North  Shore 
Kailway,  although  on  the  latter  road,  in  the  whole  distance  of  172  miles 
from  Montreal  to  Quebec,  the  greatest  difference  of  level  between  its  high- 
est and  lowest  i>oints  does  not  exceed  250  feet,  while  on  the  International 
Railway,  between  its  starting  point  at  Lennoxville  and  its  summit  at  the 
United  States  Boundary  line,  'a  distance  of  81  miles,  the  difference  of  level 
is  1,405  feet,  to  be  ascended  in  the  direction  of  the  heaviest  freights,  with 
some  considerable  intermediate  summits  and  depressions. 

In  my  report  on  this  question  dated  4th  of  last  March,  which  was 
pablished  in  the  Quebec  Morning  Chronicle  and  other  papers,  I  stated  that  : 
**  As  short  a  line  and  an  infinitely  better  line  could  be  had  between  Saint 
Therese  and  Moncton  on  Canadian  soil  than  could  be  found  between  the 
said  points  by  following  the  "  Sherbrooke  and  Lake  Megan  tic  route,"  and 
the  result  of  the  surveys,  so  far  carefully  worked  out,  only  go  to  prove  the 
truth  of  my  assertion.  " 

The  supporters  of  the  Southern  route  in  one  sweep  arrive  at  the 
conclusion  that  the  shortest  route  is  by  Sherbrooke  and  Moose  Head  Lake, 
and  to  prove  this  they  take  up  the  plan  to  show  that  the  Edmundston  line 
forms  two  sides  of  a  triangle. 

Saint  Therese  and  Moncton  are  two  points  that  must  be  common  to 
the  trunk  line  of  the  Dominion,  whatever  route  is  chosen  between  these 
points,  unless  the  entire  interests  of  Nova  Scolia,  Prince  Edward  Island 
and  Cape  Breton,  as  regards  Railway  communication  with  the  West,  centre 
in  St.  John,  N.  B.,  which  has  not  yet  been  admitted  by  any  one. 

The  choice  of  route  for  the  Short  Line  from  Montreal  to  the  Canadian 
Winter  Seaports,  should  not  be  made  from  a  Local  standpoint ;  but  it  should 
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be  made  from  that  high  impartial  staudpoint  where  may  be  united  and 
centered  the  most  and  greatests  interest,  both  National  and  Commercial, 
of  the  entire  Dominion. 

And  if  it  can  bo  proved  that  as  good  a  line  and  as  short  a  line  can  be 
had  on  Canadian  soil  to  fill  the  above  conditions,  as  can  be  had  on  United 
States  soil,  it  seems  to  me  that  any  man  who  has  the  least  spark  of  i)atriotism 
or  who  values  his  Oath  of  Allegiance,  should  vote  for  the  all — Canadian 
route. 

I  will  not  undertake  to  prove  that  two  sides  of  a  triangle  are  shorter 
than  the  third  side  ;  but  what  I  can  and  will  prove,  is  that  for  a  railway 
route  from  Montreal  to  Moncton,  the  line  by  Quebi^c,  Edmundston,  Grrand 
Falls  and  Moncton,  is  shorter  and  infinitely  better  in  every  respect  than 
the  line  by  Sherbrooke  and  Mattawamkeag.  Although  it  is  apparently 
longer  by  measuring  on  the  plan,  it  is  shorter  in  the  field  ;  for  it  is  impos- 
sible, with  the  same  grades  and  alignment,  in  going  across  a  broken  country, 
to  make  the  distance  goo  1  with  the  same  length  of  rail,  that  is  actually  made 
on  the  North  Shore  and  Intercolonial  Kailways,  following  the  shore  of  the 
great  river  St.  Lawrence.  The  plans  of  these  railw^ays  compared  with  the 
plan  of  part  of  the  International  Railway,  which  is  herewith  submitted, 
will  clearly  prove  this. 

To  give  a  still  more  convincing  proof,  I  have  made  a  profile  of  both 
lines,  from  Montreal  to  Moncton,  drawn  on  the  same  base  and  on  the  same 
scale,  by  which  I  venture  to  say,  that  the  "  merits  and  demerits  of  each 
route  can  be  seen  at  a  glance,"  more  effectually  than  by  Mr.  Schrieber's 
report. 

The  elevations  of  the  principal  summits  on  said  profile,  which  is  here- 
with submitted,  are  from  Mr.  Schrieber's  own  figures,  and  from  official 
reports  that  cannot  be  contradicted.  The  distances  are  from  the  same 
source,  and  from  the  existing  time  tables  of  the  railways  that  form  part  of 
each  line. 

I  will  commence  by  comparing  the  distances,  giving  the  name  and 
length  of  each  section,  and  for  convenience  I  W'ill  call  the  Quebec  and 
Edmundston  line  the  northern  route,  and  the  Sherbrooke  and  Mattawamkeag 
the  southern  route.

The  above  tables  show  that  the  Northern  route  is  the  shortest  from 
Montreal.  If  we  count  from  Saint  Therese,  about  12  miles  must  be  added  to 
the  Southern  route  and  12  miles  substracted  from  the  Northern  route,  and 
the  respective  distances  will  stand  as  follows : 

Southern  Route 563J  miles 

Northern       "     538      " 


Difference  in  favor  of  Northern  route 25i  miles. 

Now  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Southern  route  is  line  No.  6  of 
Mr.  Schrieber's  report,  w^hich  he  gives  first  place  to,  and  on  which  the  reso- 
lationsy  now  before  Parliament,  are  apj^arently  based,  as  the  shortest  prac- 
ticable line  from  Montreal  to  the  Canadian  Winter  Seaports,  no  more  nor 
no  less,   with  this  exception,  that  Mr.  Schrieber  measured  his  distances 
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through  the  Victoria  Bridge,  and  forgot  to  mention  that  the  C.  P.  Ey.  Co. 
intends  crossing  at  Lachine,  for  which  I  have  added  20  miles.  (See  Mr. 
Lighfs  Report,  p2*ge  No.  1.) 

The  Northern  route  is  exactly  Mr.  Schrieber's  line  No.  23,  with  this 
exception,  that  Mr.  Schrieber  forgot  to  give  his  line  No.  23  the  advantage 
of  a  direct  line  from  Grand  Falls  to  Moncton,  which  might  have  been  done 
in  the  same  manner  as  he  calculated  his  southern  lines. 

In  the  latter  rase  he  makes  a  shortening  of  34  miles  on  his  Southern 
route  No.  6,  by  counting  over  113  miles  unsurveyed  from  Harvey  to 
Salisbury  ;  while  on  the  other  hand  he  makes  a  lengthening  of  65  miles  on 
the  line  No.  23,  by  following  the  New  Brunswick  and  Intercolonial 
Railways,  and  the  unsurveyed  link  between  Fredericton  and  Salisbury. 

From  Moncton  to  Canaan  the  Intercolonial  Railway  runs  in  a  nearly 
direct  line  for  Grand  Falls,  and  by  measuring  on  the  plan  and  adding  10 
per  cent,  for  curvature,  the  distance  from  Grand  Falls  to  Canaan  is  148 
miles,  making,  the  whole  distance  from  Grand  Falls  to  Moncton  only  167 
miles  ;  While  by  Mr.  Schrieber's  roundabout  way  via  Fredericton  the 
distance  is  increased  to  232  miles. 

There  is  an  old  saying  that  *'  what  makes  sauce  for  the  goose  should 
make  sauce  for  the  gander." 

It  is  a  pity  that  Mr.  Schrieber  forgot  about  the  Lachine  Bridge,  and 
that  he  did  not  think  of  this  short  line  from  Grand  Falls  to  Moncton,  or  he 
would  have  found  this  thitty'first  (31st)  line  to  be  Si  miles  shorter  than  any 
other,  for  he  gives  the  distance  from  Point  Levis  to  St.  Roch  only  59  miles, 
while  I  put  it  at  66  miles. 

So  much  for  distances. 

We  will  now  take  a  short  look  to  see  what  are  the  principal  merits  and 
demerits  of  each  section. 

NORTHERN  ROUTE. 

Commencing  with  the  North  Shore  Railway  :  It  is  a  first  class  road. 
It  is  true  there  is  one  short  grade,  15  per  100,  getting  up  out  of  Hochelaga, 
but  only  for  a  short  distance. 

Traffic  from  the  West  going  to  the  lower  ports  would  not  pass  here 
at  all. 

12 
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On  all  the  rest  of  the  line  there  is  no  grade  more  than  50  feet  in  the 
mile,  and  no  curve  more  than  4^,  and  they  raijfht  be  made  less. 

For  the  connection  between  the  North  Shore  and  Intercolonial  Railways, 
see  Mr.  Light's  report ;  it  is  fully  explained  therein. 

Sect.  2.  The  Intercolonial  is  a  first  class  railway,  no  grade  exceeding 
40  feet  to  the  mile  from  Chaudiere  to  River  du  Loup. 

Sect.  3.  The  connection  between  Edmundston  and  the  Intercolonial  is 
not  finally  located.  Mr.  W.  Crawford,  C,  E.,  gives  the  summit  between  the 
St.  Lawrence  and  St.  Francis  waters  to  be  500  feet  above  River  du  Loup 
station.  This  is  the  summit  of  line  F.  The  suma~it  of  line  E  has  not  yet 
been  given  but  the  lowest  can  be  taken. 

River  du  Loup  station  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  ioO  feet  above  sea  level  ; 
but  with  all  possible  variation  in  theso  figures,  this  summit,  which  is  the 
highest  on  the  whole  northern  line,  will  be  still  more  than  a  thousand  feet 
lower  than  the  boundary  line  summit  of  the  International  Railway,  on  the 
southern  line. 

With  such  a  comparatively  low  summit  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  first 
class  line  can  be  had  by  lengthening  the  line,  on  the  St.  L:iwrenco  slope, 
and  following  the  valley  of  the  St.  Francis. 

(See  Mr.  Crawford's  Report.) 

Sect.  4.  From  Edmundston  to  &rand  Falls  the  line  follows  the  river  St 
John. 

The  j)resent  line  may  be  tortuous,  as  it  was  built  for  a  narrow  guage 
.  road,  but  the  nature  of  the  country  is  such  that  both  grades  and  alignment 
can  be  improved  at  will. 

Sect.  5.  From  Grand  Falls  to  Canaan,  148  miles  may  be  put  as  an  ofiset 
against  Sect.  6  of  the  Southern  route — they  are  both  unsurveyed. 

Sect.  6.  From  Canaan  to  Moncton  19  miles  of  Intercolonial — a  first 
class  Railway. 

Thus  by  the  Northern  route  on  the  whole  line,  from  Montreal  to 
Moncton,  there  is  no  denying  that  a  first-class  line  can  be  had,  unless  the 
link  &om  Grand  Falls  to  Canaan  may  turnout  worse  than  anticipated;  but 
from  all  we  know  of  both  lines,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  is 
as  favorable  as  the  unsurveyed  line  between  Harvey  and  Salisbury  on  the 
Southern  route. 
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SOUTHERN  ROUTE. 

Sect.  1.  Montreal  to  Chambly  ;  not  surveyed  from  Lachine  to  Chambly 
Basin,  but  level  country.     No  doubt  a  good  line  can  be  had. 

[See  Mr.  Light's  Report  for  Lachine  Bridge.] 

Sect.  2.  Chambly  to  Ijennoxville  80  miles,  several  bridges,  4  miles 
continuous  grade  53  feet  per  mile,  6°  curves,  descends  to  low  level  of  86 
feet  at  loth  mile,  and  ascends  the  Hogsback  948  feet  high  at  the  52nd  mile, 
and  falls  down  to  Lennoxville  at  the  86th  mile  where  the  elevation  is  only 
468  feet.     [See  Mr.  Davy's  Report.]

It  is  evident  this  line  will  never  be  built,  for  it  is  inferior  to  the  other 
two  lines,  the  Grand  Trunk  and  South  Eastern  and  Vermont  Central  that 
run  on  each  side  of  it.  These  railways  are  not  more  than  thirty  miles  apart 
in  the  widest  place.  I  don't  see  what  the  third  railway  is  wanted  in  the 
middle  for,  particularly  as  this  section  is  cut  crossways  again  by  two  other 
railways,  one  from  Acton  vale  to  Waterloo,  and  the  other  from  West  Farnham 
to  St.  Hyacinthe. 

Sec.  3.  International  Railway  89  miles,  from  lennoxville  to  Moose 
River. 

On  this  line  the  grades  are  reported  at  74  feet  per  mile  and  the  curves 
5^  in  the  official  books;  but  from  the  appearance  of  the  road,  1  doubt  of  its 
having  been  carried  out  in  construction ;  my  belief  is  that  if  a  careful  survey 
was  made  of  the  road-bed  as  it  now  stands,  it  would  show  far  worse  than 
this.  The  starting  point  at  Lennoxville  is  only  468  feet  above  sea  level, 
and  the  summit  on  Sl^t  mile  is  1,8Y3  feet,  a  difference  of  1,405  feet  as 
aforesaid,  and  then  there  is  a  jump  down  of  500  feet  to  be  made  in  less  than 
&  miles. 

This  summit  with  such  a  tortuous  line  and  heavy  grades,  is  alone 
enough  to  condemn  the  whole  line  by  Mattawamkeag  or  Southern  route, 
even  if  the  rest  was  level  as  a  bowling  green,  but  it  is  not,  as  will  be  seen 
by:- 

Sect.  5.— From  moose  river  to  Mattawamkeag. 

From  the  International  Railway  at  Moose  River  to  Moose  Head  Lake, 
a  good  line  can  be  had,  a  distance  of  some  50  miles,  but  the  idea  of  crossing 
the  lake  and  climbing  the  mountaiu3  that  lie  between  there  and  Mattawam- 
keag, is  simply  preposterous. 
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Perhaps  it  is  the  convenience  of  having  two  draw-bridges,  which  after 
all  are  not  such  desirable  things  to  have  on  a  Trunk-line  Railway,  that 
decided  the  engineer  to  select  this  route  ! 

Otherwise  he  would  not  have  proposed  the  enormous  outlay  of  bridging 
and  filling  the  three  channels  of  Moose  Head  Lake,  which  are  as  follows  : 

"West  Channel,  with    400  feet,  depth    5  feet. 
Middle      "  "     2,400     "        "      34     " 

East  **  "        650     "         '*        6     " 

Then,  after  you  get  through  with  the  Lake  you  must  twist  and  turn 
around  the  mountains,  and  steal  up  the  best  way  you  can  on  a  grade  of  53 
feet  to  the  mile,  some  five  hundred  feet,  until  you  reach  the  summit  at 
Lyford  Ponds  on  the  79th  mile,  which  is  1,540  feet  above  sea  level  and 
which  the  Engineer  says  is  the  lowest  possible  summit  m  that  direction. — 
(See  Spoffard's  Report.) 

Then  you  must  slide  down  a  continuous  grade  of  56 J  feet  in  the  mile 
lor  a  distance  of  12  J  miles,  that  is  if  you  can  get  down  that  evenly,  and  with 
another  stretch  ot  4  1-6  miles  at  53  feet  per  mile,  with  a  few  other  little 
steps,  and  you  have  fallen  1,000  feet  when  you  get  to  the  98th  mile- 
Then  you  must  ascend  177  feet  in  3J  miles  to  reach  the  Jo  Mary 
summit  and  another  little  ascent  to  the  middle  of  the  103rd  mile,  from 
>\-hich  point  h^iween  falling  and  falling  again^  you  descend  to  Mattawamkeag, 
at  the  138 J  mile  by  the  profile,  which  point  is  1,314  feet  lower  than  the 
summit  on  the  79th  mile  at  Lyford  Ponds  abovem«ntioned. 

If  on  freight  train  movement,  every  20  feet  elevation  is  equal  to  an 
extra  mile  of  level  line,  how  will  the  coal  merchants  of  Nova  Scotia  and 
Cai)e  Breton  like  to  climb  the  impracticable  summits  of  the  International 
Railway  and  Mattawamkeag  line  at  the  boundary  line  and  Lyford  Ponds,  that 
rise  more  than  a  thousand  feet  higher  than  the  summit  of  the  Northern  line, 
These  are  official  figures  that  cannot  be  contradicted,  and  after  this  I  think 
it  is  a  farce  to  speak  of  the  remainder  of  the  line  from  Mattawamkeag  to 
Moncton  under  the  name  of  a  short  line  from  Montreal  to  the  Canadian 
Winter  Seaports. 

It  is  evident  that  the  only  thing  which  will  be  done,  is  to  connect  the  In- 
ternational with  the  Bangor  and  Pascataquis  Railway,  and  use  the  latter  road 
to  Milo  Junction,  which  will  lengthen  the  Southern  route  some  thirty 
miles  ;  and  the  result  will  be,  if  the  resolutions  are  approved  of,  that  our 
money  will  be  taken  to  make  this  connection  between  the  International 
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and  the  Bangor  and  P;iscataquis  Railways  at  Grenvi He,  for  a  local  road,  and 
to  build  the  bridge  at  Lachine  by  which  all  will  go  to  the  United  States 
porLs  by  ihe  South-Eastern  Railwaj^  and  we  will  henr  no  more  of  the  short 

line. 

I  trust  that  I  have  given  sixfiicient  proof  to  convince  any  unbiased  mind 
I  hat  thv  Qtiebec  route  is  the  shortest ;  and  that  even  if  it  was  100  miles  lon- 
ger, ari(H'Jing  to  the  rules  given  in  my  said  report  of  last  March,  which  is 
herewith  submitted,  it  would  still  bo  superior  to  the  Mattawamkeag  route, 
from  an  t^ngineering  standpoint.  It  is  needless  to  dwell  on  the  cost  of  cons- 
tniciioii.  as  there  are  more  than  100  miles  less  to  build  by  the  Quebec  route, 
besides  the  utilizing  and  enhancing  of  our  Gi-overnment  railway,  and  th(* 
advantages  that  would  be  derived  Irom  the  building  of  a  railway  through 
our  own  forests  instead  of  through  foreign  soil.  (See  Mr.  Light's  Report  for 
effect  of  grades  and  curves  on  train  movement.) 

1  will  now  make  a  few  observations,  on  the  comjiarative  merits  of  each 
route  viewed  from  a  national  and  commercial  standpoint. 

From  a  national  standpoint  there  can  be  no  comparison. 

It  w:us  on  this  ground  that  the  Intercolonial  Railway  was  built  around 
by  Matapedia  and  Bathurst.  It  was  on  this  ground  that  the  line  of  railway 
was  built  north  of  Lake  Superior;  and  the  recent  troubles  in  the  North- 
1!Vest  have  given  a  convincing  proof  of  the  advantage  and  necessity  of  having 
a  trnns-eontinental  railway  on  our  own  soil,  in  one  unbroken  chain,  from 
ocean  to  ocean. 

To  view  the  matter  from  a  commercial  standpoint,  let  us  first  take  a 
map  of  the  world  and  see  our  geographical  position. 

The  distance  from  Liverpool  to  Japan  is  more  than  (1000)  one  thousand 
miles  shorter  by  the  St.  Lawrence,  Quebec  and  C.  P.  Ry.  route  than  by  the 
New-York  and  San  Francisco  route.;  and  it  is  the  well-founded  hope  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  that  when  their  line  is  completed 
from  ocf*an  to  ocean,  the  bulk  of  the  trade  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
f»rtsteru  empires  will  pass  by  their  route. 

Now  let  us  lake  the  map  of  North  America  or  the  railway  map  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada;  but  in  the  latter  map  I  notice  a  departure  from  the 
penend  rules  of  map-making,  which  shows  the  River  and  Grulf  of  St.  Law- 
rence to  great  disadvantage. 

For  some  reason  or  other  Mr.  Schrieber,  instead  of  placing  his  perpen- 
dicular meridian  in  the  centre  of  the  map,  has  placed  it  away  over  near  the 
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loft  hand  side  in  Alberta,  which  by  the  convergence  of  meridians  throws 
up  the  River  and  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  so  that  to  an  inexperienced  observer, 
this  great  river  highway  seems  to  run  northwards  from  Montreal,  nearly  at 
right  angles  to  the  apparently  desirable  course  which  would  seem  to  bo  to 
Portland  according  to  said  plan.  But  draw  the  direct  air  line  from  Mon- 
treal to  Liverpool,  which  i3:isses  north  of  Qu*.^b??,  and  through  L'r^brador 
several  miles  north  of  the  Strait  ofBi^lle  Isle,  and  you  do  away  with  the 
delusion 

Look  on  the  same  plan  and  it  will  ha  seen  that  S  lult  Ste  Marie,  Mattawa 
and  Quebec  are  nearly  on  the  same  parallel  of  latitude. 

From  Sault  Ste  Marie  look  westward  along  the  route  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railway  and  see  the  immense  extent  of  country  on  either  side,  lying 
betweeuHhe  4-ith  and  49th  parallels  of  north  latitude  which  must  eventually 
find  an  outlet  to  northern  Europe  by  the  shortest  possible  route. 

Quebec  is  situated  in  latitude  N".  46''  49\  Cape  Sable  in  Lat.  N".  43^  20' 
and  Liverpool  is  in  Lat.  N.  53^  22'. 

Now  it  is  evident  that  traffic  from  the  West,  by  the  C.  P.  Railway,  if 
shipped  for  Liverpool  by  any  port  west  of  Halifax,  on  the  Atlantic  coast, 
must  go  South  more  than  three  degrees,  and  theu  come  bick  ten  degrees 
northwards  to  reach  its  destination  ;  while  if  shipped  by  Quebec,  the  ocean 
route  by  the  Strait  of  Belle  Isle,  is  nearly  a  straight  line,  and  therefore  the 
shortest  possible  summer  loute.  And  the  shortest  possible  winter  route  is 
by  Louisburg  or  Canseau,  unless  that  a  railway  is  made  to  Labrador,  which 
is  not  likely  to  be  done  in  our  day. 

It  should,  therefore,  be  the  duty  of  Grovernment,  to  guard,  foster  and 
develop  every  natural  advantage  of  the  ports  situated  on  this  the  shortest 
route,  between  the  heart  of  the  continent  of  America  and  Northern  Europe, 
by  giving  free,  independent  and  unbroken  lines  of  communication  to 
establish  competition,  which  never  can  be  done  without  a  bridge  at  Quebec. 

With  these  facilities  and  an  impufse  of  Mercaniile  entrepme  once  directed 
towards  the  port  of  Quebec,  the  tide  of  Canadian  trade  that  has  so  lon;2^ 
been  ebbing  from  us  towards  Portland,  Boston  and  New-York,  through  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  and  other  lines,  would  undoubtedly  soon  return, 
and  with  it  would  flow  in  all  probability  a  great  percentage  of  the  trade 
between  Europe  and  the  Northern  part  of  the  United  States,  and  all  Cana- 
dian ports  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  would  feel  the  beneficial  results. 

But  instead  of  this,  the  Railway  resolutions,  now  before  Parliament 
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will,  if  carried  out,  have  the  efFoct  of  injurinir,  not  only  Quebec,  but  all  the 
eastern  ports  of  Canada,  not  excepting  Montreal,  for  the  building  of  the 
Short  Lino  ria  l^achine,  Sherbrooke  and  Mattawamkeag,  if  a  good  railwajj 
rotilti  hr  miulr  (here,  would  be  tantamount  to  building  a  Cbwese  Wall,  from 
tho  fiuuron tides  above  Montreal  to  Bangor,  to  divert  all  the  AVesterii 
traffic  into  Anu?rican  sea-ports  :  for  once  it  passes  by  Lachine  and  Sher- 
brookt*,  and  i  losses  the  United  States  Boundary  line,  west  ot  the  Katahdia 
and  Traveller  Mountains,  it  will  never  return  to  a  Canadian  Seaport. 

If  Portland  is  considered  too  for  West  any  other  port  on  the  United 
States  coast  th^it  speculators  may  choose,  between  there  and  Easport,  may- 
be made  the  terminus. 

Once  down  at  Dover,  or  even  if  they  went  to  Milo  Junction,  does  any 
sane  man  think  that  they  will  go  eastward  over  three  degrees  of  longi- 
tude, Himply  fiT  the  sake  of  going  to  St.  John,  and  then  have  to  back  out 
on  u  South  by  West  course  more  than  120  miles  to  get  around  Cape  Sable. 

St.  Johii'is  only  chance  of  getting  traffic  from  the  West,  is  by  the  Quebec, 
Etchemin  and  Lake  Chesun^ook  route  advocated  by  Mr.  Light. 

I  liavo  no  desire  to  enter  into  the  conflict  between  Mr.  Light  and  Mr. 
Schricbcr,  but  in  giving  a  general  report  I  cannot  ignore  this  important 
line,  which  sih?uis  to  be  the  olive  branch  of  conciliation  that  would  serve 
equally  well  tiie  commercial  interests  of  Quebec,  St.  John  and  Halifax, 
t*iccqjting  tlys,  that  as,  for  the  protection  of  our  Maritime  ports  against 
competition  l>y  ihe  ports  of  the  United  States,  the  Trunk  Line  of  our 
National  llailway  should  be  kept  on  the  North  Shore  of  tht^  St.  Lawrjnce 
as  far  cast  its  it  is  possible  to  bridge  that  great  river,  so  the  same  railway 
Bhoutd  be  continued,  north  of  the  dividing  ridge  between  the  Atlantic  and 
Bay  of  Fnndy  vraters,  until  it  reaches  the  Meridian  of  St.  Andrews. 

I  simply  alluded  to  it  in  my  report  last  winter  when  I  said  that  a 
comparatively  ^straight  line  could  be  had  from  Quebec  to  St.  John. 

This  was  the  line  surveyed  by  Colonel  Yule,  for  the  projected  Quebec 
and  St.  Andrews  Railway,  previous  to  the  Ashburton  treaty,  when  the 
Northern  boundary  of  the  United  States  extended  only  to  the  source  of  the 
PenolKHcot  watorj',  and  the  whole  basin  drained  by  the  river  St.  John  and 
its  tributariei^  belonged  to  Canada  and  New  Brunswick. 

Colonel  Yule  had  to  make  a  sweep  northwards,  in  the  region  of  the 
Allaguush  and  Aroostook,  to  keep  on  British  territory;   but  the  southern 
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course  by  Lake  Chesuncook  will  only  improve  the  line,  as  will  be  seen  by 
Mr.  Vernon  Smith's  report. 

By  the  Chesuncook  line,  St.  John  can  kill  two  birds  with  one  shot,  by 
tapping  the  cities  of  Quebec  and  Montreal ;  but  by  the  Mattawamkeag 
route  she  will  get  nothing !  The  distance  from  Montreal  to  Liverpool  is 
more  than  500  miles  shorter,  by  Quebec  and  the  Strait  of  Belle  Isle,  than  by 
the  shortest  possible  route  via  St.  John  and  Cape  Sable. 

In  this  age  of  lightning  and  steam,  St.  John  from  her  geographical 
position  can  never  monopolize  the  trade  of  Great  Britain.  By  the  Quebec 
line  she  will  have  all  the  trado  of  the  West  India  Isles  and  Southern  ports. 
Why  should  she  throw  away  the  bone  to  grasp  at  the  shadow  ? 

Why  should  the  C.  P.  Railway  be  obliged  to  have  a  double  track  from 
Montre.nl  to  Toronto  and  have  no  control  over  a  single  track  from  Montreal 
to  Quebec ! 

Why  should  there  be  two  bridges  at  Montreal  and  none  at  Quebec  ? 

Is  it  the  enormous  trade  we  do  with  our  Southern  neighbors  that 
induces  this  ?  I  fail  to  see  it. 

Take  the  Blue  Books  of  1883,  published  by  G-overnment,  and  we  find 
that  close  as  we  are  to  the  United  States,  and  tapped  on  our  whole  frontier 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  the  aggregate  trade,  including  imports  and 
exports,  with  them  amounted  to  $97,701,056,  while  our  trade  with  G-reat 
Britain  amounted  to  $99,197,682. 

The  Scientific  American  of  last  December  in  an  article  on  the  Nicaragua 
Ship-Railway  says:  "Much  as  we  hear  of  ocean  steam  navigation,  fully 
**  three  fourths  ot  the  world's  freights  to-day  are  carried  in  sailing  vessels* 
**  and  they  are  likely  to  continue  to  carry  slow  freights." 

Montreal  has  succeeded  in  being  the  terminus  for  ocean  steam  naviga- 
tion, and  we  help  to  pay  for  it !  but  for  sailing  vessels  the  summer  termi- 
nus must  be  Quebec — the  brigs,  schooners,  &c ,  from  the  Gulf  ports  and 
Lower  Provinces  can  sail  into  the  port  of  Quebec — they  must  be  towed  to 
Montreal  !  Every  spring  the  ocean  ships  can  load  at  the  Quebec  wharves, 
and  sail  over  to  Liverpool,  before  the  ice  is  off  of  Lake  St.  Peter  and  other 
parts  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence  between  Quebec  and  Montreal. 

It  should  be  fhe  duty  of  Montreal  members  to  help  to  secure  for  Quebec 
rather  than  to  send  to  foreign  ports,  what  cwnot  bo  done  in  Montreal  m^ 
nn  be  clone  in  Qnebec, 
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Quebec  is  the  only  port  in  the  Dominion  that  by  her  geographical  posi- 
tion can  rival  and  excel  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  during  seven  or 
eight  months  of  the  year;  and,  I  ask,  is  there  any  justification  for  leaving 
her  out  in  the  cold,  or  for  making  the  loyal  French  Canadians  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Qin^boc  pay  for  cutting  their  own  throats  ? 

I  might  go  on  to  talk  of  the  bonded  system  and  a  thousand  other  argu- 
ments that  militate  against  the  Mattawamkeag  route,  but  it  is  useless  to 
tax  your  patience  ;  as  I  see  no  argument  that  can  be  brought  in  its  favor, 
only  thut  it  is  the  shortest  route,  which  I  have  proved  from  sources  unde- 
niablo  to  b<*  erroneous. 

IL  is  i^vident  that  the  Minister  of  Railways  does  not  view  this  matter 
in  the  same  liqrht  that  I  do,  since  he  has  decided  otherwise  ;  but,  although 
I  am  a  stavmch  Roman  Catholic,  I  am  not  bound  to  belieye  that  al!  the 
Popes  ill  thr  world  are  infaillible  ;  neither  do  I  believe  that  all  the  engineers 
employed  ijy  the  Dominion  CTOvernment  are  entirely  exempt  from  liability 
to  terror  ;  and  I  trust  in  the  honor  of  Parliament  that  steps  will  be  taken  to 
arrive  at  more  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  necessity  of  being  under  a  com- 
j^litncnt  to  our  neighbors  for  right  of  way  before  the  money  is  voted. 

It  may  be  found  rather  strange  for  a  member  of  the  Civil  Service  to  go 
HO  squarrly  ajjainst  a  Government  measure  ;  and  this  report  or  appeal  may 
be  attributt^d  to  political  motives.  I  therefore  beg  to  state  that  this  has 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with,  nor  have  I  any  desire  to  meddle  in  politics. 
When  I  did  meddle  in  politics  I  was  always  a  firm  supporter  of  the  present 
Minister  of  Militia  in  the  county  of  Quebec. 

My  ;iction  in  this  matter  is  altogether  due  to  my  own  sincere 
heart-felt  convictions,  without  being  prompted  or  sollicited  by  any  one- 
What  I  have  done  is  on  my  own  account,  and  at  my  own  expense,  unaided, 
unpaid  Jbr,  and  i^ositively  uncontrolled  by  any  one.  I  have  no  personal 
interest  jio  more  than  any  other  common  citizen,  and  my  only  motive  is  our 
country's  good. 

My  position  as  Inspector  of  Surveys  for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and 
my  previous  practice  as  a  Land  Surveyor  and  Civil  Engineer,  has  given  me 
the  advantage  of  having  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  general  geographical 
features  and  capabilities  of  the  country  ;  and  knowing  what  I  know,  and 
bein^  hone=itly  and  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  justice  of  the  cause,  and  the 
great,  incal  ulable  interests  that  are  at  stake — I  feel  that  if  I  kept  silent  on 
this  ot  casion  I  would  be  unworthy  to  draw  a  Grovernment  salary — I  would 
be  unworthy  the  name  of  a  man  ? 
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I  will  conclude  by  quoting  the  following  appropriate  words  from  Sir 
Walter  Scott  in  the  lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel : 

**  Breathes  there  a  man,  with  soul  so  deal 
"  Who  never  to  himself  hath  sa'd 
'*  Tliis  is  luy  owd,  my  native  laud  !  "

The  newly  discovered  pass  from  Quebec  to  Edmundston  has  only  one 
summit,  the  elevation  of  which  is  about  1200  feet  above  sea  level,  and  can 
be  surmounted  by  grades  not  exceeding  20  feet  per  mile.  It  is  a  gradual 
ascent  from  both  sides  ;  there  are  no  intermediate  summits  or  depressions. 

The  elevation  of  the  summit  of  the  International  Railway,  at  the 
boundary  line  being  073  feet  higher  represents  an  extra  distance  of  34  miles 
on  freight  train  movement,  besides  intermediate  summits  and  depressions 
too  numerous  to  mention. 

By  Mr.  Schrieber's  own  plan  the  distance  measured  on  an  air  line  from 
Lennoxville  to  the  boundary  line  summit,  is  54  miles,  while  by  the  Inter- 
national Raiiw^ay  line,  the  distance  is  81  miles  between  said  points  or  27 
miles  excess  in  a  distance  of  54  miles  equal  to  50  per  cent  curvature.  There 
is  only  6J  per  cent  curvature  on  the  North  Shore  Railway  from  Terrebonne 
to  Quebec  although  an  air  line  drawn  from  Quebec  to  Terrebonne  passes  14 
miles  from  the  Railway  at  Yamachiche. — The  air  line  drawn  from  Chau- 
diere  Junction  to  Edmundston  cannot  be  more  than  9  or  10  miles  from  the 
proposed  Bail w^ ay  direct  at  the  furthest  point  and  on  the  latter  line  like  the 
North  Shore  Railway  following  the  general  direction  of  the  water  courses. 
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The  same  percentage  for  curvature  may  be  safely  calculated  on  the  aggregate 
elevation  of  tht'  numerous  summits  that  have  to  bo  ascended  and  reascended 
on  the  Sherhroake  &  Maltawamkeag  line.  Traversing  the  most  elevated  region 
between  Montreal  and  the  Atlantic  sea-board  at  right  angles  to  the  general 
direction  of  the  water  courses  is  more  than  equivalent  to  a  central  summit 
of  4000  feet  ascended  with  uniform  grades.

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REPORT  : 

On  said  plan,  the  Route  by  Quebec,  Iliverdu  I^oup,  Edraundston,  Grand 
Falls  and  Moncton  is  called  Boute  No.  1 ;  the  route  by  Quebec,  Hartland 
and  Moncton,  is  called  Route  No.  2;  and  the  line  by  Lachine,  Sherbrooke 
and  Lake  Megan  tic  is  called  Route  No  8. 

Route  No.  1  is  all  on  Canadian  soil;  Route  No.  2  passes  about  112 
miles,  and  Route  No.  2  losses  about  180  miles  on  United  States  soil. 

In  comparing  Route  No.  1  with  Route  No.  3, 1  fail  to  see  any  advantage, 
either  national  or  commercial,  that  can  bo  brought  in  favor  of  the  latter 
route ;  and,  from  an  engineering  stand-point,  I  can  say,  not  only  from 
studying  the  plans  and  report  of  surveys,  but  from  my  own  personal 
knowledge  of  the  country,  having  traversed  the  most  difficult,  sections 
through  which  said  lines  should  pass,  that  the  advantages  are  in  favor  of 
the  Edmundston  line. 

It  is  evident  that  Line  No.  8  traverses  the  highest  summit  between 
Montreal  and  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  for,  as  shown  on  the  plan,  the  rivers 
Chaudiere,  St.  John,  Penobscot,  Kennebec,  Androscoggin  and  St.  Francis, 
all  take  their  rise  in  the  region  traversed  by  the  International  Railway  and 
drain  it  in  every  direction. 

The  plan  and  profile  of  said  railway  shows  at  a  glance  that  the  great 
number  of  sharp  curves  and  steep  grades,  render  it  impracticable  for  the 
through  freight  traffic  of  the  great  North- West. 

I  regret  to  be  unable  to  give  the  exact  summit  level,  or  elevation  of 
the  International  Railway,  but  from  information  given  me  by  other 
engineers  who  know  the  ground,  and  from  my  own  barometrical  observa- 
tions, I  am  safe  in  saying  that  it  must  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  two 
thousand  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  defective  grades  and  alignment  of  the  Sherbrooke  line  more  than 
counterbalance  the  apparent  saving  of  distance  compared  with  the 
Edmundston  line. 

We  find  in  the  report  of  the  Government  Engineer,  Mr.  Schrieber, 
for  1880-81,  that  there  are  gradients  on  the  International  Railway  of  74  feet 
per  mile.  Since  that  date  the  grades  have  not  been  published  to  my 
knowledge  ;  but  in  1883,  I  inspected  the  survey  of  Spalding  and  Ditchfield, 
made  by  George  Bignell,  Esq.,  P.  L.  S.,  and  the  survey  of  Marston,  made 
by  Ormond  Fletcher,  Esq ,  P.  L.  S.,  on  which  service  I  had  occasion  to 
examine  the  greater  part  of  the  International  Railway,  particularly  that 
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portion  between  Lake  Megantic  and  Moose  River,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to 
say  that  there  are  on  said  railway  line  grades  with  uncompensated  carves 
that  may  be  equal  to  between  90  and  100  feet  per  mile. 

It  is  given  by  engineering  authorities  that,  on  freight  train  movement, 
every  20  feet  elevation  is  equil  to  an  extra  mil«  of  level  line,  that  ea:*h 
degree  of  curvature  is  equal  to  0.  05  per  100  feet  of  elevation,  and  that  the 
resistance  of  curves  is  equal  to  one  per  cent,  for  each  degree  of  curve  occu- 
pied by  train. 

The  distance  from  Sherbrooke  to  St,  John  is  about  200  miles  more  than 
from  Sherbrooke  to  Portland.  The  difference  by  sea  from  said  two  points  to 
Great  Britain  is  inconsiderable,  as  you  have  to  sail  on  a  South  by  West  course 
from  St.  John,  a  distance  of  more  than  120  miles  to  get  around  Capj  Sable. 

The  high  summit,  steep  grades  and  sharp  curves  between  Sherbrooke 
and  St.  John  will  have  the  inevitable  effect  of  shunting  off  the  whole  through 
freight  to  Portland,  as  it  will  reduce  the  load  to  less  than  one-half  of  what 
can  be  hauled  with  the  same. engine  on  other  parts  of  the  line. 

The  line  by  Sherbrooke  will  servo  only  to  divert  the  trade  of  Canada 
into  the  United  States,  while  limJ  No.  2  would  have  a  contrary  eifect,  prac- 
tically restoring  to  us  the  fertile  valley  of  the  River  St.  John  which  we  lost 
by  the  Ashburton  treaty. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  northern  part  of  Maijie  is  considered 
the  American  hunting  ground  and  that  there  is  no  communication  whatever 
between  the  upper  waters  of  the  River  St.  John  and  the  English-speaking 
settlements  of  the  State  of  Maine. 

The  lumbering  establishments  of  that  region  get  their  supplies  from 
Quebec. 

If  it  were  decided  to  simply  satisfy  the  people  of  the  city  of  St.  John, 
by  the  best  and  shortest  line  from  Montraal.  their  best  line  would  still  be 
by  Quebec  ;  for  they  cannot  get  by  the  Megantic  route  as  level  and  as  short 
a  line  as  can  be  had  on  the  North  Shore  to  Quebec  ;  and  from  Quebec  to 
St.  John  a  comparatively  straight  line  can  he  had,  with  a  summit  at  least 
600  feet  lower  than  the  Megantic  line,  and  with  grades  not  exceeding  50 
feet  per  mile. 

It  is  needless  to  lengthen  this  report  by  viewing  the  subject  from  a 
military  stand  point  as  the  advantage  of  spanning  the  St.  Lawrence  by  a

bridge,  under  shelter  of  the  fortifications  of  Quebec  and  Point  Levis  cannot 
be  ignored. 

For  the  protection  of  the  Maritime  ports  from  competition  by  Portland, 
Boston  and  New- York,  the  trunk  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway- 
should  l)e  kept  on  the  North  Shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence  as  far  east  as  possible. 

Sandford.  Fleming,  whoso  high  standing  as  a  railway  engineer  is  well 
known  to  the  Dominion,  in  his  latest  work  on  England  and  Canada,  says  that 
the  railway  connections  of  the  city  and  Province  of  Quebec  and  of  the  whole 
Dominion,  will  always  remain  incomplete  and  unsatisfactory  without  a 
bridge  at  Quebec  ;  that  modern  engineering  has  renJored  the  project  not 
only  possible  but  comparatively  easy  ;  that  it  would  augment  traffic  on  both 
the  North  Shore  and  Intercolonial  llailways,  and  go  far  to  establish  Halifax 
:is  the  winter  port  of  the  Dominion  without  sacrificing  one  single  Canadian 
interest. 

I  may  add  that  the  construction  of  the  Riviere  du  Loup  and  Edmundston 
link  would  increase  the  traffic  of  the  New  Brunswick  Railways ;  and  also 
the  direct  connection  between  the  Intercolonial  and  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way would  go  far  to  ensure  the  construction  of  the  Bay  des  Chaleurs 
Kailway,  by  which  the  fresh  fish  could  be  sent  to  supply  the  markets  of 
Quebec,  Montreal  and  Ottawa,  besides  opening  for  settlement  a  vast  area  of 
good  agricultural  land  in  the  counties  of  Temiscouata,  Bonaventure  and  the 
eastern  part  of  Gaspe. 

The  shortening  of  the  route  by  a  direct  line  from  G-rand  Falls  to  Moncton 
would,  at  half  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  at  once  effect  a  direct  saving  of  50 
cents  per  ton  in  the  transport  of  coal  from  the  inexhaustible  coal  fields  of  the 
Lower  Provinces,  which  alone  would  more  than  repay  the  cities  of  Quebec, 
Montreal,  Ottawa  and  other  manufacturing  towns  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec 
and  Ontario  for  their  share  of  the  cost  of  said  construction. 

If  the  C.  P.  R.  Company  are  seriously  looking  for  the  shortest  route  to 
a  Canadian  winter  seaport,  on  the  shortest  ocean  route  to  Great  Britain,  the 
direct  line  through  Mattawa,  Quebec,  Moncton  and  Canso  or  Louisbourg, 
is  the  shortest  that  can  possibly  be  found. 

I  know  that  on  the  direct  line  from  Mattawa  to  Quebec,  the  country 
is  not  so  favorable  for  railway  construction  as  along  the  valley  of  the  St. 
I^wrence  and  Ottawa ;  but  it  would  shorten  the  line  more  than  100  miles, 
open  up  a  vast  region  of  fertile  agricultural  lands  in  the  Ottawa  district, 
ensure  the  success  of  the  Gatineau  Valley  Railway,  and  other  link  lines, 
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E^ive  ac(  ess  to  numerous  rich  phosphate  mines,  and  it  would  bring  the 
groat  In mbor  regions  of  the  Lievre  and  Gatineau  and  Upper  Ottawa  100 
mik's  n*  arer  to  the  Canadian  seaports. 

It  would  be  infinitely  better  for  the  people  of  Canada  to  consent  to  the 
ijuildiML'^  of  this  interior  line  than  to  the  construction  of  a  bridge  at  Lachine, 
lor  wilh  this  bridge  Montreal  being  only  a  summer  port,  the  whole  trade 
would  inevitably  go  to  Portland,  Boston  and  New  York  during  winter,  and 
ifdiyerLLid  to  Portland  in  winter,  it  would  undoubdtedly  follow  the  same 
coiinst*  in  summer. 

AVilh  all  due  respect  to  the  energy  and  enterprise  of  the  Montreal 
iljeTch:vHts,  I  am  justified  in  stating  that  they  will  be  unable  to  handle  the 
whole  trade  of  the  West  in  addition  to  what  they  are  now  doing;  therefore 
it  t^hould  likewise  be  the  duty  of  our  sister  city  to  join  with  us  to  secure  the 
^]lipment  of  Canadian  produce  through  Canadian  ports. 

Thi^  question  now  rises  :  How  can  the  Canadian  Pacific  (*ome  to  Quebec 
if  the  (irand  Trunk  Companj''  won't  sell  the  North  Shore  Railway  ? 

Ar<^  the  few  shares  of  the  North  Shore  Kailway,  bought  by  the  Grrand 
Trunk  Company,  going  to  have  the  efi'ect  of  crippling  our  National  Hail  way 
system  !  ( )r,  in  other  words,  are  railway  companies  going  to  rule  the  country 
and  fsarrilice  our  dearest  interests  in  spite  of  the  Grovernment? 

Thi^  answer  should  be  posifiue/t/  no!  It  may  bo  that  the  Grand  Trunk 
(Vimpany  will  not  sell  the  North  Shore  Railway  to  the  C  P.  R.  Company 
ul  any  n  asonablc  figure.  Their  interest  lies  in  an  opposite  direction,  and 
they  liultl  the  North  Shore  as  a  iiood-gate  to  back  the  current  of  trade  into 
ih^^ir  ni:t]n  lines. 

Si^llingit  to  an  antagonistic  company  would  be  opening  theMoor  to 
tbt^  i.Mieniy. 

Till  y  may  give  them  running  powers,  but  running  powers  wont  do  : 
— for  while  the  Grand  Trunk  owns  the  road  on  the  South  side  and  holds 
th<^  <  out  I  oiling  interest  on  the  North  Shore,  so  long  will  the  city  of  Quebec 
and  ili*^  eastern  portion  of  the  Dominion  be  at  the  mercy  of  that  company. 

On  the  other  hand  the  ('anadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  bent  on 
itndiim  their  Atlantic  termnius  in  an  American  port,  are  glad  of  the  excuse ; 
and  not  satisfied  with  having  tapped  our  main  artery  at  Winnipeg,  Callen- 
der,  Carleton  and  Ottawa,  by  connections  wath  other  Americain  railways 
that  crijfple  our  Canal  System,   they  are  now  trying  to  consummate  the 
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outrage  of  making  us  pay  for  a  bridge  at  Lachine  to  fatten  the  ports  of  New- 
York,  Boston  and  Portland  under  the  name  of  a  short  line  to  St.  John. 

The  waters  of  the  great  Lakes  Superior,  Huron,  Michigan,  Erie  and 
Ontario  flow  by  Quebec  on  their  course  to  the  Atlantic,  and  if  we  had  no 
railways  the  trade  would  follow  the  natural  water-course.  Now,  I  ask  in 
the  name  of  common  justice,  w^hy  should  we  pay  for  building  railways 
through  the  Kocky  Mountains. — through  Ontario,  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan 
and  British  Columbia— three  thousand  miles  of  railway  !— and  then  pay  for 
building  a  bridge  at  Lachine,  to  turn  away  whatever  chance  there  might 
be  of  deriving  an  indirect  benefit,  to  compensate  for  our  direct  outlay  ? 

It  is  time  for  Quebec  to  wake  up.  Our  trade  is  languishing,  deserted  ; 
our  hardy  sons  have  to  leaye  their  homes  to  seek  a  living  in  the  United 
Stittes,  in  Pensacola,  or  in  the  woods  of  Michigan  and  Wisconsin.  Is  our  old 
historical  city  doomed  to  dwindle  down  to  a  deserted  village  ?  Nature  never 
intended  it  to  be  so.  Who  can  stand  on  Dufferin  Terrace  and  view  the  sur- 
roundings; look  to  the  north  and  seethe  far-ftimed  Montmorency  and  other 
Laurentide  streams  idly  flowing,  whose  waters  might  be  utilized  in  manu- 
factures that  would  give  employment  to  thousands,  view  our  noble  docks 
and  spacious  harbour,  where  thousands  of  the  largest  ships  in  the  world 
may  ride  in  safety  under  the  shadow  of  that  grand  old  Citadel  and  Plains 
of  Abraham,  made  sacred  by  the  best  blood  of  France  and  England  ;  I  ask 
who  can  stand  on  Duflferin  Terrace  and  say  Quebec  is  not  the  keystone  and 
stronghold  of  the  Dominion  ? 

I  arrived  at  Point  Levis  from  Campbellton  by  the  Intercolonial  Rail- 
way at  7.30  p.  m.  about  the  middle  of  last  April,  and  had  to  sleep  there  all. 
night,  or  cross  over  to  Quebec  in  a  canoe  at  the  risk  of  my  life  ? 

And  this  is  at  the  terminus  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway,  that  cost  the 
Government  some  fifty  millions  of  dollars,  to  end  in  a  Cul-de-Sac  at  Point 
Levis  and  remain  an  elephant  on  their  hands. 

The  highest  summit  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway  is  only  743  feet  above 
sea  level. 

Let  a  bridge  be  built  at  Quebec,  and  it  w^ill  enhance  the  value  of  the 
Intercolonial  Railway  more  than  the  cost  of  said  construction. 

This  structure  made  lofty  enough  for  the  tallest  mast  of  a  vessel  to  pass 
beneath,  with  the  natural  grandeur  of  the  Quebec  scenery,  would  attract 
tourifits  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 
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And  it  is  not  beauty  alone  that  would  make  the  route  by  Quebec  a 
popular  liiu*  for  summer  travel. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  Quebec  is  situated  on  the  shortest  possible 
oceaii  route  between  Montreal  and  Great  Britain. 

At  Monti^'al  the  current  of  European  travel  is  easily  diverted  into  the 
United  SLate?^,  Once  down  in  Quebec  the  exit  must  be  through  Canadian 
ports. 

Thi*  bridge  at  Quebec  would  giye  direct  communication  between  th(.' 
Quebec  and  Lake  St.  John,  and  the  Quebec  Central  Railways  ;  and  in  all 
probability,  when  direct  lines  of  ocean  steamers  would  run  between  Quebec 
and  Liverpool,  tourists  from  the  New  England  States  bound  for  Europe 
would  chose  to  come  by  the  Quebec  Central  Railway^  to  enjoy  the  matchless 
scenery  of  the  old  rock  city,  andiower  St.  Lawrence  and  the  smooth  water 
passage  through  the  strait  of  Belle  Isle,  in  preference  to  the  long  rough 
ocean  passage  from  the  American  seaports. 

I  cannot  agree  with  the  opinions  of  the  press  of  St.  John,  N.  B.,  that 
the  route  lor  the  continuation  of  the  C.  P.  R.  should  be  chosen  simply  on  a 
square  cammercial  basis  ;  not  that  I  am  afraid  that  Quebec  would  be  the  losci* 
if  the  matter  was  fairly  and  fully  discussed  it  that  light. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  is  a  grand  national  entreprise,  of  which 
Cttnadians  may  feel  justly  proud.  —  but  it  must  be  a  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway,  a  Ihrougli  unbroken  chain  from  ocean  to  ocean  on  Canadian  soil, 
uncontrolled  atid  untrammelled  by  Grand  Trunk  or  any  other  influence,  or 
it  loses  its  charm. 

If  it  were  only  to  end  at  Montreal,  by  what  right  should  the  i^eople  of 
the  eastern  portion  of  the  Dominion  be  bound  to  pay  for  its  construction  ? 

And  again  if  continued  to  the  seaboard  by  the  Megantic  route,  the 
moment  it  crosses  the  United  States  boundary  line,  it  is  no  more  a  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway — we  are  at  Uncle  Sam's  mercy !  —And  for  what  ?  To  make 
an  apparent  saving  of  some  20  or  30  miles,  on  a  line  of  4,000  miles  !  by 
counting  from  the  city  of  Montreal,  and  to  save  no  distance  at  all  and  get  a 
worse  line,  if  we  count  from  St.  Therese  ;  for  the  St.  Therese  link  would 
£shorten  the  distance  between  Quebec  and  Ottawa  more  than  thirty  miles ! ! 

The  trouble  is  that  the  International  Railway  and  its  influences  stand 
in  the  way,  and  to  surmount  those  I  would  strongly  advise  the  people  of 
Quebec  to  have  a  correct  survey  and  a  plan  and  profile  of  said  railway  made 
to  show  it  as  it  really  is,  and  I  believe  it  would  end  the  discussion. 
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The  route  from  Great  Britain  to  China  and  Japan,  is  more  than  1,000 
miles  shorter  by  the  Gnlf  of  St.  Lawrence,  Quebec  and  Port-Moody,  than 
by  thft  New  York  and  San  Francisco  route. 

Therefore  we  may  look  on  the  future  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
as  a  great  rolling  magnet,  carrying  the  freights  of  empires  across  the  conti- 
nent, and  whatever  port  on  either  coast  is  chosen  lor  transhipment,  that 
port  will  be  the  emporium"  and  distributing  point  for  the  corresponding 
slope,  and  it  may  be  compared  to  a  mighty  river ;  whatever  direction  the 
current  of  through  traffic  will  take,  it  will  cut  its  channel  so  deep  that  it 
cannot  be  easily  diverted  afterwards. 

It  rests  between  Portland  and  Quebec.  If  the  bridge  is  built  at  Lachine 
the  position  is  lost,  and  if  the  bridge  is  built  at  Quebec  the  position  is  saved. 

Our  fisheries  are  among  the  most  important  sources  of  the  Dominion 
levenue  ;  their  interests  centre  in  Quebec.  They  would  be  ignored  by  the 
Sherbrooke  line. 

The  bar  on  the  top  of  the  plan  shows  th»*.  comparative  length  of  each 
division  of  the  transcontinental  railway  drawn  on  a  scale  of  100  miles  to  an 
inch. 

Let  us  secure  the  terminus  of  the  C.  P.  II.  and  direct  connection  w^th 
the  Intercolonial  by  a  bridge  at  Quebec,  and  at  once  a  double  track  will  be 
required  on  the  North  Shore  Railway,  and  if  we  secure  the  through  freight 
of  China  and  Japan  and  the  great  North-Wcst  of  Canada,  four  double  tracks 
will  not  more  than  suffice  in  the  near  future. 

Why,  then,  should  there  be  so  much  delay  about  purchasing  the  North 
Shore  Railway  ? 

If  the  Grand  Trunk  Company  will  not  sell  let  the  Government  at  once 
lay  a  new  line  from  Sfc.Therese  or  Lachute  to  Quebec.  It  will  considerably 
shorten  and  improve  the  line,  and  it  can  be  done  with  grades  not  exceed- 
ing 40  feet  in  the  mile. 

It  is  the  only  way  to  save  the  trade  of  our  [country  from  being  swal- 
lowed up  by  the  United  States. 

If  this  line  were  out  at  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  such  interests  at 
stake,  the  material  for  the  construction  cf  the  road  would  be  on  the  ground 
before  the  engineers  would  have  time  to  complete  the  survey. 

Our  national  policy  is  protective.  Our  railway  policy  should  be  the 
same. 
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The  GoYerumeiit  awaits  the  return  of  the  surveyors  to  decide  which  route 
to  adox)t 

On  this  point,  I  hi}g  to  state  that  with  all  due  respect  for  and  confidence 
in  the  engineers  who  werti  employed,  sufficient  knowledge  from  that  source 
ha^  not  yet  been  acquired. 

If  aqueslioa  of.su^h  vital  importance  depended  on  the  result  of  the 
sarveyfi,  to  say  the  lensl,  tlii*re  should  have  been  twice  the  number  of 
engiueors  and  men  employed  m  the  field  last  summer. 

Ill  couclu^ion  1  will  titate  that  as  short  a  line,  and  an  infinitely  better 
line  in  i^very  rt?spe(*t,  can  he  had  on  Canadian  soil,  from  St.  Therese  to 
Moin.lojK  than  can  he  hud  between  the  said  two  points  Ste.  Therese  and 
Moncton,  by  folluwing  the  Sherbrooke  and  Lake  Megantic  line  ;  and  I  do 
not  only  show  it  on  paper,  but  I  can  and  wifl  run  the  line  and  prove  it  in 
the  fiehl,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  best  engineering  authorities  in  the  Domi- 
nion, or  tjticrifice,  nut  only  njy  lime  and  expenses,  but,  on  it  I  will  stake  my 
clainib  io  professional  reputation,  truth  and  honor.

QUEBEC  KAILWAY  BRIDGE. 


Its  Necessity  and  Feasibility. 

Now  and  then  we  are  met  wnth  the  objection  that  the  bridge  is  a  new 
feature  in  our  railway  i^ystem  and  not  backed  up  by  the  opinion  of  leading 
men  i^  these  matters. 

The  building  of  a  railway  bridge  at  Quebec  does  not  date  from  to-day. 
Ah  far  back  as  1852  plans  for  the  same  were  i^repared  by  Wm.  Serrill,  and 
at  that  time  our  townsman,  Dr.  Marsden,  wrote  very  important  letters  on 
the  subject,  and  the  construction  of  this  railway  bridge  has  since  been 
declared  a  necessity  by  men  of  experience  and  considered  as  the  highest 
and  best  authorities  in  these  matters.  The  following  extracts  will  bear 
us  out. 
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OPINION  OF    GENERAL    SEYMOUR,   LATE    CHIEF    ENGINEER  OF    THE    NORTH 

SHORE   RAILWAY   COMPANY. 

In  his  general  rej^ort  on  the  North  Shore  railway  dated  20th  April, 
1872,  General  Seymour  says  : — 

"  The  North  Shore  Railway  is  therefore  destined  at  no  distant  day,  lo 
become  the  eastern  terminal  link  in  the  Great  Northern  line  of  railways, 
of  a  uniform  i^auge,  which  will  connect  the  tide  waters  and  defep.  sea 
navigation  of  the  Atlantic,  not  only  with  the  Great  Western  lakes,  but  also 
with  the  Pacific  Ocean,  by  several  hundred  miles  the  shortest  route  across 
the  American  Continent.  And  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  immense 
traffic  which  will  naturally  flow  in  this  direction,  destined  to  the  New 
England  States,  and  to  the  harbors  of  Portland,  St.  John  and  Halifax,  will 
eventually  create  the  necessity  for  a  Railwai/  Tumiel  or  Brulfi^e  across  the  St. 
Lawrence  River,  at  the  most  practicable  point  near  the  city  of  Quebec." 

0PINIO^  OF  HON.  JOHN  YOUNG,  LATE  COMMISSIONER  OF   PUBLIC   WORKS   FOR 
CANADA  AND  LATE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  DOMINION  BOARD  OF  TRADE. 

In  a  letter  dated  the  10th  April,  1872,  and  addressed  to  the  President 
of  the  North  Shore  Railway  Company,  the  honorable  gentleman  expressed 
the  following  opinion  : — 

'*  When  the  Pacific  Railway  is  completed  from  Duluth  and  connected 
with  your  North  Shore  Road,  it  will  be  found  that  Quebec  is  340  miles 
nearer  the  Pacific  than  by  any  other  route,  while  its  terminus  on  th^  Pacific 
will  he  500  miles  nearer  Japan  and  China,  than  the  port  of  San  Francisco. 
And  I  cannot  doubt  that  this  whole  sybtem  of  northern  and  western  rail-

OPINION  OF  SANDFORD,  FLEMING,  ESQ.,  LATE  CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  THE  C.  P.  R. 

In  his  book,  **  From  Old  to  New  Westminster,  "  the  eminent  engineer 
says  at  page  133  : — 

*'  Moreover,  as  the  navigation  is  confined  to  the  summer  months,  it 
would  appear  to  be  clearly  the  policy  of  Quebec  to  develop  and  complete 
her  railway  connections  to  the  East,  so  that  the  traffic  iw  winter  would  flow 
in  a  continuous  stream  over  the  North  Shore  line,  and  be  carried  onward  to 
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tbt^  winter  shipping  port  at  Halifrtic.  To  carry  out  Ihis  Iheorij  %mcQsftilhj  the  Si. 
Ltwrmt-e  wonld  have  to  be  bridged  as  near  Quebec  as  practicable.  In  the  vicinity 
of  Ihe  city,  soino  iVw  miles  south,  there  is  a  site  adapted  for  such  a  bridge. 
Th*>  shores  ot  the  river  are  1  ii^h,  and  the  deep  water  channel  can  becrossed 
by  a  j?in«rle  span,  lofty  iMiouirh  lor  the  tallest  masts  of  a  vessel  to  pass  beneath. 
Modem  enginecriu;;'  bus  reiulered  the  project  not  only  possible  but  compa- 
TUlively  ensy,  for  it  lias  red  need  greatly  the  time  and  the  cost,  which  some 
ye^T.*  bark  would  have  binni  hrld  necessary  to  consummate  the  project.  The 
raihvfff/  nnt/irdiotts,  eqtutUtf  iif  Iht  city  and  Procimie  of  Quebec,  I  may  add  of  the 
Dumifnon,  iviU  almtys  rfmiin  inannplete  and  inisatisfactory  unthonl  such  a  brid*^e. 
With  (his  sU'Utime  the  whole  rondifions  of  the  problem  laould  be  changed.  At  all 
seasons  of  ihe  year  it  would  isi{']litate  the  arrival  and  increase  the  number 
ortourists.  It  woiild  have  i\w  ^^Ucct  of  augmenting  trailii^  on  both  the  North 
yhore  and  Intercolonial  Itidlways.  It  would  extend  provindal  as  well  as  local 
ndvantngeii  to  mmmvrce  i^eti^raily,  and  it  would  go  far  to  establish  Halifax  as  the 
winter  ptyrf  of  ihe  Dominion,  Mormvery  it  icou Id  effect  all  this  result  loithout  the 
mcnjire  of  one  single  Canmlian  interest. 

OPTKION  OF  THE  KTOHT  HON.  SIR  J.  A.  MACDONALD. 

On  \\\K\  ITlh  of  April,  1884,  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald,  in 
aniivver  to  a  question  piu  by  Mr.  Bosse  relating  to  the  railway  bridge  at 
Qucbpc,  gave  the  following  answer  : 

'*  The  Government  rerognizf  the  importance  of  connecting  the  Intercolonial  with 
the  Canmipui  Patiftc  Rmtvny  by  u  raihaay  bridge  at  the  city  of  Quebec,  and  believe 
that  it  must  be  constructed  in  tbeearly  lulure,  but  until  the  Pacific  Railway 
is  extended  to  that  city  and  some  practical  scheme  submitted  to  the  Govern- 
ment, they  are  unable  to  give  any  more  specific  answer  to  the  question." 

OPINION  OF  GBOUOK  STEPHEN,  ESQ.,  PRESIDENT  OF  THE 
CANAinAX  PACIFIC^  RAILWAY  CO. 

The  President  of  our  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  iji  a  letter  bearing  date 
on  the  2nd  April,  188  I,  and  addressed  to  Sir  Hector  Langjvin,  declared  that 
the  bridging  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  near  Quebec,  was  a  necessity,  in  the 
following  terms  ;— 

'^  As  regards  Mr.  Hi;?ksona  suggestion  as  to  the  running  powers  to 
Quebec,  I  muat  ^ay  that  until  our  traffic  is  more  fully  developed,  and  a  con- 
necfion  rV  made  at  Quebec  mfh  ihf^  Intercolonial  Railway  so  as  to  increase  the 
volume  of  through  traffic,  buch  running  powers  would  be  of  questionable 
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A'alue  ;  iiide**,d,  I  doubt  if,  without  participation  in  the  local  traflic,  any 
amount  of  competitive  through  trafl5.c  would  make  running  powers 
desirable."  .  , 

The  following  statement  is  the  answer  to  the  latter  part  of  the  declara- 
tion of  the  Right  Honorable  the  Premier,  as  to  the  practical  scheme  :

Engineer,  and  endorsed  by  the  highest  professional  aut/iorities  in  Canada  and

Some  1,300  cars  now  cross  the  Victoria  Bridge  daily,  and  the  best 
railway  authorities  in  Canada  say  the  Quebec  Bridge  may  expect  at  least 
500  cars  daily  on  opening, — instead  of  300  cars,  which  is  the  basis  of  the 
above  calculation. 

The  surplus,  $14,000,  on  the  earnings  of  the  bridge  in  the  above  traffic 
estimate  will  naturally  rapidly  increase  with  the  development  of  the  railway 
system  in  Canada. 

We  understand  that  a  London  syndicate  have  offered  to  build  the 
bridge  on  a  simple  guarantee  of  interest  of  4  per  cent,  by  the  Federal 
Oovernment  during  twenty -five  years. 

The  railway  bridge  in  the  city  of  St.  John,  N.  B..  now  in  course  of 
'•onstriiction,  is  being  built  through  advances,  as  a  loan,  by  th(3  Federal 
Government,  at  the  rate  of  80  per  cent,  on  progress  estimates.  Why  then 
should  there  be  the  least  hesitation  in  accepting  the  offer  of  the  London 
syndicate,  which  is  in  itself  less  onerous  than  the  mode  adopted  in  building 
the?  St.  John's  bridge,  and  for  a  work  of  far  greater  importance,  the 
t  ompleting  link  of  our  national  railway.

T  ar:>iled  myseU  of  thu  interval  which  elapsed  before  news  reached  me 
of  ihc  arrival  of  tha  Bteamcr  with  the  exploring  party  organized  by  E.  P. 
Bender  Esqr^^  on  board^and  w^hich  I  was  to  meet  at  Rimouski — by 
obtaining  all  iht)  inloniuitiL^ii  [possible  with  regard  to  the  districts  I  was 
about  to  visit,  to  bt^  thiu  b  -Ui^r  prepared  for  my  work. 

T  h;ul  received  t^nliTs  tn  h.^  ready  to  start  on  the  20th  of  last  June ;  but 
owinu'  to  iuiexpeci.ed  delays  the  steamer  failed  to  arrive  at  the  rendez-vous 
lit  the  date  app-iintetL 

1  left  Qnebec  on  .Tune  2i>th,  and  reached  Rimouski  the  same  day  at  4.30 
p,  m.  by  tile  Interculonial  railway.  On  June  27th  there  w^as  no  news  of  the 
atQamer;  I  profited  by  lliis  delay  and  visited  several  friends,  and  obtained 
information  on  several  p;.>ints.  I  must  first  thank  Mr.  L.  N.  Asselin,  m9mb9r 
ior  Kitnou^ki  county,  for  tli'^  pains  he  took  to  obtain  for  me  useful  informa- 
tion and  also  for  the  kind  manner  in  which  he  placed  his  valuable  library  at 
ni)'^  service. 

I  must  also  tender  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Rouleau,  advocate,  who  procured 
me  several  books  on  Natural  Ili^tory  from  which  I  obtained  some  very  useful 
information  wMcliwras  of  considerable  service  to  me  on  the  expedition. 

At  It'ngth,  the  steamoi  for  which  we  had  awaited  for  several  days,  arrived 
on  the  L'^ili  111  ihe  morning;  it  anchored  between  the  port  of  Rimouski 
and  the  East  point  of  the  island  of  St.  Barnabe.  The  name  of  this  little 
steamer  w^is  the  Almka  ;  it  was  125  feet  in  length,  driven  by  a  IGO 
horse  power  engine,  and  capable  of  running  from  10  to  11  knots  an  hour  in 
fine  weather,  and  it  was  from  two  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  tons 
burthen. 

The  weather  which,  imtil  now,  had  been  cloudy,  suddenly  became 
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overcast  and  a  cold  rain  and  strong'  easterly  wind  Sc^t  in.  The  captain 
seeing?  that  bad  weather  was  co:nini>'  on,  deemed  it  ]>rndeiit  to  anchor  to 
the  westward  of  Rimonski  harbonr  w^here  there  wwr,  smooth  water.  And  he 
remained  th?re  till  we  started  for  Bjtsiami.?.  On  Monday  29th,  I  became 
acquaiiite:!  with  the  other  rn.r.nbers  of  the  exploring-  part^^  I  may  here 
oongratnlate  Mr.  Binder  on  his  judif^ious  S'.^le.:tion  of  the  members.  Fore- 
most amongst  these,  I  will  mention  Mr.  Henry  AUcui,  whoappL^nred  the  life 
<»f  the  party,  and  who  did  not  return  to  Ni/w-York  until  he  wat'  fully  assured 
that  the  expedition  was  abundanlly  fitted  out  i]i  nil  details.  Those  gentle- 
men who  went  to  Labrador  were  ;  Colonel  W.  IL  llei.ss,  repretseiiting  Mr. 
II.  Allen,  Mr.  T.  C.  Erans  a  distinguished  writer  and  Mr.  A.  AV.  Hale  chemist 
aiidge:logist,  Mr.  C.  Thom,  landsc:)pe-painter,  Mr.  T.  11.  Stead,  amateur  pho- 
tographer and  Mr.  Thoui,  junior  ;  Mr.  St.  Jean  J^ortie  notary  also  took  part  in 
the  expedition  as  well  as  Captain  lleppel  wlio  arled  as  pi!;!-.  Captain  T.  G-. 
Campbell,  of  Martha's  Yard  was  in  command  of  the  V(^;srl,  and  the  crew 
consisted  of  the  chiof  engineer  and  his  «'issistant,  ihiMuale  Mr.  ilosher  and  six 
bailors,  a  steward  and  a  <'uok;  in  all  we  numberjul  twenty  two  persons  on 
board  the  Alaska. 

TYe  went  on  board  on  the  evening  of  tli>  oOth  and  passed  a  good  night 
in  spite  of  wind  and  rain.  A  thi<'k  fog  covered  the  river  and  obscured  the 
yievv  beyond  about  three  or  four  hundred  yards  from  the  vessel. 

On  the  morning  of  the  1st  July,  the  gole  was  worse  than  ever  and 
augured  no  good  for  that  day  ;  as  we  could  not  start  in  such  weather,  we 
resigned  ourselves  to  remaining  where  we  wt>ro,  and  in  passing  the  delay 
in  the  most  useful  manner.  I  availed  myself  of  this  forced  stoppage  on  the 
south  shore  to  acquire  information  respecting  the  importance  of  the 
fisheries  which  have  been  carried  on  there  siiice  time  immemorial,  both  on 
the  coast  and  in  the  numerous  rivers  which  wat^^r  that  part  of  the  province. 
Many  different  species  offish  are  caught  there  in  large  numbers,  notwith- 
standing that  the  lishing  gear  is  of  the  most  primitive  order. 

The  people  seem  unaware  of  the  advantages  they  might  derive  by 
combining  and  working  in  concert,  all  animated  by  the  same  object  and  by 
thus  placing  a  greater  amount  of  capital  at  the  disposal  ot  an  association. 
The  development  of  our  sea  and  fresh  water  fisheries  seems  hitherto 
to  have  been  left  to  private  enterprise.  Salmon,  trout,  shad,  eel,  sturgeon, 
bar,  and  white  fish  teem  in  the  St.  Lawrence  and  its  tributaries  from  Point 
Levis  to  River  Quelle  were  the  white  porpoise  fishing  (Delphinaptera  beluga, 
Cuv.)  veas  formerly  so  good.  Fifty  four  of  these  cetacea  were  caught  in  this 
latter  place  in  1884,  and  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  gallons  of 
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oil  vcere  obtained  from  them ;  the  skins  sold  for  four  dollars  a  piece,  and  the 
oil  for  fifty  cents  a  gallon.  To  the  above  mentioned  fish  must  be  added 
herring  of  which  there  were  seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  four 
barrels  taken,  valued  at  from  four  to  five  dollars  the  barrel,  and  six  thousand 
six  hundred  and  sixty  six  barrels  of  sardines,  valued  at  three  dollars  per 
barrel,  or  a  total  of  nineteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety  eight 
dollars.  These  same  fish  are  caught  in  abundance  between  River  Quelle  and 
Green  Island ,  and  from  this  last  station  to  Rimouski  and  also  between 
Eimouski  and  Cap  Chatte,  so  that  the  yield  of  the  shore  fisheries  for  that  year 
may  be  valued  at  two  hundred  and  eight  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety  sis  doUars,  (that  is  to  say  from  Point  Le^is  to  Cap  Chatte,)  although 
the  season  was  less  profitable  than  usual.  So  much  for  the  south  shore,  while 
on  the  north  shore  (the  Saguenay  included)  the  fisheries  represent  a  value  of 
sixty  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty  four  dollars. 

Twelve  white  porpoises,  (Delphinaptera  beluga,  Cuv.)  supplied  the 
''  He  aux  Coudrea"  with  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty  gallons  of 
oil,  worth,  with  the  hidfS,  seven  hundred  and  thirty  two  dollars. 

I  will  have  some  remarks  to  make  on  white  porpoise  fisheries  when  I 
come  to  the  subject  of  cetacea  but  I  cannot  pass  on  without  expressing 
my  regret  that  the  energy  of  the  Canadian  nation  exhausts  itself  in  isolated 
ofTorts  which  produce  scarcely  perceptible  results.  Indeed  the  cost  of 
Jishing  gear  for  a  single  individual  for  boats,  nets,  4S:c.,  is  too  great  to  permit 
the  fisherman  to  buy  them  of  the  best  quality  and  in  sufficient  quantity.  An 
asso<'iation  is  the  r.nly  way  by  which  the  expense  necessary  for  the  proper 
carrying  on  of  our  fisheries  may  be  met. 

The  first  July  ended  as  it  had  begun,  with  rain,  wind,  and  fog.  The 
sea  broke  with  such  violence  on  the  jetty  at  Rimouski  that  the  inhabitants 
likened  th{!  storm  to  the  one  which  had  taken  place  in  the  preceding 
fall,  when  a  part  of  the  jetty  was  carried  away  by  the  violence  of  the  seas; 
nothing  of  that  kind  took  place  on  this  occasion,  fortunately.  We  passed 
this  night  like  the  one  before,  near  Rimouski  harbour.  We  were  all  eager 
to  be  on  our  way  to  Labrador, 

July  2.  The  weather  was  not  quite  fine,  but  Ihe  wind  had  fallen  and 
there  was  less  rain.  The  fog  lifted  a  little,  and  enabled  us  to  make  out  the 
island  of  St.  Barnabe.  The  fires  on  the  Alaska  were  kept  banked,  so  that 
we  were  ready  to  start  at  a  moment's  notice.  At  Y.45  a.  m.  Captain  Campbell 
gave  the  signal  of  departure,  and  the  Alaska  leaving  the  quay, 
started  swiftly  in  the  direction  of  the  Betsiamis  river.    At  11-15  we  were 
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anchored  opposite  the  establishment  of  Messrs.  Beaudet  &  Girouard, 
which  is  built  on  the  right  bank  of  that  fine  river.  Mr.  Bender  landed, 
in  order  to  invite  the  Rev.  Father  Arnaud  to  accompany  us  in  our  exploring 
journey  among  the  islands  and  on  the  Labrador  coast.  Messrs.  Thorn  and 
Stead  went  along  the  shore  trying  to  obtain  a  good  opportunity  of  excercising 
their  artistic  talents.  The  sun  came  out  for  a  short  while  during  the 
afternoon,  and  the  fog  partly  lifting  enabled  us  to  distinguish  objects  on  the 
shore  pretty  clearly.  Mr.  Bender  and  his  companions  returned  on  board 
about  5  p.  m.  without  the  Rev.  Father  Arnaud.  It  seems  that  he  had  waited 
for  us  several  days,  and  upon  our  non-arrival,  had  started  for  his  mission  at 
Lake  St.  John.  The  long  experience  and  the  intimate  acquaintance  the 
Rev.  Father  had  with  the  north  shore  and  islands,  and  also  of  the  riches 
under  the  waters  of  the  river  and  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  w^ould  have  been 
of  great  service.  Nevertheless  we  were  obliged  to  continue  our  voyage 
without  him. 

At  5  p.  m.  a  heavy  rain  and  thick  fog  which  enveloped  the  river  from 
shore  to  shore  hid  the  land  from  our  sight.  Our  intention  had  been  to 
pass  the  2nd  and  3rd  July  in  St.  Augustin  Bay  which  lies  about  three 
miles  west  of  Point  des  Monts  lighthouse.  We  got  there  during  the  night 
notwithstanding  the  bad  weather.  On  July  3rd,  in  the  morning,  although 
a  strong  east  wind  was  bio  wing,  the  fog  did  not  lift.  Whilst  we  were  anchored 
in  St.  Augustin  bay  a  cetacea  of  the  family  of  Delphinidae,  improperly 
called  Gibbar  by  the  inhabitants  of  those  parts,  rose  to  the  surface  to 
take  breath*  a  few  yards  from  the  Alaska.  This  animal  (D.Jphinus 
Grampus,  Hunt)  which  I  will  mention  later  on  when  I  come  to  the  article 
on  cetacea  measured  about  from  twenty  to  twenty  five  feet  in  length.  It  was 
doubtless  in  pursuit  of  some  shoals  of  herrings  or  other  fish,  which  it  feeds 
upon.    This  animal  is  said  to  be  very  voracious. 

At  twenty  minutes  past  nine  we  left  the  Alaska;  we  were  rowed  to 
the  Pointe  des  Monts  which  was  three  miles  o0'  and  which  we  reached  at 
about  ten  a.  m.  After  the  customary  greetings  and  a  visit  to  the  light- 
house keeper,  Mr.  Ferdinand  Fafard,  I  turned  my  steps  towards  the  forest, 
where  I  found  in  blossom  a  large  number  of  plants  of  which  I  will 
give  a  list  further  on.  Some  distance  from  the  lighthouse  there  stood  the 
rains  of  what  appeared  to  be  the  former  site  of  an  important  fishing 
station. 

Pointe  des  Monts  appears  to  be  the  eastern  limit  of  the  white 
porpoise  (Delphinaptera  beluga,  Cuv.),  whose  habitat  extends  from  the 
eastern  extremity  of  the  Island  of  Orleans  to  this  point. 
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The  Alaska  hsul  by  this  time  anchored  opposite  Pointe  desMonts  in 
order  to  pick  us  np  ;  we  re-embarked  after  wishino-  our  host  goodbye,  and 
continued  our  jouniey  towards  the  river  St.  Marguerite  which  was  our 
next  station.  Thi?  mouth  of  this  river  is  situated  about  six  miles  west  of 
tha  1)^5"  of  S3ven  IsLmds.  BiHween  the  point  and  Trinity  lliver  we  passed , 
snccessively  the  ii^lands  of  '  Jlai  "and  '*  Caribou",  good  cod  fisliing  stntions, 
ako  *^  rUo  aux  ffiufs  "  (Egg  Ishmd)  granted  Feb.  25th,  lGi31,  to  Sieur 
Francois  Eissot  de  la  Kiviere,  under  the  ]inme  of  seigniory  of  the  "  Ilc5  aux 
(ELits  "  and  joined  to  the  Crown  lands,  May  12th  l7-]->  This  island  is 
noted  fis  beiiig  thr  place  wh'^re  part  of  Sir  Ilovenden  Walker's  ii^i't  was 
shipwrecked,  on  the  night  of  22nd  or  2ord  of  August,  1711.  We  then  Ld't 
on  our  left  the  river  "  Penteoote,"  the  "  Caj'es  Rouges  "or  "  liag^'cd  Island '', 
Lobster  Bay,  Spronle  Point  and  th.^  ^''  C.\o\u  "  islands  where  multi- 
tudes of  sea  birds  resort,  and  among  others,  the  dadv  commonly  known  as 
*'  Kakauui  ''  on  tlie  north  shore  (Harelda  glacialis,  Leaeh.) 

At  6  p.  m,  we  anchored  at  the  mouth  of  the  Sle.  Marguerite  river 
where  Wt*  intended  ]>assing  th-  night.  During  th »  passage  from  Pointe 
des  Monts  to  the  river  Ste.  Marguerite,  the  ibg  which  till  then  had  appeared 
to  hang  on  our  hiv^ls,  dissolved  somewhar,  and  enabled  us  to  catch  a 
glimpse  of  the  sun's  [Kile  discwhidi  was  not  very  reassuring.  The  log  soon 
became  so  thick  that  we  ccmld  hardly  see  some  hundred  yards  ah)ad  of 
the  vessel  Not  a  breath  of  wind  stirred  and  the  sea  appeared  to  1)3  covered 
with  a  coating  of  oiL 

ilr.  Bender  went  ashore  that  evening,  to  secure  the  services  of  Captain 
Talbot  who  has  a  salmon  iishery  in  this  district.  This  gentleman 
is  well  acquainted  with  the  navigation  of  the  north  shore  of  the  river  and 
gulf  oi  iSt.  Luwrejico,  He  would  have  been  able  to  have  guided  the 
stoamer  Alaska  throngh  the  thousand  channels  intersecting  the  islands 
which  fiinge  the  const  of  Labrador  as  fnr  as  the  straits  of  Belle-Isle.  We 
once  mare  nnu  witli  dis:ippointment.  Captain  Talbot  could  not  leave  his 
post  without  risking  i.ojisidtn-able  loss.  In  the  midst  of  the  calm  which 
prevailed  we  distinctly  lieard  the  flapping  of  wings  and  the  cries  of  a 
flock  of  bir Js  which  we  were  however  unable  to  see  on  account  of  the  thick 
fog  wliich  eiiv'.'loijcd  us  on  all  sides.  There  appeared  to  be  several  thousands 
of  these  birds  and  to  jndge  by  the  flapping  of  wings  and  their  cries  they 
«^eemcd  to  cover  a  considerable  space.  On  the  4th  the  weather  was  still 
foggy,  but  it  cleared  somewhat  about  8  a  m.  We  saw,  for  the  first  time 
bince  our  departure^  some  seals  which  raised  their  head  above  water  and 
qi>peared  to  regard  us  with  a  timid  curiosity.    These  animals  belong  to 
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the  species  Phoca  vituliua  and  are  called  Harhonr  s wis  })y  the  Eiis'lish 
colonists  of  the  (xulf  and  by  the  French  h^ettlers  on  the  coast  Lcu).- 
mariiis  d'e^jni'.  i  am  told  that  they  have  b.^en  called  by  this  List  name 
becaiuse  they  come  closer  in  siiore  then  tlie  other  s[)e.ics,  and  that  they 
ere  not  afraid  to  enter  the  h.^rbours,  where  tliey  are  easily  captured.  I  will 
resuine  th  s  subject  Liter  on. 

We  were  now  as  I  hxw.  1> -{b.-e  leaia^k^^d  o.ily  (>  miles  distant  fro  n  the 
B.iy«.>l"S.u-.^:i  IsLiudsaud  weadrau  '^din  th  it  dire ':i)a  with  sla 'k 'ii^ls;>e.*d 
and  al>.:)  ub^ervin^^vg^rea":  pre'iu  ii:i<.  oi  a'"ju:it  oTth^.  L)2,v;*y  sLat:*  of  the 
we:it!i'^r.  Our  object  in  g'.nnu;  to  S."reii  I^I.iikLs  \va>to  try  :iu  1  obtain  a  pilot 
from  am^nu*  the  settlers  of  tlie  disi^i -t.  Bui  they  wtu-e  ail  uiiwJlliiur  to 
eiicra^'e,  as  t!ie  cod  was  nppr.>a-hini4*  and  ih^y  w-ere  ail  euiployed  in  thit 
lishery.  We  -entered  the  bay  of  Se\\»n  IsLmds  by  the  w^'st  chinneb 
passing,  tii'^  tollowinc^'  places  sn  -c  's-ively  on  our  Ld*t  :--''  roint;'  a  la  Croix/' 
Poiiite  '•  Cliasse '' and  the  •'  Ivo^'ky  L>!anJs "'  of  tlie  west.  Tliis  vast  b:iy 
is  larp,e  enough  to  hold  an  entire  IL^et.  Yvv*  an"hored  about  on<.*  tliird  of  a  mile 
froai  the  sandy  sliore  upon  which  tlie  viiLiLi'e  of  Seven  Islands  is  built.  It 
was  ticm  al)out  noon.  Th^.  weathe**  briG>'hi.ii  -d  bv  de:j;'rH'S  and  allowed  ii^to 
adiniiv  ihe  vast  proportions  of  this  bay  and  the  magnifiuMit  country  wdiich 
encLx's  it  like  a  sereui  of  verdure.  T!i  ^  water  h.T^  isd^^^j')  :ind  cl-ir. 
A'essels  of  the  largest  size  can  anchor  in  perf'^ct  safety.  There  is  good  herring 
and  halibut  llshing  inside  the  bay,  aud  ma -kiu-el  and  co Ki^h  on  t!i?  banks 
outside  the  island  which  protect  them  from  the  sea  bre>*:^\s. 

The  P)ay  of  Seven  Islands  was  formerly  ths  site  of  an  iin;)r>:-l:a  it. 
coilHshing  station.  In  ISSl  an  American  s  -hooner  sailed  one  ev(Uiing  into 
thebiyof  S  wen  Islands.  The«e  strange  tishermen  during  the  niglit 
uif^t  a  settler  who  sold  them  herring  to  bait  their  Jines  which  were  more 
than  -1000  leet  in  length.  Their  hshing  pioved  most  successful.  In  about 
two  days  they  had  taken,  and  carefully  packed  in  ice  over  70.000  lbs.  of 
halibut  of  superior  quality. 

In  18S2.' whilst  I  was  in  the  bay  of  Seven  Islands  two  American  schooners 
came  to  catch  mackerel  to  the  SDuth  of  the  B  isque  Islands,  and  returned 
Irom  there  in  two  days,  wuth  a  catch  of  eight  hundred  barrels  of  this 
t^xcellent  fish,  which  the  master  of  one  of  the  schoo!nu's  considered 
that  he  would  have  no  difficulty  in  selling  for  at  least  twenty  dollars  a 
barrel  in  Boston.  The  coddishing,  notwithstanding  the  injudicious  way  it  is 
conducted,  also  yields  fair  ])roIit.  Herring  may  be  caught  in  the  bay  in 
almost  incredible  numbers  in  certain  years,  but  I  am  bound  to  admit  that 
there,  a.s  in  other  places,  the  lisherman's  outfit  is  of  the  most  primitive 
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kind.  Capital  is  DL^eded,  which  the  fishermen  lack,  and  without  which 
it  is  impossible  to  obtain  suitable  fishing  gear.  These  poor  folks,  are  content 
with  informing  us  that  they  cannot  afford  to  buy  improved  fishing  gear, 
such  as  rori^jgii  fishermen  usi?.  The  spirit  of  association  is  lacking  among 
them. 

To  thi^  nortli  of  the  bay,  in  a  small  river  called  the  Grand  Rapid 
liver  a  large  deposit  of  magnetic  iron  is  found.  The  sailors  of  the  bay 
usG  it  a^  ballast  lor  their  schooners,  and  fishing  boats  ;  they  prefer  this 
mineral  to  all  others  for  ballast,  on  account  of  its  weight.  Now,  for  the  first 
time  eiucL'  ]eavin^_f  Kimouski,  the  sun  shone  in  full  splendor  from  one  o'clock 
till  ft  p,  m.  Daring  the  afternoon,  we  paid  our  respects  to  Mr.  Wilson, 
the  af^cnt  for  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  at  this  station.  This  gentleman, 
furnished  us  with  aome  very  useful  information  respecting  the  resources 
ot  the  bay,  in  particular,  and  of  the  coast  in  general. 

I  took  avantagc  of  ^he  few  minutes  at  our  disposal,  to  enter  the  forest, 
and  taki^s  notes  on  the  vegetation.  Trees  of  the  coniferous  family  are  the 
most  numerous.  I  noticed  amongst  others  the  **  G-rey  Pine  "  wrongly  called 
'*  Cypress  ''  in  Canada.  (Pinus  rupestris,  Michx).  I  will  give  further  en 
a  list  of  the  plants  in  this  locality. 

Ou  thi.^  ni'xt  day,  July  5th,  nt  6  a.  m.  the  fog  was  so  thick,  that  we 
could  not  distinu'uish  the  land.  But  it  lifted  somewhat  at  10  a.  m  owing 
to  a  slight  breeze  setting  in  from  the  north.  At  10.30  we  weighed  anchor 
and  steamed  out  of  the  bay,  taking  the  middle  channel  leaving  on  our 
right  Point  Chasse  and  the  islands  of  Manowin  and  Carousel,  and  on  our 
left,  tli:it  is  to  say  to  the  cast,  the  *'  Basques  "  islands.  Quite  close  to 
the  inland  of  Manowin  and  connected  with  it  at  low  tide,  is  an  island 
where  a  very  fine  quolity  of  limestone  is  found.  In  the  northern  part  of 
the  island  (which  part  is  also  the  highest  above  water)  there  are  beds 
eniirelycornposi-'d  of  univalve  shell-fish  especially  of*'  Murchisonia  elon- 
ffata/'  It  is  iVuni  this  calcareous  island  that  lime-stone  was  obtained  for 
tho  forges  on  the  river  Moisic.  It  appear  that  the  rich  deposits  of 
magnetic  iron  of  the  river  Grand  Rapid,  which  is  a  tributary  of  the  bay 
of^even  Islands,   were  granted  to  the  late  Moisic  Company. 

After  leaving  Sijven  Islands  we  shaped  our  course  for  the  Perroquet 
islands  where  the  first  scientific  observations,  the  object  of  our  voyage, 
would  he  takeji.  At  noon,  the  weather  was  clear  enough  to  enable  us  to 
make  out  the  land.  We  passed,  on  our  right,  the  river  Moisic  known 
for  its  large  salmon  and  cod  fisheries,  the  first  managed  by  Messrs.  HoUiday 
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and  Co.,  and  the  second  by  Messrs  J.  &  E.  Collas  who  own  considerable 
establishments  on  the  right  bank  of  this  river. 

The  shore  opposite  to  the  bay  presented  to  our  g-aze  the  ruins  of  the 
forges  of  the  Moisic  Company.  This  river  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  most, 
if  not  the  most  important  river,  on  the  north  shore  of  the  G-nlf  of  St. 
Lawrence. 

Continuing  our  route  from  there,  we  passed  before  Point  St.  Charles 
which  is  the  limit  of  Moisic  Bay,  then  Cormorant  point  which  formerly 
bounded  on  the  east  the  **  Postes  du  Roi.  "  This  part  of  the  north  shore 
comprised  within  the  limits  of  Egg  Inland  and  Cape  Cormorant  was  united 
to  the  crown  domain  by  virtue  of  the  ordonnance  of  the  Intendant  Hocquart, 
May,  12th  1733  and  which,  as  regards  the  concession  of  the  *'  Ile-aux- 
(Eufs  "  reads  as  follows  : 

"  We  have  united  to  the  domain  of  His  Majesty,  the  said  lands  granted 
to  the  said  Sieur  Bissot,  from  and  comprising  the  said  *'  Ile-aux-OJufs  "  as 
iar  as  Cormorant  Point,  which  is  four  or  five  leagues  below  the  said  river 
Moisic.  " 

We  will  revert  to  this  subject  when  we  speak  of  the  *'  Postes  du  Roi.' 
It  was  at  Cormorant  Point  that  the  heirs  of  the  lale  Mr.  Bissot,  above 
mentioned,  place  the  w^estern  limit  of  the  seigniory  of  the  *'  Terre  Ferme 
de  Mingan.  " 

Continuing  our  route,  always  towards  the  east,  we  pass  the  rivers 
*'  aux  Bouleaux  "  (the  Bason  river  of  the  late  Admiral  Bayfield)  the  Rivers 
'  Manitou  "  the  ''  I^a  Chaloupe  "  and  "  Tonnerre  "  which  last  is  known 
for  the  quantity  of  magneHc  iron  imbedded  in  the  granite  cliflFs  on  either  side 
of  its  mouth  and  which  stretch  for  a  considerable  distance  along  the  shores 
of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  Then  the  "  Sheldrake  "  and  "  Magpie  '' 
rivers,  known  as  important  codfish  stations  owned  by  the  Gaspe  merchants 
Messrs.  La  Bouthillier,  CoUas  and  Robin.  The  river  St  John  empties 
itself  eight  miles  east  of  Magpie  point;  this  river  was  twice  the  eastern 
limit  of  Lower-Canada,  and  was  the  former  boundary  between  the  latter 
proviace  and  Newfoundland. 

About  8  p.  m.,  we  anchored  for  the  night  between  the  Perroquets 
islands  and  the  mouth  of  the  St.  John  river.  On  July  Gth,  we  had  a  fair 
breeze  from  the  south  west  which  did  not  disperse  the  fog  however.  We 
feoou  heard  cries  from  innumerable  birds,  without  being  able  to  get  a 
glimpse  of  them.    We  also  heard  the  ])Anxthing  of  a  grampus  (Delphinus 
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irr:im[>Ui^.  lliiut  ),  aucl  :i]so  the  crying  of  some  seals  (Phoca  vitulina,  L.) 
Tlie^fe  dil  myi  lung  vi'Siiain  above  water,  but  liad  tj  seek  cover  from  the 
younq:  Ninirods  of  the  ir.nij  who  never  lost  an  opportunity  of  firing  at 
wbaturer  showed  on  the  surf  u^e  o[  th^  water.  The  grampus  and  seals  no 
sooner  appn>>!heJ  n^iar  i»ri0Ugh  to  allow  us  to  observe  them  ihan  th.n^  woro 
ireaii-^d  lo  a  fu^ilnd':^  which  was  liirmLss  oa  ihe  ani  nals,  and  only  hi  1  the 
eire^.t  oi  iVhfhtcnin:;"  t!;eni  and  keeping*  tliem  at  a  distance  i'rora  the  vessel. 

At  S  a  in,,  t>n  il?  '  kind  invitatio!i  of  Mr.  L.^ndn-,  I  aNo.npani  ^i  a 
p:iity  nf  t^Kiijorrrs  to  the  Pcrroc[uels  i^^iands.  It  was  asser!e:l  that  ih.vo 
islands,  ivliitlicr  rtmliitudes  of  s(\a  birds  r^^sorl:,  were  covered  withgiiairj. 
It  allbrs.i;^  me  ^aii^^ac1ion  to  staU*  that,  as  an  eye  witness  I  was  able  to  eXci- 
mineinto  ihe  truth  of  what  has  I)  'en  reported  for  so  loiig,  to  wir :  thatthivsi^ 
inland*  conlaiii  ctmsid^:rabh!  deposits  of  this  valuable  manure.  AVe  Ian  l^'d 
on  the  most  western  island,  whith  wa>  co:np :)s.ul  of  cai  .'arcou^  ro ?ks  in  a 
compact  ina-sSj  of  almo.^^t  (juadrangular  form,  rising  abruptly  about  liiirty 
or  Ibrty  fcu't  above  8e I  level.  The  eas:  and  south  sidi^s  of  th.^  islet  sh^p: 
geiuly  dovvn  to  thi*  wat 'r's  edg^.  It  may  not  l)e  ojLt  of  pla  ^^  if  I  m  ^niion  a 
fjict  whi'h  I  ob:iiervcJ  in  all  the  calcareous  islands  in  the  gnlf,  whi'di  I  had 
oc^easiLin  to  visi^  an?l  which  I  havv^  alrr\idy  ton 'IimI  upon  when  .speakin'^' 
oi  th.^  cLdrar.»oii?>  islinrl  of S.-ven  Islands  :  I  have  invariably  no!ieed  in  th^^ 
islaiuLs  of  ilingan,  Anlicosti.  &c.,  that  the  northern  shores  of  the  islands 
always  terminate  l>v  ^^te^^p  clilFs  which  in  some  places  rise  to  tlie  height  of 
two  aiiil  three  hundred  feet,  and  the  sea  at  their  base  is  very  dc^p,  whereas 
the  opposite  coasL  is  a  gradual  slope  down  to  the  sea  level. 

The  isltfi  we  landed  on  was  only  covered  wdth  grass.  It  slopes  towards  the 
south,  and  is  eovorf?d  with  a  bed  of  very  rich  mould  varying  from  a  depth  of 
six  to  eight-^en  iu^lie^.  It  is  in  this  mould  that  the  Sea  Parrots  (Mormon, 
III-)  hollow  out  holes  in  which  they  lay  their  eggs  and  keep  their  young  ones, 
until  ih^y  are  big  enough  to  provide  for  themselves.  This  mould  is  rich 
in  fertilizing  principles,  as  the  size  and  succulence  of  the  plants  which 
f^row  there,  prove  and  which  attain  a  diameter  of  from  an  in(  li  and  a 
half  to  c^'en  two  iui'hea,  such  as  the  Covv"  Parsnip  (Ileracleum  lanatuni, 
Michx)  th'.^  HtMuluck  (Conium  maculatum,  L)  and  the  Ligusticum  (Lig'usti- 
€um  S("oticuni  L).  This  mould,  rich  though  it  be,  is  certainly  not  guano, 
whatever  maybeyaid.  Here  there  are  innumerable  quantities  of  birds  which 
make  their  nests  in  the  ground  after  the  manner  of  the  Sea  Parrots 
(Morman,  III),  or  in  hssures  of  the  rojks  like  Sea-Swallows  (Sterna,  L.)  or  on 
the  surfacti  of  the  land  like  Sea-GuUs  (Larus,  L)  Sea-Pigeons  (Uria,  Briss) 
Penguins,  (Alca  L)  ;  Eider  (Somateria,  Leach)  &c.,  &c.,  &c. 
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We  then  crossed  over  to  the  sec^ond  of  ths  Porroqujt  islauis,  situated 
south-aast  of  the  first.  This  island  varies  somewhat  from  those  we  hid  just 
visited  with  regard  to  its  geological  formation,  flora,  and  fauna.  . 

It  appeared  to  me  less  elevated  above  the  level  of  ihe  sea  and  to  hive 
a  somewhat  larger  sui)erficies.  After  this  hasty  exploration,  W3  returned 
on  board  the  Alaska. 

I  will  add  that  there  are  neither  trees,  bushes,  nor  shrubs  on  these 
slands.  There  is  vegetable  growth  on  only  two  of  them,  whilst  the  two 
others  which  we  only  saw  at  a  distance,  appeared  nothing  more  than  sand 
banks  with  the  sea  breaking  over  thern. 

At  10.25  a.  m.  we  left  the*  mouth  of  the  river  St.  John,  known  for  its 
extensive  cod-fishing  establishments  and  also  for  its  fine  salmon-fishing. 
At  11  a.  m.  we  doubled  the  Long  Point  of  Mingan  where  there  are  several 
moro  cod-fishing  establishments.  An  hour  later  the  steamer  Alaska  anchored 
in  Mingan  harbour,  opposite  the  Hudson  Bay  Company's  Post.  At  noon,  the 
clouds  having  cleared  away,  we  were  enabled  to  admire  the  fine  Harbour 
of  Mingan  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  high  clills  of  calcareous  stones  of  th.) 
i£>land  of  the  same  name,  and  on  the  north  by  a  sandy  beach  covered  with 
trees  of  a  fair  growth. 

After  wishing  goodbye  to  Mr.  Lannon,  the  company's  agent  at  Mingan, 
we  left  for  Esquimaux  Point.  Mingan  port  is  noted  on  more  than  one 
account.  Messrs.  Bissot  and  Joliette  had  established  a  fishing  post  there. 

We  had  hardly  left  Mingan  harbour  before  a  veritable  fog  bank  com- 
pletely hid  the  islands  from  our  view  ;  we  passed  through  the  midst  of  them 
about  several  hundred  yards  distance.  We  moved  along  at  snail's  pace, 
which  was  fortunate  for  us,  for  on  arriving  opposite  Quarry  Island,  one 
of  the  Mingan  group,  the  prow  of  the  Alaska  stujk  in  a  sand  bank. 
This  was  au  hour  after  we  had  left  Mingan  harbour.  Happily,  it  was  only 
half-tide,  and  we  had  reason  to  hope  that  we  would  got  alloat  again  in  two 
or  ihree  hours.  The  captain  lifted  the  bows  of  the  vessel  by  placing  the 
heavy  freight  in  the  stern.  About  5  p.  m.,  thanks  to  the  power  of  her  screw 
the  vessel  was  got  off  and  continued  its  way  as  well  as  it  could,  in  the 
direction  of  Esquimaux  Point. 

As  the  fog  was  getting  thicker,  we  were  compelled  to  anchor  in  the 
midst  of  the  islands,  in  about  seven  or  eight  fathoms  of  water.  A  strong 
south-west  breeze  dispersed  the  fog  a  little,  and  showed  us  that  we  were 
anchored   in  the  channel  between  th^  Moniac  and  Niapisca  islands.    Up 
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to  8  p.  in.  the  fV)^  steadily  increased.  Captain  Campball,  sowing  the  impos- 
sibility orsleering  tbrough  the  islands  in  such  weather,  resolved  to  spend 
the  nit^ht  in  this*  plaoe.  The  wind  blew  with  violence.  But  we  were  in 
safety  a??  w^'  vvero  jsheUered  by  the  islanis  from  the  full  fjrce  of  th*  wind. 

On  the  Tth.  at  6  a.  m.  the  wind  veered  round  to  the  north  west, 
and  as  tht?  weather  seemed  to  have  cleared  a  little,  we  weighed  anchor  and 
atLer  endeavouiiufj  lo  find  our  course  for  about  an  hour,  we  wjre  obliged 
to  rtnehor  once  more  on  account  of  the  fog.  Some  minutes  later  we  distinctly 
he.ard  the  sound  of  a  bell.  This  showed  us  that  we  were  not  far  from 
Esquiinaxxx  Point.  The  captain  once  more  weighed  anchor  and  steered 
iu  the  direelion  of  the  sound,  for  want  of  a  better  compass.  A  quarter  of 
an  hour  had  scaroely  passed  before  we  could  make  out  through  the  fog,  first 
the  steeple,  then  thi?  whole  churcn,  then  the  village  of  Esquimaux  Point, 
opposite  which  pUire  we  anchored  at  8  a.  m.  to  the  minute,  at  a  distance  of 
about  one  hnudrtHl  and  fifty  yards  from  the  sandy  shore  on  which  it  is 
built. 

The  fog  disappeared  as  though  by  enchantment  and  we  were  able  to 
admire,  at  our  ea.ie,  thi^  fine  sheet  of  water  in  the  bay,  bounded  on  the  one 
side  by  the  s:uidy  shore  on  which  the  village  is  situated,  and  on  the  other 
bv  the  hiv^e  and  fine  island  of  the  same  name,  which  is  covered  with 
luxuriant  vegetation.  At  1.30  we  went  to  pay  our  respects  to  Monseigneur 
BoasG,  Apostoli^^  Prereot  of  the  North  Shore,  who  received  us  with  great 
courtesy,  and  also  spuke  at  length  on  the  resources  of  the  North  Shore,  and 
of  the  preearious  livelihood  of  the  inhabitants,  who  are  dependent  on  the 
fisheries  for  both  food  and  clothing. 

Monseigneur  Boss6  appeared  enchanted  on  learning  that  a  powerful 
company  ini ended  carrying  on  the  rich  fisheries  of  the  Labrador  Coast,  on 
a  large  scale,  and  that  this  company  had  resolved  to  select  in  preference 
the  services  of  the  dwellers  on  the  coast,  who  are  good  fishermen,  able 
seamen,  inured  to  the  hardships  of  a  fisherman's  life  and  those  of  navigation. 

Monseigneur  Boss6  considered  the  establishment  of  this  company,  on 
the  const  of  Ltibrador,  as  a  new  era  of  progress,  especially  if  it  shared  the 
]>rolits  realized  with  the  fishermen,  as  nearly  all  the  American  traders 
do  with  their  employees.  By  such  a  system  the  Canadian  and  Acadian 
fishermen  would  ba  induced  to  take  an  interest  in  the  scheme,  and  it  would 
conduce  toward!^  its  t?uccess.  Indeed  there  is  no  better  way  of  creating 
emulation  among  a  company'^  servants  than  by  giving  them  a  share  in 
the  profits. 
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Esquimaux  Harbour  which  lies  about  18  miles  east  of  Miiigan  harbour 
is  formed  by  Esquimaux  poiut,  and  the  island  of  the  sime  name  opposite. 
This  port  is  sheltered  from  all  winds,  and  a  numerous  fleet  of  the  largest 
tonnage  could  float  there. 

In  1855  or  1856  two  fishermen's  families  from  the  Magdeleu  Islands, 
came  to  lire  there,  with  the  object  of  catching  cod  on  the  north  shore,  and 
hunting  furred  animals  in  the  neighbouring  forests.  In  1858,  there  were 
fifteen  families  of  fishermen,  dwelling  in  this  place.  The  new  arrivals 
intended  to  hunt  seals  on  floating  ice,  in  the  spring,  and  to  fish  for  cod 
herring  and  mackerel  during  the  summer. 

The  village  of  Pointe  aux  Esquimaux  continued  to  grow  so  rapidly  that 
in  1861  there  w-ere  already  thirty  seven  Acadian  families  from  the  Mag- 
delen  islands. 

The  fishermen  had  been  very  successful  since  their  advent  on  the 
north  shore.  There  w^ere  no  large  fisheries  near  Esquimaux  Point  :  but  a 
good  harbour,  facility  of  procuring  fresh  water,  and  wood  in  abundance, 
made  it  a  very  suitable  place  for  an  establishment.  Although  the  soil  is 
sandy,  vegetables  grow^  very  w^ell  in  it.  At  the  present  time  Esquimaux 
Point  is  the  see  of  an  Apostolic  Prefecture,  where  the  first  incumbent 
Monseigneur  Bosse  has  already  w^rought  great  reforms  and  done  immense 
good.  The  village  possesses  a  fine  church,  and  a  good  parsonage.  There 
are  three  very  well  managed  schools  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the 
settlers'  children  ;  also  a  post  office  and  custom  house,  both  of  which  are 
Avell  managed.  There  is  no  doubt  that  when  once  improvements  have 
been  set  on  foot  and  with  a  more  intelligent  and  less  parsimonious 
management  of  the  rich  fisheries  of  the  north  part  of  the  Grulf  of  St.  Law- 
rence, this  village  will  enjoy  a  prosperous  future. 

Esquimaux  Point  is  frequented  by  coasting  schooners  from  Quebec  and 
Halifax. 

In  1881,  the  i)roducts  of  the  country  for  spring  and  summer  w^ere  as 
follows — which  results  I  obtained  when  on  the  spot  in  1882  : — seventy  two 
thousand  gallons  of  seal  oil,  sold  from  35  to  40  cents  per  gallon;  twenty 
four  thousand  seal-skins,  sold  at  60  to  70  cents  apiece,  eight  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty  quintals  of  dried  codfish,  at  from  4  to  5  dollars  the 
quintal,  and  five  thousand  nine  hundred  gallons  of  cod  liver  oil  valued  at 
50  cents  a  gallon  seven  hundred  barrels  of  herrings  from  3  to  4  dollars  the 
barrel. 
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That  year  was  rousidered  the  most  extraordinarily  productive,  sinc3the 
colony  was  lonnded. 

Esquimaux  Island  supplies  a  good  quantity  of  timber,  and  produces  a 
great  varit?ly  orilowers. 

Mr.  Jj^i'iidt^r  had  by  this  time  succeeded  in  engaging  a  pilot  who 
engni^'t^d  to  pilot  us  to  any  part  of  the  coast  we  might  w^ish  to  visit.  At  2.30 
TPe  bade  Monseigneur  Bosse  farewell,  and  started,  with  a  very  pleasant 
recolk^ctiou  ol  that  prelate,  as  well  as  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the 
coast. 

As  tlie  log  w^as  already  beginning  to  gather  around  the  "islands 
through  which  our  course  lay,  Captain  Campbell  seized  this  opportunity, 
as  ihv  Jog  waw  not  very  thick,  to  keep  off  the  coast.  At  8  p.  m.  the 
weather  was  j^till  fine,  although  a  littly  foggy.  The  vessel  ran,  that  night, 
about  8  knot^  an  hour  until  day-break  next  day  which  was  the  8th.  The 
fog  soun  f'aiiK'  down  again  from  all  sides,  and  hid  from  view  the  land 
which  should  have  been  on  our  left.  Fearing  to  run  aground,  or  on  reefs,  w^e 
Ktood  away  from  the  coast. 

The  north  east  wind  blew  strongly  and  brought  us  cold  and  fog  from 
Newfouudiand  and  the  straits  of  Belle-Isle.  For  the  whole  of  the  8th  and 
the  folIovviuLr  night  w^e  were  shrouded  in  a  thick  mist,  and  hardly  knew 
where  we  wt'iv^  exactly.  A  fine  sleet  fell  all  night. 

On  tli(*  iHh  at  4  a.  m,  the  rain  was  falling  in  torrents  and  lasted  until 
eight  o'elot:k.  followed  by  a  fog  so  dense  that  it  was  impossible  to  see  the 
surface  of  tho  water,  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  ship.  We  had  not  seen 
land  sinct'  \\\^  had  left  the  Esquimaux  islands. 

Captain  Campbell  thought  it  unwise  to  proceed  in  such  dense  weather 
and  he  hove  tlie  vessel  to.  The  wind  increased  hour  by  hour,  enormous 
Wflves  caused  the  steamer  to  pitch  and  roll  in  a  manner  most  unpleasant 
for  thos(3  unaccustomed  to  a  storm  at  sea.  However  the  Alaska  behaA'od 
very  well,  and  as  the  waves  did  not  wash  the  deck,  the  passenger  were  able 
to  stand  upright,  holding  on  to  the  rigging  and  thus  avoiding  the  unplea- 
santness of  sea  sickness  by  remaining  in  the  fresh  air.  Here  and  there, 
sigii^s  were  licard  as  if  people  were  paying  tribute  to  Neptune  but  in  reality 
nothing  very  serious  resulted.  A  little  washing  would  soon  have  effaced 
all  traces  of  the  sea-god's  anger.  For  myself,  I  had  hitherto  nothing  to 
com]>laiu  of  and  as  I  did  not  think  we  would  experience  worse  weather 
than  thii^,  I   hopel  to  com3  through  all  right.     No  change  for  the  better 

that  evening. 
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The  9th  was  more  stormy  than  the  8th,  and  after  having  been  tossed 
about  all  day,  we  had  to  go  to  bed,  with  no  prospect  of  its  clearing  up  that 
night.  We  still  remained  hove  to  that  is  to  say  rolling  and  pitching  all 
night.  I  was  happy  in  not  suffering  from  sea  sickness ;  I  had  sleeplessness 
in  its  stead. 

On  the  10th  July,  m  the  morning,  the  wind  fell,  and  as  the  vessel 
became  more  steady  we  could  take  a  little  exorcise  without  fear  of  falling. 
The  fog  lifting  enabled  us  to  perceive  some  seabirds  which  were  winging 
their  flight  towards  the  isles  where  they  had  their  nests. 

Amongst  these  birds  were  .-—Guillemots  (TJria,  Brisson),  Ti^rns  (Sterna, 
L),  Sea  Grulls  (Larus,  L.),  Puffins  (Mormon,  111.),  and  others  which  I  could 
not  recognize  on  account  of  the  fog  which  still  covered  part  of  the  sea.  Here 
and  there  a  couple  of  divers  (Colymbus,  L),  glided  lightly  on  the  waves, 
diving  at  the  least  sign  of  danger. 

TVe  passed  successively  to  the  right  of  the  reefs  of  Ste.  Marie,  the  island  of 
TVatagheistic,  the  Ste.  Marie  islands,  bordered  with  reefs  and  breakers,  the 
Black  Rocks  which  we  could  cleaily  see,  being  not  more  than  half  a  mile 
distant  from  them.  The  noise  of  the  breakers  was  like  the  rumbling  of  thunder. 
Before  noon  we  had  passed  on  our  left  the  island  of  Petit  Mecalina  which 
island  is  almost  divided  into  two  by  Salaberry  Bay.  Towards  ten  o'clock  we 
reached  the  west  bay  of  Grand  Mecatina  or  Gros  Mecatina  as  it  is  called 
by  the  dwellers  on  that  coast,  and  we  dropped  anchor  in  about  seven  or 
eight  fathoms  of  water.     The  island  of  "  Grand  Mecatina  "  is  about  three 
and  a  half  miles  in  length,  from  north  to  south,  and  three  miles  in  width ; 
its  highest  elevation  in  the  centre  is  five  hundred  feet.     Several  islands  are 
in  the  neighborhood,  and  they  protect  the  interior  of  the  bay.    This  island 
possesses  two  good  harbours  where  the  largest  vessels  may  anchor  in  safety. 
This  island  is  the  haunt  of  seabirds.    Plate  Island  as  well  as  another,  were 
visited  on  account  of  the  guano  which  was  said  to  be  accumulated  on  it 
but  there,  as  at  the  Perroquets  islands,  the  supposed  guano  was  nothing 
more  or  less  than  a  mould  which  was  rich  enough  in  its  way,  but  not  at 
all  of  the  nature  of  real  guano.  We  obtained  from  Plate  island  about  half  a 
bushel   of  eggs  of  the  following  birds :  Guillemots,  Penguuins,  Boobies 
(Sula,  Briss.),  Sea-Gulls,  &c.  I  did  not  notice  the  Eider  duck's  egg  amongst 
these,  it  is  therefore  useless  to  seek  for  eider-down  there. 

The  Ring  Diver,  in  French  vulgarly  called  "  Huard  "  and  "  Loon  "  in 
English  (Colymbus  torquatus,  Brunn,)  was  heard  and  seen  each  time  the 
fog  hfted  sufliciently  to  let  us  see  three  or  four  hundreds  of  yards  around 
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the  vessel.  The  island  of  Grand  Mecatina,  thanks  to  its  two  good  har- 
bours, and  the  facilities  for  obtaining  wood  and  fresh  water,  is  much  visited 
by  the  Gasp6  and  Newfoundland  fishermen.  The  Nova  Scotia  and  Newfound- 
land  fishing  boats  repair  thither  in  great  numbers  for  the  cod,  mackerel, 
and  herring  fisheries.  A  large  number  of  seals  are  killed  there  at  the 
commencement  of  the  winter  and  spring.  The  most  common  species  and 
those  which  have  also  a  greater  value  are  the  Harp-Seal  (Phoca  groenlandicas, 
Fab.)  and  the  "  Hooded  Seal  "  (Stemmatopus  cristatus;  Dekay)  (Phoca 
cristataGm).  The  fishery  overseer  at "  Grand-Mecatina,"  Mr.  Louis  Gaumont, 
has  killed  about  four  hundred  in  a  single  year.  This  hunting  is  continued 
from  the  end  of  November  until  January  and  during  April  and  May.  I  will 
allude  to  this  again  further  on.  A  large  number  of  fishing  boats,  each 
manned  by  two  men,  were  engaged  catching  codfish. 

The  other  fish  which  I  noticed  iu  the  **  Grand  Mecatina  "  waters 
were  the  Herring  (Clupea  harengus,  Mitch),  the  Sardine  (Clupea  Sardina, 
•Duhamel.)  the  Halibut  (Hippoglossus  vulgaris,  Cuv.),  the  Tunny  (Thymnus 
vulgaris,  De  Kay.),  the  Plaice  (Pleuronectos  planus,  Mitch.)  the  Sand-eel 
(Ammodytes  lancca,  Ayrl,)  the  Smelt  (Osmerus  viridescens,  Le  Sueur.),  the 
Capelin,  (Mallottus  villosus,  Cuvier.)  Crustacea  are  also  fished  for  there 
such  as  Lobsters  and  Crabs.  The  following  Molluscs  are  found  in 
abundance,  but  not  in  great  variety :  Common  Limpets  (Mytilus  edulis,  L), 
Cockles  (Mya  arenaria.)  (Buccinum,  Brug),  Purple-fish  (Purpura,  Brug,  L.) 
Periwinkles  or  Littorines  (Littorina,  Ferussac),  Echinodermata  are  also 
found  there  such  as  Sea  Urchins,  (Echinus,  L)  Star  fish  (Asteracanthion, 
Stimpson). 

So  much  for  the  sea,  let  us  now  pass  on  to  the  land. 

The  trees  scarcely  exceed  a  height  of  from  six  to  twenty  feet.  These  are ; 
Fir,  Spruce,  Dwarf  Birch,  Willows,  Alder,  and  small  fruit  trees  such  as  the 
Wild  lied  Cherry,  the  Juneberry,  the  Ash,  the  Alpine  Bearberry,  and  others 
of  which  I  will  give  a  list  later  on.  We  still  saw  on  the  north  slope  of  the 
hills  on  the  Island,  banks  of  snow  and  ice  which  we  could  distinguir-h  from 
a  great  distance. 

Gros  Mecatina  post  is  a  very  ancient  one.  During  last  century,  it  paid 
well,  and  was  included  in  the  Pomereau  Concession.  It  is  held  to-day  by  Mr. 
Louis  Gaumont  who  appears  to  be  doing  well  there. 

After  exploring  the  two  shores  of  West  Bay,  and  having  gone  over 
the  island  in  every  direction,  for  the  purpose  of  studying  its  geology,  flora, 
and  fauna,  we  re-embarked  s/U  the  Alaska  to  spend  the  night,  well  satis- 
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ficd  with  the  objects  we  had  seen,  and  the  information  we  had  obtained 
from  the  fishermen,  who  were  there  in  large  numbers  engaged  in  the  codfi- 
shery  which  was  just  commencing. 

On  the  morrow  July  11th,  we  recommenced  our  explorations.  I  managed 
to  add  a  good  number  of  plants,  molluscs  &c.,  to  the  collection  I  had  already 
begun  at  Fointe  des  Monts  &c.,  Sec. 

If  the  complaints  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  coast,  and  those 
M^ho  carry  on  our  fisheries,  are  to  be  believed,  then  the  north  part  of  the 
gulf  is  infested  by  a  host  of  foreign  fishermen,  who  take  our  best 
fish  from  under  our  very  eyes,  thanks  to  their  improved  fishin^f  tackle 
and  especialy  to  the  use  they  make  of  the  nets  called  '*  trap-nets, "  by 
means  of  which  they  soon  get  their  load  of  fish,  while  their  swift-sailing 
schooners  of  thirty  or  forty  tons,  manned  by  crews  of  from  ten  to  twelve 
able  seamen,  thread  the  islands  in  the  midst  of  which  they  know  where  to 
find  hiding-places,  from  whence  they  start  little  expeditions  to  pillage  eggs 
and  sea-birds'  feathers.  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  are  those  of  useful  birds, 
for  like  many  others,  they  are  disappearing,  victims  of  the  rapacity 
and  the  improvidence  of  man.  It  is  but  necessary  to  mention  that  the 
large  Penguin  (Alca  impennis,  L.)  one  of  the  birds  the  most  sought  after 
already  ranks  among  the  extinct  species  on  the  Grulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  It 
was  with  this  bird,  as  with  the  Wapiti  or  elk  of  eastern  Canada,  which 
formerly  abounded  on  the  banks  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  of  the  Ottawa, ' 
and  where  it  is  only  known  to-day  by  its  large  bones  and  huge  antlers 
which  the  settler  sometimes  turns  up,  when  ploughing  his  newly  cleared 
field.  This  animal  is  now  no  longer  found  except  in  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
where  it  will  doubtless  soon  disappear  altogether. 

We  had  employed  the  two  fine  days  we  had  had  sincc^  entering  the 
West  bay  of  Great  Mecatina  in  exploring  this  island,  and  also  the  neigh- 
bouring ones,  and  in  obtaining  useful  information  relating  to  seal  hunt- 
ing and  whale  fishing  ;  we  had  carefully  consulted  with  the  most 
intelligent  inhabitants  of  the  coast,  as  to  what  would  render  our  fisheries 
more  productive,  less  costly,  and  more  remunerative  to  them,  and  to  fisher- 
men in  general,  and  as  to  how  they  could  be  best  protected  from  the 
rapacity  of  foreign  ship-owners. 

We  were  all  on  board  at  5  p.  m.,  and  the  gentlemen  of  Mr.  Bender's 
Association,  decided  not  to  extend  the  present  exploration,  on  account  of 
the  changeableness  of  the  weather.  They  considered  that  nothing  could 
be  done  as  regards  Guano,  eider  down  or  sea-bird's  eggs.  Whilst  on  the 
other  hand  they  decided  that  fisheries  in  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  would 
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become  a  paying  enterprise,  if  conducted  by  men  of  experience,  and  pro- 
Tided  with  sufficient  capital.  It  was  then  resolved  by  these  gentlemen  that 
the  present  exploration  should  end  at  this  point.  Therefore  after  bidding 
farewell  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  islands,  Ave  weighed  anchor  and  left  West 
Bay  at  5  p.  m.  We  doubled  the  cape  on  the  east  point  of  the  island  of  Anti- 
costi,  against  a  strong  west  wind,  that  :s  to  say,  a  contrary  wind.  The  east 
point  of  the  island  of  Anticosti  is  about  180  miles  west  of  Grand  Mecatina 
The  night  w^as  fine,  although  it  was  blowing  hard.  On  the  12th  in  the  morn- 
ing, we  perceived  the  light-house  on  the  east  point  of  Anticosti,  which  we 
doubled  about  8  o'clock.  This  part  of  the  island  of  Anticosti,  like  the  south 
shore,  appeared  very  little  elevated  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  After  having 
coasted  along  the  island,  towards  the  south-west  point,  we  then  headed 
towards  G-aspe  Bay.  At  3  p.  m.  the  west  wind  was  so  strong,  that  for  the 
first  time  the  water  broke  on  the  deck  of  th'3  vessel. 

As  we  neared  the  south  co.ist,  a  whale  rose,  quite  close  to  the  Alaska 
and  spouted  out  a  column  of  water,  or  rather  steam,  to  a  height  of  from 
15  to  twenty  feet.  It  is  to  be  supposed  that  the  hug»3  cetacean  either  saw 
the  steamer  or  heard  the  noise  of  the  sere  .v,  for  wh-^n  he  reappeared  on  the 
surface,  he  had  changed  his  course,  and  was  going  at  right  angles  to  the 
one  he  was  going  on  before,  and  he  kept  in  that  direction  as  long  as 
we  could  make  him  out.  Captain  Campbell  who  for  twenty  five  years  had 
been  engaged  in  whaling  told  us  that  this  one  was  of  the  species  called 
Sulphur  bottom  by  the  English,  the  Rorqual  (Balaena  ro'-qual,  L.) 

At  5  p  m.  we  could  mike  out  thiGaspj  coast  pretty  clearly.  The  wind, 
violent  till  then,  now  fell  as  we  approached  the  land,  which  was  unfold- 
ing one  of  the  most  beautiful  panoramas  I  have  ever  seen.  "VYe  soon  dou- 
bled Cape  Rosier  and  entered  the  fine  harbour  of  G-aspe,  which  wo  traversed 
through  nearly  its  whole  length.  We  anchored  at  8  p.  m.  at  about  two 
hundred  yards  from  the  steamer  Admiral  to  which  we  were  transhipped 
during  the  evening,  after  wishing  our  friends  goodbye  and  safe  return  to 
New-York.  The  steamer  Admiral  started  the  next  morning  at  1  a.  in. 
and  as  I  had  forgotten  to  tell  the  steward  to  awake  m?,  I  lost  tha  fine 
panorama  which  the  sight  of  Cape  Perce  and  the  picturesque  villages  of  the 
same  name  offered.  When  I  did  awake  on  thi  morning  of  the  13th,  we 
were  passing  G-rande  Riviere  village  and  the  weather-  was  magnificent. 
There  was  a  slight  breeze  from  the  north  east  and  the  Bale  des  Cha- 
leurs  was  covered  with  codfishing  craft.  Flocks  of  sea  birds  were  flying 
in  all  directions,  and  amongst  other/j  I  noticed  the  Cormorant  (Phalacrocorax 
Carbo,  Briss.)  with  a  hooked  beak,  a  great  destroyer  of  fish,  of  which  it  eats 
about  three  and  four  pounds  per  diem,  thit  is  t:>  say,  half  its  own  weight, 
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Sea-Gulls,  G-aillemots,  Boobies  (Sula  Bassana,  L.)  Scz.  At  a  quarter  to  nine 
we  stopped  opposite  Messrs.  Kobin  &  Co's  establishment.  This  is  the  head 
quarters  of  that  great  firm.  It  is  said  that  at  this  post  alone,  Messrs.  Robin 
and  Co.  employ  more  than  tour  thousand  men  during  the  codfishjng  season. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  siime  company  has  large  establishments  on  the 
north  shore  and  elsewhere  for  fishing  and  preparing  the  co.l. 

At  30.15  we  stopped  at  New  Carlisle,  the  residence  of  the  Honorable 
Theodore  Robitaille,  then  we  left  successively  on  our  right,  the  fine  villages 
of  Bonavontuic  and  Capelin  which  are  connected  by  a  fine  bridge ;  New 
Eichmond  where  Messrs.  Montgomery  have  their  large  saw-mills  ;  Cascape- 
dia,  where  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  resorts  to  catch  salmon, 
during  the  season  in  the  month  of  July  :  Maria  extending  along  the  coast 
with  conical  mountains  in  th3  bick-ground  ;  Carleton»  New-Cjirlisle,  the 
clief/teu  of  Bonaventure  county  ;  Nouvelle  &c. 

The  w^ater  was  as  smooth  as  a  mirror,  and  we  could  see  Medusae 
(Cyanea  arctica,  Lee.)  of  a  thousand  metallic  hues  stretching  out  their  thou- 
sand tentacles  in  the  transparent  waves.  At  3  15  we  were  alongside  of  the 
jetty  at  Dalhousie,  New-Brunswick. 

On  the  14th  at  7.20  A.  M.,  we  took  the  branch  line  from  Dalhousie,  and 
at  8  15  we  reached  Campbelltosi,  on  the  Intercolonial  Railway.  At  8.30 
P.  M.,  we  reached  Levis  in  a  beating  rain.  In  other  words,  we  ended 
our  journey  as  \ve  had  begun  it. 


I  conclude  this  report  by  t\i^  remarks  which  I  have  already  made, 
in  the  abridged  report,  which  I  had  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  on  the 
twelfth  of  last  September,  with  the  addition  of  the  opinion  pronounced  by 
commissioner  of  fisheries  of  Canada,  in"iB71,  relating  to  the  destruction  of 
seals  in  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

I  should  first  observe  that  as  regards  guano,  eider-down  and 
eggs,  which  are  said  to  be  found  in  enormDus  quantities  both  in  the  islands 
and  on  the  north  shore  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  I  can  only  speak  from 
hearsay,  not  having  myself  visited  those  islands  where  report  says  these 
products  abound.  I  only  visited  two  of  the  Perroquet  islands  and  Grand 
Mecatina  islands,  in  which  places  the  supposed  guano  was  nothing  more 
than  rich  mould  as  the  luxuriant  growth  there  testifies. 

There  w^ere  numbers  of  sea  birds  in  the  islands  we  visited,  and  these 
islands  are  literally  covered  with  their  nests.  The  laying  season,  which  is 
the  most  profitable  time,  was  already  some  while  passed,  for  the  young  birds

were  as  big  as  the  old  ones,  the  only  discernible  diflference  being  in  the  colour 
of  their  plumage. 

Some  eggs  which  were  found,  were  either  late  ones,  or  a  second  laying. 
The  nuinorpiis  nests  on  the  island  show  that  a  good  harvest  of  eggs  could 
be  obtained  at  the  first  laying.  I  s^w  neither  the  Eider  Duck  in  those  islands 
that  I  vieited,  nor  eidi^r-down.  For  feathers,  the  best  time  to  obtain  them 
would  be  ^^  hen  the  young  birds  are  full  grown. 

I  may  here  remark  than  if  eggs  are  taken  in  spring  during  the  laying, 
and  the  birds  are  killed  in  summer  for  the  sake  of  their  feathers,  the  islands 
will  in  a  very  kw  years  be  destitute  of  game. 

In  additiou  to  what  I  have  already  remarked  of  the  large  Penguin  or 
Giant  Auk  (Alca  impennis,  L.)  I  may  add  that  it  is  without  contradiction 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  of  birds  on  account  of  its  height,  and  the 
thiekness  of  its  skin,  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  north  use  as  a  very  warm 
winter  garment.  A  Giant- Auk's  egg  costs  to  day  from  one  hundred  and  fifty 
to  two  hundred  dollars,  and  a  well  preserved  specimen  of  the  bird  itself 
would  rest  six  hundred  dollars.  Not  only  is  this  bird  extinct  in  the  north 
of  the  giili\  but  also  in  the  seas  of  Greenland  and  of  Iceland. 

It  is  unfortunately  too  true  that  certain  settlers  on  the  coast,  but  more 
esjiecially  strangers,  from  Nova  Scotia,  from  the  State  of  Maine,  and  the 
Island  of  Newfoundland,  pillage  the  sea-birds'  eggs,  which  they  carry  oflFto 
sell  in  iheir  Ov^  n  country.  These  years  past  as  many  as  thirty  schooners, 
liave  been  counted,  engaged  in  obtaining  load»  of  wild  birds'  eggs  in  the 
ialands  of  the  gulf,  and,  to  make  matters  worse,  when  these  pillagers 
observe  that  the  <}g^s  are  hatching,  they  break  them,  in  order  that  the 
old  birds  may  lay  more.  Then  all  these  fresh  eggs  are  taken  away  and  it  is 
thus  that  thous:inds  upon  thousands  are  destroyed  every  year. 

I  think  that  what  I  have  said  will  suffice  to  prove  that  guano,  eggs 
and  feathers,  would  not  be  a  paying  enterprise.  A  company  which  would 
Bee  to  the  protection  of  sea-birds  would  certainly  deserve  the  support  of  the 
government.  As  for  the  gulf  fisheries,  they  ofter  a  vast  field  for  enterprising 
spirits.  Our  cod,  herring,  mackerel  fisheries,  &c.,  have  hitherto  been 
considered  inexhaustible.  Howover,  this  w^ealth  has  in  a  great  part 
become  the  prey  of  foreign  craft  which  come  to  this  province.  The  fisher- 
men of  New  Kngtand,  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  Island  of  Newfoundland, 
carry  off  an  enormous  quantity  of  fine  fish  every  year,  without  profit 
for  the  inhabitants  of  this  province,  and  without  benefit  to  the  provincial 
revenue,  or  the  federal  treasury.     These  strangers  brins:  from  their  own 
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country  all  the  provisions  they  need.  They  fit  out  their  swift  sailing 
schooners  in  the  ports  from  which  they  sail  and  whetre  they  not  only 
engage  their  crews,  but  even  the  men  they  need  for  taking  and 
preparing  the  fish.  Furnished  with  nets  called  trap-nets  and  other  fishing 
gear  of  the  most  improved  kind,  these  fishermen,  at  a  time  Appointed, 
swarm  into  the  waters  of  the  Grulf,  and  in  the  space  of  a  few  days,  their 
boats  are  loaded  with  the  finest  kinds  of  fish,  and  this  In  the  presence  of 
our  own  fishermen  who,  notwithstanding  all  their  work  and  the  incredible 
hardships  to  which  they  are  exposed,  cannot  obtain  the  same  success.  The 
fishing  implements  of  our  Canadian  and  Acadian  fishermen  are  so  primitive 
and  their  pecuniary  resources  so  limited,  that  it  will  always  be  impossible 
for  them  to  compete  against  the  opposition  of  foreign  fishermen. 

As  for  the  cod  fishery  in  particular  it  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
Jersey  traders  who  furnish  their  own  needs,  as  well  as  the  employees  they 
may  require.  They  only  hire  the  inhabitants  of  the  coast  for  the  roughest 
and  least  renumerative  work.  These  are  always  in  debt  towards  their 
employees,  for  they  are  obliged  to  accept  the  wages  that  are  given  to  them, 
a  sum  scarcely  sufficient  to  keep  Ihetn  from  dying  of  hunger.  To 
conclude,  the  Jersey  traders  are  only  engaged  in  preparing  the  dry  cod  from 
which  they  realize  large  profits.  All  the  waste,  such  as  the  entrails,  liver 
and  tongue,  from  which  the  oil  is  extracted,  is  thrown  into  the  sea  or  on  the 
shore  where  they  emit  a  very  disagreable  smell.  This  waste  could  be 
converted  to  advantage  into  fish-guano,  which  is  a  very  rich  manure  and 
in  jn^eat  demand  among  farmers  Thus,  on  the  one  hand,  our  fine  fisheries 
are  the  prey  of  foreign  craft  in  this  province,  supplied  with  large  resources, 
and  which  expose  our  poor  northern  fishermen  to  a  ruinous  competition. 

The  Jersey  fishermen  rule  as  masters  on  the  shores  of  the  gulf,  thanks 
to  their  capital  and  their  long  experience  of  codfishing  of  which  they  have 
made  a  special  industry.  As  for  the  position  of  the  settlers,  or  dwellers 
on  the  coast,  it  is  of  the  most  precarious,  on  account  of  the  meagre  wages 
they  receive,  and  the  poor  market  for  their  produce.  The  Acadian  fisher- 
man certainly  deserves  more  attention  than  has  been  bestowed  upon  him 
in  the  past.  He  is  a  skilful  fisherman,  capable  of  enduring  fatigue,  hunger 
and  thirst,  to  a  surprising  degree.  His  penurious  state  has  kept  him  in  a 
kind  of  bondage  from  which  until  now  he  has  not  been  able  to  free 
himself.  He  has  contributed  by  his  incessant  work,  by  self  imposed  fatigues, 
and  by  his  skillfulness  as  a  fisherman,  to  build  up  the  colossal  fortunes  of 
those  who  have  made  use  of  him  even  more  completely  than  he  has  of  the 
fisheries. 
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Let  us  now  go  on  to  another  branch  of  industry  which,  in  my  eyes, 
deserves  all  the  sollicitudo  of  the  government  of  this  province.  I  mean 
the  fishing  or  rather  I  should  call  it  the  hunting  of  seals.  What  is  the 
profit  df^rived  from  this  branch  by  the  fishermen  dwelling  on  the  north 
shore  of  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  others  of  the  province  of  Quebec  ? 
Hardly  one  seal,  out  of  every  twenty  fired  at,  can  bo  obtained  by  the  Lower- 
Canadian  fisherman.  Each  spring,  in  the  hunting  season,  we  hear  that 
vessels  from  America,  New-Scotland  and  Newfoundland  return  with  full 
loads  of  seals  taken  in  Lower-Canadian  waters. 

Thus  in  1884,  only  ten  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty  nine  seals  of 
all  kinds  were  taken  by  Lower  Canadian  fishermen  in  the  waters  belonging 
to  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  in  1883,  a  little  over  nineteen  thousand ; 
whereas  fishermen  who  w^re  strangers  to  our  province  have  borne  away  hun- 
dred of  thousands.  This  difference  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  foreign  merchants 
are  much  richer,  and  that  they  use  steamers  or  other  vessels  of  infinitely 
better  build  than  those  of  our  fellow-countrymen.  Meanwhile  there  is  no 
more  remunerative  industry  than  this  one.  Seal  skins  and  seal  oil  find  an 
easy  market,  and  bring  good  profits  to  the  traders,  while  the  bones  are 
converted  into  phosphate  of  great  value.  "With  us  the  debris  of  the  seals  are 
lost,  for,  as  I  before  observed  when  speaking  of  codfish,  the  traders  of  our 
day  desire  above  all  thing  to  make  money,  and  to  make  it  quickly,  heedless 
of  the  needs  of  the  future  and  regardless  of  the  fact  that  part  of  the  public 
fortune  is  being  squandered. 

It  may  be  well  forme  to  quote,  in  support  of  what  I  have  just  said  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Canadian  Fisheries  expressed  in  his  report 
of  December  31,  18  Y4. 

This  is  what  he  says : 

"  The  inevitable  fate  attending  excessive  pursuit  of  the  fauna  of  forest  and 
flood,  threatrens  speedy  extinction  of  seals  in  the  G-ulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 
While  seal  hunting  on  ice  was  carried  on  from  sailing  vessels  and  by  shore- 
nets,  the  vicissitudes  of  the  pursuit  afforded  some  natural  protection  to  this 
animal,  and  its  numbers  kept  up  a  flagging  pace  with  the  legitimate  annual 
destruction.  But  the  recent  employment  of  steamers  has  overcome  many 
former  difficulties,  and  enables  the  sealers  to  pursue  their  prey  with  indiscri- 
minate slaughter.  These  vessels  reach  the  seal-fields  either  before  the  cubs 
are  born,  and  thus  disturb  the  herds  and  their  progeny  perish,  or  arrive 
while  the  young  ones  are  yet  unable  to  escape,  and  the  sealers  massacre 
indiscriminately  parents  and  offspring.  There  were  at  one  time  last  season 
engaged  in  the  destructive  business,  on  the  artic  seal-grounds,  nearly  forty 
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steamers  and  as  many  sailing  craft  from  the  various  European  ports  ;  and 
so  fi^reat  was  the  havoc  committed  that  it  has  excited  universal  apprehension. 
About  the  same  time  extensive  operations  by  American  steamers  in  the  Gulf 
of  St.  Lawrence  also  attracted  attention. 

Some  years  ago,  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  traders,  perceiving 
the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  this  offal  of  fish,  seals,  &c ,  undertook 
the  manufacture  of  artificial  manure.  They  were  completely  successful. 

In  1884,  the  total  value  of  fish-guano  manufactured  in  Nova  Scotia, 
amounted  to  twenty  two  thousand,  five  hundred  and  fifty  five  dollars,  and 
in  New  Brunswick  to  the  sum  of  forty  three  thousand,  five  hundred  and 
seventy  five  dollars,  which  is  a  considerable  sum  considering  the  small 
extent  of  coast  line  of  the  last  mentioned  province  in  comparison  with  that 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 


It  is  useless  for  me  to  dwell  longer  on  a  subject  which  is  perfectly 
understood.  I  think  that  what  I  have  said  is  sufficient  to  give  an  idea  ot  the 
importance  of  our  fisheries,  of  the  reforms  needed  for  utilizing  the  wealth 
of  our  seas  and  of  the  methods  to  be  adopted  for  bettering  the  lot  of  the 
dwellers  on  the  Labrador  coast. 

I  will  however  express  a  hope,  viz  :  that  steps  will  be  taken  to 
prevent  during  the  following  spring,  marauders  from  snatching,  as  it  were, 
from  under  the  very  eyes  of  the  law,  that  wealth  which  divine  Providence 
has  so  lavished  on  our  shores.  In  my  humble  opinion,  the  best  means  to 
that  end,  would  be  to  appoint  magistrates  furnished  with  the  power 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  fish,  within  those  limits  which  are  ours  by 
treaty ;  as  well  as  for  the  protection  of  the  game  and  eggs.  The  magistrates 
should  dwell  on  the  same  coast  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  those  places, 
where  these  depredations  are  most  common.  We  may  well  conceive  that  it 
is  impossible  that  one  or  two  cruisers  would  be  able  to  keep  proper  guard 
over  a  coast  of  twelve  hundred  miles,  bounded  over  an  extent  of  almost 
three  hundred  miles,  by  a  multitude  of  islands,  forming  numerous  little 
harbours,  in  which  the  marauders  nearly  always  find  a  secure  retreat. 
Besides  which,  the  fogs,  which  are  so  common  on  the  north  shore,  and  which 
we  ourselves  experienced,  often  permit  them  to  give  our  cruisers  the  slip, 
and  flee  with  their  spoil. 

A  company  charged  with  establishing,  on  the  Labrador  coast,  or  else 
where,  on  the  north  shore,  in  districts  which  might  be  peopled,  concurrently 
with  the  salmon,  cod,  herring,  mackerel,  halibut,  seal  fisheries,  &3.,  &c.  the 
manufacture  of  fish-guano,  and  of  erecting  work-shops  for  making  the 
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boxest  tiarrels  &c.  necessary  for  the  transport  of  the  products,  would  greatly- 
con  tribute  to  the  welfare  find  prosperity  of  the  settlers  in  that  part  of  the 
public  domain.  The  condition  of  those  hardy  fishermen  could  not  be  woree 
than  it  is  at  present.  Every  improvement  effected  on  this  coast  would  be  an 
assistance  to  these  poor  people,  who  are  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  world 
for  511  months  in  the  year. 

The  demands  for  aid,  which  have  every  year  been  addressed  to  the 
government  to  keep  this  population  from  starvatioUj  are  the  best  proofs  of 

what  I  say. 

I  think  it  would  be  neither  dangerous  nor  adverse  to  the  true 
interests  of  this  province,  to  grant  to  a  rich  company,  capable  of  competing 
with  the  present  monopolies,  sufficiently  extended  privileges,  for  a  certain 
number  of  years,  provided  that  the  government  observe  the  precautions 
necessary  in  such  case.  I  would  propose,  for  example,  that  the  government  be 
certain  before  p;rauting  such  a  privilege,  that  the  company  which  demands 
such  pririlegj  and  right  of  monopoly,  is  in  good  faith ;  that  it  has 
capital  and  experience  requisite  for  carrying  on  such  an  undertaking, 
in  a  manner  both  profitable  to  itself  ani  to  the  country  atlarg^;  that  it 
binds  itself  to  employ,  in  preference,  the  fishermen  of  the  coast  and  other 
inhabitants  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  who  understand  fishing  &c.,  &c. 

The  government  also  could  set  apart,  a  close  season,  say  of  two  years, 
during  which  time  the  company  would  be  bound  to  choose  the  unoccupied 
districts  on  the 'north  shore  and  Labrador,  which  they  might  decide  on  for 
trading  points,  and  to  erect  the  buildings  requisite  for  carrying  on  its  indus- 
tries ifec,  &c. 

The  inhabitants  or  settlors  on  the  north  shore  of  the  gulf  are  not  only 
able  and  hardy  fishermen,  but  they  are  also  skilful  carpenters  and  joiners, 
who  build  their  o^^n  houses,  schooners,  and  fishing  boats.  They  are  also 
intrepid  sailors  capable  of  braving  the  dangers  of  the  deep.  Every  spring, 
daring  the  mouths  of  March  and  April,  these  fishermen  venture  forth  in 
their  schooners  among  the  floating  ice  with  which  the  sea  is  covered  at  this 
part  of  the  year  and  until  the  beginning  of  May  for  the  purpose  of  hunting 
seals.  Unlikt*  the  Newfoundland  and  other  fishermen,  these  brave  sailors 
hare  no  powerful  sti-amers  to  help  them  in  times  of  imminent  danger. 
Hardly  a  year  passes,  but  one  of  these  schooners  is  lost  with  all  on  board. 
All  these  men  would  be  willing  to  work  for  a  company  which  would  gire 
them  a  chance  of  sharing  in  the  profits  and  at  the  same  time  would  supply 
them  with  better  fishing  gear  and  the  means  of  hunting  seals  with  greater 
KQcce&s.    A  letter  which  I  have  at  present  from  Whale-head  on  the  coast  of 
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Labrador,  informs  me,  that  the  fishing  season  has  been  a  bad  one,  and  that 
the  dwellers  on  the  coast  are  awaiting  with  most  (gloomy  forebodings,  the 
approach  of  winter.  Is  there  no  way  of  helping  such  honest  people  who  are 
only  asking  for  work  ?  The  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  offers  a  vast  field  for  enter- 
prising spirits. 

A  little  encouragement  given  to  those  who  wish  to  work  our  fisheries 
would  certainly  make  it  a  productive  industry  and  would  also  greatly 
increase  our  national  wealth.  Great  sums  are  voted  every  year  for  agricul- 
ture. Do  not  our  fisheries,  which  are  worth  millions  annually,  also  deserve 
a  share  of  Crown  favours.  If  the  provincial  treasury  cannot  be  called  upon  to 
contribute  to  such  a  noble  end,  there  are  several  indirect  ways  of  helping 
this  deserving  part  of  our  population.  Among  others,  the  establishing 
of  companies  sufficiently  powerful  to  complete  with  existing  ones 
and  to  give  the  poor  fishermen  a  chance  of  improving  their  condition 
would  be  a  method  which  would  cost  the  provincial  treasury  nothing. 
I  will  end  these  remarks  by  expressing  a  hope  that  the  government,  using 
every  discretion,  will  not  reject  the  proposals  made  by  the  company  formed 
by  Mr  E.  P.  Bender,  without  duly  considering  the  advantages  which  might 
accrue  from  the  establishment  of  such  a  company  to  our  fishermen  on  our 
northern  shores. 

In  drawing  up  this  report  of  the  exploration  authorized  by  Gorernment, 
I  would  fain  declare  that  my  only  object  is  the  desire  of  throwing  a  little 
light  on  what  is  actually  taking  place  on  the  north  shore,  to  seriously  direct 
the  attention  of  my  fellowcouutrymen  towards  the  rich  fisheries  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  and  to  improve,  if  it  be  possible,  the  lot  of  the  hardy 
pioneers  who  have  not  feared  to  colonize  the  most  inhospitable  part  ot  our 
country. 

The  whole  nevertheless  respectfully  submitted.

Guano  eo  called  by  the  Spanish  from  the  Peruvian  word  huano, 
fertilizor,  is  an  accumuhition  of  excremental  matter,  deposited  by  sea-birds, 
and  of  a  substance,  resulting  from  the  decomposition  of  their  bodies  and 
their  eggs,  mixed  with  remains  of  seals,  fish,  mollusca,  Crustacea,  &c., 
formed  during  a  long  succession  of  centuries  on  the  islands  of  Chincha, 
Lobos,  Arif^a,  &c.,  on  the  coast  of  Peru.  Long  before  the  discovery  of 
the  Kevv  TV'orld,  the  inhabitants  of  Peru  looked  upon  Gruano  as  one  o(  the 
most  valuable  of  fertilizers,  and  the  Incas,  the  Kings  of  that  country,  watch- 
ed over  th(3  preservation  of  the  deposits  of  this  substance  with  an  special 
care.  Very  severe  laws  protected  the  birds  which  frequented  the  guano 
islands.  Whosoever  put  his  foot  on  those  islands,  daring  laying  time  or 
killed  those  birds,  at  any  time  of  the  year,  was  punished  with  death. 

At  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  Peru,  by  the  Spaniards,  the  latter, 
deceived  by  the  appearance  of  those  islands,  whose  hills  were  covered  with 
saline  incrustations,  gave  them  the  name  of  Sierra  Nevada,  or  mountains  of 

Two  conditions  are  essential  to  the  production  and  preserving  of 
guano  :  a  dry  climate,  where  it  hardly  ever  rains,  and  an  ocean  whose  waters 
teem  with  fish ;  conditions  which  are  met  with  on  certain  points  of  the 
Bolivian  and  Peruvian  coasts.  The  Penguiis,  (Alca,  L.)  G-annets  (Sula,  Briss), 
Divers  (Colymbus,  L)  Cranes  (Grrus,  L.)  Cormorants  (Phalaerocorax,  Briss), 
Flamingos  (Pba3nicapterus,L)  and  other  ichthyophagous  birds,find  abundant 
food  there,  whilst  their  excrements,  thanks  to  the  dryness  of  the  temperature, 
rijtain  moat  valuable  soluble  elements.  However  Peruvian  guano  is  not 
altogether  excremental  or  entirely  the  product  of  birds.  These  islands  are 
not  only  the  places  otrendez-vous  of  sea-birds  who  lay  eggs  and  die  on  them, 
but  also  the  last  resting  place  of  many  other  marine  animals  such  as  seals 
and  seu-lions,  &c.,  which  often  frequent  guano  lands  and  islands,  and  add 
considerably  to  the  deposits,  both  during  their  lives  and  after  their  death. 

Although  the  writings  of  navigators  of  the  17th  and  18th  centuries, 
make  mention  of  this  fertilizer,  it  is  to  Mr.  de  Humboldt  that  the  merit  is 
due  for  having  been  the  first  to  call  the  attention  of  Europe  to  that  useful 
product.  In  1804,  this  illustrious  savant  brought  a  specimen  of  guano 
from  thf^  Chincha  islands,  which  specimen  he  had  analysed  by  Fourcroy, 
Vauquelin  and  Klaproth.  These  chemists  after  a  most  careful  analysis 
unanimously  decided  that  the  specimen  submitted  was  a  fertilizer  which 
contained  the  richest  fertilizing  principles  hitherto  known,  and  recommen- 
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ded  its  instant  use  for  agricultural  purposes.  They  pronounced  guano  to 
be  one  of  the  most  poweiiul  of  fertilizers.  What  causes  its  superiority  over 
animal  manures,  is  that  it  not  only  contains  a  strong  proportion  of  nitrogen 
and  salts  of  ammonia^but  it  also  contains  a  large  quantity  of  earthy  phosphate, 
and  alkaline  salts,  that  is  to  say,  all  the  principles  neces^sary  for  the  devel- 
lopment  of  plants.  De  Humboldt  gave  a  detailed  and  exact  description  of 
these  deposits.  He  declared  that  this  manure  had  accumulated  to  a 
thickness  of  fifty  and  sixty  feet  on  granite  rocks.  He  remarked  that  the 
accumulations  which  were  formed  there  for  three  hundred  years,  had  not 
increased  by  the  fraction  of  an.  inch.  The  guano  remained  almost  intact 
until  1840,  when  Liebig  published  his  work  on  chemistry  in  connection 
with  agriculture,  and  demonstrated  the  importance  of  artificial  fertilizers 
The  result  of  laebig's  researches  caused  a  sensation  amongst  the  agricultural 
public.  In  1840,  some  Lima  merchants  exported  a  cargo  of  guano  to 
England.  But  it  was  not  really  until  two  years  later,  that  guano  was 
employed  to  any  extent  for  agricultural  purposes. 

The  use  of  guano,  soon  became  so  general,  thnt  twenty  years  later,  in 
1><&2,  the  importation  of  this  fertilizer  was  computed  at  four  hundred  and 
thirty  five  thousand  tons,  at  the  price  of  from  fifty  to  sixty  five  dollars  a 
ton,  for  the  best  qualities.  DiTring  thirty  years  almost  all  the  guano 
exported  into  Europe  came  irom  the  Chincha  islands.  When  these 
deposits,which  contained  more  than  seven  millions  of  tons,  where  practically 
exhausted,  for  hardly  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  tons  remained,  in 
1882,  its  removal  was  prohibited,  except  for  use  in  Peru.  Q-uano  is 
also  exported  from  several  other  countries.  It  is  obtained  from  the  isles  of 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  Bolivia,  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  the  West  Indies,  Brazil, 
&c.,  &c. 

I  have  never  h.?ard  that  it  has  been  exported  from  Labrador,  in  quan- 
tities worth  mentioning  ;  nevertheless  this  guano  is  not  altogether  worthless 
although  the  frequent  rains  and  frost  have  deprived  it  of  its  nitrogen, 
ammonia,  &c.,  &c. 

What  wo  call  "  fish  guano  "  is  especially  made  with  the  debris  of 
codfish  in  the  Newfoundland  and  Norwegian  fisheries.  This  guano  is  very 
rich  in  nitrogen  and  i)i  phosphate.  But  its  oily  nature  renders  its  action 
as  a  fertilizer  both  slow  and  uncertain.  The  only  two  places,  where  I 
noticed  a  mould  rich  in  fertilizing  principles,  were  the  Perroquet  islands, 
and  the  most  western  of  the  Mingan  islands,  where  the  birds  are  in  yery 
large  numbers.    Labrador  guano  appears  to  rank  in  the    same  category 
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^vith  that  of  Patagonia  and  Ichaboe,  near  the  sonth  west  coast  of  Africa. 
That  of  Patagonia  gives  the  following  percentage  : 

Ammonia 2.54 

Phosphate 44.60 

and  that  of  Ichaboe  : 

Ammonia *r.30 

Phosphate 30.30 

Moreover,  our  stay  in  Labrador  was  not  sufficiently  extended  to  allow 
of  my  entering  into  farther  details  Before  leaving  this  subject,  I  would  like 
to  add  a  few  words,  which  may  be  of  some  service,  when  other  expeditions 
are  made,  with  regard  to  the  supposed  guano  of  the  (Julf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

The  fortunes  which  many  made  out  of  the  deposits  of  this  valuable 
fertilizer,  stimulated  explorers  to  make  fresh  researches,  at  different  points 
of  the  glob<^.  Ill  1855,  these  researches  led  to  the  discovery  of  new  deposits 
of  animal  matter  of  the  same  nature  as  guano,  on  some  of  the  islands  situated 
on  the  coasts  of  Guiana  and  Venezuela.  These  islands  are  the  resort  of 
innumerable  i  locks  of  sea-birds  who  lay  their  eggs  there.  But  as  these 
islands  are  situated  in  the  region  of  tropical  rains,  these  accumulations  of 
excrement  and  of  organic  matter,  undergo  •chemical  changes  from  whence 
result  products  quite  different  from  the  earthy  guano  of  the  arid  islands 
on  the  Peruvian  and  Bolivian  coasts.  Amongst  Ihese  islinds,  there  are 
some  which  are  low  and  covered  with  a  sand  formed  from  little  fragments 
of  coral,  madrepoTCj  and  shells,  in  which  sand  the  birds  make  their  nests. 
There  are  othi^rs  again,  which  rise  in  the  form  of  a  peak,  to  the  height  of 
eight  hundred  feet,  and  on  which  rocky  beds  of  metamorphic  guano  are 
found  covered  o\-(»r  by  more  recent  deposits.  With  regard  to  formation, 
these  deposits  are  of  several  sorts.  One  is  arenaceous,  composed  of  fragments 
the  size  of  mustard  seeds,  almost  white  in  colour,  when  it  is  dried,  and 
giving  no  odour  of  ammoniac,  but  that  of  newly  tilled  earth.  This  guano 
contains  per  cent ;

Organic  matters •. 6.40 

Bontj  phosphate 46.60 

Carbonate  of  lime 39.80 

Phosphate  of  magnesia 1.20 

Sulphate  of  Lime 0.80 

Sand 0.21 

Then  traces  oi'  chloride  and  of  sulphate  of  soda  ;  in  all ;  94.41  per  cent. 
Ammonia  does  not  exceed  two  per  cent  of  the  total. 
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Another  sort  consists  of  agglomerated  grains,  which  is  the  first 
degree  of  transition  from  the  state  of  sand  to  that  of  rock.  Its  composition 
diflfers  somewhat  from  the  preceding  one,  by  a  diminution  of  the  carbonate 
of  lime,  and  an  increase  of  bone  phosphate. 

Finally,  a  third  sort,  consisting  of  a  solid  rock,  forming  a  crust  which 
attains  two  feei  in  thickness.  This  hard  crust,  the  result  of  changes  wrought 
on  the  surface  of  the  mass  by  the  torrential  rains  of  the  tropics,  covers 
the  lower  layers  of  the  deposits.  Here,  again,  the  carbonate  of  lime  has 
been  decomposed  by  the  acids  proceeding  from  the  fermentation  produced 
by  the  humidity  which  always  prevails  at  a  high  temperature,  and  has  been 
carried  away  by  the  rains,  with  the  other  soluble  matters.  This  guano 
greatly  resembles  phosphate  of  lime  of  the  crystalline  formations,  and 
offers  at  the  same  time,  a  remarkable  example  of  the  conversion  of  modern 
deposits  of  organic  matters,  into  what  appears  to  be  a  rock  of  ancient  forma- 
tion. But  although  this  rock  consists  of  11  sh  bones,  of  substances  which  fish 
feed  upon,  of  fragments  of  shells,  of  carcasses  of  birds  and  of  eggs,  it  is  none 
the  less  true  that  all  trace  of  animal  life  has  also  as  completely  disappeared 
from  the  hard  beds  of  guano,  as  it  has  from  truly  metamorphic 
rocks,  whose  changes  we,  as  a  rule,  ascribe  to  an  intense  heat  caused 
by  the  pressure  of  superposed  mountains,  and  continued  during  long 
periods  of  time. 

Here,  however,  by  the  sole  heat  of  the  sun  recent  deposits  are  thus  meta- 
morphosed in  crystalline  masses  under  the  slow  but  continued  influences 
of  chemical  changes  wrought  by  the  heat  and  humidity  of  the  tropics. 

What  has  been  said  above  ought  to  suffice  to  give  an  iUea  of  the  com- 
position and  the  formation  of  guano  proper. 

The  islands  which  we  explored  in  quest  of  this  valuable  fertilizer, 
only  contain  a  black  earth,  rich  and  light,  in  which  certain  sea  birds  make 
their  nests,  and  whither  they  resort  in  such  numbers  that  some  islands  are 
almost  covered  with  them.  Whithout  a  doubt,  were  it  not  for  the  frequent 
rains  and  the  melting  of  snow  accumulated  during  the  long  and  rigorous 
winter  of  the  north  shore  of  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  the  guano  deposits 
would  have  acquired  a  certain  value. 

But  as  I  only  visited  the  islands  of  the  archipelego  of  Mingan,  and 
that  of  Grand  Mecatina,  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  form  a  more  just  opinion 
on  the  subject.  Guano  may  or  may  not  exist  in  paying  quantities  on 
the  coast,  or  on  the  islands  of  Labrador.  A  careful  and  complete  explo- 
ration of  those  localities  frequented  by  sea-birds,  seals,  &c.,  would  be  the 
only  way  of  answering  this  question  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
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A  riMther  is  composed  of  three  parts,  to  Avit :  a  semi-transparent  horny 
tube,  possessing  lightness  juid  strength  to  a  high  degree,  by  which  it  is 
attaelied  to  the  skin  ;  a  shaft  composed  of  an  exterior  coating  firm  and  horny 
incloifing  a  soft,  spongy  and  elastic  substance ;  and  a  vane  consisting  of 
barbs  au4  barbiiles.  The  barbs  are  attached  to  the  two  sides  of  the  shaft, 
and  the  barbules  are  on  each  side  of  the  barbs.  When  these  last  are 
long  and  waving  they  are  called  plumes :  such  are  the  ostrich  plumes 
which,  rojisidered  from  a  commercial  point  of  view,  are  the  most 
valuable.  Feathers  are  always  precaded  by  down,  which  constitutes  the 
first  covering  of  young  birds.  There  are  feathers  for  ornament,  such  as  thos^ 
of  the  ostrich,  heron,  pleasant,  bird  of  paradise,  peacock,  &c.  There  are 
others  which  are  used  as  articles  of  clothing,  as  the  skins  of  swans,  large 
penguins,  &c.,  &c.,  suitably  prepared,  out  of  which  muffs,  coat-linings  and 
different  other  articles  are  made.  The  skins  and  feathers  of  the  following: 
Penguins  ( Alca,  L.)  Puffins,  (Puffinus,  Briss.)  Grebes,(Podiceps,  Latham.),  &c., 
are  used  as  apparel,  on  account  of  their  beauty  of  colour,  and  the  fineness 
and  density  of  their  plumage.  Different  articles  of  apparel  are  made  of  them, 
Buch  as  tippets,  boas,  pelerines,  wrist-bands,  muffs,  and  other  articles  which 
are  worn  in  winter.  The  natives  of  thi  Arctic  regions  make  themselves 
garments  of  these  bird  skins,  which  they  wear  with  the  feathers  inside. 

The  lower-barbs  of  the  feathers  ara  ordinarily  free  ;  they  constitute 
the  down.  The  quantity  of  down  is  not  always  the  same.  It  varies 
according  to  the  kind  of  bird,  and  also  according  to  the  part  of  the  body  of 
the  bird  itself.  Aquatic  birds  are  those  which  supply  the  most.  And  as  the 
value  of  bed-feathers  depends  above  all  on  the  quantity  of  down  they  supply, 
the  feathers  of  ducks,  swans,  geese,  &c.,  whose  accessory  feathers, 
or  down,  are  as  large  as  the  feathers  themselves,  are  the  most  valued. 
Softness,  elasticity  and  lightness,  qualities  which  are  sought  for  in  a  feather 
bed,  are  found  in  goose  feathers.  I  would  further  add,  that  feathers 
plucked  from  the  bird  whilst  living  are  considered  the  best.  I  have  seen 
some  whore,  that  this  barbarous  operation  is  repeated  three  or  four  times 
during  thd  year.  The  young  birds  as  well  as  the  old  ones  are  plucked.  It 
is  suppodL^d,  that  this  operation  performed  in  good  time,  favours  the  growth 
of  feathers*  The  less  esteemed  feathers,  which  are  obtained  from  turkeys, 
duckSy  fowls,  are  also  used  for  stuffing  featherbeds. 

Afler  these  several  remarks,  let  us  pass  on  to  the  softest  and  most 
sought  after  of  all,  Eiderdown. 
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The  bird  which  furnishes  this  precious  down  is  the  Eider  Duck  (Anas 
mollissima,  L.).  This  down  is  very  expensive.  It  is  collected  in  the  nest 
of  the  Eider- Duck.  This  bird  strips  the  down  from  its  breast,  to  cover 
its  ejjgs.  and  thus  prepares  a  warm  nest  for  its  little  ones  after  they  are 
hatched. 

The  Eider  Duck  builds  its  nest  in  great  numbers  together  on  the  coasts 
of  Norway,  Scotland,  Faroe  islands,  Iceland,  Grreenland,  Newfoundland, 
Labrador,  &c.,  &c.  The  hunters  expose  themselves  to  the  greatest  dangers 
in  order  to  secure  this  down.  For  it  is  often  the  case,  that  the  Eider-Duck 
wishing  to  save  its  progeny  from  the  rapacity  of  the  spoilers,  builds  its  nest 
on  steep,  almost  inaccessible,  rocks.  It  is  in  such  countries  as  Norway, 
Iceland  and  Greenland,  that  man,  less  indifferent  about  his  future  needs,  has 
learned  to  take  advantage  of  the  habits  of  this  bird  which  is  assu- 
redly one  of  the  most  useful  we  know.  In  these  countries  the 
Eider  Duck  prefers  to  build  its  nest  on  the  small  flat  islands  bordering  the 
shores  of  the  mainland,  where  it  is  safe  from  the  incursions  of  marauders. 
These  islands  on  which  the  liider  Duck  make  its  nests  and  lays  its  eggs, 
have  become  the  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  coast.  There  are  many 
of  them  which  for  centuries  have  descended  from  father  to  son,  and  thanks 
to  the  revenue  which  these  birds  give  them,  these  families  are  counted 
among  the  most  opulent  of  the  country.  It  is  easy  to  understand  the  care 
taken  of  these  birds  by  the  proprietors  of  these  nests.  The  laws  which  protect 
them  are  of  the  most  severe.  Whoever  kills  an  Eider  Duck,  is  liable  to  a  fine 
of  thirty  dollars,  and  the  theft  of  an  egg  or  down  is  rigorously  punished. 
Procuring  down  is  most  easy,  for  thesj  birds  being  accustomed  to  receive 
good  treatment  are  by  no  means  wild. 


The  female  first  lays  five  or  six  eggs,  which  she  covers  with  a  thick 
covering  of  down  in  the  nest,  which  is  equally  provided.  The  person  who 
procures  the  eider-down,  commences  by  carefully  lifting  the  bird  from  off" 
its  nest,  and  placing  it  gently  by  the  side  of  it.  He  then  removes  Ihe  eggs  and 
the  down  and  replaces  the  female  in  the  nest.  The  bird  lays  again,  this 
time  only  three  or  (our  eggs.  It  strips  its  breast  of  the  down  that  remains, 
to  cover  them  again.  But  once  again  its  nest  is  pillaged.  It  has  exhausted 
its  supply  of  down,  but  its  reproducing  instinct  always  subsists.  It  utters 
plaintive  cries  to  call  its  companion  to  its  aid.  He  readily  acceeds  to 
rke  wish  of  his  mate.  He  also  strips  the  soft  feathers  from  his  breast  to  line 
the  nest  where  his  mate  is  going  to  lay  for  the  last  time.  If  this  laying  be 
also  taken  away,  the  pair  abandon  that  place  for  ever.  I  may  say  to  the 
praise  of  the  inhabitants  of  these  countries,  that  far  from  acting  in  such  a 
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manner  ae  to  doprive  themselves  of  a  revenue  which  assures  them  Telj^tivc 
confort,  they  do  all  in  their  power  to  guard  the  birds  in  their  respective 
localities  and  adopt  every  means  to  induce  them  to  remain. 


The  followini^  is  the  list  of  the  birds  which  frequent  the  coast  and  the 
islands  of  the  river  and  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  but  especially  the  coast 
and  iijhnids  of  Labrador.

Linnaeus  in  the  Phoca  genus,  included  all  marine  animals  known  as 
Seals,  (Phoca,  Cuv.)  and  (Walruses  Trichecus,  L.) 

Curier  had  formed  these  animals  into  a  group  which  he  called  Amphi- 
bia, which  were  wrongly  so  called,  and  which  name  was  rejected  after 
deeper  studies  on  the  subject,  and  replaced  by  the  name  Pinniped  (fin- 
footed)  giren  by  L?sson.  In  fact  these  mammalia  are  characterized  by 
short  webbed  feet,  which  only  enable  them  to  crawl  on  ihd  ground.  The 
Pinnipeds  also  spend  most  of  their  life  in  the  water.  Their  webbed  feet  act 
as  fins  ;  the  dorsal  spine  is  very  flexible  and  is  furnished  with  muscles 
which  bend  it  with  strength.  Their  narrow  pelvis,  smooth  hair  and 
tight  skin,  in  fact  their  whole  struciure,  is  most  perfectly  adapted  to  an 
aquatic  life.  There  are  two  genera  of  this  animal  in  our  seas  which  are 
distinguished  by  their  shap?  and  teeth,  and  by  other  g*?neric  characte- 
ristii-s.  Their  bodies  are  shaped  somewhat  like  lish,  whilst  their  limbs, 
which  are  short  and  covered  wnth  the  common  tegument,  serve  as  fins. 
Theses  -which  are  joined  to  one  another  by  a  membrane,  are  each  composed 
of  five  toes,  with  non-retractile  claws.  The  toes  of  the  front  flippers  dimi- 
nish from  the  big  toe  to  the  small  toe,  but,  with  regard  to  the  hind  ones, 
the  big  toe  and  the  small  toe  are  the  longest,  and  the  intermediate  toes  are 
the  shortest.  And  again,  the  front  feet  are  covered  with  the  skiu  of  the  body 
as  far  as  the  wrist  and  the  hind-feet  are  covered  only  as  far  as  the  heel ; 
between  them  is  a  short  and  ludimental  tail.  The  head  somewhat 
resembles  that  of  a  dog.  The  eye  is  large,  and  the  external  ear  when  it  exists, 
is  very  small. 

Their  nostrils  are  furnished  with  valves,  which  close  wh?n  the  animal 
dives.  There  are  whiskers  on  the  iipp^r  lip.  The  internal  organization 
exactly  resembles  that  of  carnivorous  land  mammalia.  Breathing  in  the  air  is 
indispensable  for  them.  They  are  able  h^weve^  to  remain  a  considerable 
time  under  water,  before  coming-  to  the  surface  to  breathe.  This  faculty  is 
due  to  the  presence  oF  a  large  sinus  in  the  liver,  which  serves  as  a 
reservoir  for  the  blood,  when  th;^  interruption  of  breathing  stops  the  circu- 
lation. They  are  warm-blooded  and  live  iu  th^  sea.  They  appear  however 
to  be  able  to  exist  in  fresh  water  without  suffering  from  it.  Some  have  even 
been  found  in  Montreal  harbour.  Seals  have  also  been  killed  or  seen  in  the 
rivers  of  Ste.  Anne  de  la  Perade,  Batiscan,  St.  Maurice,  Richelieu,  and 
in  the  river  St  Lawrence  as  far  as  Montreal,  and  beyond.     This  was  an. 
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old  haunt,  doubtless,  for  the  skeleton  of  a  seal  (Phoca  groenlandica,  Muller) 
in  a  fossil  state,  v^as  found  in  the  suburb  of  Ste.  Marie  at  Montreal ;  a 
species  of  seal  which  at  the  present  day  exists  in  large  numbers  at  the 
estuary  of  the  river  St.  La^^rence. 

The  Pinnipeds  differ  from  the  cetaceans,  by  the  absence  of  the  large 
and  horizontal  tail  of  the  latter,  by  the  presence  of  four  feet  shaped  like  a  fin, 
by  their  skin  which  is  covered  with  hair,  and  by  the  form  of  their  teeth.  &c. 
Although  these  animals  are  sometimes  met  with  in  warm  climates,  they 
usually  dwell  in  the  temperate  and  glacial  zones.  Seal-hunting  or  fishing  is  an 
important  commercial  industry,  both  as  regards  oil  and  skins,  which 
are  in  great  demand  in  the  markets  of  Europe  and  Asia.  The  number  of 
seals  and  walruses  killed  annually  in  our  seas  is  computed  at  about  a 
million.  In  1881,  the  Esquimaux  Point  settlers  killed  over  twenty  four 
thousand,  valued  at  from  four  to  five  dollars  a  piece. 

The  Pinnipeds  are  carnivorous  animals  and  are  constitutionally 
adapted  to  an  aquatic  life.  Their  bodies  instead  of  being  smooth,  like  those 
of  cetaceans,  are  covered  with  hair,  and  with  some  the  hair  is  two-fold,  for 
below  a  coarse  exterior  hair,  a  soft  and  thick  fur  is  found. 

Thanks  to  the  decrease  ofthe  large  cetaceans,  the  hunting  and  fishing  of 
the  Pinnipeds  has  become  very  important.  I  use  the  words  fishing^  and 
hunting,  for  they  may  both  be  equally  applied  to  this  pursuit,  w^hich  is  some- 
times carried  on  in  the  water,  on  the  ice,  and  on  terra  firma. 

These  animals  may  be  classed  in  three  groups  or  families  easily 
distinguishable  by  their  outward  appearance. 

1.  Seals  (Phoca,  L.)  which  in  addition  to  seals  proper,  include  several 
sub-species  usually  distinguished  by  the  absence  of  external  ears  ;  a  relati- 
vely short  neck;  the  front  limbs  being  usually  situated  in  the  foremost  part 
of  the  trunk,  and  the  hind  ones,  on  the  side,  quite  at  the  extremity  of  the 
body ;  the  paw,  being  so  close  to  the  skin  and  being  unable  to  turn  in  front, 
it  makes  the  hind  limbs  almost  useless  for  walking. 

2.  Otaries  (Otaria,  Parou.)  which  have  for  a  general  character,  small  ears, 
visible  outside,  relatively  slim  and  elongated  in  shape,  the  neck  much 
longer  than  that  of  a  seal.  The  front  limbs  are  situated  lurther  back  than 
with  the  latter.  The  hind  limbs,  their  feet,  unlike  the  preceding  ones  can 
move  forward  at  the  wish  of  the  animal,  and  are  therefore  of  use  for  moving 
on  land. 

3.  The   Morse  (Trichecus,    L.)    without    external    ears,    heavy    and 
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massive  in  shape  ;  the  forepart  of  the  skull  is  very  much  developed  ; 
the  canine  teeth,  of  the  upper  jaw  extend  in  the  shape  of  two  long  tusks 
directed  downwards.  Their  feet  may  be  turned  in  front  like  those  of  the 
Otaries. 

It  was  only  after  more  careful  observations  and  deeper  studies,  that 
Otaries  were  distinguished  from  seals.  However,  the  English  and  American 
fishermen  still  for  the  most  part  include  them  under  the  collective  name  of 
seals,  at  the  same  time  distinguishing  them  as  earless  seals  and  eared  seals. 

The  Pinnipeds  have  a  very  developed  brain.  They  are  easily  domesticated 
and  have  a  certain  amount  of  intelligence.  They  are  sociable,very  fond  of  their 
young,  and  although  naturally  timid,  they  are  said  to  defend  them  with 
great  courage.  They  are  great  eaters,  devouring  an  almost  incredible  quan- 
tity of  Crustacea,  molluscs,  fish,  and  even  preying  on  sea-birds.  The 
Walrus  and  Otaries  are  polygamous  ;  the  male  is  much  larger  than  the 
female.  Amongst  those  seals  which  are  mouoga;nous,  there  is  less  difference 
in  size  between  the  two  sexes.  These  animals  are  fuller  blooded  iu  propor- 
tion than  the  land  mammalia.  They  are  not  mute  lika  cata^^eans  ;  th*y  all 
have  voices.  There  are  soma,  for  iustmcv^  the  walrus  and  th?  sea  elephant, 
which  utter  veritable  roars,  barks,  and  more  or  less  sonorous  cries. 

Seals.— (Phoca  L.) 

Seals  are  the  Pinnipeds  which  most  resemble  fish  in  their  outward 
form. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Allen  (History  of  North  American  Pinnipeds)  brings  down  to 
seventeen,  divided  into  ten  species,  the  one  hundrt^d  and  three  kinds  which 
had  been  successively  catalogued,  and  they  might  be*  still  further  reduced. 

Seals  are  met  with  on  the  shores  of  all  temperate  or  cold  regions ;  but 
it  is  in  the  northern  hemisphere  and  also  mostly  in  the  high  latitudes  that 
the  seals  of  the  Phoca  L.  genus  dwell.  The  species  of  seal  which  has  the 
most  extended  habitat  is  the  Common  Seal.  (Phoca  vitulina  L.)  ;  it  is  met 
with  in  all  the  northern  parts  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean  from  the  northern  coasts 
ol  the  United  States,  on  the  west,  to  the  straits  of  Gibraltar  on  the  east,  and 
in  the  Pacific  Ocean  from  California  and  Kamstchatka  to  the  Arctic  regions. 
Seal  hunting  is  most  extensively  carried  on  in  the  Grulf  of  St.  Lawrence  and 
on  the  coast  of  Newfoundland.  The  common  seal  is  found  there  all  the  year 
around.  The  icebergs  driven  by  wind  and  currents  from  the  north  about  the 
end  of  February  bring  a  considerable  contingent  of  the  three  kinds  "  Phoca 
Gro^nlandica  "  Fabr. ;  "  Crystophora  cristata  "  Gm. ;  "  Erignatus  barbatus," 
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Gill.  Every  year  about  twelve  or  thirteen  thousand  sailors  who  venture  forth 
amidst  the  ice  in  thoir  iron-sheathed  vessels  of  from  eighty  to  one  hundred 
tons,  are  employed  in  hunting  them.  Now  a-days  many  steamers  are  used 
in  this  dangerous  chase.  As  bL^fore  mentioned,  the  numbar  of  seals  killed 
annually  is  computed  at  one  million,  and  yet  they  appear  as  plentiful  as 
ever  in  the  Grulf  of  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Newfoundland  seas. 

But  this  is  no  longer  the  case  on  the  island  of  Jean  Mayen  or  in  th? 
north  of  the  Old  AYorld.  These  animals  were  formerly  so  numerous  at 
these  places,  that  one  was  little  concerned  about  them  until  recent  years. 
But  the  ruthless  massacres,  without  regard  to  season,  age  or  sex,  of  these 
victims  to  human  avidity,  have  at  length  opened  our  eyes,  and  so  marked 
a  diminution  in  the  number  of  seals  has  been  noticed,  as  t3  give  rise  to 
fear  that  this  industry  may  be  ruined.  The  English  gjvernment  wishiiii,^ 
to  put  a  sto)>  to  this  destruction,  passed  in  1376  a  law  for  the  protection  of 
these  animals,  which  law  was  also  adopted  by  other  nations  interested  in 
this  fishing.  By  this  means  it  is  hoped  that  not  only  will  destruction  be 
averted  but  also  that  the  number  of  these  animals  will  be  increased. 

The  Seal  genus  (Phoca  Cuv.)  is  composed  of  several  species  which 
inhabit  the  river  and  gulf  St.  Lawrenje.  The  dental  fjrmula  of  this  genus 
of  animals  is  as  follows  : 

Incisive  ^  ;  Canine  {~i  ;  Molar  j^,  thirty  four  teeth  in  all. 

Their  incisors  are  small  and  pointed,  th;nr  ranine  teathare  not  g^nsrally 
very  long,  but  are  blunt,  whilst  the  grinders  have  flattened  crowns,  with 
sharp    and  cutting  edges,   with  numerous   conical  points,  and  single  roots. 

Seals  are  able  to  remain  under  water  fro:n  lift3on  to  twenty  minutes 
or  more,  before  coming  to  the  surface  t)  take  breath.  They  live  in  herds 
on  the  shores  of  the  northern  seas.  They  change  their  abodes  according  to 
the  season.  When  the  rigorous  winter  of  the  Ar^tii.v  seas  sets  in,  they 
migrate  to  temperate  seas,  ea::h  species  going  its  own  way  and' being  careful 
not  to  travel  with  a  different  species. 

Seals  are.  polygamous  ;  among  certain  kinds  a  family  consists  of  one 
male,  three  or  four  females,  and  little  ones;  gestation  lasts  about  nine  or 
ten  months  and  there  are  one  or  two,  but  rarely  three,  little  ones,  at  a  birth. 
They  love  to  bask  in  the  sun,  on  banks,  rocks,  and  floating  ice,  on  which 
they  place  their  young  ones.  At  this  time  of  the  yciTr,  seals  withdraw  to 
uninhabited  localities,  where  the  females  suckle  their  young  for  two  or 
three  months,  and  lavish  the  tenderest  soUicitude  upon  them.  Seals  are 
easily  tamed,  they  become  attached  to  their  kv»epers,  give  proof  of  uncommoa 
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intelligence,  and  have  several  points  of  resemblance  to  the  dog  ;  whence 
comes  the  name  of  sea  dogs — which-  is  often  applied  to  them.  Their  food 
consists  of  sea — birds,  fish,  crabs  and  mollnscs,  which  they  catch  whilst 
swimming.  When  in  the  Arctic  seas  seals  find  themselves  under  vast  fields 
of  ice,  they  force  a  hole  through  them  in  order  to  breathe. 

Seals  are  very  fat  in  the  spring  during  the  months  of  March  and  April, 
and  in  autumn  in  November  and  December.  At  those  times,  the  oil  as 
well  as  the  skins  become  the  object  of  an  important  commerce.  Seals  dwell 
ip  the  glacial  Arctic  ocean  in  summer.  They  do  not  'reappear  in  tke  straits 
of  Belle-Isle  until  about  the  end  of  November,  and  return  to  the  west  follow- 
ing the  north  shore  of  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  as  far  as  Cape  Whittle,  from 
which  point  the  greater  number  go  south,  and  disperse  in  the  fioating  ice 
of  the  gulf,  where  the  females  give  birth  to  their  young  about  th^i  month 
of  March.  The  fisherman  hunt  especially  during  this  month  and  April. 
The  seals  come  nearer  the  coast  a1)oat  the  commencement  of  June,  and  go 
ecustward,  in  order  to  return  to  the  opjn  siia  by  the  straits  of  Bc^lle-Isle* 
From  time  immemorial  seal  hunting  or  fishing  has  been  carried  on  in  the 
waters  of  the  G-ulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  Schooners  of  about  eighty  tons  with 
crews  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  men  are  preferred  to  others. 

Between  the  years  1838  and  18-18  as  many  as  from  four  to  seA'en  hun- 
dred thousand  sral-skins  were  exi>orted  annually  from  Newfoundland.  In 
1847,  three  hundred  and  twenty  one  vessi-ls,  reprosiMiting  three  hundred 
thousand  tons,  and  manned  by  ten  thousand  men,  were  engaged  in  the 
iisheries  in  the  )ieighbouring  seas. 

It  may  perhaps  be  as  well  to  observe  that  the  vulgar  names  which  follow 
the  scientific  names,  such  as  :  — sea-calf,  sea-cow,  sea-horce,  sea-lion, 
sea-elephant  and  sea-bear,  have  no  precise  meaning,  but  simply  mean 
that  there  are  some  points  of  resemblance  b3twe  ^n  the  marine  animals 
and  those  on  land  of  the  same  names.  Travellers,  fishermen  and 
sailors  have  wroni^ly  and  inconsiderately  applied  these  names  to  the  diffe- 
rent kinds  of  herbivorous  cetaceans,  seals,  walruses,  &j. 

1.  Phoca  vitulina,  L.  (Calocephalus  vitulinus,  Cuv.  ;  Phoca  littorea, 
Mitch. ;  Phoca  concolor,  Da  Kay),  the  common  seal,  called  the  Loup  marin 
(lespril  by  the  Canadians  and  Acadians  on  the  shores  of  the  gulf  of  St. 
Lawrence  ;  the  Harbour  seal  by  the  English  and  xlmericaus  ;  and  veju  marin 
hy  the  French. 

The  fur  is  yellowish,  with  black  irregular  spots.  It  is  seldo.m  seen  in 
large  herds.  Its  length  is  from  4  to  5  and  even  (3  feet,  and  from  two  t-^  three 
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gallons  ot  uood  oil  may  be  obtained  from  one,  although  some  enormous  ones 
hare  bin^n  killed,  which  have  given  eight  and  even  twelve  gallons.  The 
skill  serves  to  make  boots,  caps,  and  trunk  covers,  &o.,  &3.  Its  commercial 
valm^  varies  from  $2.50  to  $4.00,  without  counting  its  bones  froori  which 
l>hofiiphate  of  a  superior  quality  may  be  manufactured.  Thesi^  Seals 
often  ascend  the  river  St.  Lawrence  to  the  foot  of  the  rapids.  They  are 
killed  by  either  being  shot  or  struck  on  the  snout  with  a  stick  or  hatchet 
&c.,  whoii  they  are  on  the  floating  ice  during  the  spring  and  autumn.  A 
large  number  are  also  caught  in  nets. 

2.  Ihoca  G-roenlandica,  Fabr.  (calo  cephalus  groenlandicus,  Cuv.), 
calli'd  by  French  fishermen  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  *'  Loup-Marin  Bras- 
seur  "  ;  by  the  English,  ''  the  Harp  Seal  " ;  by  the  Montagnais  the  **  Wastic  " 
and  *'  Le  Ccouf '  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Magdelen  Islands,  &c.,  &c.  This 
seal  IB  eliielly  met  with  in  the  Arctic  seas,  and  on  the  Greenland  coasts,  but 
in  anturaii  and  winter  it  frequents  the  coasts  of  the  island  of  Newfoundland 
and  the  CUilf  of  St.  Lawrence  in  innumerable  herds.  It  returhs  to  the  open 
st.*a  ill  the  spring.  During  the  months  of  March  and  April  the  Harp  Seal  is 
hunted  and  either  shot  or  killed  by  blows  from  a  stick  whilst  it  is  on  the 
(loating  !€e.  It  is  also  caught  on  the  coast  of  Labrador  in  large  numbers 
in  nets  adapted  to  that  kind  of  fishing.  This  seal  attains  six  or  eight  feet 
according  to  its  age.  The  adult  gives  from  ten  to  twelve  gallons  of  oil ;  its 
fuT  is  a  white  gray ;  its  head  is  black,  and  it  has  a  large  black  crescent 
fthiiped  mark  on  the  back  and  sides.  The  hair  of  th*^.  young  ones  during  the 
first  few  weeks  of  their  exiistenc3  is  white  and  fli^ecy.  The  skin  sells  from 
$1,20  to  S2.40.  The  total  value  of  this  seal  is  from  from  four  to  eight  dollars. 
This  seal  is  the  one  which  the  Esquimaux  hunt  the  most  ;  they  hunt  it 
with  i^peji's  These  savages  are  very  partial  to  the  flesh  and  blubber  of  this 
aniinaL  They  also  use  the  oil  to  light  their  lamps  in  their  huts  during  the 
long  nights  of  winter.  Its  liver  fried  is  regarded  as  a  dainty  morsel  by 
An  He  navigators.  A  better  kind  of  oil  and  in  greater  abundance  is  obtained 
from  this  seal  than  from  any  of  the  other  kinds.  Its  skin  is  also  more 
highly  thought  of  It  has  been  stated  that  they  often  fall  a  prey  to  gram- 
puse£5  (l)elphinus  grampus.  Hunt.)  and  other  cetaceans  of  the  northern  seas. 

3,  rhoca  lagura,  Lac,  Phoca  Pilayi,  Less,  the  Silver  Seal. 

It  ap|>ears  that  the  fleecy  tailed  seal  of  Newfoundland  also  frequents  the 
Gulf  of  St  Lawrence.  Its  length  is  from  three  to  four  feet.  Its  fur  is  silver 
gray*  spotted  with  blackish  brown  spots.  The  sides  and  belly  are  almost 
white.     This  seal  has  strong  and  black  claws  and  a  fleecy  tail.     Its  skin 
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its  worth  from  forty  to  fifty  cents.     It  gives  two  gallons  and  a  half  to  three 
gallons  of  oil  which  are  worth  three  or  four  dollars. 

4.  Phocahispida,  Fabr.  (Histriophocaequestris,  Gill.,)  called  the  Horse's 
Head  Seal  on  the  north  shore.  It  measures  twelve  feet  in  length  and  gives 
about  twenty  gallons  of  oil.  The  skin  sells  from  one  dollar  andfifty  cents  to 
two  dollars.     Its  total  value  is  from  eleven  to  twelve  dollars. 

5.  Phoca  foetida,  Fabr.  Ringed  Seol;  the  PoLadic  of  the  Moritagnais  ; 
with  a  large  short  head,  and  fur  spotted  wnth  black,  yellow  and  white.  Its 
length  is  about  from  six  to  ten  feet.  It  gives  on  an  average  six  gallons 
of  oil.  Its  skin  sells  for  one  dollar.  The  total  value  is  from  four  to  five 
dollars.  This  species  of  seal  is  rare.  It  is  found  principally  on  icebergs  and 
gives  less  oil  in  proportion  to  its  size  than  ordinary  seals. 

6.  Phoca  barbata,  Fabr.  Erignatusbarbatus,Grill,  called  Square  Flippers. 
This  seal  which  grows  to  a  length  of  fifteen  feet,  gives  from  forty  to  fifty 
gallons  of  oil ;  its  skin  is  worth  about  two  dollars.  Its  total  value  varies  from 
twenty  five  to  thirty  five  dollars. 

I  will  now  mention  some  species  of  seal  w^hichare  known  as  inhabiting 
the  north  of  the  Atlantic  and  its  seas. 

1.  Phoca  Leporina,  Lepachin.  The  Hare-Seal  or  Sea-Hare,  from  six  to 
seven  feet ;  long  head,  with  a  thick  upper  lip  somewhat  resembling  that 
of  a  calf  The  fore-part  of  the  muzzle  is  covered  wnth  strong  whiskers. 
This  species  has  weak  feet,  and  the  membrane  of  the  hind  feet  is  straight. 
It  is  of  a  yellowish  white  colour  w^ith  soft  straight  hair,  like  a  hare.  This 
seal  is  chiefly  found  in  the  White  Sea  ascending  the  rivers  with  the  tide.  It 
is  also  met  with  on  the  coasts  of  Iceland,  Spitzbergen  &c.,  &c. 

In  the  genus  Halichaerus,  Nilss,  the  muzzle  is  very  thick  and  obli- 
quely truncated ;  the  head  flat,  the  upper  grinders  are  single,  and  the 
lower  ones  are  furnished  with  two  slightly  developed  tubercles. 

8.  Phoca  gryphus,  Fabr.,  (Halichaerus  griseus  Nilss,)  comes  next.  This 
seal  has  its  three  or  four  back  molars  furnished  with  single  roots.  It  grows 
to  a  length  of  eight  or  nine  feet.  Its  usual  colour  is  gray  and  brown.  The 
colour  of  the  young  ones  is  not  so  deep.  This  animal  abounds  on  the  coast 
of  Iceland.  It  is  also  found  in  the  Baltic  sea  and  even  often  on  the  coast  of 
Ireland.  This  seal  is  pretty  well  devoid  of  intelligence,  and  is  untameable. 
It  IS  said  that  the  old  males  are  very  quarrelsome. 

9.  Phoca  Caspica,  Pall  This  kind  is  about  the  size  of  the  common  seal 
(Phoca  vitulina  L).   A  thing  worthy  of  notice  is  that  this  Pinniped  is  met 
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-with  in  tlie  Caspian  sea,  and  in  the  Aral  and  Baikal  seas,  vast  sheets  of 
T?\'ator  which  have  no  communication  with  the  ocean.  An  oil  of  excellent 
quality  is  obtained  from  it.  Several  thousands  of  these  animals  are  every 
year  sacrificed  to  the  avidity  of  man. 

Let  ns  now  go  on  to  the  first  sub-genus  which  includes  the  narrow 
muzzled  seal,  (Stenorhyncus,  Cuv.)  They  have  four  pointed  incisors  above, 
and  for  below;  their  grinders  are  five  on  each  side  in  each  jaw,  and  each 
divided  into  three  of  five  long  conical  points,  a  little  crooked  and  usually 
providod  with  two  roots.  The  muzzle  is  long  and  narrow;  the  claws 
especially  those  of  the  hind  feet,  are  ver.y  small,  hence  their  name  Leptonix 

(Slender  Claws)  given  by  AVagner  and  Grray. 

» 

11.  Stenorhynchus  Weddelii,  Less  :  Leptonix  leopardinus,  Wagn.  The 
Lsopard-Seal.  This  animal  measures  nine  or  ten  feet  in  length.  Its  jolour 
which  somewhat  resembles  that  of  a  leopard,  is  whitish  on  a  grayish 
brown  ground  above,  and  yellowish  below.  It  has  a  long  and  small  head 
and  ihe  hair  is  soft  and  scanty.  This  seal  chicfiy  inhabits  the  cold  seas  of 
the  soutliL-rn  hemisphere. 

The  Fecond  sub-genns  is  that  of  the  Pelages  (Pelagius,  F.  Cuvier.)  These 
seals  have  the  muzzle  large  and  long.  They  have  the  same  number  of  teeth 
as  the  Stt^norhyncus,  with  this  difference  that  their  incisors  are  jagged, 
and  indented  one  into  the  other.  Their  grinders  terminate  in  obtuse  cones, 
W^ith  a  slight  iirotuberance  before  and  behind. 

12.  Pelagius  monachus,  F.  Cuvier.  The  white-bellied  seal  also 
called  the  mtmk  lives  in  the  Mediterranean  sea,  but  chiefly  in  the  Adriatic 
sea,  and  that  part  of  it  which  washes  the  Sardinian  coasts.  Its  length 
varies  from  eight  to  nine  feet.  It  is  either  entirely  black  in  colour  or  of  a 
marked  brown  above,  spotted  with  gray  on  the  neck  and  head,  and  white 
undiTiicath.  Its  eyes  are  large  and  they  somewhat  resemble  those  of  an  ox. 
It  is  a  niild,  intelligent  and  aff*ectionate  animal,  easily  tamed.  This  seal  was 
the  one  best  known  among  the  ancients.  The  Romans  believed  that  its 
skia  was  a  preservative  against  the  effects  of  lightning.  They  also  made 
tents  of  it^  inside  of  which  they  would  take  refuge  during  thunder  storms. 

The  third  sub-2:enus  is  that  of  the  Stemmatopus,  (Stemmatopus,  Cuv.) 
or  (Cystopbora,  Nilss.)  The  jaws  of  this  animal  are  furnished  with  the 
following  tecLh  :  Incisive  -J,  canines  l-i  ;  molar  JiJ. 

Thiis  the  Stemmatoi>us  has  only  four  upper  incisors,  and  two  lower 
onee.  lis  grinders  are  compressed,  and  have  thick  roots. 
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In  1862,  the  fishermen  of  House  Harbour  and  those  of  Grindstone 
island  (Magdelcn  Islands),  returned  from  hunting  seals  amidst  the 
iloaling  ice  on  the  gulf  They  had  been  particularly  successful,  for  the 
number  of  seals  they  brought  considerably  exceeded  that  of  preceding 
years.  Amongst  others,  they  had  killed  a  large  number  of  Stemmatopi, 
the  largest  kind  of  Seal  which  is  met  with  in  the  galf  of  St.  Lawrence.  The 
spoils  that  is  to  say  the  fat,  with  the  skin  of  this  animal,  weigh  as  much  as 
from  three  to  even  four  hundred  pounds.  It  is  calculated,  ordinarily  that 
one  gallon  of  oil  is  obtained  from  every  ten  pounds  of  fat. 

13.  Stemmatopus  cristatus ;  Cuv.  Phoca  cristata,  G-m.  Phoca  lesnina, 
Fabr.j  Cystophora  cristata,  Eril,  called  by  the  French  fishermen  Le  Plioque 
d  capuclioiij  and  by  the  English  The  Hooded  Seal,  is  remarkable  on  account 
of  a  globular  bag  susceptible  of  being  dilated,  which  the  male  has  on  his 
head  and  nose,  and  w^th  which  he  can  cover  his  muzzle  at  will.  Its  nostrils 
are  so  dilatable,  that  they  resemble  bladders  when  they  ore  swollen.  It 
sometimes  measures  from  seven  to  nine  feet  in  length.  Thirty  and  even  forty 
gallons  of  oil  are  obtained  from  it.  Its  skin  costs  from  two  to  three  dollars. 
Its  total  value  is  from  fifteen  to  twenty  five  dollars.  The  body  is  very  large 
aud  very  fat  ;  it  inhabits  the  Arctic  seas  and  Hudson's  Bay  but  it  is  chiefly 
found  on  the  Newfoundland  and  G-reenland  coasts. 

The  Hooded  Seal  frequents  theGulf  of  St.  Lawrence  about  the  close  of 
autumn,  in  pretty  numeions  herds.  Later  on  in  the  season,  hunters  find 
them  on  the  frozen  ice  of  the  Gulf,  w^here  the  females  give  birth  to  their 
young  in  the  month  of  April.  Numbers  are  shot  during  the  first  days  of 
spring,  especially  about  the  straits  of  Belle-Isle.  The  skin  of  these  animals 
is  in  great  demand  on  the  market.  They  love  to  crawl  on  the  ice  floes  of 
the  high  northern  latitudes,  w^hich  the  wind  aud  currents  drive  towards  the 
coasts  of  Labrador.  The  Stemmatopus  is  polygamous  and  travels  in  families. 
Vhen  wounded  they  become  fierce  and  fight  furiously  among  themselves. 

The  Macrorhines  (Macrorhinus,  F.  Cuv,)  constitute  the  fourth  and  last 
sub-genus  of  seals  properly  so  called.  These  Pinnipeds  have  the  incisors  sepa- 
rated from  one  another  and  bent  at  one  end  like  small  canine  teeth,  the  centre 
ones  being  the  smallest.  The  canine  teeth  constitute  strong  tusks.  The  grin- 
ders have  single  roots.  The  number  of  their  teeth  is  the  same  as  that  of  the 
preceding  genus. 

This  kind  have  a  very  proininent  forehead,  and  the  bones  which  are 
placed  as  iu  the  elephant,  could  support  a  trunk.  The  nose  bones  are  very 
short,  whilst  the  grinders  leave  a  very  large  nasal  opening  between  them 
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Their  muzzle,  in  the  shape  of  a  short  and  moveable  trunk,  easily  enables 
them  to  b^:;  distinguished  from  all  the  other  Pinnipeds 

The  following  species  belong  to  this  genus. 

14.  ^lacrorhinus  proboscideus,  F.  Cuvier.,  called  by  authors  the  Trunk 
seal,  and  by  sailors  the  Sea-Elephant.  It  is  the  largest  seal  hitherto  known. 
It  attains  twenty  five  and  even  thirty  feet  in  length,  with  a  circumference 
of  sixteen  feet,  which  has  gained  it  the  vulgar  name  of  Sea-Elephant.  The 
<olonr  of  the  males  varies  from  a  deep  grayish  blue  to  brown.  They  can 
len^^lheu  the  muzzle  one  foot,  which  has  the  effect  of  changing  the  expres- 
sion of  their  features  and  of  giving  their  voice  a  strange  sound.  The  colour 
of  the  females  changes  from  a  deep  olive  brown  above,  to  a  yellowish  colour 
beneath;  I  hey  lack  the  nasal  appendage  of  the  males.  Sea  Elephants  are 
also  polygamous.  The  males  are  very  quarrelsome  in  breeding  time.  Their 
front  limbs  have  each  four  fingers  and  a  thumb,  with  perfect  nails.  The 
hind  limbsi  are  without  them.  Their  hair  is  coarse.  The  skin  which  is 
very  thick  is  much  in  demand  on  the  markets,  above  all  for  the  manufacture 
of  harness.  Its  oil  is  very  clear  without  any  bad  smell,  or  bad  taste.  It  burns 
slowly  and  without  giving  any  smoke.  This  animal  inhabits  ihe  shores  of 
the  desert  islands  of  the  southern  hemisphere. 

The  Otaries  (Otaria,  Peron.) 

Allhoag^h  the  Otaries  or  eared  seals  have  not  been  seen  in  the  seas  of  the 
northern  hemisphere,  I  cannot  refrain  from  mentioning  the  two  a^enera 
which  this  section  includes.  Otaries  are  distinguished  by  their  claw- 
less  front  leet  which  are  placed  further  back  than  those  of  other  seals,  and 
this,  as  a  consequence,  enables  them  to  swim  better.  This  peculiarity  gives 
,  them  the  appearance  of  having  a  longer  neck.  The  membrane  which  covers 
the  hind  feet  extends  beyond  the  claws,  in  long  strips  or  flaps. 

The  nether  surface  of  their  limbs,  is  not  covered  with  hair,  like  the  rest 
of  the  body.  These  animals  are  provided  with  small  exterior  ears,  hence 
their  Jianie  of  Otaries.  The  Otaries  have  six  upper  incisors,  of  which  the 
four  intermediate  ones  are  double  cutting  ones;  and,  four  lower  incisors,  all 
forked. 

This  section  comprises  two  genera. 

The  Sea-Bear  (Arctocephalus,  F,  Cuvier.)  This  generic  name  has  been 
given  to  several  seals  of  smaller  size  than  the  following,  and  which  live  in 
the  northern  and  southern  hemispheres.  Their  outward  appearance  is  not 
so  fierce  as  that  of  the  Sea  Lion,  but  they  are  of  a  much  more  sullen  character 
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than  the  latter.     Frederick  Cuvier  has  classed  them  in  his  Arctocei>hahis 
genus  which  comprises  two  principal  kinds. 

15.  Arctocephalus  ursinus.  Cuv.  ;  The  Sea-Bear  or  Steller's  Northern 
Sea- Bear.  From  seven  to  eight  feet  in  length,  the  forehead  very  crooked, 
the  lips  fleshey,  and  the  ears  about  two  inches  in  height.  It  is  covered  with 
a  soft  matted  wool  of  a  reddish  colour,  from  which  grows  a  coarse  hair 
of  deep  colour.  It  is  found  in  large  numbers  in  the  northern  Pacific 
Ocean,  on  the  west  coast  of  North  America.  It  is  polygamous  ;  tha  male  is 
full  of  tenderness  for  its  young  ones,  but  a  tyrant  towards  the  fimile^ ;  when 
he  is  wounded,  he  furiously  attacks  the  boat  from  whence  came  tha  blow 
which  wounded  him.  He  is  hard  to  kill.  The  Sea-Bear  is  the  terror  of  the 
small  species  of  seal  and  he  in  his  turn  dreads  the  Sea-Lion.  Its  skin  is 
muoh  thought  of  in  China  and  Japan. 

16.  Otaria  Forsteri,  Less.,  a  smaller  species  than  the  last  one,  but  larger 
than  the  ordinary  seal  (Phoca  vitulina  L ).  The  males  which  are  larger 
than  the  females,  are  about  seven  feet  in  length.  The  fur  of  this  animal  is 
of  diverse  colours  and  is  much  sought  after.  Formerly  this  seal  was  very 
common  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Falkland  islands,  at  present  they  are 
almost  extinct  in  those  seas.  Commerce  formerly  obtained  iVom  this  seal  a 
soft  yellowish  and  valuable  fur  used  for  making  caps  and  lining  coats,  &c. 
The  skins  sold  for  two  or  three  dollars  a  piece  in  China,  but  they  were 
much  dearer  in  Europe  and  in  America. 

The  Sea-Lion  (Platyrhynchus,  F.  Cuv.)  This  name  has  been  given  to  a 
certain  number  of  large  seals  which  live  in  the  two  hemispheres,  either 
because  of  their  fierce  appearance,  their  roaring  voices  and  their  powerful 
canine  teeth,  or  on  account  of  the  manes  which  adorn  their  necks. 

17.  Platyrhynchus  Stelleri,  Less.,  the  Sea-Lion  of  the  North  or  Steller's. 
This  seal  is  about  fifteen  feet  in  length,  and  weighs  about  one  thousand  six 
hundred  pounds.  The  males  have  their  necks  furnished  with  a  kind  of 
mane  of  coarser  and  more  crispy  hair  than  those  of  the  rest  of  th»^  body. 
Their  thick  skin  is  covered  with  coarse  hair  of  a  reddish  brown  colour. 
They  have  a  large  head  and  a  long  and  truncated  muzzle,  bushy  eyebrows 
and  distinct  ears.  They  are  found  on  the  north  west  coast  of  America,  on. 
the  rocky  coasts  of  the  ocean  and  on  desert  islands. 

The  Walrus.— (Trichecus,  Linn.) 

The  third  group  of  Phocidae  Cuv.  includes  the  "Walrus  (Trichecus  Linn.) 
These  mammalia  of  the  Arctic  seas  greatly  resemble  the  larger  kinds  of  seals 
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in  the  general  shape  of  the  body  ami  by  the  manner  in  which  the  limbs  are 
disponed,  but  they  differ  from  them  with  regard  to  the  head  and  teeth.  The 
cranium  although  heavy,  is  not  very  hirge,  but  its  muscuUir  swelling  is 
A'ery  apparent.  The  facial  portion  of  the  head  is  longer  than  that  of  the  seal, 
whilst  the  lower  part  of  the  upper  jaw  is  very  much  developed,  to  receive  the 
canine  teeth  between  which  closes  the  lower  jaw  which  has  no  canines  teeth 
nor  incisors  when  the  animal  is  full  grown.  The  young  Walruses  have  sii 
incisors  for  each  jaw,  which  drop  out  as  the  animal  grows,  with  the  exception 
of  two,  which  remain  between  the  canine  teeth  in  the  upper  jaw,  and  which 
resemble  molars.  The  upper  canine  teeth  are  very  long,  they  are  turned 
downwards  in  the  shape  of  pointed  tu?ks  and  descend  much  lower  than  the 
chin.  The  grinders  which  in  youth  arc  ^  J,  fall  out  as  the  animal  advances 
in  age.  These  teeth  are  conical  at  the  crown,  blunt,  single  and  worn  obli- 
quely at  the  summit. 

The  following  is  the  dental  lormula  of  adult  Walruses  ;  incisive  2  ;  canine 
.11 J  mol:r/  J  V    -^s  ^'^'^y  ^^  ^^'^^^  '^y  ^^^^^  formula,  the  te<^th  of  Walruses  greatly 
differ  from  those  of  seals.  Their  lower  jaw  wants  incisors  and  canine  teeth, 
whereas  in  their  upper  jaw,  these  last  form  enormous  tusks  which  sometimes 
attain  the  length  of  two  feet,  between  which  are  two  incisors  similar  to      I 
grinders.  The  upper  jaw  is  remarkable  for  the  size  ot  the  sockets  in  which  the      I 
tusks  are  fixed,  which  gives  this  animal  so  swollen  a  muzzle  that  the  nostrils,      I 
instead  of  leraiinating  the  snout,  are  almost  turned  upwards.  Only  a  single      I 
species  of  Walrus  is  known.  I 

(Trichecus  rosmarus,  Linn.)  The  Walrus  is  also  called  CJeval  marin  by  | 
the  French,  Vache  marine  by  the  Canadians  and  Acadians,  and  Walrus,  Sea- 
Cow  and  Sea-Horse  by  the  English,  This  singular  animal  is  from  eleven 
to  fourteen  feet  in  lenglh.  Its  fur  is  very  short,  thick  and  reddish  ;  it  has 
a  swollen  muzzle.  Its  large  tusks  which  are  often  from  one  and  a  half  to 
two  feet  in  length  are  the  most  remarkable  feature  of  the  Walrus.  These 
tusks  aid  the  massive  animals  in  climbing  up  on  the  rocks  and  ice  floes 
from  which  they  are  never  far  away,  and  also  in  digging  out  certain 
moUusca,  w^hich  form  their  chief  food,  out  of  the  mud  and  sand  where  they 
are  buried.  The  Walrus  appears  to  have  been  formerly  very  common  ia 
the  lower  end  of  the  river  and  gulf  St.  Law^rence,  but  to  day,  although  it  is 
still  sometimes  met  with  on  the  coast  of  Labrador,  it  no  longer  frequents 
any  except  the  northern  seas.  It  appears  that  it  ascended  the  River  Saint 
Lawrence  within  the  memory  of  man,  up  to  as  far  as  River  Quelle.  It  is  rarely 
solitary  ;  it  is  gregarious,  and  is  sometimes  found  in  the  water,  but  oftcner 
basking  in  the  sun,  on  banks  or  on  the  ice.    Its  natui  ally  hard  skin  is 
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tanned ;  it  furnishes  a  thick  and  very  strong  leather  which  was  used  in 
old  tinaes  for  gig-traces.  It  is  still  tised  for  the  same  object,  but  chiefly 
hiv  the  main-braces  of  coaches.  A  great  deal  of  oil  of  an  excellent  quality 
is  obtained  from  this  animal.  Walrus  hunting  w^as  formerly  very  lucra- 
tive in  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  ;  They  were  found  on  the  shore  in  summer, 
and  in  winter  on  the  ice  floes.  They  used  to  be  chiefly  found  basking  in 
the  8un  and  breathing  at  their  ease  on  the  sandy  beaches  of  the  Magdelen 
islands.  But  first  the  French,then  the  English  and  Americans  waged  so  bitter 
a  war  against  them  that  at  the  commencement  of  this  present  century  they 
were  almost  totally  destroyed,  the  result  being  that  these  mammalia  are 
very  seldom  met  with  at  the  present  day,  not  only  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
liver  but  also  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  They  are  now  hardly  ever  mot 
"With,  except  towards  the  Labrador  coast,  in  the  straits  and  Hudson's  Bay, 
where  their  inaccessibility  is  their  sole  protection.  They  are  still  met  with, 
very  but  rarely  at  the  Magdelen  islands,  and  in  the  straits  of  Belle-Isle.  The 
tnsks  are  often  found  buried  in  the  sand  of  the  shores  of  the  river  and  ^ulf  of 
St.  Lawrence,  in  a  state  of  perfect  preservation.  These  are  the  last  remains 
of  animals  which  hardly  two  centuries  ago  lived  in  the  immense  estuary  of 
the  St.  Lawrence,  and  whose  spoils  have  helped  to  build  up  many  fortunes 
BuUthe  indiffl'rence  and  want  of  foresight  of  governments  and  the  cupidity 
of  traders,  hdve  caused  the  total  disappearance  of  this  source  of  national 
wealth  from  our  waters.  It  is  only  their  innumerable  multitude  and  their 
fecundity  which  has  saved  seals  from  a  similar  destruction. 

Several  fossil  remains  of  seals,  chiefly  of  the  common  species,  have  been 
discovered  in  the  post-tertiary  formations  of  America  and  Europe. 
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Cctacea. 

Tho  aqimals  known  by  this  name,  constitute  the  last  order  of  the  mam- 
malia I  Uisg,  according  to  Cuvier's  system*  These  animals  are  destined  by  their 
organii^ation  to  dwell  in  the  sea,  henco  their  enormous  bulk.  It  is  beyond 
coutradii'tion,  that  among  Cetaceans  the  largest  known  animals  of  the  pre- 
sent diiy  are  found.  Cetaceans  have  a  fish-like  form  ;  but  when  they  are 
studiod  from  an  anatomical  and  physiological  point  of  view,  it  is  soon 
seen  thr.t  they  really  belong  to  the  mammalia  order.  If  ihey  are  only 
couisideriHl  outwardly,  it  will  be  seen  that  they  have  no  apparent  limbs.  In 
point  of  fiofe,  these  animals  have  no  hind  limbs,  and  if  front  ones  exist,  ihey 
only  siM'Mi  as  fins.  Their  hun^c  form  is  terminated  by  a  thick  tail,  which 
fenninutf/i  in  a  horizontal  fin,  divided  into  two  lobes;  the  hea<l  is  connected 
with  Lht?  l>ody  by  a  neck  so  short  and  thick  as  to  be  imperceptible  and  i^ 
composed  of  A'ery  thin  vertebra  partly  soldered  together.  With  regard 
to  the  fore — limbs  they  are  anatomically  the  same  as  other  mammalia.  Their 
boiioa  are  the  same,  and  are  in  the  same  order,  with  this  difference  how- 
eyer,  that  the  bones  of  the  shoulder  and  forearm  are  shorter  in  proportion  to 
the  size  of  this  animal,  and  that  those  of  the  hand  are  flat,  and  covered  with 
a  tendinous  membrane. 

Tho  posterior  part  of  the  abdomen  has  only  two  small  bones  which  repre- 
sent thi*  rndimentsof  a  pelvis,  and  further  back  are  V  shaped  bones  on  which 
the  flexor  muscles  of  the  tail  are  inserted.  The  strength  of  this  organ  is 
prodii]:iou3.  It  is  the  chief  propeller  ;for  the  front  limbs,  viz  :  the  fins,  only 
enable  tlic  animal  to  keep  in  its  natural  position,  or  to  move  from  right  to 
left  The  tail  of  Cetaceans  being  horizontal,  as  has  already  been  observed, 
these  animals  can  only  move  it  by  upward  or  downward  strokes,  which 
movement  enables  them  to  dive  with  great  facility,  but  which  also  accounts 
for  their  progress  only  being  effected  by  starts,  alternately  rising  and 
diviug  in  the  liquid  element.  The  Porpoises  (Phocaena  vulgaris,  Linn  ) 
turn  feui'h  summersaults  that  one  might  think  they  were  always  rv»ady  lo 
tumble  heels  over  head.  In  Cetaceans,  that  part  of  the  cranium  which  encloses 
the  iutorual  hearing  apparatus,  is  separated  irom  the  rest  of  the  head,  and  is 
only  joined  to  it  by  simple  ligaments.  These  animals  breathe  by  lung>.  ar** 
%varm  and  red — ^blooded,  and  the  heart  has  two  auricles  and  two  ven- 
tricles. They  are  unable  to  breathe  under  water,  and  are  obliged  to 
come  frequently  to  the  surface  for  the  purpose  of  inhaling  air.  They  are 
able  to  remain  under  water  from  ten  to  twenty  five  minutes. 

The  breathing  apparatus  is  admirably  adapted  to  their  kind  of  life  ;  in 
effectj  the  nostrils  are  placed  on  the  very  top  of  the  head,  which  enable* 
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Ihis  auimal  to  breathe  without  raising  its  muzzle  above  water.  They  are 
viviparous,  the  females  suckle  their  young,  and  their  milk  is  the  same  as 
that  of  large  ruminant  mammalia.  Several  amongst  them  are  entirely 
destitute  of  teeth,  and  those  which  have  them,  have  them  all  alike.  Their 
senses  are  but  little  developed,  wnth  the  exception  of  sight  which  appears 
good  enough,  and  that  of  smell. 

Cuvier  divides  Cetaceans  into  herbivorous,  and  ordinary  Cetaceans. 
As  herbivorous  Cetaceans  or  Syrenians  do  not  exist  in  our  Fauna,  I  will 
only  speak  here  of  the  ordinary  or  Blowing  Cetaceans. 

These  last  include  the  three  genera  :  The  Whale  (Balaena,  Cuv.)  Cachalot 
(Physeter  Linn.)  and  Dolphin  (Dvjiphinus  Linn.),  of  which  families  only  the 
first  and  last  are  met  with  in  the  river  and  Crulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

Cetaceans  generallj'^announco  their  vicinity  by  their  blowing,  that  is  to 
say  by  a  double  or  single  column  of  spray  according  to  the  species,  thrown 
higher  or  lower  at  longer  or  shorter  intervals,  the  ejection  of  which,  lasting 
for  a  more  or  less  lengthy  period,  is  accompanied  by  a  noise  which  varies  in 
inttMisity.  I  have  heard  it  repeated,  and  have  even  read  in  books,  that 
this  column  proceeds  from  water  which  enters  the  mouth  of  the  cetacean, 
and  which  it  forcibly  ejects  by  the  double  or  single  blow-hole  which  it 
has  in  the  top  of  its  head  :  such  however  is  not  the  cas'3.  In  the  first  place 
the  water  cannot  pass  from  the  mouth  to  the  breathing  channels  of  the 
cetacean,  this  column  is  only  composed  of  hot  air,  and  of  a  very  small 
quantity  of  water  pulverized  in  this  air,  and  of  fatty  particles.  When  the 
temperature  is  colder  and  the  sky  more  overcast,  the  column  appears  w^hiter 
and  thicker  and  is  visible  for  a  longer  time;  the  same  effect  is  visible  with 
ourselves  when  we  breathe  in  winter.  The  higher  the  temperature  becomes, 
the  less  visil)le  is  th^  spouting,  and  it  sometimes  even  becomes  invisible  ; 
then,  the  only  indications  of  their  neighbourhood  are  the  noise  of  their 
breathing  and  the  view  of  a  portion  of  their  bodies  showing  above  the 
water. 

Blowing  Cetaceans  are  classed  in  two  great  natural  divisions ;  Balaeni- 
dae  or  Whalebone  whales  and  the  Cctodontidae  or  toothed  whales. 

Th<5  first,  which  include  the  different  kinds  of  whales,  have  a 
larg«  head  of  which  the  mouth  extending  from  eye  to  eye  takes  up  nearly 
the  whole  length;  there  are  two  air-holes  situated  tveo  thirds  of  the  way  up 
the  head,  starting  from  the  end  of  the  muzzle.  They  only  have  teeth  in  the 
embryo  state.  Later  on, these  are  replaced  by  the  whalebone,  corneous  laminae 
composed  of  longitudinal  fibres  w^hich  constitute  the  whalebone  of  com- 
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mcrce.  These  laminae  are  in  the  form  of  a  scythe,  at  the  base,  and  termin- 
atiiiiT  in  a  point.  Their  outside  is  smooth,  wide  ;  the  inside  unravels  itself 
Jq  jminjrouH  lluctuating  filaments.  They  are  imbedded  at  their  base,  fol- 
lowing each  other,  separated  by  an  interval  equal  to  their  thickness,  in  a 
transvorse  direction  to  the  length  of  the  head,  and  symmetrically  from  each 
side  of  the  pjilate  ;  they  hanGf  vertically,  point  downwards,  the  iibious 
friug-e  insid'^  the  mouth  is  almost  arranged  like  the  shutters  of  veuv^liaii 
bliuds.with  the  difference  that  these  are  horizontal  instead  of  being  vertical. 
The  numljer  of  baleens  is  from  five  to  seven  hundred,  sometimes  more; 
their  length  varies  according  to  their  position  ;  at  the  two  extremities  of 
the  mouth  they  are  only  some  inches  long,  then  gradually  extending  on 
the  sides,  all  the  more  so  as  the  upper  jaw  is  more  curv^ed. 

The  lower  jaw  is  furnished  with  a  thick  lip  which  covers  the  whiskers 
when  the  niouth  is  shut,  and  laps  over  the  upper  jaw  in  the  form  of  a  pad. 

In  this  tribe  of  cetaceans,  the  space  between  the  two  brances  of  the  lower 
maxillary  contains  the  tongue  which  takes-  up  all  its  lower  side  and  is  so 
made  that  the  animal  is  able  to  swell  it  at  will  so  as  to  fill  the  cavity  of  the 
mouth. 

When  a  whalebone  whale  meets  a  shoal  of  the  small  fish  which  cons- 
titute its  food,  it  advances  safely  in  its  midst  with  the  lower  jaw  lowered* 
the  water  rushes  into  its  mouth,  without  being  able  to  enter  the  gullet, 
the  opi'ning  of  which  is  shut  by  the  root  of  the  tongue,  and  rushes  out  by 
the  side^-,  leaving  the  small  animals  which  ii  contains  entangled  in  the 
looso  ligaments  of  the  whalebones.  After  a  time,  the  whale  raises  its  lower 
jaw  aud  iti>]ips,  at  the  same  time  swelling  out  its  tongue,  which  has  the 
eirect  of  driving  the  water  out  from  the  sides,  between  the  interstices  of 
the  whale-bones ;  then  running  its  tongue  along  the  filaments,  it  rolls 
up  the  food  into  a  ball,  which  it  pushes  towards  its  gullet  and  swallows ; 
then  once  more  lowering  the  lower  jaw,  it  prepares  a  second  ball,  and  so  on. 

The  whaie-bone  cetaceans  include  : 

1  The  right  whale  which  has  no  dorsal  fin  or  protuberance  on  the 
back.  (Balaena,  Cuv. ;  Leiobalaena,  Eschricht  ;  Eubalaena,  Gray).  It 
feeds  on  pteropodous  moUusca  (Clio  borealis,  Feruss).  With  the  ric^ht 
whale  we  have  the  Scrag  whale  (Agaphelus,  Cope),  which  differs  from  it 
by  its  longer  body,  and  by  a  series  of  protuberances  on  the  tail. 

2.  The  fin-backed  whale  which  has  folds  (Balaenoptera,  Lac.  Pteroba- 
laena,  Eschr.)  in  the  breast  and  belly,  very  short  whale-bones,  their  head 
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being-  hardly  bent ;  it  has  but  little  blubber  and  a  small  comprossed  dorsal 
fin.  These  c<^taceans  are  A'ery  agile  ;  they  swim  horizontally,  they  are  ichthyo- 
phagous. The  humpbnc^k  whale  (Megaptera,  Gray  ;  Kyphobalaena,  Eschr.) 
which  has  folds  on  the  breast  and  belly  ;  a  fatty  protuberance  on  the  posterior 
part  of  the  back,  representing  a  low  and  thick  fin  ;  the  pectoral  fins  very  long. 
It  feeds  on  fish  and  cephalopodous  mollusca. 

The  folds  of  Balaenopterae  are  evidently  intended  to  help  the  animals, 
which  have  not  enough  fat  to  render  them  specifically  lighter  than  water,  in 
to  rise  and  keep  themselves  on  the  surface.  When  they  dilate  their 
folds,  the  body  become  more  voluminous,  and  the  animal  remounts  to  the 
surface  of  the  sea;  if  it  wishes  to  descend,  it  contracts  them,  and  so  loses 
its  A-olume  and  becomes  specifically  heavier  than  water. 

These  divisions  of  the  naturalists  correspond  well  enough  with  those 
of  the  whalers,  who  recognize  three  categories  of  w^hale-bone  cetaceans. : 

1.  Itight   Whales,  Black  Whales  with  which  come  the  Scrag  Whales  ; 

2.  The  Finbacks  in  which  category  is  the  Sulphur-Bottom  which 
only  diflfers  by  the  colour  of  the  belly. 

3.  Humpback,  or  Hunchback- Whales. 

Toothed  Cetaceans  or  Cotodontidao,  have  a  single  air-hole,  have  no 
baleens  and  are  furnished  with  more  or  less  numerous  teeth.  Eschricht  has 
established  eighteen  genera  of  them.  I  will  only  mention  those  which  are 
fished  for  and  which  are  : 

1.  The  Cachalot  (Physeter,  Linn.,  Catodon,  Artedi,)  called  by  fishermen 
The  Sperm  Whale.  It  only  has  teeth  in  the  lower  jaw,  and  feeds  on 
cephalopodous  mollusca. 

2.  Black  fish  (Globicephalus,  Les,)  which  feeds  on  cephalopodous 
mollusca  and  fish. 

3.  The  Grampus,  the  Killer,  Thrasher  of  whalers  (Orca,  Eschr.), 
which  is  carnivorous. 

4.  The  Beluga  (Delphinapterus  Beluga,  Lac. ;  Delphinus  Leucus,  Linn, 
White  Porpoise,  Kalm.  ;  called  the  White  Whale  by  Anglo-American, 
fishermen,  and  by  Canadians,  le  Marsouin),  is  ichthyophagous. 

5.  The  Porpoise  (Delphinus  communis,  Linn.;  Diilphinus  phocaena, 
Desm. ;  Phocaena  vulgaris,  DeKay  ;  la  Poursille  ;  called  by  Anglo- Americau 
fishermen  the  Black  Porpoise  feeds  on  fish. 
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It  is  only  occasionally  that  Black  fishes  or  Grampuses  and  other  large 
Dolphins  are  hunted.  Whale  fishing  proper,  always  consist  in  Right 
"Whiilj  and  Sperm  Whale  fishing,  but  on  account  of  the  rarity  of  these  two 
species,  the  fishing  of  the  Scrag  Whale  or  Humpback  (Agaphelus  Gribbosus, 
Cope,  or  Balaena  Gibbosa,  Antiquorum,)  is  included  and  even  that  of  a 
kind  of  Finback  (Balaenoptera  Physalis,  Lac)  and  of  the  Sulphur  Bottom 
(Balaena  musculus,  Linn.)  since  the  use  of  spear-bombs.  These  engines 
consist  oi  n  cast-iron  tube  filled  with  powder,  with  a  pointed  end,  carry- 
ing a  muL;:li  at  tho  other  end,  and  projected  by  moans  of  a  gnn  of  heavy 
calibre.  The  tube  is  sometimes  furnished  with  iiidia-rubbsr  bands,  which,  as 
soon  as  it  is  projected  from  the  gun,  spread  like  arrow  feathers,  and  guide 
the  projectile  in  its  flight,  preventing  it  from  turning.  This  has  a  good 
effect  nt  fifteen  or  twenty  fathoms  distance,  and  if  it  bursts  in  a  vital  part, 
the  C«^t  vo\n  may  be  killed  at  the  first  shot.  It  was  for  a  long  time  thought 
that  whales  so  killed  sank  more  easily  than  others.  Whalers  did  not  like  to 
give  up  not  only  their  old  habits  but  also  their  professional  importance ; 
consequputly  the  new  way  of  proceeding  was  not  adopted  all  at  once  ; 
at  the  present  time,  however,  it  is  in  use  with  nearly  all  whalers. 

AVhales  (Balaena,  Cuv.) 

Notwithstanding  th^  enormous  bulk  of  its  body  and  the  size  of  its  mouth, 
this  whale  only  feeds  on  small  animals  such  as  medusae,  Crustacea,  and 
very  small  mollusca,  which  abound  in  the  Greenland  seas  and  in  the  G-ulf 
of  St.  Lawrence.  The  whale  has  fle.l  from  the  incessantpursuit  o(  the  hardy 
and  enterprizing  whalers  of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  of  North 
America,  and  has  sought  a  refuge  in  Hudson's  Bay,  Baffin's  Bay  and  other 
parts  more  difficult  of  access  than  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  The  whalers 
however  pursue  them  even  in  those  places  and  hunt  them  with  greater 
activity  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  the  season  in  those  high  latitudes. 

But  the  golden  age  of  this  industry  has  received  a  rude  shock  from  the 
introduction  of  mineral  oil  in  trade,  which  has  caused  a  depression  of  from 
forty  to  fiity  per  cent  in  the  price  of  animal  oils. 

Tlie  affoction  of  the  whale  for  its  young,  the  importance  of  the  Cetacean 
for  man,  the  'numberless  dangers  encountered  by  sailors  whilst  hunting 
it,  are  all  subjects  worthy  of  ou.r  consideration. 

But  as  my  report  is  already  long  enough  as  it  is,  I  shall  content  myself, 
for  the  present,  with  indicating  in  the  most  concise  manner  possible,  the 
principal  points  of  the  structure  of  the  whale,  features  which  are  found  with 
some  modifications  amongst  all  animals  of  the  cetacean  order. 
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These  animals  are  furnished  with  the  the  pectoral  limbs  alone  and 
oAvn  these  take  the  shape  of  fins.  The  posterior  extremity  ofthetrnik 
widens  into  an  enormous  caudal  fin,  flattened  horizontally  and  ciiviJ  .\ 
as  'We  have  already  said,  into  two  lobes  The  skin  of  the  Cetacca:i 
is  naked  and  the  scrotum  is  wanting.  There  is  neither  neck  nor  external 
ears.  The  nostrils,  opening  on  the  top  of  the  head,  are  either  single  or 
double  at  the  surface  and  are  known  under  the  name  of  blow-holes. 
The  caudal  fin  of  the  whale  is  horizontal,  while  that  of  the  fish 
is  vertical  :  the  position,  in  both  cases,  answering  perfectly  the  require- 
ments of  the  animal.  The  vertical  tail  of  the  fish  is  a  propeller  by  means 
of  which  it  cuts  the  water  with  extraordinary  rapidity,  while  remaining 
at  an  almost  uniform  depth,  the  orgiUiism  of  the  fish  not  requiring  that  it 
should  rise  to  the  surface  for  the  purpose  of  breathing.  The  organisiin  of  the 
whale,  on  the  contrary,  is  such  that  it  is  compelled  to  seek  the  surface  of 
the  ocean  whenever  it  feels  the  need  of  breathing.  The  horizontal  tail  then 
acts  as  an  oar  of  inconceivable  power. 

At  the  enormous  ocean  depths  from  which  the  whale  is  propelled  up- 
wards by  this  mighty  lever  and  brought  into  contact  with  the  atmosphere, 
the  pressure  it  encounters  is  so  great  that  a  special  structure  of  the  body 
is  required  to  preserve  the  animal  from  destruction.  This  pressure  cannot, 
in  the  majority  of  cases,  be  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  times  as  great 
as  that  of  the  atmosphere,  equal  to  one  ton  for  each  square  inch  of  the 
surface  of  the  animal's  body.  The  most  evident  and  most  efficacious  mode 
of  resisting  so  strong  a  pressure  consists  in  thickening  the  integument  or  in 
enveloping  the  entire  body  in  somoincompressible  substance.  This  is  indeed 
what  nature  has  done  for  the  whale  in  the  most  admirable  manner. 

It  is  now  known  that  the  structure  in  which  the  oil  is  deposited,  and 
to  which  the  name  of  *'  blubber  ''  has  been  given,  is  the  skin  itself,  modified 
in  such  a  way  as  to  retain  the  fluid  oil.  This  skin,  like  that  of  ordinary 
animals,  consist  of  a  network  of  interwoven  fibres,  crossing  each  other  in  all 
directions,  but  the  texture  of  these  fibres  is  looser  and  more  open,  thus  leaving 
spaces  in  which  the  oil  has  room  to  gather.  A  layer  of  fetly  matter,  like 
that  which  is  found  in  the  hog,  would  not  have  answered  the  purpose,  for, 
though  double  the  thickness  of  that  usually  found  in  the  cetacea,  it  could 
not  have  resisted  the  superincumbent  pressure  ;  whereas,  by  its  being  a 
modification  of  the  skin,  always  firm  and  elastic,  and,  in  this  case,  being 
never  less  than  several  inches,  and  sometimes  between  one  and  two  feet 
thick,  it  operates  like  so  much  india-rubber,  pos.sessing  a  density  and  resis- 
tance which,  the  more  it  is  i^ressed,  the  more  it  resists.  Owing,  therefore,  to

tho  nature  of  ils  skin,  the  whale  can  plunge  into  the  remotest  depths  of  the 
ocean  and  remain  there  ten,  fifteen  and  even  twenty  minutes,  sustaining  all 
that  time  without  inconvenience  the  enormous  pressure  that  weighs  upon 
it.  The  blubber  also,  being  one  of  the  worst  conductors  of  caloric,  prevents 
thi*  fuiima]  h^^at  from  escaping  and  enables  the  warm-blooded  denizens  of 
tin*  Dcciui  lo  resist  the  low  temperature  of  the  medium  in  which  they  live. 
Moreover,  as  the  blubber  is  specifically  lighter  than  sea-water,  although  it 
at  times  exceeds  thirty  tons,  far  from  being  a  burden  to  the  animal,  it 
r^MifliTs  it  more  blioyant.  It  is  this  supply  of  blubber  which  enables  the 
Roiqual,  a  monster  of  from  ninety  to  one  hundred  feet  long,  the  largest  of 
the  whole  tribe  and,  consequently,  the  largest  of  all  the  animals  at  pre^ient 
found  on  our  globe,  to  push  forward  its  enormous  mass  andto  float  without 
elibrl  fin  the  surface  of  the  water. 

Almost  from  time  immemorial  whale-fishing  has  been  carried  on  in 
Cnnailian  walers  with  extraordinary  activity  and  has  yielded  very  large 
prrlirs.  The  Guspe  merchants  formerly  employed  several  schooners  every 
summer  in  this  important  branch  of  industry,  the  hardships  and  perils  ot' 
which  were  :nnply  compensated  for  by  the  profit  reaped  from  it. 

The  principal  species  which  were  ihe  object  of  these  fisheries  w^ere  the 
following  : 

Balaena  niysticetus.  Linn.,  the  Baleine  IVanche  of  the  French,  the  Black 
or  Right  whale  of  the  English,  who  also  call  it  the  Common  whale,  True 
whale,  or  Gret-nland  whale.  This  whale  is  about  sixty  feet  in  length  and 
in  cireumfi?rence  between  thirty  and  forty  feet.  Although  not  the  largest 
of  the  tribe,  it  is  the  most  valuable.  The  head  is  of  enormous  size,  being 
equal  to  that  of  the  body.  It  is  obtuse  in  front  and  almost  as  broad  as  it  is 
long*  It  is  calculated  that  a  whale  sixty  feet  long  weighs  about  one  huii  Ired 
and  fifty  thousand  pounds.  In  colour  the  Common  whale  is  black  or  dnrk 
gray  above  and  whitish  gray  underneath  ;  the  pectoral  fins  are  from  seven 
to  whiif  feet  long.  The  caudal  fin,  triangular  in  form,  is  from  eighteen  to 
twenty  two  iVet  in  breadth  at  its  posterior  CAtremity. 

The  natural  history  of  the  whale  is  as  yet  but  imperfectly  known. 
Owing  to  tlic  difficulty  experienced  in  directly  observing  these  aquatic 
mammals,  much  uncertainty  will  always  exist  upon  several  important  parts 
of  their  sirui  ture.  Certain  portions  of  their  organism,  which  naturalists  have 
been  able  so  examine  more  closely,  present  very  remarkable  peculiarities. 

Tiifi  eyes  of  the  whale,  as  compared  with  the  size  of  the  body,  are  very 
small  and  the  distance  at  wliich  they  are  place  the  one  from  the  other, make  it 
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impossible  for  the  animal  to  see  the  same  object  with  both  eyes  at  Wn  same 
lime.  Its  sight  is.  however,  very  piercing  and  it  is  able  to  descry  objecis  at 
a  great  distance  under  water.  The  ears  are  not  apparent  externally,  the 
ori»aii  of  hearing  is  limited  to  an  orifice  so  small  as  to  be  almost  invisible. 
The  sense  of  smell,  according  to  Hunter  and  Lalande,  resides  in  the  blow- 
holes or  respiratory  openings  common  to  all  the  spouting  whales.  The 
blow-holes,  always  placed  at  the  top  of  the  head,  are  about  sixteen  feet  from 
its  interior  extremity.  As  to  whether  the  whale,  in  spouting,  rv\illy  ejects 
^vater  from  the  blow-holes,  the  ftict  seems  undeniable.  Still  tliose  naturalists 
who  have  most  carefully  studied  these  animals,  Scoresby,  anion ^' others, 
who  witnessed  the  capture  of  more  than  three  hundred  of  them,  affirms 
ihat  the  jet  expelled  is  not  of  w^ater  but  of  steam,  w-hich,  condensing  as 
soon  as  it  comes  in  contact  with  the  cold  air,  falls  in  the  shape  of  fine  spray. 
Like  all  the  cetacea,  the  whale  is  viviparous ;  the  female  has  but  ono  young 
at  a  time,  which  she  suckles,  the  milk  having,  it  is  said,  tho  taste  of  covv'6- 
milk.  The  young  at  birth  measure  about  ten  feet  in  length.  Tho  immense 
mouth  of  the  w^hales  is  devoid  of  teeth.  Their  place  on  either  side  of  the 
upper  jaw  is  supplied  by  horny  plates,  fibrous  in  texture  and  extremely 
elastic,  with  sharpened  edges.  These  plates  or  laminae^  which  attain  to  a 
length  of  eight,  ten  and  even  twelve  feet,  are  closely  serried  like  the 
leeth  of  a  comb,  and  number  betw^een  five  and  seven   hundred. 

They  are  known  to  commerce  as  baleen  or  whalebone.  The  average 
weight  of  each  plate  is  seven  pounds  and  that  of  the  w- hole  from  four  thou- 
sand two  hundred  to  four  thousand  nine  hundred  pounds  or  a  little  over 
two  tons.  The  whalebone  of  commerce  is  prepared  by  being  steeped  for  a 
space  of  twelve  hours  in  boiling  water,  which  renders  it  soft  and  fit  to  be 
worked.  Its  relative  value  is  estimated  by  its  greater  or  lesser  flexibility, 
tenacity,  compactness  and  lightness.  It  is  divided  into  quadrangular  rods 
for  the  ribs  of  umbrellas,  parasols,  &c.,  &c.  The  lower  jaw  of  the  common 
^vhale  is  devoid  alike  of  teeth  and  of  whalebone.  This  structure  of  the 
mouth  prevents  the  animal  from  swallowing  creatures  of  any  size.  The 
mouth,  on  opening,  is  filled  with  a  column  of  water  uj^on  which  thcwnnL" 
l>one  fringe  acts  as  a  strainer,  retaining  and  crushing  the  smaller  fishes  and 
marine  moUusca,  &c.  The  whale  also  feeds  upon  thousands  of  small  fry, 
such  as  whiting,  herring,  mackerel,  &c.,  which  it  reduces  into  pulp  so  as  to 
be  able  to  swallow  them.  It  chases  the  innumerable  shoals  of  these  libhes  in 
their  various  periodical  migrations. 

Whale-fishing  was  practised  as  far  back  as  the  ninth  century  by  the 
Kormans  and  Scandinavians.    Towards  the  fifteenth  century  the  Basques 
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held  the  monopoly  of  it  in  Europe,  employing  as  many  as  from  fifty-fonr 
to  sixty  vessels  and  from  nine  to  ten  thousand  sailors  every  year.  The 
Dutoh,  in  the  sixteenth  century,  engaged  in  whaling  expeditions  with 
most  important  results.  In  the  space  of  forty-six  years  they  captured  thirty- 
t  Ao  thousand  whales,  which  brought  them  in  from  seventy-five  to  eighty 
millions  of  dollars. 

^Vh filing  appears  to  have  been  long  since  given  up  by  the  French  and 
e%en  x>arti:illy  abandoned  by  the  English  ;  from  the  beginning  of  the  nine- 
teenth <-t*ntury  it  has  falh^n  almost  exclusively  into  the  hands  of  the  inha- 
bitants oi*  iho  New  England  States.  In  1852,  the  United  States  whalers 
had  sevx^ii  hundred  and  fifty  vessels  and  twenty  five  thousand  sailors 
engaged  in  the  fisheries.  The  Nantucket  whalers  still  captured  a  large 
numbt^r  of  Whales  some  fifty  years  since.  They  are  becoming  scarcer  every 
day  in  the  waters  of  the  Gulf  and  River  St.  Lawrence. 

In  1  ■  4o  three  Eight  whales  wore  seenbetween  the  Saguenay  and  Kamou- 
raska,  A  young  one  was  killed,  which  yielded  twelve  hundred  gallons  of 
oil ;  an  older  one,  killed  a  little  later  on,  yielded  four  thousand  twohundred 

"We  now  pass  to  another  species  of  whale  which  is  frequently  met 
with  in  our  waters. 

2.  Jjalaena  gibbosa,  Cuv.  ;  the  Hump-back  or  Hunch-back  Whale  of 
the  Ans^lo-Saxon  Whalers.  This  whale  attains  to  a  length  of  between  fifty- 
iive  and  ,sixty  feet.  The  body  is  more  pounded  and  proportionately  smaller 
than  that  of  the  Kight  or  common  Whale.  The  layer  of  blubber  in  which  the 
buck  rtiid  jsides  are  enveloped  is  not  more  than  six  or  eight  inches  in  thickness. 
Between  three  hundred  and  two  thousand  lour  hundred  gallons  of  oil  are 
drawn  JVotn  this  whale,  according  to  the  age  and  size  of  the  animal.  The 
weapon  used  in  capiuring  this  whale  as  well  as  the  common  whale,  is  the 
harpoon.  Tlurap-back  Whales  are  still  pretty  common  in  the  Gulf  of  St. 
Lavvreyrt',  from  the  end  of  May  to  the  close  of  autumn,and  they  are  freqnently 
s»en  followed  each  by  a  calf  from  ten  to  twelve  feet  long.  This  8f>ecies  of 
whnlp  is  said  to  retire  during  the  winter  towards  the  south-eastern  coasts 
ofthu  I'nited  States. 

The  two  foregoing  species  of  whale  are  without  a  dorsal  fin,  a  charac- 
teristic which  at  once  distinguishes  them  from  the  species  which  follow^ 
all  of  which  have  the  dorsal  fin. 

Ualaenoptera    physalis,  Lac.  ;    Balaena  physalis,  Cuv.,  called  by  the 
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English  Fin-Fish,  Finner,  Northern  Rorqual,  Itazor-Backed  Whale,  Fin- 
Back.  The  body  of  this  whale  is  less  bulky,  but  almost  as  long  as  that  of 
the  Hump-Back  whale.  It  is  easily  distinguished  by  itj  dorsal  fin  and  the 
liveliness  of  its  movements,  which  is  such  that  previous  to  the  use  of  spear- 
bombs  fishermen  shrank  from  attacking  it.  This  w^hale  yields  less 
oil  and  whalebone  than  the  first  named  species,  the  layer  of  blubber  which 
enfolds  it  not  exceeding  four  inches  in  thickness.  For  these  reasons  it  is 
less  esteemed  by  whalers  than  the  hump-back  whale  of  which  I  have  spoken 
above. 

Balaena  Rorqual,  Lac.  ;  Balaena  musculus,  Linn.  ;  the  Rorqual  of  the 
whalers  of  northern  Europe ;  the  Broad-nose  Rorqual,  the  Sulphur-Bottom 
of  the  English  and  American  whalers.  This  whale  is  longer  than  the  forego- 
ing and  is  especially  remarkable  for  the  longitudinal  folds  of  the  skin  under 
the  throat  and  belly.  Its  color  is  black  above,  white  and  sulphur  under- 
neath. Owing  to  the  liveliness  and  rapidity  of  its  movements,  the  w^halers 
who  attack  it,  are  obliged  to  exercise  the  greatest  caution.  This  species 
is  said  to  project  the  steam  from  its  blow-holes,  in  spouting,  to  a  much  sweater 
height  and  with  much  more  noise  than  the  others.  As  compared  with  its 
size,  the  quantity  of  oil  obtained  from  the  Rorqual  is  small.  The  layer  of 
blubber  is  seldom  more  than  four  or  five  inches  thick.  The  whalebone 
plates  forming  the  beard  are  not  more  than  two  or  three  feet  in  length. 

Physeter  macrocephalus,  Linn. ;  the  Cachalot  or  northern  sperm-whale, 
distinguished  by  the  enormous  size  of  the  head,  by  the  teeth  which  line  the 
lower  jaw  and  the  absence  of  the  whale-bone  ridge  or  beard  from  the  upper. 
It  is,  after  the  whale,  the  largest  of  all  animals.  Specimens  have  been 
captured  measuring  seventy  feet  in  length  and  more  than  forty  eight  in 
circumference.  The  enormous  head,  shaped  like  a  somewhat  flattened 
cylinder  and  truncated  in  front,  forms  about  one  third  of  the  entire  bulk  of 
the  creature.  The  teeth  which  are  wanting  or  rudimentary  in  the  upper 
jaw,  are  well  developed  in  the  lower.  In  the  upper  part  of  the  head,  divided 
into  large  cavities  lined  and  separated  from  each  other  by  cartilage 
is  found  the  oil  called  cetine  and  improperly  termed  spermaceti;  the 
blanc  de  baUine  of  the  French.  It  w^ould  however  be  incorrect  to  look  upon 
the  cetine  as  confined  to  the  head  of  the  Cachalot :  it  is,  on  the  contrary,  dis- 
tributed over  all  the  parts  of  the  animal's  body. 

The  sperm-whale,  unlike  the  whales  proper,  has  a  single  blow-hole, 
incUaing  towards  the  left  side  of  the  head,  where  it  ends  near  the  fore- 
part of  the  muzzle.    Another  peculiarity  consists  in  the  left  eye  being 
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much  smaller  ihan  the  other  and  sometimes  even  almost  entirely  wasted 
awny.  The  Cachalot  has  a  dorsal  fin,  the  pectoral  lins  or  flippers  are  smali 
as  compared  with  the  size  of  its  body.  The  skin,  smooth  to  the  touch,  is 
blackish  above  and  whitish  underneath.  Sperm-whales  travel  in  shoals  oi; 
fro*n  I  wo  to  three  hundred,  under  the  leadership  of  a  male  which  precedes 
the  troop  and  gives  the  signal  of  battle  or  of  flight.  The  cry  (jf  these 
animals,  or  rather  the  noise  of  th*eir  blowing,  at  such  times  resenililes  the 
sound  of  a  bell.  The  female  brings  forth  one  or  two  calves  at  a  birdi  and  is 
strong- y  attached  to  her  young. 

Cachalots  have  been  seen  lighting  together  v  ith  fury  and  striving  to 
seize  each  other  by  the  lower  jaw.  It  has  been  ascertained  that  this  species 
can  remain  twenty  minutes  without  breathing,  and  that  it  travels  at  th* 
rate  of  between  eight  and  ten  miles  an  hour.  The  Cachalot  is  sought  for  ils 
oil ;  it  yields  much  1  ^ss  than  the  common  whale,  but  it  furnishes  the  cetine 
or  spermaceti  already  mentioned  and  amber-gris.  The  origin  of  this  latter 
substance  has  given  rise  to  much  discussion,  but  the  most  prevalent  opinion 
now  is  that  amber-gris  is  a  morbid  concretion  formed  in  the  stomach  of  the 
Physetin*  macrocephalus,  Linn.  The  spjrm- whale  is  found  in  almost  all  seas, 
more  especially  in  southern  latitudes. 

DoLPHixs  (Delphinus,  Linn.) 

I  have  now  to  speak  of  the  small-headed  cetacea,  which  make  up  the 
family  of  the  Dolphins.  For  the  fishermen  of  the  lower  Saint  Lawrence  and 
of  Gaspe,  besides  whale-fishing  proper,  do  not  disdain  to  hunt  other  cetacea 
oi  lesser  growth,  with  heads  narrowing  to  a  muzzle,  without  whalebone, 
but  armed  instead  with  numerous  teeth,  having  all  pretty  much  the  same 
size  and  shape.  The  blow-hole  of  dolphins  has  a  single  orifice,  the  spray 
ejected  from  which,  instead  of  rising  into  the  air  in  a  column,  as  is  the  case 
with  whales,  is  at  once  condensed  on  issuing  from  the  spiracle,  and  flows 
off  Irom  the  sides  of  the  creature's  head. 

I  shall  mention  in  the  first  place  the  following  species  which  arc  met 
with  in  the  G-ulf  and  River  Saint  Lawrence  and  which  belong  to  the  genus 
Dolphin  (Delphinus,  Linn.)  These  animals  have  for  the  most  part  a  dorsal 
fin  varying  in  length  and  shape.  The  body  is  lengthened  and  fish-shaped 
and  the  mouth  furnished  with  a  large  number  of  teeth  all  shaped  alike. 

Delphinus  grampus,  Hunt.  ;  Phocoena  grampus,  Cuv.  ;  Delphinus 
orca,  Linn.  ;  Grampus  orca,,  Fabr.  ;  the  Epatdnrd  of  the  French  ;  the  Gib- 
bar  of  the  Canadians  and  of  the  Acadians  of  the  North  Shore  ;  called  by  the 
English  Finner  and  Black-Fish  whale,  no  doubt  on  account  of  its  dorsal  fin 
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and  its  predominant  color  ;  the  Killer  or  Thrasher  of  the  G-aspe  fishermen 
and  others,  who  maintain  that  this  animal  attacks  the  whale  and  causes  its 
deaili,  which  statements  are  with  difficulty  accepted  by  naturalists.  Thi3 
back  of  this  animal  is  black  and  its  belly  is  white.  Its  short  dorsal  fin 
bears  some  resemblance  to  a  spear.  The  muzzle  is  short  and  rounded  ;  the 
lower  jaw  is  brooder  and  shorter  than  the  upper  ;  the  teeth,  forty  four  in 
number,  twenty  two  above  and  as  many  below,  are  large,  strong,  conical 
and  somewhat  crooked.  The  dorsal  fin,  near  the  middle  of  the  back, 
measures  about  four  feet  in  height  ;  the  pectoral  fins  are  large  and  oval  ; 
the  crescent-shaped  tail  is  thick  nnd  strong.  This  animal  is  quite  common 
all  along  the  north  shore  of  the  Saint  Lawrence.  AVe  came  across  them 
several  times  between  Betsiamis  and  Poiute  aux  Esquimaux,  during  our 
voyage  of  exploration.  It  is  no  uncommon  occurrence  to  see  two  or  thrcj 
at  a  time  lollowing  each  other  in  single  file,  their  combined  movements 
conveying  to  the  looker  on  the  impression  of  an  enormous  sea-serpent.  This 
strong^  and  lively  animal  is  difficult  to  catch,  and  yields  comparatively 
little  oil.  It  is  excessively  voracious  and  exclusively  carnivorous  ;  it  prefers 
for  food  the  larger  fishes,  such  as  cod,  halibut,  ray,  turbot,  &c.,  &c.,  the 
smaller  celacea  and  even  seals.  The  oil  obtained  from  it  is  of  excellent 
quality. 

Phocoena  vulgaris,  De  K^y  ;  Delphinus  Phocoena,  Desm  ;  Delphi nns 
communis,  Linn.  ;  the  Porpoise  of  the  English,  the  Poursille  of  the  Cana- 
dians and  Marsouin  of  the  French.  These  animals  dilFt^r  from  the  Dolphins 
proper  in  having  a  short  and  curved  muzzle  and  teeth  set  irregularly  in 
either  jaw.  Their  Gorman  name,  which  signifies  Sea-Hog  (wccr,  sea ;  schwein, 
bog)  is  due  to  the  quantity  of  fat  fund  under  the  skin. 

The  common  Porpoise  is  the  smallest  of  the  Oetacea,  not  exceeding  four 
or  five  feet  in  length.  This  species  is  quite  common  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  River  St.  Lawrence  and  in  the  Gulf.  It  is  black  above,  white  underneath 
and  has  a  small  fin  on  the  back. 

Delphinapterus  Beluga,  Lac  ;  Delphinus  albicans,  Brunn. ;  the  Beluga  ; 
the  White  Porpoise,  Kalm ;  the  Marsouin  Blanc  of  the  French  ;  the  White- 
Whale  of  the  Anglo-Saxons ;  the  Marsouin  of  the  lower  St.  Lawrence, 
improperly  so  called  by  the  Canadian  Fishermen  and  the  French  under  the 
old  regime.  The  Beluga  attains  to  a  length  of  from  eighteen  to  twenty  feet 
and  more.  The  head  is  rounded,  the  muzzle  obtuse ;  the  irregular  teeth 
number  between  sixteen  and  twenty  in  either  jaw ;  the  dorsal  fin  is  wanting ; 
the  spout  is  said  to  be  inclined  slightly  backwards,  the  color  of  the  young 
is  white  with  brown  and  bluish  spots,  but  that  of  the  adult  animal  is  an 
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ivory  while.  It  feeds  upon  fish.  It  inhlibits  the  Arctic  Ocean,  Hudson's  Bay 
and  Stiait.  Large  numbers  are  found  in  the  Saint  Lawrence.  The  white 
porpoise  sometimes  ascends  this  river  as  far  as  Quebec,  being  met  with 
mainly  from  Matane  and  Pointe  des  Monts  to  the  He  aux  Coudres. 
It  Travels  in  great  shoals  and  yields  oil  of  superior  quality.  Large 
numbers  wore  formerly  caught  during  the  spring  at  the  He  aux  Coudres 
and  at  Iliviere  Quelle  ;  and  in  the  fall  at  the  mouth  oftheSaguenay,  where 
great  shoak  always  spend  the  winter. 

On  the  fifth  of  July,  1Y22,  the  Intendant  Begon  approved  a  deed  of 
partner&liip  drawn  up  by  certain  inhabitants  of  Saint  Paul's  Bay  for  the 
est^blishmt^nt  of  two  stations  for  porpoise-fishing  (Delphinapterus  Beluga, 
La«' .)  on  lh«^  river  front  of  the  lands  of  Rene  de  Lavoye,  Claude  G-authier 
dit  Larouche  and  Jacques  Fortier ;  and  on  the  17th  July,  of  the  year  follow- 
ing 1723,  ihe  same  Intendant  B6gon  forbade  R6ne  Menu,  Bertrand  Perrot, 
Fraiivoiii  IJehlois  and  Jean  Dupont  **  to  set  any  eel-nets  within  the  limits  of 
tht.*  said  j>orpoise  fishing  station,  on  pain  of  the  exaction  from  each  offender 
of  a  fine  of  live  livres  to  be  applied  to  the  uses  of  the  Fabrique  of  Sainte 
Famille." 

As  we  see,  the  establishment  of  fixed  stations  for  the  capture  of  the 
wbitt*  porpoise  was  encouraged  and  as  for  as  possible  protected  by  the 
Into!idaut,s  of  Xew  France.  An  ordinance  of  the  Intendant  Raudot,  of  the 
thirteenth  July,  1707,  authorizes  the  entering  into  partnership  of  Jean  de 
Liivoie,  Etienne  Bouchard,  Pierre  Soucy,  Jacques  Gragnon,  Pierre  Boucher 
und  Fraiivoi!^  G-auvin,  all  inhabitants  of  Riviere  Quelle,  for  the  working  of 
a  pornoisc  iishery  on  the  river  front  of  their  property.  By  another 
ordinance,  duted  the  sixth  day  of  June,  1710,  the  Intendant  Raudot  confirms 
another  company  formed  by  Jean  Mignot,  Louia  Dub6  and  others,  inhabi- 
tants of  La  Bouteillerie  (Riviere  Quelle),  for  the  establishment  of  a  porpoise 
fishing  station  at  Pointe  aux  Iroquois,  This  ordinance  states  that  "it  is  the 
Kiiig'8  will  that  as  many  such  fisheries  as  possible  be^established  in  this 
country/' 

Lastly,  under  date  of  the  eighteenth  of  March,  1746,  we  find  an  ordin- 
ance or  rather  a  decision  of  the  Intendant  Gilles  Hocquart  maintaining 
Augustin  Roy  dit  Loziers,  an  inhabitant  of  Jja  Pocatiere,  in  the  possession 
and  enjoyment  of  his  porpoise  fishery. 

4,  Monodon  monoceras,  Linn.  The  beautiful  creature  known  as  the 
Narwhal  belongs  to  the  Dolphin  tribe  (Delphinidae,  Cur.)  It  has 
a  single  tooth  prolonged  in  spiral  form  to  a  length  of  from  six  to  nine  feet. 
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The  female  has  two  teeth,  both^of  which  remain  concealed  within  the  jaw 
The  Narwhal's  body  is  barely  twice  as  long  as  its  tusk.  The  skin  is 
marbled  with  brown  and  whitish  streaks,  the  muzzle  curved  and  the 
mouth  small.  A  salient  ridge  of  bone  along  the  whole  length  of  the  space 
takes  the  place  of  a  dorsal  fin.  This  species  is  met  with  mainly  in  the  Iceland 
and  Greenland  seas,  sometimes  in  very  large  shoals.  It  is  hunted  for  the 
sake  of  its  oil,  which  is  of  as  good  quality  as  that  of  the  whale,  and  for  its 
tusks  which  are  used  for  the  same  purposes  as  ivory.  Its  name  of  Narwhal 
(AV,  corpse,  Whal,  whale)  is  due  to  its  supposed  habit  of  feeding,  as  the 
Icelanders  still  believe,  upon  corpses.  But  it  is  now  admitted  the  food  of 
the  Narwhal  consits  of  mollusca,  Crustacea  and  fish,  which  last  it  kills  with 
its  tusk  before  eating.

We  received  in  due  course  a  request  from  you  to  examine  some  books  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Mr.  C.  A.  Dansereau. 

Your  letter  instructed  us  that  Air.  Dansereau  would  hand  us,  besides  the  catalogue 
of  books  a  list  with  prices  and  also  the  invoices.  The  invoices  were  referred  to  in  your 
letters  of  Dec,  19th  and  31st.  We  understood  that  with  these  we  were  to  examine  and 
check  the  books. 

We  proceeded  on  the  7th  to  examine  the  books,  but  before  commencing  to  check 
them  we  asked  for  the  invoices  and  price  list  referred  to  in  your  letters. 

Mr.  Dansereau  declined  to  furnish  us  with  the  invoices,  but  promised  to  give  us  a 
jjrice  list.

Mr  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  the  report  of  the  Librarian  of  the  Legislature 
which  was  read  as  follows  : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly  : — 

The  Librarian  has  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  : 

During  last  session  Your  Committee  made  the  acquisition  ot  an  almost  complete 
collection  of  the  journals  and  sessional  papers  of  Lower  Canada,  of  United  Canada  and 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec — a  colloction  at  present  very  rare. 

He  has  completed  three  series  of  statutes  commencing  with  1852.  The  series  before 
that  period  are  not  quite  completed  with  the  exception  of  an  English  series. 

He  has  purchased,  amongst  other  works  :  Blackwood's  Magazine,  Renier's  Encyclo- 
pedia, Lodge  Portraits,  Le  National,  &c.  But  as  the  Library  is  not  finished  and  the  space 
allotted  for  books  is  very  limited,'Jias  been  decided  that  no  new  ()urchase,  except  of  some 
important  work,  be  made. 

Your  Librarian  was  also  instructed  to  wait  the  arrival  of  the  books  to  be  sent  by 
Mr.  Dansereau,  so  as  not  be  exposed  to  buy,  unecessarily,  a  second  copy  of  the  same 
works. 

The  first  lots  sent  by  that  gentleman  have  just  arrived.  They  are  principally  ifiade  up 
of  the  following  :— Notes  and  Queries,  Banker's  Magazine,  Quarterly  Review  (incom- 
plete), Dublin  Review,  Cobbett's  Parliamentary  History,  Rapin,  Hume,  Smollett, 
Hughes,  Henr)'  &  Andrews  History  of  England,  Edinburgh  Encyclopedia,  National 
Encyclopedia,  Chambers  Encyclopedia,  Social  Science  transactions  (incomplete),  Annual 
Register,  Howell's  State  Trials,  Lives  of  the  Lord  Chancellors. 

Thus  very  few  works  have  been  added  to  your  Library  since  last  session  ;  some 
Canadian  publications,  the  usual  journals  and  reviews,  and  that  is  all.

These  are  charged  together  with 
the  appendices  $780  or  about  $12  each  vol.

In  compliance  with  your  request  of  the  20th  March  last,  we  [^have  the  honor  to 
address  to  you  the  present  preliminary  report  in  reply  to  the  questions  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  under  date  of  the  i8th  March,  relating  to  the  books  purchased  by  Mr.  C.  A. 
Dansereau  for  the  Library  of  the  Parliament  of  Quebec  and  calling  for  : 

A, — The  name  of  the  work  \ 
B, — The  number  of  volumes  ; 
C. — The  price  paid  for  each  volume  ; 
£>, — ^llie  original  invoice  of  the  volumes  ; 

£, — A  copy  of  the  Custom  House  entries  and  the  valuation  of  the  books  entered 
Mr.  C.  A.  Dansereau  during  the  year  1883 -1884 ; 
JF, — ^The  statement  of  account  to  .date  between  the  Government  and  C.  A.  Dansereau, 
showing  the  employment  of  $15,000  entrusted  to  him  for  the  purchase  of  book. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  we  have  given  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  questions  A.  B. 
and  C.  by  the  detailed  invoices  which  accompanied  each  of  the  twenty  cases  of  books 
which  we  have  so  far  addressed  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  These  invoices  must 
at  present  be  in  possession  of  the  employes  of  that  Department. 

Question  D. — The  original  invoices  were  communicated  to  us  by  Mr.  Dansereau 
and  remained  in  our  possession  during  the  valuation  of  the  first  part  of  his  books.  On 
the  completion  of  the  valuation,  we  returned  him  his  invoices,  conformably  to  the 
instructions  received  from  you  on  this  subject. 

It  is  not  in  our  power  to  furnish  you  with  copies  of  the  Custom-House  entries  called 
for  by  question  E.  the  employes  of  the  Deixirtement  of  Customs  can  alone  give  you 
eopies  of  these  entries.

Inasmuch  as  it  is  quite  beyond  our  power  and  outside  of  our  province  to  furnish 
"the  documents  asked  for  by  question  F,  we  have  thought  that  this  question  was  not 
addressed  to  us. 

We  have  now  completed  the  valuation  of  the  first  lot  of  books  submitted  to  us  and 
we  may,  while  awaiting  the  delivery  to  us  by  Mr.  Dansereau  of  the  second  lot,  inform 
you  : 

i'  That  in  our  opinion  the  original  invoices  which  have  been  communicated  to  us, 
come  from  the  firms  whose  names  they  bear  ; 

2°  That  the  prices  of  these  invoices  are  reasonable.  In  certain  rare  instances  we 
have  found  the  prices  too  high  ;  but  these  are  compensated  for  by  very  low  prices  in 
other  cases  ;  so  that,  on  the  whole,  the  prices  are  acceptable  ; 

3**  A  very  great  number  of  volumes  were  not  invoiced  and  these  we  have  valued 
according  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  ; 

4**  In  setting  a  value  on  the  books  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  we  have 
taken  into  account  the  condition  in  which  we  found  them.  The  greater  part  of  these 
books  will  have  to  be  bound  anew  before  they  are  placed  in  the  library,  and  in  our  valuation, 
we  have  deducted  from  their  value  the  cost  of  binding. 

The  books  forwarded  by  us  so  far  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  make  up  twenty 
cases  and  represent  a  value  of  $6,668.72. 

We  have  still  to  examine  and  value  a  considerable  collection  of  parliamentar)* 
documents.  Before  receiving  them,  we  have  requested  Mr.  Dansereau  to  place  them  in  an 
order  which  would  enable  us  to  compare  them  with  the  original  invoices.  Mr.  Dansereau 
is  at  present  engaged  in  this  work,  which  will  probably  be  completed  in  the  course  of  the 
week. 

We  must  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  collection  is  extremely  voluminous  and 
seems  to  contain  a  large  number  of  reports  and  documents  concerning  Canada  printed 
by  order  of  the  Imperial  Parliament  and  of  documents  calculated  to  be  of  interest  to  the 
legislators  of  Canada  and  upon  which  they  may  one  day  or  another  be  called  to 
legislate.  All  these  documents  and  reports  are  in  pamphlet  form,  and  when  once  they 
have  been  placed  in  order  and  classified,  will  require  to  be  bound  in  volumes,  by  order  of 
subjects,  before  being  sent  to  Quebec ;  for  if  the  order  in  which  these  pamphlets  will 
liave  been  placed,  should  happen  to  be  disturbed,  the  labor  of  classifying  them  anew  would 
be  a  long  and  difficult  one. 

These  is  also  a  series  of  Journals  of  the  House  of  Lords  and  of  the  House  of  Com 
mons  of  England  which  will  require  to  be  bound  over  again. 

There  has  been  handed  to  us  a  collection  of  the  Journals  and  appendices  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  Lower  Canada,  from  its  first  session  down  to  the  Union  in  1840. 
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We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  come  to  a  decision  respecting  the  valuation  of  these 
volumes,  which  are  very  seldom  met  with  and  of  which  it  is  difficult  to  determine  the 
value. 

To  sum  up,  the  books  sent  to  Quebec  amount  to $  6,668  72 

The  parliamentary  papers  will  probably  amount  to 3,500  00 

Appendices  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  to 750  00 

In  all $10,918  72 

Mr.  Dansereau  has  still  a  considerable  number  of  volumes  and  pamphlets  to  deliver 
to  us,  but,  as  they  are  not  yet  in  our  possession  and  as  we  have  not  had  occasion  to 
examine  them,  we  cannot  at  present  state  either  their  number  or  their  value.

The  following  questions  are  referred  by  his  Excellency  the  Grovernor- 
Gteneral  in  Council  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  for  hearing  and  deter- 
mination, in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  2()th  section  of  47th  Victoria, 
chapter  32,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  Liquor  License  Act,  1883  :  " 

1st  Question  : — Are  the  following  acts,  in  whole  or  in  part,  within  the 
legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  namely  :  (1)  The  liquor' 
license  Act,  1883  ;  (2)  Au  Act  to  amend  "  the  liquor  license  Act  1883." 

2nd  Question. — If  the  Court  is  of  opinion  that  a  part  or  parts  only  of 
the  said  Acts  are  within  the  legislative  authority  of  the  parliament  of 
Canada,  what  part  or  parts  of  said  Acts  are  so  within  such  legislative 
authority  ?

A  special  case  containing  the  following  questions,  having  been  referred 
by  His  Excellency  the  Govemor-G-eneral  in  Council  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada  for  hearing  and  determina4:ion.  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  26th  section  of  47th  Victoria,  chapter  32,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  amend 
the  Liquor  License  Act  1888;" 

Ist  Question  :-rAre  the  following  Acts  in  whole  or  in  part  within  the 
legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  namely  :  (1)  The  liquor 
license  act,  1883  :  2.  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  liquor  license  Act,  1883  "  ? 

2nd  Question  : — If  the  Court  is  of  opinion  that  a  part  or  parts  only  of 
the  said  acts  are  within  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada,  what  peart  or  parts  of  the  said  Acts  are  within  such  legislative- 
authority  ? 
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And  the  said  case  having  come  before  the  Court  for  hearing,  on  the 
23rd  day  of  September  last  past,  whereupon  and  upon  application  of  Mr. 
Bethune,  Q.  C,  one  of  the  Counsel  representing  the  Domihion  of  Canada, 
the  said  case  so  referred  was  amended   by  stating  that  in  pursuance  of 
section  26,  sub-section  8rd,  of  the  said  Act,  47th  Victoria,  chapter  82,  "  An 
Act  to  amend  the  Liquor  License  Act,   1883,"  the  Provinces   of  Ontario, 
Quebec,  New-Brunswick  and  British  Columbia  had  become  parties  to  the 
said  case,  and  the  said  case  having  been  subsequently  further  amended,  by 
stating  that  the  province  of  Nova-Scotia  had  also  become  a  party  thereto, 
and  the  said  case  so  amended,  as  aforesaid,  having  come  on  for  hearing 
before  this  Court,  in  presence  of  Counsel  for  the  said  Dominion  of  Canada 
and  for  the  said  Provinces,  on  the  23rd,  24th,  25th,  26th  and  27th  days  of 
September  laat  past ;  whereupon,  and  upon  hearing  what  was  alleged  by 
Counsel  aforesaid,  this  Court  was  pleased  to  reserve  the  said  case  for  consi- 
deration, and  the  Court  having  duly  considered  the  same,  do  now  certify  to 
His  Ercellency  the  Q-overaor-Q-eneral  in  Council,  in  answer  to  the  questions 
submitted  for  the  determination  of  the  said  Court  by  the  said  case,  that  in 
the  opinion  of  the  said  Court,  the  acts  referred  to  in  the  said  case,  namely : 
"  The  Liquor  License  Act,   1883,"  and  *'  An  Act  to   amend  the   Liquor 
License  Act,  1883,"  are,  and  each  of  them  is  ultra  vires  of  the  legislative 
authority  of  the  Patliament  of  Canada,  except  in  so  far  as  the  said  Acts 
respectively  purport  to  legislate  respecting  those  licenses    mentioned  in 
section  7th,  of  the  said  "  The  Liquor  License  Act,  1883."  which  are  there 
detiomi Hated  vessds  licenses  and  wholesale  licenses,  and  except  also  in  so 
far  as  the  said  acts  respectively  relate  to  the  carrying  into  effict  of  the  pro- 
viaioiisof  '  The  Canada  Temperance  Act,  1883  "  ;  the  Honorable  Mr.  Justice 
Henry  being  of  opinion  that  the  said  Acts  are  ultra  vires  in  whole. 


AT  THE  COURT  AT  WINDSOR  CASTLE. 

The  12th  day  of  December,  1885. 

Present  :— The  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty ;  Lord  President ;  Lord 
George  Hamilton  ;  Mr  Plunket. 

Whereas  there  was  this  day  read  at  the  Board  a  Report  from  tte 
Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Couiicil  dated  the  21st  of  November  last 
past  in  the  ^vords  following,  viz. :  — 

"  Your  Majesty  having  been  pleased  by  Your  Oi-dfer  in  Council  di  the 
**  19th  May  last  past  to  refer  unto  this  Committee  the  humble  FetitibH  of 
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'*  the  most  Honorable  Henry  Keith  Petty  Fitznaaurice,Marqai8  of  Lausdo  wne, 
"  Grovemor-General  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  humbly  praying  that  a 
**  Special  Case  and  the  Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  upon  the 
"  same, with  reference  to  the  competence  of  the  Canadian  Parliament  to  pass 
"  the  Acts  46  Victoria,  Cap.  30  and  47  Victoria  Cap.  32,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
"  may  be  referred  by  Your  Majesty  to  this  Committee  to  report  thereon  ; 
"  The  Lords  of  The  Committee,  in  obedience  to  Your  Majesty's  Special 
"  Order  of  Reference  have  taken  the  said  hiunble  Petition  into  consideration 
**  and  having  heard  Counsel  thereupon  for  the  Domidion  of  Canada  and 
"  likewise  for  the  Lieutenant-Q-ovemors  of  the  respective  Provinces  of 
"  Ontario,  Quebec,  Nova-Scotia  and  New-Brunswick,  and  having  been 
"  attended  by  the  agents  for  British  Columbia,  their  Lordships  do  this 
**  day  agree  humbly  to  report  to  Your  Majesty,  as  their  opinion  in  reply  to 
"  the  two  Questions  which  have  been  referred  to  them  by  Your  Majesty, 
**  that  the  Liquor  License  Act  1883  and  the  Act  of  1834  amending;  the  same 
'*  are  not  within  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada. 

**  The  provisions  relating  to  adulteration  if  separated  in  their 
*'  operation  from  the  rest  of  the  Acts,  would  bo  within  the  authority  of  the 
*'  Parliament ;  but  as,in  their  Lordships'  opinion,  they  cannot  be  so  separated, 
**  their  Lordships  are  not  prepared  to  report  to  Your  Majesty  that  guy  part 
**  of  these  Acts  is  within  such  authority." 

Her  Majesty  having  taken  the  said  Report  into  consideration  was 
plased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  to  approve  thereof 
and  to  order  accordingly.  Whereof  the  Q-ovemor-G^eneral  of  the  Dominion 
oi  Canada,  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  Lieutenant-Gk>vernors  of  the 
respective  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  for  the  time  being  and  all  other 
persons  whom  it  may  concern  are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves 
accordingly.

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province,  in  a  report  dated  the  twenty  third  of 
August  instant,  (1883),  sets  forth  :  that  on  ihc  twenty  first  day  of  April  1881,  the 
Honorable  Louis  O.  Taillon,  at  that  time  the  Commissioner  for  the  settlement  of  the 
Municipal  Loan  P'und,  reiwrted  that  he  had  examined  the  case  of  the  municipality  of  the 
City  of  Sherbrooke,  and  that  the  amount  due  and  payable  by  the  corporation  of  the  said 
City,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  Province,  43-44  Vict.  ch. 
13,  intituled  :  ''  An  Act  respecting  the  Lower  Canada  Consolidated  Municipal  Loan 
Fund/'  was  $50,740.59  ; 

That  the  report  of  the  commissioner  above  mentioned,  was  duly  signified  to  the 
Municipal  Council  of  the  City  of  Sherbrooke,  on  the  22nd  day  of  April  1881,  and  that 
the  Corporation  of  the  said  city  has  been  written  to  several  times  and  required  to  declare 
whether  it  intended  to  avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  abovementioned,  for  the 
settlement  of  its  debt  to  the  municipal  loan  fund  ;  but  that  it  has  neglected  to  do  so  and 
to  settle  its  indebtedness  as  established  and  reduced  by  the  commissioner,  either  in 
money  or  by  debentures  : 

That  by  Order  in  Council  No.  205,  of  the  twelfth  day  of  June  last,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Province  was  authorized  to  settle  with  the  CoriX)ration  of  the  City  of  Sherbrooke,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  abovementioned  respecting  the  Ix)wer  Canada 
Consolidated  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  until  the  15th  day  of  June  last,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  three  months  after  the  signification  of  the  Commissioner's  report  had 
expired  long  before,  and  that  on  the  fourth  day  of  June  last,  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Sherbrooke  was  requested  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  on  or  before 
the  15th  day  of  the  same  month,  and  was  notified  that  otherwise  the  payment  of  the 
total  amount  due  by  it  to  the  Consolidated  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  would  be  enforced  in 
accordance  with  and  in  virtue  of  section  1 1  of  the  Act ;  but  that  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Sherbrooke  has  not  complied  with  the  terms  of  this  notification  ; 
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That  the  total  amount  due  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Sherbrooke  to  the 
Lower  Canada  Consolidated  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  on  the  30th  day  of  June  last,  amounts 
to  $128,258.78. 

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  is  of  opinion  that  the  total  amount  thus  due  should 
be  exacted,  and  therefore  recommends  that  he  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  enforce 
the  payment  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Sherbrooke,  of  the  abovtmentioned  sum 
of  $128,258.78,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  sum  of  $80,000. 
from  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  last,  and  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  on  the 
sum  of  $36,859.32  from  the  lastmentioned  date  until  payment,  and  that  he  be  instructed 
to  certify  to  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor  that  the  Corporation  in  question  is  in 
default  for  the  ixiyment  of  the  sum  of  $128,258.78,  and  that  it  has  been  in  default  for 
the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  loan  of  $80,000,  since  the  first  day  of  Januar)*  1876; 
and  to  obtain  from  His  Honor  the  issue  of  warrants  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  District  of  St. 
Francis,  under  the  provisions  of  sections  65  and  68  of  Chapter  83  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  of  Canada,  for  the  recovery  from  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Sherbrooke,  of 
the  amount  due  by  it  to  the  Lower  Canada  Consolidated  Municipal  Loan  Fund.

.  That  I  proceeded  to  Sherbrooke,  on  the  third  of  February  last  (1881), 
for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  settlement  of  the  debt,  due  by  that  city  to 
the  Lower  Canada  Municipal  Loan  Fund.  I  had  an  interview  with  Messrs. 
John  Griffith,  the  mayor,  R.  M.  Heneker,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  Wiliam  Griffith,  Secretary  Treasurer  of  the  Municipal  Council 
of  the  town  of  Sherbrooke.  We  examined  the  statement  of  account,  a  copy 
of  which  is  hereunto  annexed  (Appendix  A)  and  found  it  correct. 

The  town  of  Sherbrooke,  was  thus  indebted  on  the  80th  June  last  (1880), 
to  the  Lower  Canada  Municipal  Loan  Fund  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
ten  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eigtty  four  dollars  and  ten  cents,  to  wit :

If  we  take  the  difference  between  this  sum  of  ♦50,740.69  aud  that  of 
♦110,884.10,  we  find  that  the  act  43-4 1  Vict.,  chap.  13,  giroi  to  the  town  of 
Sherbrooke  a  reduction  of  $60,143.01. 
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In  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  me  by  the  Honorable  Pro- 
vincial Treasurer,  I  submitted  to  those  gentlemen  certain  questions,  a  copy 
of  which  is  appended  (Appendix  B).  The  answers  to  these  questions  show  : 
that  the  amount  borrowed  by  the  lown  of  Sherbrooke,  was  expended  in 
local  works  and  improvements  and  that  the  other  debts  of  the  corporation 
of  that  town  amount  to  $156,410.41,  thfe  greater  portion  of  which  was 
expended  in  assisting  the  construction  of  the  "  International  '*  and  "  Quebec 
Central "  Railways. 

These  answers  are  annexed  to  this  report  (Appendix  0). 

They  are  accompanied  by  a  memorandum  which  it  would  be  advisable 
to  consult  in  settling  with  other  municipalities  in  order  that  all  may  be 
on  the  same  footing. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  town  of  Sherbrooke  should  pay  to  the  Lower 
Canada  Municipal  Loan  Fund  under  the  act  43-44  Vict.  Chap.,  13  the  sum 
of  fifty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  T^iftr  dollars,  according  to  the  sta- 
tement of  account  (Appendix  A).

Answers  to  questions  submitted  by  Mr.  Taillon. 

No.  1.— $80,000.00.— The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  By-Law 
under  which  the  Loan  was  contracted : 

"  To  aid  in  defraying  the  expense  of  erecting,  prosecuting  and  main- 
taining gas  and  water-works,  for  the  drainage,  salubrity  and  more  perfect 
sanitary  condition  of  said  Town,  and  for  the  construction  of  plank  and 
macadamized  roads  and  for  the  purchasing  of  such  lands  as  may  be  required 
for  the  same.  " 

No.  2.— $20,000.00 — Were  applied  Jbr  the  improvement  of  the  roads 
and  bridges  and  in  the  establishment  of  the  Central  Market  and  the 
building  of  a  Town  Hall. 

$60,000.00. — Were  loaned  qn  mortgage  until  such  time  as  the  corpora- 
tion felt  warranted  in  undertaking  the  construction  of  gas  and  water- works. 
As  the  payments  under  these  mortgages  were  made,  the  nfoney  was  applied 
from  time  to  time  in  the  improvement  of  the  roads  of  the  city  ;  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a  system  of  Fire  defence  on  a  very  complete  scale  (with  two  steam 
fire  engines)  and  all  the  requisite  appurtenances,  including  a  considerable 
number  of  water-tanks  in  the  several  wards  of  the  city,  built  underground 
for  the  supply  of  these  engines  and  in  extra  work  on  the  roads,  so  as  to 
render  them  solid  for  the  passage  of  the  engines,  also  in  the  purchase  of  the 
land  and  the  erection  of  a  small-pox  hospital  for  the  use  of  the  city ;  in 
aiding  in  the  construction  of  a  Drill  Shed,  under  the  superintendefice  of  the 
Militia  Department  arid  the  purchase  of  a  large  and  convenient  parade 
ground  ;  and  other  works  of  a  like  nature. 

3.  The  Valuation  roll  in  1855   (the  date  of  the  passing  of  the 

by-law  under  which  the  loan  was  contracted)  was $  508.307.00 

The  present  Valuation  is 2,005,430.00 

4.  The  City  Owns  in  Real  Estate,   apart  from  the  Bridges  and 

streets c- 43803.94 

And  in  moveable  property 18,697.66 

The  bridges  are  of  large  span  and  ooitly  in  construction. 
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The  situation  of  the  City  traversed  by  two  large  and  important  rivers 
will  explain  the  necessity  for  the  heavy  outlay  which  these  bridges  have 
involved.

In  thus  answering  the  questions  submitted  to  them,  the  Corporation  oi 
the  City  of  Sherbrooke  desire  at  the  same  time  emphatically  to  state  that  the 
Railway  liabilities  incurred  by  the  city  wore  so  undertaken  bec:uise  the  rate- 
payers were  led  to  believe  that  the  municipal  Loan  Fund  debt  would  never 
be  collected,  or  if  collected  would  be  by  such  easy  modes  ot  payment  as  to 
render  the  burden  almost  imperceptible.  The  fact  that  the  late  Province  ot 
Canada,  before  Confederation  and  the  present  Province  of  Quebec  have  allowed 
25  years  to  pass  without  enforcing  the  collection  of  one  dollar,  may  be  cited 
as  evidence  in  favour  of  the  accuracy  of  this  impression  in  the  minds  of 
the  people.  With  this  impression  in  their  minds  it  is  not  a  matter  of 
surprise  that  the  ratepayers  should  have  incurred  liabilities  Ibr  public 
improvements  which  otherwise  they  would  have  avoided.  Had  the  citizens 
of  Sherbrooke  felt  that  the  Grovernment  would  demand  the  repayment  of 
the  $80,000.00  Municipal  Loan  Fund  debt,  no  vote  could  have  been 
obtained  for  the  railway  by-laws  and  neither  the  Quebec  Central  nor  the 
Iniemational  Railway  would  or  could  have  been  built  without  Sherbrooke 
aid. 

But  these  railways  have  been  the  means  of  opening  up  large  tracts  ot* 
government  land,  which  woilld  otherwise  have  remained  unapproachable 
and  which  were  lying  dormant,   only  improving  in  position  slowly  through 

*  This  Company  haviDg  become  insolvent, lb o  property  bas  been  bouglit  in  by  the  city^ 
but  is  not  as  yet  included  in  the  real  estate.  This  purchase  inyolved  an  outlay  (aince  paid 
oflf)  of  $3,17K72* 
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the  expenditure  made  by  private  owners  of  property  on  roads  and  on 
fichcK^ls  ;  the  government  lands  in  the  mean  time  escaping  taxation.  The 
crjuiity  of  Compton,  as  regards  the  International  railway  and  the  several 
tow  i>ships  through  which  the  Qaebec  Central  railway  passes,  becomes  a 
biMiel.utor  to  the  province  in  thus  aidinij  to  develop  the  resources  of  the 
country.  The  city  of  Sherbrooke,  as  has  been  above  pointed  out,  has  largely 
aiJi^d  ill  the  construction  of  both  of  these  lines  of  railway,  and  therefore 
lays  claim  to  consideration  on  that  account.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the 
eutorpris^e  of  her  citizens  has  greatly  added  to  the  property  of  the  pronnce.

Manufacturing  Company  by  private  owners  of  property,  accompanied  by  a 
bonus  and  freedom  from  taxation  for  20  years  on  the  part  of  the  city,  she 
hiis  U^i^n  the  means  of  drawing  a  population  which  would  otherwise  have 
sought  employment  in  the  United  States.  Other  large  and  important  in- 
dustries followed  the  Paton  Company  and  Sherbrooke  has  become  one  of 
the  most  successful  manufacturing  cities  in  the  Dominion.  To  bring  this 
about  Jier  citizens  have  incurred  burdens  which  must  keop  them  heavily  ia 
debt  for  some  years  to  come,  burdens  which  they  would  not  have  undertaken, 
had  they  supposed  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund  debt  would  have  been  claimed.

Hoping  your  council  will  meet  the  efforts  of  the  government  to  arrive 
at  an  amicable  and  reasonable  settlement.

In  allusion  to  your  remark  about  closing  up  the  Sherbrooke  M.  L. 
Fund  debts  as  soon  as  possible,  permit  me  to  say  that  on  my  return  from 
Quebec,  when  I  had  the  pleasure  of  discussing  the  matter  with  you,  I  met 
ihe  City  Council  and  explained  to  them  the  talk  we  had  and  the  figures 
made  which  you  agreed  to,  as  to  the  deductions  of  the  percentage  equal  to 
that  made  to  Montreal,  and  of  the  difference  between  tho  face  of  the 
debentures  and  their  cash  value,  thus  reducing  the  amount  to  $30,000  and 
which  of  course  pleased  the  Council  as  showing  your  desire  to  do  justice  in 
the  matter,  and  the  committee  I  mentioned  were  instructed  to  meet  you 
again  and  press  the  City's  claim  as  to  the  amount  expended  by  the  City 
upon  a  Government  bridge  for  the  general  public  and  which  the  then 
Government  agreed  to  allow  on  this  the  debt,  if  even  it  has  attempted  to 
collect  it.  Mr.  Cabana  leaving  for  England  for  a  short  time  only,  has 
prevented  the  committee  from  seeing  you,  but  I  will  inform  the  Council  of 
what  you  say. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  to  you  that  I  shall  be  prepared  to  defend  in  the 
Legislature  and  out  of  it,  on  strict  justice  principles,  that  you  allow,  say  one 
half  of  what  was  spent  by  the  city  authorities  on  the  Grovernment  bridge, 
which  would  reduce  the  amount  to  pay  to  $30,000,  which  we  will  settle 
forthwith  as  settlement  in  full  of  our  debt.  If  you  consent  to  this,  I  will 
prepare  a  memorial  justifying  the  Grovernment  action  and  thus  close  the 
matter.

It  is  now  over  a  month  since  I  received  your  letter  of  the  8th  October 
last,  in  reference  to  the  settlement  of  the  debt  due  by  Sherbrooke  to   the 
municipal  Loan  Fund,  and  no  action  has  yet  been  taken  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil or  by  the  committee  appointed  by  it,  towards  a  settlement. 

I  do  not  see  any  way  to  allow  any  reduction  on  account  of  the  bridge. 
"Sou  mentioned  to  me  that  you  were  under  the  impression  that  Sir  Alexan- 
der Gait  had  stated  publicly  in  Sherbrooke,  that  ihe  payment  of  the  loan 
would  never  be  exacted,  or,  at  least,  that  the  amount  expended  on  the 
bridge  would  be  deducted  from  the  claim.  I  had  occasion  lately  to  meet  Sir 
Alexander  and  I  asked  him  if  he  recollected  having  made  such  a  state- 
ment ;  he  answered  that  ho  was  positive  he  had  never  done  so. 

A  few  days  ago,  I  was  again  attacked  in  Montreal  by  the  mayor  and 
several  members  of  the  Council  on  account  of  the  non-payment  of  the  claim 
against  your  city.  I  must  therefore  urge  some  prompt  action,  as  otherwise  I 
shall  be  forced  to  take  steps  to  enforce  the  payment.

My  dear  Sir, 

Yours  of  15th  instant  received  this  morning,  I  never  said  or  thought  that 
Sir  Alex.  Gait  had  said  any  thing  about  our  being  allowed  any  deduction  on 
the  municipal  fund  debt  on  account  of  our  rebuilding  a  Government  bridge. 
What  I  said  and  what  can  be  proved  by  niy  number  of  witnesses  was  that 
Sir  Alexander  said,  when  we  were  consideriuy  the  propriety  of  granting  aid 
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towards  a  Railway  in  a  public  meeting,  that  we  need  not  trouble  ourselves 
about  the  amount  due  on  the  M.  L.  Fund  debt  to  'Government,  as  he  had 
no  idea  it  would  ever  be  exacted  or  any  attempt  made  at  its  collection. 

This  statement  I  frankly  say  does  not  affect  the  question  of  our  debt 
in  any  other  way  than  that,  by  his  representation  of  not  being  called  upon 
to  pay  the  Government,  it  induced  the  citizens  to  grant  more  aid  to  Railway 
construction  than  they  otherwise  would,  and  that  the  Quebec  Government 
haying  granted  aid  to  these  Railway,  this  should  induce  the  Government 
not  to  be  too  hard  as  to  amount  when  calling  on  us  to  pay. 

As  to  the  Bridge  we  built,  this  was  under  the  Liberal  Govt.  I  recollect 
meeting  the  Hon.  A.  A.  Dorion,  Holton,  Huntington  and  others  of  the  then 
Government,  who  distinctly  said  we  would  be  allowed  a  rebate  of  the  M. 
L.  F.  debt,  should  it  be  called  for,  in  consequence  of  our  having  built  the 
Aylmer  bridge  which  belonged  to  the  Government,  and  I  am  satisfied  we 
are  in  justice  entitled  to  a  deduction  on  this  account  of  at  least  half  of  what 
the  Town  paid.  "Why  not  call  the  amount  due  $30,000,  which  is  only  |6,000 
if  I  recollect  right  (I  have  no  memo :  of  amount),  less  than  you  offered  to 
take  and  thus  close  up  the  matter.  If  your  Govt,  or  any  other  Govt,  never  do 
any  thing  worse  than  this,  all  I  can  say  is  I  know  of  no  Govt,  that  has  not 
done  things  ten  times  worse  and  not  as  easily  defended  as  this  would  be.

Th(*  main  bar  in  the  way  of  accomplishing  this  end,  seem  to  be  as  Mr 
l{ohj?rtfc:n]i  says,  the  feeling  which  exists  with  the  Citizens  and  Council  that 
they  consider  they  are  justly  entitled  to  some  consideration  on  account  of 
the  ^ylraer  Bridge  and  on  extra  bonuses  to  railways ;  it  having  been  fully 
t^xptM-ted  at  the  time  that  the  Government  would  allow  the  sums  so 
expended  to  go  against  the  claims  against  the  city. 

If  you  will  kindly  take  these  facts  into  consideration  and  then  let  me 
know  what  is  the  Very  smallest  sum  the  Government  will  accept  in 
settlemiMit  of  their  claim  against  the  city,  I  will  undertake  to  bring  the 
matter  specially  before  the  Council  at  our  meeting  in  December,  and  I  may 
say  that  I  have  already  the  promise  of  several  of  the  Councillors  that  they 
will  pass  the  matter  to  its  final  settlement,  and  as  all  seem  desirous  of 
having  this  much  vexed  question  finally  disposed  of,  if  the  Government 
seim  at  all  willing  to  meet  them  in  a  spirit  of  fairness  and  consideration,  I 
think  we  shall  be  able  then  to  come  to  such  terms  as  will  be  agreable  to 
the  Froviticial  Government.

I  have  to  call  your  attention  again  to  the  amount  due  by  the  city  of 
Sherbrooke,  to  the  Provincial  Government  upon  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund 
which  is  now  long  past  due  and  to  request  an  early  reply. 

I  am  willing  to  recomtnend  to  my  colleagues  to  accept  the  amount 
stated  by  my  predecessor,  the  Honorable  Mr.  Wiirtele  viz :  $36,140.59  (Thirty 
six  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  fifty  nine  cents)  with  interest 
thereon  from  the  date  ot  passing  of  the  Act  of  this  Province,  the  43-44  A"ic., 
cap.  18,  assented  to  24th  July,  1880,  at  6  per  cent  per  annum. 

You  are  aware  that  it  will  be  necessary  in  all  cases  when  the  full  amount 
is  not  paid  to  have  the  sanction  of  the  Legislature  to  any  reduction  made 
and  this  I  feel  convinced  will  be  easily  obtained  in  most  cases. 

It  will  be  exceedingly  unpleasant  for  me  to  have  to  adopt  other  means 
of  collecting  the  amount,  and  you  will  observe  that  in  case  of  legal  pro- 
ceedings the  full  amount  under  the  C.  Statutes  of  L.  Canada,  will  be 
demanded  and  not  even  the  reduced  amount  contemplated  by  the  Act  cited 
viz:  $60,740.59  and  interest,  but  $110,884  and  interest  from  1st  January, 
1880. 

I  am  prepared  to  receive  debentures  of  the  city  on  6th  inst.,  at  such 
length  of  time  as  the  Council  may  wish,  sinking  fund  being  provided  and 
managed  by  the  Council  for  redemption  of  Bonds  at  maturity. 

I  have  seen  chief  justice  Dorion,  who  remembers  my  being  in  Quebec, 
in  relation  to  the  rebuilding  of  the  Aylmer  Bridge,  but  has  no  reooUection  of 
any  of  the  particulars  of  the  interview.  At  the  same  time  he  remarked  that

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province,  in  a  report  dated  the 
thirty  first  of  March  last,  (1882)  sets  forth  ;  that  the  interest  payable  on  the 
loans  of  this  Province  of  1874,  1876  and  1878,  for  the  six  months  ending  the 
thirtieth  of  April  instant,  amounts  to  about  two  hundred  and  seventy  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  must  be  remitted  to  London  and  New- York,  lo  reach, 
there  before  the  fi^fteenth  of  April  ; 

That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  will  be  required  to  meet  the 
unpaid  expenses  of  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  ; 

That  the  available  balance  of  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  at 
the  present  time,  does  not  exceed  seventy  five  thousand  dollars,  from  which 
have  to  be  paid  the  usual  expenditures  of  the  Government  ; 

Tkat  the  bulk  of  the  receipts  from  licence  difties  aud  Crown  Lands,  for 
the  current  fiscal  year,  will  not  be  collected  until  after  the  first  of  the  month 
of  May  ; 

That  section  27  of  the  Treasury  Act,  (31  Vict.,  cap.  9),  provides,  that

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province,  in  a  report  dated  the  first 
of  December  instant  (1883),  sets  forth  :  that  in  the  estimates  of  the  receipts 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  30th  day  of  June  of  the  year  1883  and  1884, 
he  included  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  as  the 
amount  to  be  received  from  the  direct  taxes  imposed  on  certain  commercial 
corporations ;  • 

That,  in  consequence  of  the  combined  resistance  made  by  the  corporations 
to  the  collection  of  these  taxes,  there  was  only  received  from  this  source, 
during  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  on  the  30th  day  of  June  last,  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  five  1%  dollars  ($IS»895.73)  and 
that  so  far,  no  collection  whatever  has  been  made  during  the  present  fiscal 
year  on  account  of  these  taxes  ; 

That  the  failure  in  the  collection  of  this  revenue  has  caused  a  deficiency 

in  the  estimated  amount  of  receipts  on  which   the   requirements  of  the   two 

.  fiscal  years  in  question  were  based  ;  That  by  the  second  paragraph. of  section 

27  of  the  "Treasuiy  Department  Act"  (31  Vict.  ch.  9),  it  is  provided  .that 
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"  The  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  may  also,  from  time  to  time,  in  case  of 
"  exigency,  arising  out  of  a  failure  of  the  revenue  from  unforeseen  causes, 
'*  direct  the  Treasurer  to  effect  any  needed  temporary  loans  chargeable  on  the 
"  consolidated 'revenue  fund,  in  such  manner  and  form,  in  such  amounts,  paya- 
"  ble  at  such  periods  and  bearing  such  rates  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per 
"  cent  per  annum,  as  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  authorize  ;  but 
"  such  loans  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  deficiencies  in  the  said  conso- 
"  lidated  revenue  fund  to  meet  the  charges  placed  thereon  by  law,  and  shall 
"  not  be  applied  to  any  other  purposes  whatever  ;  " 

That  in  the  budget  speech  delivered  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  February 
last,  he  (the  Honorable  Treasurer)  referred  in  the  following  words  to  the  power 
thus  given  to  the  Government  to  effect  temporary  loans  for  cases  of  emergency 
arising  out  of  the  failure  of  revenue  ; 

"  I  have  no  doubt  as  to  the  legality  of  the  act  imposing  these  taxes  and 
*•  I  am  convinced  that  they  will  be  collected.  The  opposition  that  I  have  met 
"  with  in  the  collection  will  however  delay  their  payment.  To  meet  in  the 
"  mean  time  the  requirements  of  the  present  and  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  owing 
"  to  the  failure  of  this  revenue  upon  which  I  had  a  right  to  count,  recourse 
"  may  probably  have  to  be  had,  under  section  27  of  the  Treasury  Department 
"  Act,  to  temporary  loans  to  the  amount  of  these  uncollected  taxes.  As  these 
"  taxes  bear  interest  from  the  first  of  July  last,  recourse  to  these  loans  will 
"  not  occasion  any  additional  charge  upon  the  revenue." 

That  he  (the  Honorable  Treasurer),  is  of  opinion  that  the  power 
thus  conferred  upon  the  Government  should  now  be  taken  advantage  of  to 
the  extent  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  order  to  provide  for  the 
requirements  of  the  present  fiscal  year  ; 

That  he  has  made  arrangements  with  "  La  Caisse  d*Economie  de  Notre 
Dame  de  Quebec  "  to  obtain  a  loan  from  it  of  the  sum  in  question  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  at  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  J^  per  cent. 

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  therefore  recommends,  that  he  be  autho- 
rized to  effect  a  temporary  loan  of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
payable  on  demand,  and  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  and  a  half  per  cent, 
from  the  "  Caisse  d'Economie  de  Notre  Dame  de  Quebec,"  to  be  chargeable

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Copy  of  a  report  of  a  committee  of  the  Honor^le  the  Executive  Council, 
dated  the  11th  December,  1888,  approved  by  the  Lieutenant  Govemoi 
on  the  12th  December,  1883.

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province  in  a  report  dated  the 
eleventh  of  December  instant  (1882)  sets  forth  :  That  the  balanctj  of  the 
price  now  due  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  the  purchase 
of  the  Western  Section  of  the  Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottawa  and  Occidental 
Railway,  is  payable  under  the  terms  of  the  fifth  clause  of  the  agreement  of 
sale  as  follows  : — Five  hundred  thousand  dollars  by  annual  instalments  of 
SIOO.OOO  each,  on  the  1st  day  of  March,  of  the  five  years  now  next  ensuing 
and  three  millions  of  dollars  at  any  time  after  the  expiry  of  twenty  years 
from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of  March,1882,  on  six  months  notice  of  such 
demand  bein<?  given  by  the  Grovernment,  but  with  the  right  to  the  Company 
to  pay  such  sums  of  $3,000,000,  to  the  Grovernment  at  any  time  after  having 
given  the  Grovernment  six  months  notice  of  its  intention  to  pay  the  same. 

That  the  balance  of  the  price  now  due  by  the  North  Shore  Railway 
Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  Eastern  Section  of  the  Quebec,  Montreali 
Ottawa  and  Occidental  Railway  is  payable  under  the  terms  of  the  13th 
clause  of  the  contract  of  sale,  as  follows:  Five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
after  the  expiration  of  the  year  following  the  delivery  of  the  Railv%^ay,  on 
the  Government  giving  six  months  notice  to  the  Company,  and  three 
millions  of  dollars  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the 
time  at  which  the  Railway  was  handed  over,  on  the  Government  giving 
one  year's  notice  to  the  Company,  and  in  any  case  at  the  expiration  of 
twenty  years  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of  Maxch,  1882,  but  that  under 
the  terms  of  the  fourteenth  clause,  the  Company  has  the  right  at  any  time 
to  pay  up  the  whole  balance  of  the  price  by  previously  giving  the  Govern- 
ment six  months  notice. 

That  the  portion  of  the  public  debt  to  be  paid  off  with  the  net  proceeds 
of  the  price  of  the  two  sections  of  railway  will  mature  and  become  payable 
as  follows  :  $540,246.67  on  the  Ist  of  May  1904  ;  $4,059,773.33  on  the  1st 
of  May  1906,  and  $3,000,000  on  the  1st  of  November  1908. 

That  in  the  meantime  any  sums  which  may  be  paid  on  account,  wiU 
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have  to  be  invested  and  that  in  order  to  avoid  any  loss  in  interest  such 
investments  must  be  made  at  interest  at  five  per  cent  per  annum. 

That  he,  (the  Hon.  Treasurer),  has  found  great  difficulty  in  safely  in- 
vesting at  the  rate  of  interest  above  mentioned  the  sum  of  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars  which  has  been  paid  on  account  of  the  price  of  sale  ; 

That  the  balances  now  due  by  the  railway  companies  are  safely  secured 
by  the  vl  Jidor's  privilege,  which  is  the  first  privilege,  lien  and  charge  on  the 
respective  railways,  and  that  it  would  be  desirable  that  such  balances 
should  he  retained  by  the  two  companies  for  ten  years  from  the  first  day  of 
of  March  next,  such  companies  paying  the  interest  semi-annually  as 
provided  in  the  agreement  of  sale  and  contract  of  sale. 

The  Honorable  the  Treasurer  therefore  recommends  that  he  be  autho- 
rized to  enter  into  an  agreement  (subject  however  to  the  ratification  of  the 
Lt^gislature  of  the  Province),  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
to  the  cfleot  that  the  payment  of  the  five  annual  instalments  of  $100,000 
each,  payable  on  the  first  day  of  March,  of  the  five  years  now  next  ensuing 
(1884,  1885,  1886,  1881  and  1888),  be  postponed  to  the  first  day  of  March 
1894,  belorc  which  day  the  Grovernment  wuU  not  be  entitled  to  exact,  nor 
the  Company  to  make,  the  payment  of  any  of  the  instalments  :  and  further 
to  the  efiect  that  the  Company  shall  waive  the  right  to  pay  the  sum  of 
13,000,001)  by  giving  six  months  notice  during  the  period  from  the  present 
date  up  to  the  first  day  of  March  1894,  the  whole  without  any  derogation 
or  novation  to  the  rights,  mortgage,  lien  and  privilege  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  subject  to  the  regular  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  balance  now 
due  of  $3,500,000  as  provided  in  the  agreement  of  sale,  and  that  he  be  also 
authorized  to  enter  into  an  agreement,  (subject  however  to  the  ratification 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province),  with  the  North  Shore  Railway  Company 
to  the  effect  that  the  payment  of  the  $500,000  be  only  exigible  on  the 
Grovernmeint  giving  six  months  notice  to  the  Company  at  any  time  after  the 
first  day  of  March  1894,  and  that  the  payment  of  three  millions  of  dollars 
be  only  exigible  after  the  exi^iry  of  twenty  years  from  the  fourth  day  of 
March  18H2,  by  the  Government  giving,  at  any  time  thereafter,  six  months 
notice  ol  the  demand  of  payment ;  and  that  further,  to  the  effect  that  the 
Company  shall  waive  the  right  to  pay  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  balance 
of  the  price  of  the  sale,  by  giving  six  months  notice  during  the  period  from 
the  present  date  up  to  the  first  day  of  March,  1894,  the  whole  without  any 
degrogtition  or  novation  to  the  rights,  mortgage,  privilege  and  lien  of  the 
Government,  and  subject  to  the  regular  payment  .of  the  interest  on  the 
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balance  now  due  of  $3,500,000  as  provided  in  the  Contract  of  sale,  in  default 
of  which  the  Grovernment  shall  have  the  right  to  exact  the  payment  of  the 
balance  as  provided  in  the  13th  clause  of  the  Contract  of  sale.

Referriug  to  the  interview,  I  had  with  you  recently  and  in  which  I  pro- 
posed that  the  payment  of  $500,000  which  the  Grovernment  has  the  ri2:ht  to 
f'xact  from  the  North  Shore  Railway  Company,  by  giving  six  months  notice, 
should  only  become  exigible  after  the  1st  March  1894  ;  and  the  payment 
of  the  balance  of  $3,000,000  should  only  become  exigible  after  the  expiry  oi 
twenty  years  from  the  4th  March,  1882,  by  the  G-overnment  giving  six 
months  notice  of  demand  of  payment,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that 
I  have  been  authorized  by  the  Government  of  the  Province  by  an  order  in 
Council  of  this  dav  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  your  Company  to  that 
effect,  (subject  however  to  the  ratification  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province), 
on  condition  that  your  Company  waive  the  right  to  pay  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  balance  of  the  price  of  sale  before  the  first  day  of  March 
1894. 

It  is  moreover  provided  in  the  Order  in  Council,  as  was  understood 
between  us,  that  the  prorogation  is  to  be  made  subject  to  the  regular 
p:iyment  of  the  interest  on  the  balance  now  due  of  $3,500,000,  and  without 
any  derogation  or  novation  to  the  rights,  mortgage,  privilege  and  lien  of 
the  Government.  I  have  prepared  the  draft  of  an  agreement  in  conformity 
with  our  understanding  and  Avith  the  terms  of  the  Order  in  Council,  and  I 
now  enclose  a  copy  of  it  to  you  for  the  consideration  of  your  Board  of 
Directors. 

I  shall  be  ready  to  extend  the  agree^nent  as  soon  as  your  board  has  for- 
merly agreed  to  the  arrangement  and  authorized  its  execution.

made  in  18Y6,  and  which  matures  only  in  190(5.  The  fact  of  the  difficulty 
which  must  necessarily  be  experienced  in  finding  acceptable  investments 
yeilding  5"/o  is  mentioned  in  the  order  in  Council  as  the  reason  and  motive 
of  the  proposed  arrangement.

remaiHG  due  of  the  price  of  sale  of  the  Western  Section  of  the  Quebec,  Mon- 
treal, Ottawa  and  Occidental  Railway,  until  after  the  expiration  of  such  period 
of  ten  years;  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  been  authorized  by 
to  Governraent  of  the  Province,  by  Order  in  Council  of  this  day,  to  eater 
into  an  au^reement  with  your  Company  to  that  effect,  (subject  however  to  the 
ratificatioti  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province).  It  is  understood  that  this 
arrangement  should  be  made  without  d  'rogation  or  novation  to  the  rights, 
mortgage,  lien  and  privilege  of  the  Grovernm?nt  or  the  rights  of  your  Com-

This  agreement  made  in  duplicate  this  thirteenth  day  of  Dect^mlier,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  three,  between  Her  Majesty  the  Queen 
acting  Ipr  and  on  behalf  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  by  the  Honorable 
Jonathan  S.  C.  "Wiirtele,  of  the  City  of  Montreal,  the  Provincial  Trea^uror  of 
Quebec,  duly  authorized  for  the  purposes  hereof  by  an  Order  in  Council  of 
the  twelfth  day  of  December  instant,  hereinafter  called  **The  GoverntnenV 
and  the  North  Shore  Eailway  Company,  a  body  corporate  and  politic  duly 
incorporated  by  Letters  Patent  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  actiuq;  by  I^ouis 
Adelard  Senecal,  of  the  City  of  Montreal,  the  President  thertiof,  July 
authorised  for  the  purposes  hereof  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Direetorfs, 
of  the  thirteenth  day  of  December  instant,  hereinafter  called  ''  Th^.^ 
Company." 

Witnesseth  that  the  parlies  hereto,  subject  to  the  ratification  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  as  hereinafter  provided,  liave  stipu- 
lated and  agreed  as  follow^s  : 

1.  The  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  which  the  Govern  men  t 
may,  by  giving  six  months  notice  to  the  Company,  exact  after  thfi  expiration 
of  the  year  following  the  delivery  of  the  North  Shore  liailway,  under  and 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  thirteenthjclause  of  the  Contract  for  the  sale  of 
that  portion  of  the  Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottaw^a  and  Occidental  liaihvay, 
known  as  the  Eastern  section,  bearing  date  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  two,  and  ratified  by  the  statute  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  45  Victoria,  Chapter  20,  shall  be  exigible  only  after  the 
first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  lour,  by  the 
Government,  at  any  time  after  that  date  giving  six  months  notice?  to  ihe 
Company;  and  the  sum  of  three  millions  of  dollars  which  the  Govtfrnment 
has  the  right  tu  exact  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  five  yeans  from  the 
time  the  road  w^as  handed  over,  by  giving  one  year's  notice  to  the  Compa- 
ny, shall  be  exigible  only  after  the  expiry  of  twenty  years  from  the  fourth 
day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  two,  by  the  Govern- 
ment giving  at  any  time  thereafter  six  months  notice  of  demand  of 
payment. 

2.  The  Company  waives,  during  the  period  from  the  present  date  up 
to  the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  four,  the 
right  given  to  it  by  the  fourteenth  clause  of  the  contract,  to  pay  at  any 
time  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  balance  of  the  price  of  sale  by  previously 
giving  six  months  notice. 

3.  The  prorogation  of  the  delay  and  waiver  hereinabove  stipulated  am 
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so  made  wilhout  any  derogation  or  novation  to  any  of  the  rights  of  the 
Government  and  more  particularly  those  mentioned  in  the  eighteenth 
clause  of  the  contract  or  to  its  mortgage,  privilege  and  lien. 

4,  The  prorogation  of  delay  is  however  granted  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions ot  the  nineteenth  clause  of  the  contract  of  sale  as  regards  the  regular 
payment  of  interest  on  the  balance  now  due  of  three  millions  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

5  Ihis  agreement  is  made  subject  to  the  approval  and  confirmation  of 
the  Leirislature  of  the  Province  of  (Quebec,  at  its  next  sessions.  In  witness 
whereof  the  parties  hereto  have  executed  these  presents  in  duplicate  at 
Montreulj  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  on  the  day  and  year  first  above  men- 
tioned.

and  to  state  that  the  subject  matter  of  your  letter  has  been  duly  considered 
by  tho  Board  and  that  this  Company  is  prepared  to  execute  an  agreement 
with  the  Government  of  Quebec,  deferring  payment  of  the  five  annual 
iastalraents  of  $100,000  each,  falling  due  on  the  first  March  of  this  and  the 
four  ensuing  years  for  ten  years  from  the  1st  March  next  and  also  \vaivin? 
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the  right  of  paying  the  balance  of  the  price  of  sale  of  the  said  Westi»ra 
portion  of  the  said  Railway  for  the  same  period,  such  arranpfemeut  to  be 
made  without  novation  or  derogation  to  the  rights,  mortgage,  lien  and 
privilege  of  the  Government. 

But  the  board  observe  that  by  the  third  clause  of  the  agrtH^ment,  the 
Company  renews  its  obligation  to  pay  interest  semi-annually  on  tlie  balance 
due  under  the  price  of  sale.  They  perceive  that  the  agreement  is  inti?nded 
to  be  ratified  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  thi?y  fear 
that  such  ratification  might  deprive  them  of  their  right  of  compeiiSHl ini^ 
such  interest  by  amounts  falling  due  to  the  Company  by  the  Crovv^rument 
of  Quebec,  under  the  agreement  of  the  4th  March,  1882.  Unfortunately  the 
Company  has  not  been  able  to  obtain  payment  of  the  rental  and  whi^clai^e 
stipulated  for  by  the  agreement  for  the  exercise  of  running  powers  ov^^r  the 
l>ortion  of  this  Company's  Railway  lying  between  St  Martin's  Junction  and 
Montreal.  A  large  portion  of  the  amounts  which  fell  due  immediatt?ly  and 
for  some  months  next  after  the  sale  of  the  Railway  by  the  Onvf^rniiiGnt, 
has  not  been  paid.  For  a  time  after  the  acquisition  of  the  Railway  by  the 
North  8hore  Railway  Company,  the  current  claims  of  this  Company  were 
paid,  but  they  have  now  again  fallen  into  arrear  and  have  remaiiu^d  unpaid 
for  several  months  and  other  amounts  due  this  Company  remained  unsettled 
for  a  long  period  of  time  until  the  last  instalment  of  interest  fell  due! 

You  will  perceive  therefore  that  if  this  Company  were  deprived  of  the 
right  of  compensation  which  it  now  holds,  it  would  be  diffieuU,  and  it 
might  be  impossible,  to  obtain  settlement  and  payment  of  such  claims. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Company  feels  bound  to  mention  this  difTi- 
culty  to  you  and  I  am  instructed  to  assure  you  that  if  it  can  be  niude  clear 
by  the  agreement  that  this  Company  will  not  lose  any  right  of  eompfiusa- 
tion  which  it  now  possesses,  the  Board  will  have  pleasure  in  authorizing 
the  immediate  execution  of  the  agreement.

With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  *7th  ulto,  I  have  now  the  honor  to 
enclose  the  agreement  executed  in  duplicate  relating  to  the  deferred 
payments  of  instalments  of  purchase  money  of  the  Western  Division  of  the 
Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottawa  &  Occidental  Railway,  This  agreement  is  similar 
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in  terms  to  the  drafr  submitted  by  the  late  Treasurer  of  Quebec  with  his 
letter  dated  12th  December  last, 

I  am  directed  to  point  out  that  in  the  act  confirming  the  sale  of  the 
railway,  there  is  ambiguity  in  respect  of  the  agreement  with  the  Grorerii- 
ineiit  and  with  the  Branch  Railway  Companies,  which  it  is  desirable  should 
be  puL  right. 

Yoa  will  observe  that  it  is  stipulated  in  the  fourth  section  of  the 
agreement  between  this  Company  and  the  Liureiiti:in  Railway  Company, 
at  pagt*  81,  oi  the  acts  of  1882,  and  in  the  fourth  section  of  the  agre^m  mt 
with  the  8t.  Eustache  Railway  Company,  same  Statutes,  page  83,  that  those 
figret^ments  are  respectively  to  be  ratified  by  the  Legislature  of  Quebec,  and 
that  ill  such  ratification  a  clause  shall  be  inserted  providing  that  this 
Company  shall  be  vested  with  these  Railways  free  and  clear  of  all  liabilities, 
except  ilio  consideration  for  which  they  bouglit  those  Railways,  leaviii? 
the  claiiaants  to  their  remedy  against  the  Railway   Companies   themselves. 

Yuu  will  see  by  clause  3  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  pages  67,  68  of 
the  At-'ts  of  1882,  that  in  confirming  the  sales,  this  clause  was  omitted  (as  I 
understand)  inadvertently.

A-L-oii 
Jamais  vu  proccs  plus  revoltant  V  "  He  the  said  Joseph  Tasse  then  well 
knowing  the  said  defamatory  libel  to  be  false,  to  the  great  damage,  scandal 
and  disgrace  of  the  said  the  Honorable  Honore  Mercier,  to  the  evil  oJt.utipln 
of  all  otheis  in  like  case  offending,  contrary  to  the  Satute  and  a^aiu^L  Liie 
peace  of  our  lady  the  Queen,  her  Crown  and  dignity.

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In  charging  the  jury  in  the  case  of  Regina  vs.  Tass6,  Mr.  Justice  Ramsay 
observed : 

Gentlemen  of  the  jury.  —This  case  is  one  of  some  difficulty.  At  all  times 
cases  of  libel  were  surrounded  with  difficulty.  In  ordinary  criminal  cases 
we  deal  with  the  theft  of  a  man's  watch  or  his  purse,  but  in  libel  the  ques- 
tion is  as  to  a  man's  reputation,  and  this  invostigation  demands  monj 
attention  and  care.  I  shall  therefore  endeavor  to  make  the  object  of  your 
enquiry  as  clear  as  possible,  and  in  so  doing  I  shall  at  once  refer  to  some- 
thing that  was  told  you  at  the  opening  of  the  trial. 

The  learned  gentleman,  who  is  complainant  in  this  case,  said  that  your 
verdict  would  have  the  effect  of  justifying  his  conduct  or  of  condemning 
him;  that  the  object  of  the  trial  was  to  obtain  this  justification  or  condem- 
nation. This  is  not  absolutely  correct.     It  is  perfectly  true  that  a  verdict  of 
"  not  guilty  "   would  be  a  declaration  on  your  part  that  all  that  had  b  ''Mi 
said  was  strictly  true,  and  that  the  publication  Nvas  for  the  beneiit  of  the 
public  ;  but  a  verdict  of  '*  guilty  ''  would  not  necessarily  be  a  justification. 
I  dou't  say  this  to  influence  your  verdict,  for  with  the  lesiilt  of  your  verdict, 
you  have  nothing  to  do,  but  in  order  to  (»xphan  to  you  that  the  real  issue 
is  as  to  whether  Mr.  Tasse  has  committed  an  offence  or  not.     At  comm'ju 
law,  a  libel  consists  of  any  writing  by  which  a  man  defames  his  neighbour, 
unless  it  be  by  what  is  known  as  a  privileged  communijation.     The  privi- 
lege does  not  consist  in  saying  what  is  true,  but  one  is  privileged  in  saying 
what  it  is  one's  duty  to  say,  or  what  it  is  one's  interest  to  say  lor  one's  <)\vn 
l^rotection.    If  however  the  utterance   was  to  gratify  what  the  law  distin- 
guishes as  "  express  malice  "  the  privilege  disappears.     This  appears  to  me 
to  be  very  wise  law  ;    but  the  number  of  communications  thus  privileged 
was  very  limited,  and  as  popular  institutions  developed,  and  all   matters 
were  more  unreservedly  discussed,  it  was  felt  that  the  limit  of  privilege  was 
too  restricted  for  many  practical  purposes.  In  the  6th  and  7th  Vict.,  a  statute 
was  introduced  into  the  Imperial  i^arliament,  and  passed  thus  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giA^'iilg  greater  liberty  to  literary  critics. 

It  is  true  this  act  was  introduced  under  the  auspices  of  a  distinguished 
judge,  neverthelesfis  I  think  the  alteration  in  the  law  was  unfortunate.  In 
the  course  of  this  trial,  you  may  have  heard  me  say  that  it  v»^as  deplorable. 
This  is  perhaps  a  strong  expression  ;  but  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  when 
an  important  alteration  is  being  made  in  the  common  law,  it  should  be 
made  on  principles  that  are  in  accordance  with  those  of  the  common  law. 
and  that  there  is  great  cause  for  regret  when  this  is  overlooked.  At  any 
rate,  when  it  was  attempted  to  introduce  the  new  English  law  into  Canada, 
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it  was  resisted,  it  is  said,  b\^  no  less  a  person  than  the  Litia  Sir  Laiiis 
Lafontaine,  and.  it  was  adopted  for  Upper  bnt  not  for  Lower  (\inada.  The 
law  of  libel,  however,  remained  in  this  province,  as  it  stood  at  the  timt^  of 
the  Qaebec  act,  which  introduced  the  criminal  law  of  England,  as  it  then 
existed,  into  the  province  of  QuebiK-.  until  1874.  Then,  after  a  trial  in  this 
court,  attention  was  drawn  to  the  difference  existing  in  this  respect  between 
the  law  of  this  province  and  that  of  the  other  province?,  and  a  i  liange  was 
demanded,  almost  with  clamor.  This  change,  took  plac3  and  is  now  our 
law,  and  we  must  be  governed  by  it,  just  as  we  had  to' be  governed  by  the 
old  la\A',  no  matter  ^vhat  people  might  think  fit  to  say.  In  order  to  apply 
the  new  law  properly,  let  us  see  to  what  the  change  amounts.  The  otlvcr 
day,  in  an  argument  which  took  place  in  your  presence,  Mr.  Merrier 
described  it  as  not  being  a  fundamental  change  in  the  law  of  libel,  hut  as 
being  a  new  defence  given  to  the  per.son  accused  of  libel. 

This  is  a  very  correct  way  of  putting  it  so  far,  and  I  readily  adopt  it. 
However,  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  it  differs  materially  from  any  defence 
that  existed  before.  As  the  law  now  stands  the  ar^cnsed  may  plead,  specially 
that  what  he  wrote  was  true  and  that  it  was  published  (not  that  he  publish- 
ed it)  for  the  beneilt  of  the  i'>ublic.  These  two  thing  concurrin^X,  he  is  absol- 
ved. It  will  be  at  once  seen  that  under  this  plea  no  account  is  taken  of 
malice.  It  matters  not  whether  the  defendant  Was  moved  by  the  direct 
malice  or  by  the  best  motives.  Truth  and  the  public  benefit  are  the  tests  of 
innocence  or  guilt  We  have  then  three  points  to  examine :  1st,  the  truth  of 
the  matter  alleged  ;  2nd,  the  question  of  whether  the  publication  was  for 
the  public  benefit ;  and  3rd,  if  you  think  the  defendant  guilty,  whether  he 
published  the  injurious  matter  knowing  it  to  be  false.  If  you  think  him 
guilty  in  manner  and  form  as  is  laid  in  the  indictment,  you  will  say  so 
simply  ;  but  if  not,  you  can  return  a  verdict  of  guilty  of  libel,  bat  without 
knowing  it  to  be  false.  The  libel  is  in  these  words  (translation)  : — 

"  We  know  what  has  happened  since.  Mr.  Mercier  contested  ih?  elec- 
tion of  Mr.  Mousseau,  of  the  very  man  he  had  contributed  to  eli^'t  Biing 
unable  to  seize  upon  ?.  port-folio  he  then  sold  himself  for  $5,0UU.  E^a-i  thera 
ever  been  a  more  revolting  suit?  '' 

Mr.  Greoflfrion  has  told  you  that  the  libel  must  be  taken  a;^  a  wholoj  luid 
that  words  that  are  not  libellous  by  themselves  may  become  libellous  by 
the  context.  This  is  correct ;  and  as  to  the  truth  of  the  libel,  I  must  add 
that  the  whole  injurious  matter  must  be  true.  It  is  not  sufficient  th:it  tliere 
should  be  some  truth  in  it,  and  so  the  false  be  covered  by  ihe  true.  The 
whole  thing  must  be  substantially  true.  Now  what  do  the  words  complained 
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of  import— that  Mr.  Mercier  had  contributed  to  the  election  of  Mr.  Monsseau ; 
that  he  had  tried  to  snatch  a  port  folio ;  and  the  most  serious  charge  of  all, 
that  failini?  to  do  this  he  sold  himself  for  $5000. — "We  need  not  deal  with  the 
last  words,  for  it  will  at  once  be  conceded  that  if  he  did  all  this,  the 
expression  would  be  justified. 

As  to  the  first  point,  the  evidence  chiefly  establishes  a  negative  support 
of  Mr.  Mousseau.  Mr.  Mercier  tells  us  that  he  proterred  Mr.  Mousseau  as  a 
candidate  to  Mr.  De$carios,  and  that  he  and  the  other  party*  leaders  agreed 
not  to  interfere  in  the  election.  They  w^^re  to  leive  their  supporters  frje  to 
vote  for  whom  they  lik^3d,  as  both  candidates  were  of  the  sima  party.  This 
was  already  some  assisiance  to  Mr.  Mousseau;  but  th3  evidence  establishes 
something  more  than  this.  Several  members  of  the  lib3ral  party  took  an 
active  part  in  the  election.  One  of  th^m,  a  Mr.  Aurele  Cau^hoa,  now  deal, 
obtained  a  letter  from  Mr  LxHamtne,  another  of  th^  lib  jral  leaders,  recom- 
mending Mr.  Mousseau  to  the  electors  of  Jacques  Cartier  in  preference  to 
the  other  candidate,  Mr.  Descaries.  Mr.  Cauchon  took  the  letter  to  Mr. 
Mercier,  and  asked  him  to  sic^a  it  Mr.  Mercier  declined.  C.iu^hoii  then  told 
him,  he  was  being  abused  for  the  part  he  was  taking  in  the  election,  and 
asked  him  to  give  him  a  certificate  of  honesty  and  respectability.  This  Mr. 
Mercier,  unwillingly,  did. 

To  this  man,  armed  with  Mr.  Laflamme's  letter,  he  give  a  special  cer- 
tificate, knowing  it  was  to  be  used,  and  on  purpose  that  it  should  be  used, 
in  farthering  Mr.  Mousseau's  election.  It  caii  hardly  then  be  said  that  it 
was  not  true  that  Mr.  Mercier  had  contributed  (for  that  is  the  mild  word 
used)  to  the  election  of  Mr.  Mousseau. 

The  next  part  of  the  charge  is  not  supported  as  fully.  It  would  be  an 
exaggeration  to  say  that  there  was  no  evidence  about  a  port-folio  ;  but  it 
would  be  a  total  exaggeration  to  say  that  there  was  any  evidence  that  Mr. 
Mercier  had  done  any  thing  improper  in  the  negotiations  referred  to. 

It  seems  that  in  1882,  a  proposition  was  made  to  Mr.  Mercier  by  Mr.  Seiiecal, 
whose  infiuence  or  position  is  not  proved  in  any  way,  that  there  should  be  a 
coalition.  Mr.  Mercier  did  not  absolutely  reject  this  proposition,  and  meeting 
Mr.  Dansereau  sometime  later,  he  asked  him  if  it  meant  anything  ?  This  led 
to  further  negotiations,  and  a  meeting  took  place  at  Quebec,  in  the  house  of 
Mr.  DeCazes,  Mr.  Mercier's  brother-in-law,  where  certain  propositions  Avere 
drawn  up,  to  be  submitted  to  both  parties.  It  seems  that  Mr.  Mercier 
demanded  that  three  seats  in  the  cabinet  should  bereserv^ed  for  him  and  his 
friends.    The  conservatives  would  not  consent  to  this,  and  the  negotiation 
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was  broken  off.  It  may  perhaps  be  said  that  in  seeking  to  go  into  the  Ministry 
Mr.  Mercier  tried  to  snatch  a  port-folio  ;  but  it  is  a  pretty  rough  way  of 
expressing  it,  snatching  or  seizing  a  port-folio  (arrracher  un  portefeuille)  i^ 
putting  his  conduct  in  an  evil  light. 

Perhaps  if  it  stood  alone,  it  might  hardly  justify  a  condt^niiiation  for 
libel,  and  if  the  more  serious  part  of  the  charge  is  fully  justified,  it  may  be 
a  matter  of  consideration  what  weight  to  attach  to  it.  But  ifther*^stoF 
the  charge  is  not  justified,  it  is  an  aggravation  that  his  motive  was  to 
avenge  himself  for  not  getting  a  portfolio. 

Something  was  said  during  the  trial  about  a  presumption  arising  from 
the  dates  of  the  election  and  the  negotiation  ;  but  this  has  not  been  insisted 
on  at  the  argument,  and  I  don't  see  exactly  the  necessary  consequence  of 
these  facts. 

The  last  part  of  tho  words  complained  of  is  the  most  important  part 
of  the  charge 

With  regard  to  it  there  is  no  difficulty  as  to  the  evidence,  We  have 
almost  the  whole  story  before  us  by  Mr.  Mercier's  own  evidence.  We  have 
a  frank  admission  of  what  he  did,  and  we  have  his  justification.  Now, 
what  he  tells  us  is  that  he  did  receive  $5,000  which,  he  says,  he  never 
denied.  His  evidence  also  establishes  that  he  instituted  an  election  petition 
against  Mr.  Mousseau  to  protect  his  political  friends  in  other  counties,  in 
the  name  of  one  B61anger ;  that  having  succeeded  in  establishing  suffi-* 
ciently  that  corrupt  practices  had  been  resorted  to  in  the  election,  Mi". 
Mousseau  was  willing  to  let  the  election  be  annulled  if  Mr.  Mercier  would 
abandon  the  personal  charges  against  him^ ;  that  Mr.  Mercier  agreed  to 
this  if  his  costs  were  paid,,  and  if  his  friends  consented  to  it ;  thai  in  order 
to  allow  this  project  to  be  carried  out,  the^ 'proceedings  were  adjourned  on 
the  4th  of  May,  1883,  to  the  5th ;  that  he  called  a  meeting  of  his  friends  on 
the  evening  of  the  4th ;:  that  they  agreed  that  he  should  do  this,  and  said 
that  he  should  exact  "  liberal  '"^  remuneration  fof  his  trouble,  and  he  was 
also  reminded  by  his  friends,  that  he  should  get  as  much  as  he  could  out 
of  the  opposite  party,  in  order  to  help  their  friends  in  their  contestations  in 
ether  counties^  and  m  certain  penal  actions  that  had  been  instituted  by 
members  of  the  conservative  party,  but  that  na  sunk  was  named- 
Mr.  Mercier  says  that  the  sum  was  not  definitely  settled  until  the  next 
day.  Nevertheless  it  appears,  by  Mr.  David's  evidence,  that  the  sum  of  $5000 
had  been  suggested  by  Mr.  Dufresne,  a  brother  in  law  of  Mr,  Mercier,  either 
on  the  evening  (rf  the  3rd  or  the  morning  of  the  4th,  in  presence  of  Mr* 
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Mercier,  and  that  it  had  been  communicated  to  Mr.  Dansereau  that  this  sum 
would  be  required.  From  Mr.  Dansereau  We  learn  that  so  completely  was  it 
understood  on  the  4th  that  $5,000  was  the  sum  to  be  given,  that  this  amount 
was  paid  to  Mr.  Forget  on  the  4th  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  Mr.  Mercier, 
with  the  direction  that  he  was  not  to  have  the  money  till  he  (Mr.  Mercier) 
filed  a  declaration  of  his  abandonment  of  the  personal  charges.  This  decla- 
ration was  filed,  and  he  then  received  from  the  hands  of  Mr.  Benjamin 
Trudel  $5000.  The  taxed  costs  under  the  judgment  annulling  the  election 
could  not  have  amounted  to  $2,000,  so  that  Mr.  Mercier  r3ceived  over  f  3,000 
in  addition  to  his  costs: 

Mr.  Mcroiur  and  his  counsel  say,  that  he  Was  entitled  to  take  anythiiiiT 
he  could  get  out  of  the  other  party,  that  it  was  fair,  and  that  the  other  party 
agreed  to  it.  Nu  court  in  the  world  would  sanction  such  a  doctrine.  He  had 
no  right  to  exact  anything  for  his  benefit  in  abandoning  these  charges. 
The  transaction  was  totally  illicit,  and  so  much  is  this  the  case  that  if  the 
contract  had  become  the  subject  of  a  suit  to  recover  the  amount,  it  wottld 
have  failed,  because  the  consideration  was  unlawful.  It  has  been  said  there 
was  no  ransom.  Yes,  gentleman  thore  was  a  ransom  and  it  was  the 
whole  sum  above  the  taxable  costs. 

I  do  not  saythit  it  was  the  greatest  of  crimes,  but  it  cannot  he 
defended,  aid  to  do  Mr.  Mercier  justice  he  hardly  contends  now  that  it  was 
lawful.  He  admits  that  he  was  guilty  of  an  imprud'jnceand  he  says  if  there 
was  a  sale  there  was  a  purchaser.  That  may  be  ;  no  one  can  pretend  that 
either  party  was  free  from  blame.  Of  course  there  must  be  a  correspondiiiif 
offence  in  a  matter  like  that  ;  whether  the  fault  of  bath  be  equally  great  is 
another  question.  The  real  causes  of  these  disorders  are  the  election  laws, 
which  do  not  accord  with  the  moral  s;Mi.se  of  the  people.  Public  opinion 
derides  them,  and  politicians,  We  are  told,  habitually  lay  S'lheraes  to  avoid 
the  result  which  strictly  speaking,  should  fallow  ou  their  infraction  This 
is  not  to  be  wondered  at  ;  nor  is  it  a  new  remark  that  ferocious  laws,  which 
prescribe  unjust  punishments,  out  of  all  m-}asure  to  the  olFence  they  are 
intended  to  correct,  defeat  their  own  object. 

It  is  to  be  hop.}d  that  before  long  people  will  opsii  their  eyes  to  the 
fact  that  the  protection  of  the  popular  vote  is  purchased  too  dear  at  the 
expense  of  laws  which  are  in  themselves  unjust.  If  I  had  to  begin  my 
carreer  to  day  I  should  refuse  to  run  the  risk  of  taking  part  in  politics  whiK* 
these  laws  exist,  ot  if  I  did  incur  such  risk  it  would  be  to  try  to  destroy 
%e«a. 
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If  yott  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  all  that  Mr.  tassfi  Wrote  was  stib- 
^tantially  true,  that  is  not  enough.  'There  is  still  the  (Question.  Was  it  for 
the  public's  benefit  that  it  should  be  published,?  This  last  is  not  altogether 
an  easy  question.  On  it  I  do  not  intend  to  give  you  any  special  charge^ 
It  is  one  of  those  questions  directly  writhin  your  province  to  decide.  I  have 
not  hesitated  to  explain  to  yoti  the  evidence  Where  it  Was  complicated  with 
legal  matters,  but  this  question — What  publication  is  for  the  public  benefit  ? 
is  one  you  are  as  well,  or,  prolbably  better  able  to  judge  of  than  1  am. 

Now  if  you  find  that  the  defen^Aant  is  gtiilty,  yoli  Will  have  to  consider 
whether  the  xlefendant  knew  that  what  he  wrote  Was  tinttue.  If  theP3  is 
not  evidence  to  satisfy  you  that  defendant  knew,  at  the  time,  that  what  he 
wrote  was  false,  you  will  have  to  say  so.  If,  dn  the  coiitral-y,  you  think 
he  purposely  said  what  Was  false,  you  Will  have  to  «ay :  "Guilty,  in  a 
manner  and  form,  as  it  is  laid  in  the  indictment.'^ 

I  had  nearly  omitted  to  mention  two  or  three  things  w!hich  I  have  noted. 
In  the  first  place,  you  will  not  now  hate  to  consider  the  subsequent  articles 
in  the  '*  Minerve  "  that  have  been  put  in.  There  is  really  no  Question  iiuder 
the  plea  of  **  not  guilty,  ^'  for  the  words  alleged  to  be  libellous  do  not  form 
a  privileged  communication  at  common  law.  And  as  the  defence  turns 
wholly  on  the  special  plea  there  is  no  question  of  malice  and  consequently 
they  are  of  no  importance  in  this  case. 

Si'condly.  There  is  little  Use  in  disclissing  Mr.  Mercier's  declaratioil 
from  his  seat  in  the  House.  It  does  not  differ  much  from  what  he  has  stated 
here,  except  as  to  the  point  of  his  having  a  client  on  the  petition,  which  h^ 
clearly  had  not. 

Thirdly.  It  is  insisted  that  Mr.  Mercter  had  oflfered  to  give  back  part  of 
the  moiiey.  This  was  not  against  him,  and  if  it  had  been  told  it  would  hav^ 
been  in  his  fa^^our. 

Fourthly.  The  report  in  the  "Star*'  of  the  lith  September,  can  have 
no  weight.  It  was  produced  to  establish  that  Mr.  Mercier  had  denied  on 
that  day  that  he  had  neVer  heard  before  of  the  payment  of  the  $5,000*  In 
cross-examination  the  reporter  said  it  only  applied  to  the  fact  that  the  money 
had  been  paid  by  Mr.  B.  TrudeL 

If  so,  the  point  is  of  no  importance  \  but  that  is  not  what  the  *'  inters 
viewer  "  said.  Whether  we  take  what  he  said  or  what  he  says  he  intended 
to  say,  the  report  is  manifestly  absurd,  as  has  been  said.  Pour  or  five  days 
before,  the  receipt  of  the  $5,000  had  been  admitted  by  Mt.   Mei^cier  at  the 
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Saint  tanrent  meetings  an<f  it  was  ef  no^  importance^  by  whoa>  it  was 
actrraily  paid. 

FiftLly.  The  distinctiDii  of  Mr.  Mercier  acting:  a»  a  lawyer  is  inadmis-^ 
sible.  He  cannot  thus  discern  his  responsibility^  The  profession,  of  the  law 
is^  a  restriction,  and  not  a  latitude^ 


A  juror  asked- whether  the  money  was  paid  to-  Mr.  Forget  before  or 
after  Judge  Torrance  had  suggested  tO'Mr.  Mercier  to»withdraw^the  personal 

eharges. 

Ramsay  J,  I  did  not  speak  to  you  about  what  Judge  Torrance- said^ 
because  it  does  not  appear  he  contemplated  any  thingbat  a*  sfn^ple  abandon-^ 
ment  of  the  personal  charges.  "WTiat  he  said  had  ther3foreno  significance 
in  this  prosecution.  But  aa  a  fact,  the  money  was  only  deposited  after  the 
adjournment  on  the  4th,  and  consequently  after  Judge  Torrance  had  loade 
the  renuitks  referred  tow. 


Th3  same  juror  tK  ^n  asked' the  court  to  erxpl'afii  what  had  been-  said  as- 
tc  tho  knowledge  of  the  defendant  of  the  truth  of  the  charges. 

Ramsay  J. — I  wilf  er|>rain  by  the  statute.  The  second'sectioii  is  in  these- 
words  :  **  Whosoever  maliciously  pubfishes  any  defamatory  libel,  knowing 
the  same  to  be  fal«e,  fs  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour.'^ 

The  3rd  section  omits  the  words  "knowing  the  same  tD  be  false ; '* 
but  otherwise  fs  iir  the  same  words  as  sectton  two.  In  fact  the  law  distin- 
guishes between^  a  lie  and  a  mistatemenfe-  and  it  makes  the  punishfneut  of 
th3  one  greater  than  that  of  tb^  other. 

SENTENCK 

The  duty  now  devolves  upon  the  Court  hct  pronounce-  seAtence  on  tin- 
defendant.  Apart  from  the  disagreable  natuce  of  this  duty,  the  apportioft- 
ment  of  punishment,  where  any  discretion  is  left  to  the  Court,  is  the  most 
unpleasant  act  the  Judge  has  to  perform.  Fully  sensible  as  I  anr,  at  atl  times, 
of  this  responsibility,  I  am  particularly  so  in  a  case  where  party  feeling  is 
vehemently  excited,  and  where  party  interests  are  deeply  involved-  It  is 
proper,  therefore,  that  I  should  state  summarily  the  considerations  wMch 
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motive  the  sentence  I  am  about  to  pronounce.  The  accusation  was  that  o! 
publishing  a  defamatory  libel,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false.  The  verdict 
was  to  some  extent  special,  the  jury  finding  that  the  defendant  was  guilty 
of  having  published  a  libel,  but  that  there  was  no  evidence  that  he  knew  it 
to  be  false.  This  amounts  to  a  finding  of  "  guilty  "  of  the  minor  offence  set  for  th 
in  the  second  section  of  the  '*  Act  respecting  the  crime  of  libel."  This  finding 
is  within  the  instructions  in  law,  which  the  court  gave  them  ;  instructions 
which  conform  perfectly  to  the  ruling  r»f  the  court  (on  objections  raised  by 
;  he  defendant)  on  the  morning  of  the  4th  instant. 

Furthermore,  this  verdict  was  rendered  in  the  exercise  of  the  unques- 
tionable functions  of  the  jury,  and  it  is  not  of  a  kind  which  demands  any 
special  comment  on  my  part.  The  jury  has  found  the  defendant  guilty  of 
libel,  hut  the  statute  has  left  to  the  court  the  power  to  measure,  to  some 
extent,  its  gravity,  by  leaving  a  wide  discretion  in  awarding  punishment. 
Having  left  this  discretion  to  the  court,  the  Legislature  thereby  imposed 
the  duiy  of  exercising  it.  In  this  case,  the  fact  on  which  the  most  serious 
part  of  the  accusation  was  founded  has  not  only  been  proved,  but  it  has 
been  admitted  and  gloried  in.  That  fact  is  that  the  complainant  having 
the  control  of  an  election  petition  containing  personal  charges  against  Mr, 
Mousseau,  the  premier  minister  of  this  province,  has  abandoned  those  charge:^ . 
and  that  the  condition  was, the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money  in  guise  of  costs. 
This  was  an  illicit  consideration  which  evidently  diminishes  the  gravity  of 
Mr.  Tasse's  offence  and  induces  me  to  limit  the  punishment  to  a  fine,  and 
to  a  fine  of  a  moderate  amount. 

The  sentence  of  the  court  is  that  the  defendant  do  pay  a  fine  of  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  applied  as  the  law  directs,  and  that  he  be  imprisoned  till  such 
fine  be  paid. 

The  costs  will  follow  the  judgment.

Present  : — Honorable  Mr.  Justice  Mathieu. 

[Tra/ts/atiofi.] 

The  Court,  having  heard  the  parties  by  their  respective  counsel  on  the 
merits  of  the  claims,  contestations  and  interventions  in  this  cause,  having 
examined  the  proceeding  and  documents  filed  and  thereon  deliberated  ; 

Considering  that  on  the  15th  September,  1883,  the  Exchange  Bank  of 
Canada  suspended  payment  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  respecting  Banks 
and  Banking  in  force  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  that  subsequently  Archi- 
bald Campbell,  Frederick  B.  Matthews  and  Thomas  Darling  were  appointed 
liquidators  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Canada,  45  Victoria,  chapter  23  ; 

Considering  that  on  the  i  5th  March,  1 884,  Her  Majesty  filed  in  the  hands 
of  the  liquidators  of  the  said  Bank  a  claim  for  a  sum  of  seventy  five  thousand 
dollars,  being  the  amount  of  a  deposit  made  on  the  8th  September,  1 883,  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  province  of  Quebec,  with  interest  on  tlie  said  sum  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  8th  September,  1883,  up  to  the  date  of 
payment,  such  deposit  being  the  part  renewal  of  a  deposit  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  made  on  the  14th  July  1882,  and  asking  to  be  paid  in  pre- 
ference to  all  the  other  creditors  of  the  said  bank  ; 

Considering  that  Louis  Huet  Massue,  one  of  the  creditors  of  the  Bank,  in 
virtue  of  a  deposit  made  on  the  7th  February  X883,  for  the  amount  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  with  interest  and  the  liquidators  of  the  said  bank  have  contested 
the  said  claim  of  Her  Majesty  on  behalf  of  the  province  of  Quebec  and  allege 
in  their  contestation  that  in  addition  to  the  said  Louis  Huet  Massue  there  are 
other  unsecured  creditors  of  the  said  bank  for  an  amount  of  over  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ;  that  Her  Majesty's  claim  is  an  ordinary  debt  resulting  from 
a  bussiness  transaction  for  money  loaned  and  that  the  privilege  claimed  by  it 
does  not  form  part  of  the  privileges  and  prerogatives  of  the  Crown  and  Her 
Majesty  has  no  right  to  be  collocated  in  preference  to  other  creditors  but  must 
be  paid  fro  rata  like  all  the  other  creditors  ; 

Considering  that  on  the  1 1  th  of  July  last,  the  Merchants  Bank  of  Canada,  as 
holder  of  notes  of  the  said  Exchange  Bank  issued  for  circulation  and  amounting 
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to  three  thousand  and  fifty  dollars  filed  an  intervention  by  which  it  alleged 
that  it  had  the  right  to  be  paid  jointly  with  the  other  holders  of  notes  in  prefe- 
rence to  all  the  other  creditors  of  the  15ank  and  contesting  the  claim  of  Her 
Majesty,  supporting  the  contestation  of  Massue  and  adducing  the  same  reasons ; 

Considering  that  on  the  lOth  March  1884,  the  Government  of  the  Domi- 
nion of  Ccinada,  filcrd  in  Her  Majesty's  name  a  claim  for  two  hundred  and  thirty 
seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  twenty  four  cents  wath  inte- 
rest nn  tlic  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per 
annum  frum  the  30th  June  1883,  until  the  date  of  payment  and  claiming  the 
privilege  uf  being  paid  before  all  the  other  creditors  of  the  Bank  ;  the  said 
claim  being  made  up  of  a  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  amount 
of  a  loan  made  by  the  Finance  Minister  and  the  Receiver  General  of  Canada, 
on  the  17th  April  1883,  of  a  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the 
amount  of  a  loan  by  the  same  on  the  12th  May  1883,  and  of  a  sum  of  thirt)^ 
seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  twenty  four  cents,  being 
the  balance  of  an  ordinary  deposit  made  in  the   said  Bank  ; 

Considering  that  on  the  23rd  June  last  the  said  Louis  Huet  Massue, and 
the  hquidators  of  the  said  Exchange  Bank  contested  the  privilege  claimed  by 
the  government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  of  being  paid  before  the  other 
creditors  of  the  Bank  ; 

Considering  that  on  the  i  oth  July  last,  the  Merchants  Bank  of  Canada  riled 
an  intervention  and  on  the  24th  September  last,  Wilmer  C.  Wells  filed  another 
one,  asking  for  the  same  reasons  as  the  contestant  Massue,  that  the  privilege 
claimud  by  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  be  not  granted  ; 

Considering  that  it  appears  by  the  evidence  and  admissions  of  the  parties 
that  the  amount  of  the  claims  of  the  depositors  and  ordinary  creditors  of  the 
Exchan^q:e  Bank  of  Canada  is  about  two  million  dollars  and  the  amount  of 
the  notes  of  the  Bank  in  circulation  is  sixty  thousand  dollars  and  that  the 
assets  of  the  bank  are  not  sufficient  to  pay  all  its  creditors  ; 

Considering  that  the  privilege  olaimed   by    Her  Majesty  does  not  fonn 
.  part  of  the  direct  prerogatives  of  the  Crown  but  is  only  an  incidental  preroga- 
tive which  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Civil   Law  which  governs  us  and 
which  comes  to  us  from  France  ; 

Considering  that  in  the  old  French  Law  which  is  summarized  in  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordonuancc  de  1669,  the  treasury  had  a  privilege  only  upon 
the  hkn$  meublcs  des  comptables  ; 

Considering  that  by  article  1989  of  the  Civil  Code  it  is  enacted  that  the 
Crown  has  certain  privileges  resulting  from   the  laws   relating  to  customs  and 
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other  provisions  contained  in  special  statutes  concerning  matters  of  public 
administration  and  by  article  1994  of  the  same  code  it  is  enacted  that  the 
Crown  has  a  privileged  claim  upon  movable  property  for  claims  against  per- 
sons accountable  for  its  moneys  ; 

Considering  that  it  reitults  from  the  provisions  of  these  two  articles  that 
the  Civil  Code  grauts  to  the  Crown  only  the  privilege  which  was  given  to  it  by 
the  old  French  Law  ; 

Considering  that  the  claimants  have  their  claim  under  article  61 1  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  in  support  of  the  privileges  which  they  assert  ; 

Considering  that  article  607  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  declares 
that  the  Crown  has  a  preference  over  all  other  creditors  on  the  proceeds  of 
movables  which  under  special  statutes  are  subject  to  customs  and  excise  duties, 
limber  dues,  toll  dues,  inspection  dues  upon  vessels,  &c.,  and  the  said  article 
apparently  summarizes  the  privileges  which  existed  under  statutes,  concerning 
matters  of  public  administration  and  mentioned  in  article  1989  of  the  Civil 
Code  ; 

Considering  that  it  is  quite  true  that  article  6  r  i  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  says  that  in  the  absence  of  special  privileges,  the  Crown  has  a  pre- 
ference over  chirographic  creditors  for  what  is  due  to  it  by  the  defendants 
but  that  this  article  is  contained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  in  the  4th 
paragraph  of  section  3  of  chapter  5  of  the  said  code,  which  deals  with  the 
payment  and  distribution  of  the  monies  levied  by  the  .seizure  and  .sale  of 
movables  belonging  to  a  debtor  ; 

Considering  that  the  object  of  this  part  of  the  Code  of  Procedure  is  to 
lay  down  certain  rules  for  the  distribution  of  moneys  and  to  state  the  manner 
in  which  privileged  and  other  claims  arc  paid,  but  the  object  of  these  provisions 
is  not  to  create  and  define  the  privileges  themselves  but  only  to  state  what 
they  are,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  distribution  of  the  moneys  levied  ; 

Considering  that  the  said  article  6 1  I  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  is 
not  included  in  the  report  of  the  codifiers  and  the  said  article  has  not  been 
adopted  by  the  legislature,  as  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  resolutions  con- 
tained in  the  amendments  to  be  made  to  the  printed  roll  in  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  which  is  mentioned  in  the  act  relating  to  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure of  Lower  Canada,  chapter  25  of  tlie  statutes  of  Canada  for  1866, 
29-30  Victoria  ; 

Considering  that  this  article  appears  to  have  been  inserted  in  the  Code 
Civil   Procedure    without  authorization    but  that   in  virtue  of   section  10  of 
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chapter  7  of  the  Statutes  of  Quebec  for  1 868,  3 1  Victoria,  sanctioned  on  the 
twenty-fourth  of  February  1868,  it  forms  part  of  the  said  Code  of  Procedure; 

Considering  that  when  an  act  is  passed  for  a  definite  object,  it  should  not 
be  presumed  that  it  amends  a  former  act  whose  prpvisions  are  foreign  to  the 
object  which  is  sought  to  be  gained  by  the  act  adopted  ; 

Considering  that  the  object  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  as  regards 
the  provisions  of  articles  607  and  611,  was  to  estabUsh  rules  for  the  payment 
of  the  monies  levied  by  the  sale  of  the  movable  property  of  debtors  according 
to  the  rights  of  the  parties  as  these  rights  existed  under  the  Civil  Code  and 
that  the  object  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  was  not  in  any  way  to  establish 
these  rights  themselves  and  that  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  this  article  only 
applies  to  the  privilege  mentioned  in  article  1994  of  the  Civil  Code  ; 

Considering  that  by  taking  the  two  articles  together,  namely  :  article 
1994  of  the  Civil  Code  and  article  6 1 1  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  we  must 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Crown  has  a  privilege  upon  movable  property 
only  when  the  debtor  is  accountable  for  its  moneys  and  that,  in  the  absence 
of  a  special  privilege,  the  Crown  has  a  preference  over  chirographory  creditors 
for  what  is  due  to  it  by  the  defendant  ; 

Considering  that  it  results  from  the  provisions  of  these  two  articles  when 
considered  together,  that  the  most  that  the  Crown  could  claim  under  these  pro- 
visions would  be  a  privilege  upon  the  movable  property  of  those  who  are 
accountable  for  its  moneys  for  all  that  the  latter  may  owe  to  it,  even  if  it  has 
none  of  the  special  privileges  against  them  mentioned  in  article  607  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  ; 

Considering  finally  that  article  6r  i  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has 
not  had  the  effect  of  adding  to  the  privileges  of  the  Crown,  and  that  such 
was  not  its  object,  but  that  its  only  object  is  to  state  the  privilege  which 
already  existed  in  favour  of  the  Crown  and  which  was  decreed  and  limited  by 
article  1994  of  the  Civil  Code  ; 

Considering  that  it  appears  from  the  evidence  that  the  moneys  claimed 
were  borrowed  by  the  bank  at  a  time  when  it  could  not  satisfy  and  nieet  the 
demands  and  requirements  of  its  depositors  and  that  the  said  moneys  have 
been  used  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  creditors  of  the  said  Bank  ; 

Considering  that  if  the  privilege  claimed  by  Her  Majesty  were  admitted, 

'the  result  would  be  that  an  injustice  would   be  done   to  the  creditors  of  the 

Bank,    inasmuch    as  this  substitution  of  the  claim  would  have  the   effect  of 
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giving  a  privilege  which  did  not  exist  to  the  creditors  who  were  paid  over  and 
above  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ; 

Considering  that  the  contestations  of  the  said  Louis  Huet  Massue,  and 
of  the  said  liquidators  of  the  said  Exchange  Bank  of  Canada  and  the  inter- 
ventions of  the  Merchant's  Bank  of  Canada  and  of  Wilmer  C.  Wells  are  well 
founded  ; 

The  Court  doth  maintain  the  contestations  of  the  said  Louis  Huet  Mas- 
sue,  and  of  the  said  liquidators  of  the  said  Exchange  Bank  of  Canada  and  the 
interventions  of  the  Merchant's  Bank  of  Canada  and  Wilmer  C.  Wells. 

And  consequently  hath  declared  and  doth  declare  that  the  said  claim  of 
Her  Majesty  for  seventy  five  thousand  dollars  is  not  privileged,  and  should  be 
paid  pro  rata  with  the  other  claims  and  dismisses  that  portion  of  the  claim  of 
Her  Majesty  which  asks  that  she  be  paid  by  privilege,  the  said  sum  of  seventy 
five  thousand  dollars  ;  the  Court  recommends  the  Government  of  tlie  Province 
of  Quebec  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  contestation  of  the  said  L.  H.  Massue,  of 
the  liquidators  and  the  costs  of  the  intervention  of  the  said  Merchant's  Bank 
of  Canada  ;  distraction  of  which  costs  is  granted  to  Messrs.  MacMaster, 
Hutchison  and  Weir,  attorneys  for  the  said  contestants  and  for  tlie  s.iid  Bank, 
the  intervening  party. 

And  the  Court  has  declared  and  doth  declare  that  the  said  claim  of  the 
Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  for  two  hundred  and  thirty  seven 
thousand  eight  hundreU  and  forty  dollars  and  twenty  four  cents,  i^  not  privi- 
leged and  should  be  paid  pro  rata  with  the  other  claims  and  doth  dismiss  that 
part  of  the  claim  of  the  Dominion  Government  w^hich  asks  that  it  be  paid  its 
claim  by  privilege  ;  and  recommends  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  to  pay  the  costs  on  the  contestation  of  the  said  Louis  Htiet  Massue^ 
and  ofthe  said  liquidators  and  those  of  the  intervention  of  the  Merchants  Bank 
of  Canada  ;  distraction  of  which  costs  is  granted  to  Messrs.  MacMaster,  Hut- 
chison and  Weir,  attorneys  for  the  said  contestants  and  intervening'  party. 

The  Court  maintains  the  intervention  of  Wilmer  C.  Wells,  without  costs, 
as  it  is  was  not  necessary,  owing  to  the  other  contestations  and  interventions 
already  filed.

The  Court  of  Our  Lady  the  Queen,  now  here,  having  heard  the  Appellant 
and  Respondents  by  their  counsel  respectively,  examined   as  well  the   Record 
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and  Proceedings  had  in  the  Court  below  as  the  Reasons  of  Appeal  filed  by  the 
Appellant,  and  the  answers  thereto  ;  and  mature  deliberation  on  the  whole 
being  had  ;

Considering  that  in  absence  of  any  special  privilege,  the  Crown  has  a 
preference  by  law  over  chirographic  creditors,  for  sums  due  to  it  by  the 
Insolvent  ; 

Considering  that  the  Merchant's  Bank  of  Canada,  as  a  holder  of  notes  of 
the  said  Exchange  Bank  of  Canada,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  throe  thousand 
and  fifty  dollars  without  security,  has  a  special  privilege  for  the  repayment  of 
the  said  sum  of  $3,050.  And  considering  that  there  is  no  error  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Superior  Court,  rendered  at  Montreal,  on  the  ist  day  of  December, 
1884,  in  so  far  as  the  said  judgment  maintained  the  intervention  of  the  said 
Merchant's  Bank,  the  Court  here  doth  so  far  affirm  the  said  judgment,  and 
this  Court  doth  further  recommend  that  costs  be  allowed  in  favor  of  the  said 
Merchant's  Bank  as  well  in  the  Court  below  as  in  this  Court  ; 

And  considering  that  the  respondent  Louis  H.  Massue  has  invoked  no 
special  privilege  in  and  by  his  petition  and  is,  in  fact,  a  simple  chirographic 
creditor  of  the  said  Exchange  Bank  ; 

And  considering  therefore  that  there  is  error  in  the  said  judgment  ren- 
dered on  the  first  day  of  December  18S4  as  far  as  regards  the  contestation  of 
Louis  H.  Massue,  doth  so  far  reverse  the  same,  and  proceeding  to  render  the 
judgment  which  the  said  Superior  Court  ought  to  have  rendered  doth  dis- 
miss the  contestation  of  the  said  Louis  H.  Massue  with  costs  as  well  of  the 
Court  below  as  those  incurred  in  this  Court.

Exchange  Bank  of  Canada  e^  aL,  Appelants,  and  the  Queen,  Respondent. 

Privilege  of  the  Crown.     Deposit  in  Bank,  C.  C.  1994,  C.  C.  P.  61 1. 

Held  :  (Reversing  the  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  Montreal, 
M.  L.  R.  I  O.  B.  302),  that  art.  61 1  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  should 
be  modified  so  as  to  give  full  effect  to  art.  1994  of  the  Civil  Code,  and  that 
the  intention  of  the  legislature  in  thess  articles  was  to  enact  to  the  following 
effect  : 
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That  subject  to  the  special  privileges  provided  for  in  the  codes  and 
statutes,  the  Crown  has  such  preference  over  chirographic  creditor&  a^  is 
provided  in  art.  1994  C.  C.  ;  and  that  the  expression  "persons  accountable 
for  its  moneys, "  in  the  latter  article,  is  not  applicable  to  a  bank  receiving 
money  of  the  Crown  on  deposit  or  current  account. 

The  appeal  was  from  the  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench, 
Montreal,  reported  in  M.  L.  R.  i  Q.  B.  302.  See  ante,  p.  12,  for  the  argu- 
ment of  counsel  before  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council. 

Lord  Hobhouse.  Ihe  sole  ultimate  question  in  this  case  is  whether  the 
Crown,  being  an  ordinary  creditor  of  the  bank  which  has  been  put  in  liqui- 
dation, is  entitled  to  priority  of  payment  over  its  other  ordinary  creditors- 
That  again  depends  on  the  question  how  the  two  codes  of  Lower  Canada  are 
to  be  construed.  Their  Lordships  think  it  clear,  not  only  that  the  Crown  is 
bound  by  the  codes,  but  that  the  subject  of  priorities  is  exhaustively  dealt  with 
by  tliem,  so  that  the  Crown  can  claim  no  priority  except  what  is  allowed  by 
them.  If  so,  the  other  points,  which  have  been  elaborately  treated  both  in  the 
colony  and  here,  are  only  of  subsidiary  importance,  though  undoubttdly  they 
have  a  bearing  on  the  construction  of  the  codes. 

Their  Lordships  are  also  clear  that  the  law  relating  to  property  in  the 
province  of  Quebec  or  in  Lower  Canada,  from  1774  to  1867,  when  the  codes 
came  into  fcrce,  must  be  taken  to  be  the  "  Coutume  de  Paris,"  except  in  such 
special  cases  as  may  be  shown  to  fall  undt:r  some  other  law.  Probably  <iuch 
was  the  true  effect  of  the  statute  14  Geo.  Ill,  cap.  83,  but,  at  all  events,  there 
has  been  an  uniform  current  of  decision  to  that  effect  in  the  colony,  dating 
back  forty  years  or  so,  before  the  date  of  the  codes,  which  ought  not  now  to  be 
questioned. 

The  n2xt  question  is  whether  the  French  Law  gave  to  the  King  a  priority 
in  respect  of  all  his  debts,  or  in  respect  only  of  those  due  from  "  comptables, " 
There  does  not  seem  to  have  been  any  difference  of  opinion  on  the  point  in 
the  colony.  The  three  judges  who  decided  for  the  Crown  upon  the  ultimate 
question,  and  the  two  judges  who  decided  the  other  way,  all  thought  that  the 
priority  given  by  the  French  Law  extended  only  to  "  comptables."  And  in 
the  Appellant's  case  filed  on  the  appeal  from  Mr.  Justice  Mathieu  it  is  elabo- 
rately argued  that  the  English  Law  and  not  the  French  prevailed  in  Lower 
Canada,  but  it  is  never  suggested  that  the  priority  now  claimed  could  be 
claimed  under  the  French  Law.  That  suggestion,  however,  has  been  made 
upon  this  appeal  to  Her  Majesty,  and  has  been  strongly  contendiid  for  at 
the  Bar. 

The  matter  rests  wholly  upon  the  French  authorities,  and  it  appears  to  their 
Lordships  that  the  passage  cited  from  Pothier  (See  Rqc.  pp.  8^-83),  is  congln^ivQ 
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of  the  question  unless  it  can  be  contradicted  or  explained  away.  It  is  not 
conceivable  that  the  advisers  of  Louis  XIV,  should,  if  an  unlimited  priority 
existed,  address  themselves  to  the  exact  definition  by  edict  of  a  limited  priority, 
or  that  Pothier  should  comment  on  that  edict,  all  without  any  reference  to  the 
more  sweeping  rule. 

But  so  far  from  being  contradicted  or  explained  away,  the  passage  in 
question  is  supported  and  emphasized  by  later  authorities.  There  is  the  case 
reported  by  Lirey  (Rec.  p.  S^),  showing  one  limit  of  the  King's  priority,  viz: 
that  his  right  against  "  comptables  "  did  not  extend  even  to  purveyors  who 
might  have  been  paid  in  advance.  There  are  the  authorities  cited  in  the  note 
to  that  case,  who  all  draw  the  distinction  between  the  one  kind  of  crown 
debtor  and  the  other.  There  is  the  authority  of  the  Nouveau  Denisart,  expressly 
drawing  the  distinction  between  the  official  debts  of  the  "  comptable  "  and  his 
private  debts  due  to  the  King,  and  the  case  of  the  Sieur  Bouvelais,  which  illus- 
trates that  distinction  (Rec.,  p.  139). 

If  the  priority  contended  for  existed  in  the  French  Law,  there  could  be  no 
difficulty  in  producing  authority  to  that  effect.  English  text-books  and  reports 
abound  with  assertions  of  the  King  s  prerogative  as  we  know  it.  But  absolutely 
no  authority  was  produced  in  the  colony  in  opposition  to  the  decision  of 
Mr.  Justice  Mathieu,  and  now  nothing  is  produced  except  the  work  of  a  coun- 
sellor of  state  writing  in  the  year  1632. 

Taking  the  French  Law  to  be  as  laid  down  by  the  whole  of  the  judges 
below,  the  next  question  is,  what  is  the  proper  construction  of  Art.  1994  of 
the  Civil  Code  ?  And  the  only  difficulty  in  it,  when  considered  alone,  arises 
from  the  use  of  the  expressions  "  ses  comptables  "  and  "  persons  accountable 
for  its  moneys."  Here  again  we  have  complete  accord  among  the  judges  in  the 
colony,  that  the  expressions  indicate  not  all  the  debtors  of  the  Crown,  but  a 
limited  class  of  such  debtors,  known  to  French  Lawyers  under  the  name  of 
('  comptables.**  The  strongest  expression  of  opinion  to  that  effect  is  uttered  by 
the  judges  who  decided  in  favor  of  the  Crown.  That  opinion,  however,  is 
earnestly  combated  in  this  appeal. 

That  the  word  "  comptables  "  is  a  technical  term  of  French  Law,  denot- 
ing officers  who  receive  and  are  accountable  for  the  King's  revenues,  has  been 
abundantly  shown  from  the  law  treatises  cited  at  the  bar.  It  has  not  been 
shown  that  in  legal  documents  the  word  is  ever  used  in  the  general  sense  of 
"debtor"  or  "person  responsible."  It  stands  in  the  Code  as  it  is  likely  a 
term  of  art  would  stand,  as  a  noun-substantive,  which  explains  itself  to  lawyers 
by  itself,  and  does  not  require  the  addition  of  any  explanatory  words,  such  as 
in  the  English  version  are  found  necessary  because  there  is  no  corresponding 
English  substantive.  The  draftsmen  of  the  Code  were  working  on  the  existing 
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basis  of  French  Law.  They  were  in  the  main  mapping  out  a  system  of  French 
Law.  It  would  be  a  marvellous  thing  indeed  if  persons  so  engaged  were  to  use  a 
technical  term  with  a  definite  meaning  well  known  to  French  lawyers,  and  pre- 
cisely adapted  to  the  position  it  occupies  in  the  Code,  and  yet  should  intend 
to  use  it  in  some  other  sense,  which  is  not  its  technical  sense,  for  which  it 
is  not  shown  to  be  ever  used,  and  for  which  other  words  are  used. 

Even  the  general  dictionaries,  five  or  six  of  which  their  Lordships  have 
consulted,  do  not  lend  any  countenance  to  the  respondent's  argument. 

The  Academie  first  speaks  of  the  word  as  a  noun — adjective  thus  : — "  Qui 
est  assujetti  i  rendre  compte  ;  officier  ;  agent  comptable  ;  les  receveurs  sont 
comptables.  "  Je  ne  veux  point  de  place  d'emploi  comptable  !  "  which  Tarver 
translates,  "  I  don't  want  a  place  where  accounts  are  kept.  " 

As  a  substantive  it  is  said  to  be  thus  used  :  "  Les  comptables  sont  sujets 
a  ctre  recherches.      C'est  un  bon  comptable,  "  i.  e.  a  good  accountant. 

Laveaux  says  very  much  the  same  as  the  Academie.  Both  show  that 
the  word  is  used  metaphorically,  as  "  Nous  sommes  comptables  de  nos  talens.  " 

Littre  defines  the  adjective  thus  : — "  Qui  a  des  comptes  a  tenir  et  a 
rendre,  officier,  agent  comptable  ;  "  and  he  gives  the  metaphorical  use.  Of 
the  substantive  he  says,  "  Celui  qui  est  tenu  de  rendre  compte  de  deniers  et 
de  son  emploi.  " 

Bouillet,  in  his  "  Dictionary  of  Commerce,  "  says  of  the  word  as  a  sub- 
stantive. *'  Le  mot  s'appliquc  a  toute  personne  qui  est  assujettie  a  rendre  compte 
des  affaires  qu'ellc  a  gerees.  " 

Contanseau  and  Spiers  render  it  in  English  :  **  An  accountant,  a  res- 
ponsible agent.  " 

Their  Lordships  have  not  found  any  trace  of  its  being  used  in  the  general 
sense  of  a  debtor  or  person  under  liability  except  in  metaphor. 

Tarver  and  Spiers  render  "  debtor  "  simply  by  the  word  ''  debiteur.  " 

Coming  down  to  its  special  use  in  the  instrument  now  being  construed, 
their  Lordships  have  found  many  passages  in  the  Civil  Code  where  the  words 
**  comptable  "  and  "  compte  "  are  used  strictly  of  those  who  are  bound  to 
account  for  particular  transactions  ; 

As  of  a  tutor,  Art.  308  et.  seq. 


As  of  an  Mritier  bAi^ficiaire,  Art.  6y7, 
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As  of  an  executor,  Art.  913  et.  seq. 

As  of  a  husband  for  his  wife's  goods,  Art.  1425. 

As  of  an  agent,  Art.  17 13. 

As  of  partners.  Art.  1898. 

They  have  not  been  referred  to,  and  they  have  not  found  any  passage  in 
the  Civil  Code  where  these  words  are  used  tD  denote  generally  a  debtor  or 
person  under  liability. 

For  creditors  and  debtors  the  words  used  are  "  creanciers  "  and  "dcbi- 
teurs,"  See  Tit.  1 1 1,  throughout,  and  particularly  cap.  7. 

To  express  general  h'ability  the  Code  uses  such  verbs  as  "  Tenir ", 
"  Repondrc  ",  "  Charger  ",  and  their  inflexions  or  derivatives. 

If  there  be  any  difference  between  the  French  and  English  versions,  their 
Lordships  think  that  in  a  matter  which  is  evidently  one  of  French  Law,  the 
French  version,  using  a  French  technical  term,  should  be  the  leading  one.  There 
might  be  cases  in  which  such  a  question  would  arise.  But  it  does  not  arise 
here.  The  expression  "  persons  accountable  for  its  moneys  '*  is  not  calculated 
to'^convey  to  the  mind  of  an  English  lawyer  the  notion  of  an  ordinary  debtor  or 
of  a  banker.  As  between  a  banker  and  his  customers,  he,  by  English  Law,  is 
an  ordinary  debtor,  and  the  amount  which  he  owes  them  is  not  "their" 
money,  nor  is  he  "  accountable"  for  it  in  any  but  a  popular  sense.  Arts.  1778 
and  1779  of  the  Civil  Code  seem  to  be  founded  on  the  same  view.  Mr. 
Justice  Ramsay  says  that  to  call  a  debtor  accountable  to  his  creditor  would  be 
a  perversion  of  language.  Their  Lordships,  without  going  so  far,  cannot  see 
why,  if  the  draftsmen  of  the  English  version  intended  to  speak  of  debtor,  they 
should  not  have  used  the  common  term  for  the  purpose.  Or  rather  they 
would  have  used  no  term  at  all,  but  would  simply  have  mentioned  the  claims 
of  the  Crown,  as  they  have  mentioned  the  claims  of  the  vendor  and  the  lessor. 
In  fact,  the  terms  used  are  strong  evidence  that  in  this  passage  the  English 
version  is  really  a  translation  from  the  French,  and  that  in  translating  a  French 
technical  term  for  which  there  is  no  English  equivalent,  the  draftsmen  have 
used  the  best  periphrasis  they  could  think  of.  Their  words  are  quite  applicable 
to  a  "  comptable  ",  i.  e.,  an  officer  collecting  revenue,  bound  to  earmark  the 
funds,  to  account  for  them,  and  not  to  use  them  as  his  own.  Such  is  the 
position  of  an  officer  under  Act  31,  Vict  cap.  3,  sec.  18,  as  set  out  in  the 
Record,  p.  63.  They  may  possibly  include  some  other  cases,  but  they  are  not 
applicable  to  a  bank  r^geiving  money  on  deposit  or  current  account 
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Construing  the  words  according  to  the  technical  sense  of  "  comptables," 
we  come  to  the  last  question  ;  which  is  the  construction  of  Art  6 1 1  of  the 
Procedure  Code. 

In  this  article,  the  word  "  defendant"  is  used  with  strict  accuracy  in  refe- 
rence to  the  subject-matter  of  the  title  under  which  it  is  found,  but  must 
receive  a  reasonable  latitude  of  construction  in  applying  the  article  to  cases 
where  there  is  no  defendant.  And  it  would  seem  that  the  wjrds 
"  in  the  absence  of  "  would  require  to  be  read  in  the  meaning  of  *'  subject  to  ;  " 
for  it  can  hardly  have  been  meant  that  the  rule  was  not  to  app!}'  in  any  case 
where  there  were  some  special  privileges  to  be  answered.  When  construed  in 
all  other  respects  literally,  the  article  certainly  gives  to  the  Crown  the  priority 
clainned  for  it  in  this  suit.  But  then  it  comes  into  conflict  with  art.  1994  of 
the  Civil  Code. 

In  the  first  place,  by  giving  to  the  Crown  a  priority  for  all  it-^  claims, 
it  swamps  the  limited  priority  given  by  the  lothhead  of  art.  1994,  and 
renders  that  head  unmeaning.  But  byonJ  this  there  is  actual  inconsistency 
bstween  the  two  articles.  According  to  the  literal  construction  of  61  f,  the 
Crown  had  priority  over  funeral  expenses  and  other  classes  of  debts  which  by 
1994  have  priority  over  the  Crown. 

It  would  seem  that  the  majority  of  the  Queen*s  Bench  paid  no  attention 
to  this  conflict  They  say  they  are  asked  to  "  set  aside  "  611,  on  the  groiuul 
that  it  got  into  the  code  in  some  wrongful  way.  They  were  asked  to  do  so, 
and  were  quite  right  in  their  refusal.  But  they  were  also  asked  to  construe  the 
codes  as  they  stand,  and  as  Mr.  Justice  Mathieu  had  done,  ^llif^y  do  not 
notice  the  conflict  of  61 1  with  1994  or  the  necessity  of  modifying  the  con- 
struction of  one  or  the  other.  But  the  duty  of  the  judge  is.  if  possible,  to 
reconcile  the  two,  and  for  that  purpose  to  look  at  all   relevant  circumstances. 

The  appellants  at  the  bar  pressed  somewhat  too  absolutely  thcars^timent 
that  a  Procedure  Code  is  not  intended  to  enact  substantive  law,  and  that  this 
part  of  the  Procedure  Code  is  only  intended  to  give  directions  to  the  Courts 
how  to  carry  the  rules  of  the  Civil  Code  into  effect.  Some  of  the  articles  of 
the  Procedure  Code  (e.  g.  Art.  610,)  do  create  or  establish  rights  not  touched 
by  the  Civil  Code.  The  two  Codes  should  be  construed  together  in  this  part 
just  as  if  the  Articles  of  the  Procedure  Code  followed  the  corresponding 
Articles  of  the  Civil  Code. 

So  reading  them,  we  find  that  the  main  purpose  of  this  part  of  the 
Procedure  Code  is  to  carry  into  detail  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  Civil 
Code,  which  are  repeated  in  the  form  of  directions  how  money  is  to  be  distri- 
buted.   And  where  fresh  classes  of  priorities  are  established,  they  are  subordi- 
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nate  classes  not  interfering  with  the  larger  classification  of  the  Civil  Code.  Of 
course  it  could  be  no  .  part  of  the  Procedure  Code  to  contravene  the  principles 
of  the  Civil  Code,  and  it  is  clear  from  Art.  605  that  the  two  were  believed  to 
be  working  in  harmony.  And  when  the  Procedure  Code  is  found  to  overlap 
the  Civil  Code,  and  so  it  becomes  necessary  to  modify  the  one  or  the  other, 
the  fact  that  the  function  of  the  Procedure  Code  is  in  this  part  of  it  a  subor- 
dinate one,  favours  the  conclusion  that  it  is  the  one  to  be  modified. 

That  there  should  have  been  any  deliberate  intention  of  giving  a  large 
extension  of  privilege  to  the  Crown  by  the  indirect  method  of  inserting  a  pro- 
vision in  a  group  of  clauses  relating  to  a  judicial  distribution  of  property  taken 
in  execution,  is  a  thing  highly  improbable  in  itself.  And  the  improbability  is 
much  heightened  by  the  fact  that  at  the  same  instant  the  Legislature  was 
engaged  in  cutting  down  throughout  Upper  Canada,  the  very  same  privilege 
which  it  is  held  to  have  been  setting  up  throughout  Lower  Canada. 

The  foregoing  are  their  Lordships'  reasons  for  concluding  that  full  effect 
should  be  given  to  Art.  1994,  and  that  Art.  61 1  should  consequently  be  modi- 
fied so  as  to  be  read  in  harmony  with  the  other.  There  is  difficulty  about  it.  as 
there  always  is  in  these  cases  of  inconsistency.  Following  the  rule  laid  down 
for  their  guidance  in  such  cases  by  section  12,  of  the  Civil  Code,  their  Lord- 
ships hold  that 'the  meaning  of  the  Legislature  must  have  been  to  speak  to 
the  following  effect  :  "  Subject  to  the  special  privileges  provided  for  in  the 
Codes,  the  Crown  has  such  preference  over  chirographic  creditors  as  is  pro- 
vided in  Art.  1994.  *'  Or  adhering  as  closely  as  possible  to  its  rather  inaccu- 
rate language.  "  In  the  absence  of  any  special  privilege,  the  Crown  has  a 
preference  over  unprivileged  chirographic  creditors  for  sums  due  to  it  by  the 
defendant  being  a  person  accountable  for  its  moneys." 

It  may  be  objected  that,  thus  read,  the  article  is  only  a  repetition  of  what  is 
contained  in  the  Civil  Code.  That  is  so,  but  it  will  be  found  that  some  of  this 
group  of  articles  (Art.  607,  may  be  taken  as  an  example,)  in  fixing  the  rank 
of  recipients  of  a  fund  actually  under  distribution,  do  contain  repetitions  of 
the  corresponding  articles  of  the  Civil  Code  which  give  the  same  rank  in  the 
wider  and  more  abstract  form  of  privileged  claims  of  "  creances."  The  objection, 
therefore,  is  not  a  serious  one,  as  the  repetition  results  from  the  principle  on 
which  these  portions  of  the  two  Codes  are  framed. 

This  reading  is  nearly  the  same  as  the  readings  proposed  by  Mr.  Justice 
Mathien  and  Chief  Justice  Dorion.  It  is  a  large  modification  of  the  words,  but 
not  larger  than  is  required  to  bring  the  two  sections  into  harmony.  There  is 
ample  authority  for  it  in  Carter  v.  Molson,  and  other  cases  cited  at  the  bar. 
and  in  that  of  The  Windsor  and  Annapolis  Railway  Cy.,  7   App.  Ca.,  p.    17S. 
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The  result  i.s,  that  in  the  opinion  of  their  Lordships,  the  Court  of  Queen's 
Bench  ought  to  have  dismissed  with  costs  the  appeal  from  the  Superior  Court 
They  will  now  humbly  advise  Her  Majesty  to  make  such  a  di:crce.  The 
respondents,  by  whom  the  Crown  is  represented,  will  pay  the  costs  of  the  con- 
solidated appeals. 

Judgment  reversed. — Horace  Davey,  Q.  C,  D.  Macma-ster,  Q.  C,  and 
N.  W.  Trenholme,  counsel  for  Appellants.

My  Lord, 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  8th  instant,  I  would  call  your  Grace's 
attention  to  the  fact  that  when  the  old  CoUige  de  QuSbec  or  Jesuit's  College 
was  transferred  to  the  government  of  this  Province  by  the  Federal  Grovem- 
ment,  the  leader  of  the  Provincial  Grovernment  stated  in  the  House  that  aU 
the  property  of  the  Jesuit  order  of  which  the  government  was  in  jKMses- 
sion  and  the  revenues  thereof  constituted,  by  law,  the  superior  education 
fund  in  Canada,  and  that  the  government  was  not  bound  to  indemnify  any 
corporation  whatsoever,  and  I  would  further  call  your  Grace's  attention  to 
the  fact  that  this  statement  was  tacitly  assented  to  by  the  Legislature. 

The  government  must,  therefore,  before  entering  into  negotiations  with 
reference  to  the  property  claimed,  consider  seriously  whether  it  is  possible 
and  advisable  to  retract  so  formal  and  so  precise  a  declaration  and  I 
regret  to  have  to  inform  you  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  in  the  midst  of  the 
pressing,  although  not  laore  important,  business  of  the  present  moment  to 
give  immediate  consideration  to  your  request. 

If  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  decides  to  reopen 
and  reconsider  this  question  of  the  Jesuit's  Estates  I  will  not  fail  to  notify 
Your  Grace  and  the  Reverend  Jesuit  Fathers,  so  that,  with  your  assistance 
and  theirs,  he  may  if  expedient,  be  able  to  submit  to  the  Legislature  a 
measure  which  will  settle  this  question  in  a  satisfactory  and  definite  man 
ner.

Sir, 

On  the  second  of  January,  of  this  year  I  had  the  honour  of  informing 
you  that  in  virtue  of  an  Indultofthe  13th  October  1884,  I  am  personally 
authorized  by  the  Holy  See  to  treat  with  the  Government  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec  and,  for  a  reasonable  compensation,  to  settle  the  question  of  tho 
ownership  of  the  property  formerly  owned  in  this  Province  by  the  Jesuit s^ 
when  their  order  was  suppressed  in  1773. 

On  the  8th  April,  not  having  received  any  answer,  I  sent  you  a  letter 
to  which  you  answered  on  the  25th  instant. 

You  will  I  am  sure  allow  me  to  make  some  remarks  on  this  reply 
some  passages  of  which  as  follows  : 

1®  "  When  the  Col^ge  de  Qu&)ec  or  Jesuits'  College  was  transferred  to 
"  the  Gtovernment  of  this  Province  by  the  Federal  Government,  the  leader 
**  of  the  Provincial  Government  stated  in  the  House  that  all  the  property 
"  of  the  Jesuit  order  of  which  the  government  was  in  possession  and  the 
"  revenues  thereof  constituted,  by  law  the  Superior  Education  Fund  of  in 
"  Canada-  " 

Under  the  C.  S.  L.  C.  chap.  XV  sections  1  to  5,  this  superior  education 
fund  is  composed  of  two  parts  :  1^  the  revenues  and  interest  from  the  said 
property ;  2^  of  a  sum  to  be  taken  from  the  consolidated  revenut^  fund  of 
the  country. 

The  first  part  is  entirely  and  essentially  Catholic  by  its  origin,  the 
second  is  mixed,  like  all  the  revenues  of  the  Province* 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  for 
the  year  ending  SOth  June  1884,  page  lY,  the  Jesuits  estates  yielded 
129,190.82  and  the  cost  of  collecting  amounted  to  $2,0T1.81^  leaving  a  net 
surplus  of  127,119.01. 

The  census  o^  1881,  vol.  1  p.  59,  gives  the  total  population  of  the  pro- 
Tince  at  1,359,027  and  at  page  202  it  appears  that  there  are  1,170,718  Catholics 
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and  188,309  Protestanls,  the  latter  forming  a  little  less  than  one  seventh  of 
the  population.  And  yet  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Education  for 
1883-1884  page  392  shows  that  the  grant  for  the  superior  education  fund, 
iucludin^  the  receipts  from  the  Jesuits'  estates,  was  $113,362  of  which 
$m,101  was  given  to  Catholic  institutions;  and  $32,261  to  Protestant  Ins- 
titutions, that  is  to  say  that  the  latter  received  nearly  one  third  of  the  total 
amount.  This  disproportion,  which  is  already  very  great  in  itself,  becomes 
still  more  so  if  from  the  amount  of  the  grant  $113,062  we  take  the  $27,110.01 
which  comes  from  an  exclusively  Catholic  source. 

I  do  not  Sift  all  doiibt  the  accuracy  of  the  statement  made  by  the  Pre- 
mit^r  of  thejocal  government,  viz:  that  the  revenues  from  these  estates 
ibrm  part  of  the  superior  education  fund  ;  but  I  ask  whether  the  state  of 
atfairs  caused  by  the  law,  does  justice  to  the  Catholics?  I  ask  whether  a  pro- 
vincial Government,  the  majority  of  which  are  Catholics  can,  in  equity, 
allow  .such  a  state  of  affairs  to  continue  ?  Finally  I  ask  whether  the  tacit  as- 
sent oi  the  Legislature  is  sufficient  to  justify  what  is  not  just? 

2^  ""  The  leader  of  the  provincial  Covernment  also  stated  to  the  House 

*'  ,, that  the  Government  was  not  bound  to  indemnify  any  corpora- 

*'  tion  whatsoever,  and  I  call  the  attention  of  Your  Grace  to  the  fact  that 
'*  this  statement  was  tacitly  assented  to  by  the  Legislature." 

Taken  in  its  absolute  .^ense,  this  part  of  the  declaration  cannot  be 
admitted  by  a  Cat^^lic  for  it  would  justify  all  spoliations  present,  past  and 

future. 

Therefore,  it  can  only  reasonably  or  equitably  mean  that  the  Federal 
Goreinment  in  handing  over  this  property  to  our  Legislature, rfw/ »a/  impose 
upon  if  the  obligat.wn  qfindemnijymg  any  corporation  lahalsoevef.  This  is  a  ques- 
tion ol"  fact  upon  i;vhich  I  cannot  pronounce.  But  we  still  have  the  ever- 
recurring  question  of  the  ownership.  Can  one  who  holds  another's  property 
hand  it  over  to  other  parties  ana  thereby  relieve  himselt  or  the  new  posses- 
sor from  the  obligation  of  restitution.  A  well  known  axiom  says  resclamai 
liomino  The  person  in  possession  is  always  the  first  who  is  bound  to  make 
restilution.  ,  . 

Prtfvidence  seems  to  haive  rendered  such  restitution  possible  and  easy 
lo  be  niade  at  any  time,  since  it  has  inspired  all  the  various  Governments 
which  have  had  this  property  in  their  possession  with  the  idea  of  keeping 
the  accounts  concerning  it  separate  from  the  others. 

iJ,  '"  The  Government  must,  therefore,  before  entering  into  negotiations 
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"  with  reference  to  the  property  claimed,  consider  seriously  whether  it  is 
"  possible  and  adyisable  to  retract  so  formal  and  so  precise  a  declara- 
"  tion  and  I  regret  to  haye  to  inform  you  that  it  is  impossible  ibr  me  in  the 
*'  midst  of  the  more  pressing,  although  not  more  important,  oernpations  of 
*'  the  presei^t  moment,  to  give  immediate  consideration  to  your  request/' 

As  I  have  just  had  the  honor  of  saying,  the  question  is  not  to  see  whether 
this  declaration,  so  formal  and  so  precise,  is  in  accordance  with  tlie  truth  or 
not.  The  Premier  has  mentioned  a  fact  upon  which  I  have  no  intention  of 
casting  a  doubt.  All  we  have  to  do  at  present  is  to  consider  and  instke  repa- 
ration for  the  unjust  consequences  of  this  fact  and  to  restore  to  the  Catholic 
Church  a  property  which  belongs  to  it. 

For  my  part,  I  regret  to  have  to  complain  that,  after  a  delay  of  three 
months  and  a  half,  and  notwithstanding  the  precaution  I  had  taken  in 
making  my  request  long  before  the  session  and  notwithstanding^  the  inter- 
A'iews  I  have  also  had  with  you  on  the  subject,  I  am  now  told  that  my 
request,  although  of  the  greatest  importance,  cannot  be  given  immediata 
consideration. 

4.  Finally  you  say  "  If  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  G-overnur  in  council 
*'  decides  to  reopen  and  reconsider  this  question  of  the  Jesuit's  estates,  I  wilf 
"  not  fail  to  notify  Your  Q-race  and  the  Eeverend  Jesuit  Fathers,  so  that,  with 
"  your  assistance  and  theirs,  he  may,  if  expedient,  be  able  to  submit  to  the 
"  Legislature  a  measure  which  will  settle  this  question  in  asatij^iki'tory  and 
■'  definite  manner." 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  that  I  alone  am  authorized  by  the 
Holy  See  to  deal  with  and  settle  this  matter,  for  a  reasonable  compensation, 
and  that  the  Reverend  Jesuit  Fathers  have  nothing  to  do  with  it, 

I  will  cheerfully  lend  my  aid  to  any  measure  which  may  settle  this 
question  in  a  satisfactory  and  definite  manner. 

On  the  other  hand  I  am  sure  that  the  Catholic  government  of  a  Catholic 
province  will  make  it  a  duty  to  settle  it  as  soon  as  possible.

Copies  of  all  memorials,  correspondence  and  telegrams  relating  to  the 
accusations  brought  before  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  Crown  Side,  at 
Montreal,  against  Messrs.  CorneHier  and  LeBIanc,  as  well  as  a  copy  of 
the  indictments  and  of  the  preliminary  investigation  made  before  the 
Police  Maoristrate.

To  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Qurbec, 
Your  Honor, 

At  the  time  of  the  assizes  held  at  Montreal  in  September,  last,  by 
Honorable  Judge  Baby,  a  grand  juiy,  having  as  foreman  Mr.  Benoit 
Bastien,  was  charged  with  inquiring  into  the  divers  crimes  and  misdemeaurs 
committed  within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction.  While  this  jury  was  ful- 
filling the  duties  imposed  upon  it  by  law,  Mr.  Bastien,  being  informed  of 
certain  attempts  made  upon  two  of  its  members  to  unduly  influence  them 
in  favor  of  Messrs.  Bun  tin,  Bulmer  and  Tasse  then  under  accusation, 
revealed  the  fact  to  the  Court  and  also  to  the  Honorable  Mr.  Taillon,  then  as 
now  Attorney  General  of  this  province. 

The  Honorable  Judge  Baby  simply  remarked  that  the  matter  was  a 
very  serious  one,  and  Mr.  Taillon  remained  silent. 

Dissatisfied  at  the  manner  in  which  such  an  offence  had  been  treated 
.  and  seeing  that  those  ui^on  whom  specially  devolved  the  duty  of  punishing 
the  guilty  parties  or  of  indicting  them,  Iiad  no  inclination  to  do  so, 
Mr.  Bastien  resolved  to  call  lor  the  intervention  of  justice  himself, 
which  he  did,  after  having  retained  as  his  own  cost  th'3  services  of  two 
lawyers.  On  the  fifth  of  December,  before  the  Honorable  Judge  of  the 
Sessions,  Mr.  Dugas,  he  made  a  sworn  deposition  of  the  facts  which  had 
been  revealed  to  him.  Mr.  Dugas,  justly  concerned  at  such  contempt,  sum- 
moned at  once  before  him  by  subpcena,  the  two  members  of  the  grand  jury 
whose  subornation  had  been  thus  attempted,  and  after  having  taken  their 
evidence,  summoned  Messrs.  Cornellier  and  Leblanc  to  appear,  in  order  to 
answer  for  their  conduct. 

The  preliminary  investigation  took  place  and  the  Honorable  Justice 
Dugas,  by  the  judgment  of  which  a  copy  is  annexed  to  the  present  memo- 
rial, remanded  the  accused  to  appear  before  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench. 
Fancying  they  had  every  thing  to  gain  by  a  summary  trial  and  feigning  to 
believe  that  a  simulated  imprisor*ment  would  suffice  to  secure  it  for  them, 
the  accused  refused  to  furnish  the  recognizance  required  by  law.  A  warrant 
of  commitment  was  in  consequence  drawn  up  and  Messrs.  Cornellier  and 
Leblanc,  escorted  by  the  two  Crown  Prosecutors  were  lei  into  the  office  of 
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the  high  constable,  which  thanks  to  the  note  worthy  courtesy  of  deputy  sheriff 
Dubreuil,  they  were  not  long  in  leaving.  This  officer,  seized  with  a  zeal  as 
sudden  as  it  was  unexpected  on  his  part,  hastened  to  inform  the  court  that 
Messrs.  Cornellier  and  Leblanc  were  two  prisoners  desirous  of  obtaining  a 
summary  trial. 

It  is  however  proper  to  mention  that  the  place  of  their  detention  was 
not  spoken,  of  in  the  notice.  The  improvised  prisoners  appeared  before 
Honorable  Justice  Desnoyers,  fixed  upon  a  day  for  their  trial  and,  little 
anxious  to  ascertain  under  the  eye  of  the  gaoler,  the  difference  between  the 
office  of  the  high  constable,  a  mockery  of  a  prison,  and  the  common  gaol  of 
the  district  of  Montreal,  gave  parsonal  bail  for  their  appearence  on  the  day 
appointed,  which  was  accepted. 

This  is  the  proper  place  to  say  that  <he  uspfuUiess  of  our  servicefi  was  to 
cease  from  the  day  whnn  this  case,  as  to  the  importanci*  of  which  every  one 
is  agreed,  came  before  the  court  presided  over  by  Mr.  Desnoyers. 

In  effect,  Mr.  Sicotte,  joint  clerk  of  the  Crown,  showed  himself  so  jealous 
of  the  privilege  of  conducting  this  case  without  our  intervention,  that  he 
even  refused  Mr.  Kerr,  Q.  C,  our  counsel,  the  honor  of  sharing  it  with  him 
He  no  doubt  feared  that  so  good  a  case  would  be  spoilt  by  so  poor  a  lawyer, 
and  that  justice  w^ould  be  deprived  of  its  imprescriptible  rights.  Would  to 
Grod  that  for  the  good  of  the  district  in  which  they  aro  exerted,  so  noble  a  zeal 
and  so  tenderly  passionate  a  devotion  for  the  proper  administration  of  justice 
and  the  reverence  of  the  law,  may  remain  forever  warm  in  the  heart  of  this 
rare  and  worthy  officer!  Finding  nevertheless,  this  new  manner  of  impri- 
sonment by  far  too  extraordinary  to  be  legal,  we  addressed  ourselves  to  the 
judge  as  amici  ciiriw,  and  we  demonstrated  so  clearly  the  irregularity  and 
illegality  of  the  procedure  adopted  to  empower  him  to  take  coicnizance  of 
this  case,  that  the  counsel  of  the  accused  advised  them  to  choose  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  because,  said  th)y,their  clients  would 
be  exposed  to  undergo  two  trials  instead  of  one. 

The  refusal  of  Mr.  Sicotte  to  allow  us  to  conduct  the  case  before  the 
judge  of  sessions  was  without  precedent ;  but  emanating  from  so  high  an 
authority,  it  was  destined  within  a  very  short  time  to  serve  as  a  guide  to 
those  wuth  whom  lests  the  power  to  grant  or  to  refuse  the  right  of  speech 
in  the  name  of  the  Crown.  Vanquished  in  this  unequal  struggle,  but  not 
subdued  by  an  adversary  who,  thanks  to  an  enlightenment  long  held  in 
reserve  for  some  great  occasion,  discovered  in  the  law  which  imposed  upon 
him  the  duty  to  summon  witnesses,  the  right  to  exclude  from  a   case  the 
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lawyers  charged  witlj  pleading  it  (sect.  4,  chap.  35,  32-3S  Vict.,  Can 
1869),  we  did  not  lose  heart,  and  profiting  by  the  example  which  Mr 
Sicotte  had  set,  we  determined  to  do  everything  within  our  power  not  to 
lose  the  advantage  of  obtaining  ourselves  the  conviction  of  the  guilty  parties 

This  was  the  object  of  the  correspondence  opened  with  Mr.  Taillon  and 
hereto  annexed,  as  well  as  of  the  various  interviews  between  Messrs.  Cham- 
pagne and  Bastien  and  Taillon  ;  Messrs.  Bastien  and  Pagtiuelo,  and  Messrs. 
Davidson,  Pagnuelo  and  ourselves. 

These  interviews  are  summed  up  in  ths  few  lines  which  follow  and  in 
Mr.  Bastien's  declaration  produced  with  these  presents. 

When  we  saw  Mr.  Davidson  upon  this  subject  he  acknowledged  that 
it  was  just  that  the  prosecution  showed  be  represented  and  told  us  that  one 
of  I'S  two  would  conduct  the  case  beiore  the  petit  jury  ;  in  answer  to  our 
request  he  stated  that  there  would  b^  no  objection  to  Mr.  Kerr's  conducting 
it  with  whichever  one  of  us  might  be  chosen. 

And  the  better  to  convince  us  of  his  sincerity  he  promised  Mr.  Cham- 
pagne that  he^  would  write  tM  liitu,  to  authorize  him  officially  to  take 
cognizance  of  the  indictment  which  he  was  to  draw  up  and  would 
receive  his  advice  if  necessary  a^  to  the  manner  in  which  it  was  to  he 
worded.  If  the  letter  promised  by  Mr,  D.ividson  was  written  and  ever  left 
his  office,  it  has  no  doubt  gone,  together  witli  that  of  Mr,  Taillon,  to  the 
bourn  from  which  no  traveller  returns,  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Champagne 
never  received  it.  It  was  therefore  impossible  for  us,  owing  to  the  absence 
of  any  authorization,  to  take  cognizaui^e  of  the  indictment  a  few  days 
previous  to  its  being  laid  before  the  grand  jury,  as  we  were  to  have  done 
according  to  Mr.  Davidson's  promise  and  to  the  understanding  mentioned 
by  the  Attorney -General  himself  in  his  famous  letter  of  the  24th  February, 
which  never  reached  its  destination,  and  of  which  a  copy  was  sent  ir.s  only 
on  the  20th  March  last. 

Later  on,  Mr.  Pagnuelo,  the  partner  of  the  same  Mr.  Taillon  who, 
according  to  Mr.  Bastien's  declaration,  was  go  desirous  of  seing  the  matter 
settled,  was  charged  by  Mr.  Taillon  himself  with  tha  prost^cution  against 
the  accused.  This  unexpected  choice  had  the  eJlect  of  greatlv  modi  tying 
Mr.  Davidson's  promise,  and  Mr.  Pagnuelo  otfered  Mr,  Globensky  no 
more  than  the  privilege  of  sitlttr^  nmr  him.  This  olFer  which  few  men,  in 
this  age  when  the  thirst  for  glory  and  the  fever  of  ambition  arc  so  consum* 
ing,  could  have  resisted,  instead  of  seducing  him  to  whom  it  was  made, 
only  awoke  in  his  mind  the  old  classical  reminiscence  ol  the  timm  Danaos* 
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Kejecting  thenceforward  all  the  prestige  with  which  the  honor  of  beings 
seated  near  Mr.  Pagnuelo  could  surround  his  name,  Mr.  Globensky,  who 
had  been  almost  ready  to  yield,  now  considered  nothing  but  his  duty  towards 
himself,  towards  his  client  and  towards  society.  Seeing  therefore  that  all  the 
promises  made  so  far  to  our  client  were  illusory,  and  convinced  that  the 
presence  of  a  representative  of  Mr.  Bastien  at  the  trial  was  so  earnestly 
desired  only  that  the  public  might  thereby  more  readily  accept  the  sorry- 
comedy  which  was  intended  to  be  played,  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Pagnuelo,  with  Mr. 
Bastien's  consent  and  with  the  approval  of  his  colleague,  Mr.  Champagne, 
a  letter  in  which  he  notified  him  of  his  intention  of  refusing  the  part  Mr. 
Pagnuelo  wished  him  to  take  in  the  case.  And  the  case  wi\s  pleaded  with, 
the  result  known  to  every  one. 

When  you  shall  have,  in  addition  to  this  memorial,  read  the  depositions, 
the  correspondence  and  the  declarations  thereto  annexed,  Your  Honor  will 
see  that  the  following  facts  are  apparent  in  this  sorry  case  : 

1.  Revelation  of  acts  of  the  gravest  nature  ; 

2.  Negligence  of  the  Court  to  punish  them  on  the  spot ; 

3.  Negligence,  refusal  or  interest  on  the  part  of  Attorney  Greneral 
Taillon,  to  have  the  parties  indicated  by  M.  Bastien  indicted. 

4.  Acknowledgment  of  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  Attorney  General 
of  one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  his  office :  the  manner  of  con- 
ducting criminal  cases,  (see  M.  Bastien's  declaration). 

5.  The  refusal  to  allow  a  private  prosecutor  to  be  represented  by  counsel 
of  his  choice,  in  a  case  of  this  nature  ; 

6.  An  understanding  acknowledged  to  exist  by  the  Attorney  General 
between  himself  and  Mr.  Ouimet,  the  partner  of  one  of  the  accused,  as  to- 
the  manner  of  conducting  the  case  in  question  ; 

7.  The  acknowledgment  on  the  part  of  the  Attorney  general,  Mr. 
Davidson  and  Mr.  Pagnuelo  of  the  right  of  the  private  prosecutor  to  have 
himself  represented  by  counsel  of  his  choice,  and  the  refusal  to  act  con- 
sistently with  this  acknowledgment ; 

8.  A  simulated  imprisonment  carried  out  with  the  view  of  favoring  the 
accused  ; 

9.  The  unbecoming  courtesy,  to  say  no  more,  of  an  officer  of  justice 
who,  by  means  of  an  irregular  and  illegal  notice,  brings  before  a  judge 
accused  persons  who  have  no  right  so  to  appear  ; 
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10.  And  to  crown  all,  the  acquittal  of  the  accused  based  upon  the 
insufficiency  of  the  allegations  contained  in  the  indictment. 

Thus  Your  Honor,  are  treated,  those  who,  in  the  public  interest,  denounce 
crimes  which  sap  the  very  foundations  of  society. 

Thus  is  justice  administered  in  the  province  whereof  the  good  jrovem-* 
ment  is  placed  in  your  hands  and  over  which  you  have  to  watch. 

Thus  are  the  laws  violated,  to  the  scandal  of  a  whole  people,  while 
those  whose  office  it  is  to  have  them  respected,  remain  unmoved. 

Thus  it  is  that  the  noble  prerogatives  of  the  Crown  are  made  subser^ 
vient  to  the  protection  of  men  who  outrage  its  rights  and  pollute  its  Majt'^ty, 

Thus  it  is  that  the  Courts  have  become  veritable  play-houses  wen*  the 
first  political  mountebank,  if  a  friend  of  certain  office-holders,  may,  to  the 
disgust  of  honost  people  and  the  bad  example  of  such  as  are  disposed  to  evil, 
play  the  hyj>ocritical  part  of  defender  of  that  society  whi^  h,  ;t  few 
moments  after,  he  will  go  and  outrage  ; 

Thus  it  is,  in  fine,  that  others  enter  the  sacred  temple  of  the  law,  con- 
cealing,  under  the  iictitious  desire  of  condemning  the  guilty,  th**  criminal 
purpose  of  allowing  them  to  escape  the  punishment  justly  due  to  theii 
crimes. 

In  spite  of  the  abuses  committed  in  its  name,  we  still  believe  in  Jua^ 
tice,  and  we  have  thought  that  it  would  be  sufficient  for  us  to  nuki*  known 
to  you  those  of  which  we  have  been  witnesses,  to  have  a  prompt  and  effica- 
cious remedy  applied  to  them.

I,  the  undersigned,  declare  : 

That  in  the  course  of  the  month  of  February,  1885,  I  met  Mr.  L.  O* 
Taillon,  Attorney  General  of  this  Province,  respecting  thn  Cornellier* 
Leblanc  affiiir  for  subornation  of  jurors,  and  that  Mr.  Taillon  having 
appointed  to  meet  me  in  the  Government  Offices,  at  Montreal,  I  went  thero 
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with  Mr.  Chs.  L.  Champagne,  advocate.    The  following  is  a  summary  of 
what  took  place. 

Mr.  Taillon  sent  for  Mr.  Alderic  Ouimet,  one  of  the  Crown  prosecutors 
who  arrived  a  few  moments  later,  accompanied  by  Mr,  Cornellier,  his  partner, 
one  of  the  accused,  Mr.  Taillon  having  told  me  previously  that  he  intended 
to  consult  Mr.  Ouimet  on  the  matter  in  question. 

Mr.  Ouimet  held  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Taillon  during  which  Mn 
Cornellier  waited  in  another  part  of  the  G-overnment  Offices. 

When  Messrs.  Ouimet  and  Cornellier  had  left,  I  asked  Mr.  Taillon 
leave  to  have  the  subornation  case  in  question  conducted  by  lawyers  of  my 
choice,  that  is,  by  those  who  had  conducted  it  so  far,  Messrs.  Champagne  and 
Globensky. 

I  also  told  him  that  the  lawyers  whom  I  should  be  allowed  to  employ 
would  be  paid  by  me,  with  my  own  money,  and  that  the  Province  would 
have  to  disburse  nothing  for  conducting  the  case. 

I  added  that  the  Public  demanded  that  his  case  should  be  conducted 
with  all  possible  care  and  diligence  ;  that  as  prosecutor  I  had  interests  at 
stake  and  that  it  was  important  they  should  be  protected  at  the  same  time 
as  those  of  Justice ;  that  if  the  case  was  lost  under  the  management  of 
lawyers  chosen  by  me,  I  should  have  no  blame  to  throw  upon  any  one ; 
while  if  it  were  lost  under  the  management  of  other  lawyers,  I  would  not 
be  satisfied.  I  reminded  Mr.  Taillon  that  on  the  very  day  that  I  had 
denounced  to  the  Honorable  Mr.  Justice  Baby  the  acts  of  subornation  of 
which  the  accused  had  been  guilty,  I  had  revealed  them  to  him  and  that  he 
had  not  answered  me ;  that  I  had  spoken  to  him  about  them  a  second 
time  without  obtaining  an  answer,  and  that,  seing  that  he  remained  silent 
and  did  not  act  upon  the  information  I  had  given  him,  respecting  acts 
whereby  the  good  administration  of  justice  was  attacked,  I  had  decided 
upon  prosecuting  the  guilty  parties  myself  in  the  courts. 

Mr.  Taillon  answered  :  That  it  was  true  I  had  twice  spoken  to  him  of  the 
acts  of  subornation  in  question,  but  that  he  had  taken  great  care  not  to  answer ; 
that  he  was  pressed  by  the  political  friends  of  both  parties ;  thatit  was  perfectly 
just  that,  being  the  private  prosecutor,  I  should  be  represented  by  lawyers  of 
my  choice  and  that  the  case  should  be  conducted  by  them  ;  that  if  Mr. 
Davidson  had  been  able  to  speak  French,  he  would  have  given  him  charge  of 
the  case ;  that  Mr.  Davidson  being  unable  to  conduct  the  case,  owing  to  his 
ncrt;  speaking  French,  he  would  see  thai  one  of  my  two  lawyers  was  given 
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charge  of  it ;  that  if  it  did  happen  that  one  of  the  two  should  not  be  chosen, 
he  would  name  a  lawyer  not  of  the  same  age  as  the  accused,  a  man 
outside  of  politics  and  against  whom  no  objection  could  be  raised. 

Mr.  Taillon  then  told  me  that  he  had  no  experience  in  the  maimer  of 
conducting  criminal  cases,  that  he  had  consulted  Mr.  Dunbar,  Lidvocate  of 
Quebec,  and  that  in  any  case  he  would  be  guided  by  what  Messrs.  Ouimet 
and  Davidson  should  tell  him. 

I  think  it  proper  to  add  that  subsequent  to  my  deuuuciatioii  of  the 
accused,  a  man  of  great  influence,  whose  name  I  w^ill  give  if  necessary, 
and  who  is  a  friend  of  Mr.  Taillon's,  came  to  me  and  advi!?t?d  m*?  to 
withdraw  my  complaint  against  Messrs.  Cornellier  and  Lebhuu\  baying 
that  he  had  seen  Mr.  Taillon,  that  the  latter  was  very  anxious  ihat  the 
affair  should  be  settled,  and  that,  if  I  earned  it  through,  it  might  injure  me, 

lanswered  this  friend  of  Mr.  Taillon's  that  if  Mr.  Taillon  could  lind  means 
both  honorable  and  satisfactory  to  the  public  of  settling  the  aJTtur,  I  would 
make  no  objection.  Mr.  Taillon's  friend  asked  my  leave  to  repeat  my  words 
to  Mr.  Taillon  and  I  gave  it  him.  Later  on  I  learned  that  the  person  named  to 
conduct  the  case  in  question  was  Mr.  Pagnuelo,.  the  partner  of  this  ^ame 
Mr.  Taillon  who  was  so  desirous  to  see  the  affair  settled,  a  num  active^ly 
engaged  in  the  politics  of  this  Province. 

I  saw^  Mr.  Pagnuelo  who  allowed  me  to  be  represented  during  the  case 
by  one  of  my  lawyers,  Mr.  Arthur  Globensky.  This  gentleman  iiowever, 
having  learned  from  Mr.  Pagnuelo,  that  he  w^as  to  play  a  sileiit  part, 
refused  to  have  any  thmg  to  do  with  the  case,  in  doing  which  he  had  my 
consent  and  approval.  I  can  afBrm  under  oath  the  truth  of  the  I'ui.  ts  which 
I  have  just  related.

Deposition  of  BenoU  Baslien,  of  the  parish  of  St-Vtncent  de  Paul,  this  bfh  Decembef^ 

1884,  loho  declares  : 

(Translation.) 

That  he  is  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace,  in   and  for  the 
District   of  Montreal,  and  that  he  was  so  the  19th  November   last,  {1884)- 

That  on  the  said  lyth  November,  (1884),  he  received  in  his  said  capacity 
of  Justice  of  the  Peace,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Franfois  de  Salles,  in  the  said 
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District,  the  solemn  declaration  of  Evariste  Oiiimet,  farmer,  of  the  parish  of 
St  Francois  de  Salles,  in  the  said  district ;  Thnt  the  said  solemn  declaration 
read,  as  follows ; 

I,  Evariste  Ouimet,  farmer  of  the  parish  of  St.  Franfois  de  Salles,  and 
one  of  the  grand  jnrors  for  the  September  term,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-four,  do  solemnly  declare  that  on  the  seventh  September,  C.  A. 
Cornellier  and  P.  E.  LeBlanc,  esquires,  advocates,  came  to  see  me  at  my 
residence  and  asked  me  to  clear  (acquit)  the  two  Bank  directors  and  Mr. 
Tasse  of  the  Minerve^  stating  to  me  that  it  was  better  to  acquit  them,  as  the 
Province  would  be  exposed  to  pay  the  costs  and  that  this  expense  would 
fall  upon  each  and  every  one  of  us  ;  that  they  had  just  seen  the  two 
Messrs.  Dagenais  and  that  these  two  gentlemen  agreed  to  this  arrangement 
and  that  if  I  had  any  doubt  of  their  word,  I  could  go  and  see 
Mr.  Alderic  Ouimet.  And  I  do  solemnly  make  this  declaration,  cons- 
cientiously believing  it  to  be  true  and  in  virtue  of  the  act  passed  in  the 
thirty-seventh  year  of  the  Reign  of  Her  Majesty  intituled :  "  An  act  for  the 
suppression  of  voluntary  and  extra-judicial  oaths,"  and  I  have  signed. 

That  the  said  declaration  was  signed  in  my  presence  by  the  party 
declaring,  as  follows  : — Evariste  Ouimet. 

That  the  said  Evariste  Ouimet  and  the  two  Messrs.  Dagenais  mentioned 
in  the  said  declaration  were,  on  the  seventh  of  September  last,  grand  jurors^ 
which  fact  was  known  to  the  said  Cornellier  and  LeBlanc  ;  that  they  had 
been  regularly  summoned  to  exercise  the  functions  of  grand  jurors  and  that 
they  were  members  of  a  Grrand  Jury  duly  called  at  the  time  of  the  assizes 
held  at  Montreal,  in  the  said  District,  in  the  month  and  at  the  date  aforesaid^ 
to  examine  the  indictments  which  were  to  be  submitted  to  them  against 
the  accused  and  to  decide  according  to  the  evidence  taken  before  them, 
whether  the  latter  should  undergo  a  trial  or  not. 

That  the  said  Alderic  Ouimet  whose  name  appears  in  the  said  solemn 
declaration  and  whom  the  said  Cornellier  and  LaBlanc  advised  the  said 
Evariste  Ouimet  to  consult,  is  and  was  Alderic  Ouimet,  member  of  the 
Parliament  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  that  he  was  at  that  time  acting 
as  Crown  Prosecutor  in  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  Crown  side,  at  Montreal 
aforesaid,  daring  the  assizes  of  the  said  month  of  September  last,  (1881). 

That  the  said  C.  A.  Cornellier,  mentioned,  in  the  said  solemn  declara- 
tion, is  a  lawyer,  and  that  he  filled  the  place  of  Crown  Prosecutor  during  the 
absence  of  the  latter  at  the  assizes  of  the  said  month  of  September  last^ 
(1884). 
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That  the  said  Pierre  Evariste  Leblanc,  of  whom  mention  is  made  iu 
the  said  declaration,  is  a  lawyer  of  the  city  and  district  of  Montreal,  and  one 
of  the  members  of  the  Legislativ^e  Assembly  of  Quebec. 

That  the  two  bank  directors  alluded  to  in  the  said  solemn  deHaration, 
are  **  Alexander  Buntin  and  Henry  Bnlmer,"  both  of  the  city  of  Montreal 
and  both  directors  of  the  Exchange  Bank  of  Canada,  indictments  n gainst , 
whom,  on  the  ground  of  fraudulent  obtention  of  privilege  to  the  prejudice 
of  certain  creditors  of  the  said  Bank,  were  laid  before  the  above  men- 
tioned Grand  Jury,  of  which  the  said  Evariste  Oaimet  and  the  two  Messrs* 
Dagenais  abovementioned,  were  members,  and  which  was  known  to  the 
said  Cornellier  and  Leblanc. 

That  on  the  eighth  of  September  last,  (1884),  an  indictment  against  tho 
said  Alexander  Buntin  for  fraudulent  obtention  of  privilege  to  the  detri- 
ment of  certain  creditors  of  the  abovementioned  bank,  was  laid  belbro  the 
Grand  Jury,  of  which  the  said  Evariste  Ouimet  and  the  said  Messrs.  Dage- 
nais were  members. 

That  on  the  ninth  of  September  last,  (.884),  an  indictment  against  the 
said  Henry  Bulmer  for  the  same  offense  was  laid  before  the  same  (jrraod 
Jury,  which  brought  in  a  report  of  '*  no  bill." 

That  the  said  Mr.  Tasse,  whose  name  occurs  in  the  said  solemn  decla- 
ration is  Joseph  Tasse,  of  the  city  and  district  of  Montreal,  and  director  of 
the  newspaper  La  Minerve  published  in  the  city  of  Montreal;  that  he  had 
been  arrested  for  libel  and  that  an  indictment  against  him  for  this  otfjuce 
was  to  be  laid  before  the  said  Grand  Jury  of  which  the  said  Evaristw  Oiii- 
met  and  the  said  Messrs.  Dagenais  were  members,  during  the  said  term  of 
the  saia  month  ol  September  last. 

That  the  parties  interested  in  the  said  case  against  the  said  Joseph 
Tasse  having  been  informed  of  the  above  attempt  to  influence  thu  said 
jurors,  did  not  present  the  said  char;<e  to  the  G-rand  Jury,  through  fear  that 
they  would  not  obtain  justice. 

That  having  been  informed  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  said  sole  ma 
declaration,  the  depK)nent,  in  his  capacity  of  foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury, 
revealed  them  publicly,  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  to  the  Court  of  Qaeen'a 
Bench,  Crown  side,  at  Montreal,  and  at  the  time  presided  over  by  tha 
Honorable  Judge  Baby. 

That  it  follows  from  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  solemn  declaration  thai  it  is 
reasonable  and  that  there  is  every  ground  for  believing  that  the  said  Charles 
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Auguste  Cornellier  and  Pierre  Evariste  Leblanc  were  both  guilty  of  one 
of  the  gravest  offences  against  the  administration  of  justice  and  public 
morals  ;  that  they  unlawfully  and  unjustly  and  by  other  means  than 
the  production  of  the  evidence  and  of  arguments  regularly  and  legally 
employed,  endeavoured  to  influence  the  said  Evariste  Ouimet  and  the  said 
Dagenais,  then  members  of  the  said  G-rand  Jury  duly  summoned  to 
concur  and  take  part  in  the  administration  of  justice  at  the  assizes  held  in 
the  month  of  September  last  at  Montreal,  and  t©  induce  them  to  unjustly 
favor  the  said  Bun  tin,  Bulmer  and  Tasse  in  the  decision  which  they  were  to 
give  upon  the  said  indictments,  by  asking  them  to  free  the  latter  from  the 
charges  brought  against  them. 

,  Wnereforc  the  deponent  demands  justice  and  asks  that  the  said  Charles 
Auguste  Cornellier  and  Pierre  Evariste  Leolanc  be  dealt  with  according  to 
law.  And  he  has  signed.

Deposition  of  EvuHste  Ouimet,  farmer,  of  the  parish  of  Si,  Franpois  de  Sailes,  lhL< 
tenth  day  of  December,  1884.  before  C.  A.  Du^as,  esquire,  Justice  of  the  Ses- 
sions of  the  Peace,  acting  in  oftdfor  the  district  of  Montreal,  who  declareth : 

I  know  Mr.  Benoit  Bastien,  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul ;  he  was  foreman  of 
the  Grand  Jury,  at  the  term  of  the  Criminal  Court  held  at  Montreal,  in  and 
for  the  district  of  Montreal,  during  the  month  of  September  last. 

Luring  the  said  term  of  September  last,  I  was  one  of  the  Grand  Jurors 
forming  part  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  which  the  said  Mr.  Bastien  was  foreman 
as  above  stated ;  I  had  been  sworn  in,  during  the  holding  of  the  court,  as 
grand  juror,  and  I  was  acting  as  such  on  the  seventh  of  the  month  of 
September  last. 

I  remember  that  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  November  last,  I  made  a 
solemn  declaration  before  Mr.  Benoit  Bastien,  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the 
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district  of  Montreal,  to  which  I  signed  my  name  and  which  had  been  written 
by  Mr.  St.  Amour. 

This  declaration  reads  as  follows  : 

I,  Evariste  Ouimet,  farmer,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Francois  de  Salles  and 
one  of  the  G-rand  Jurors  for  the  September  term  of  1884,  do  solemnly  declare 
that  on  the  seventh  of  September,  Charles  Auguste  Cornellier  and  Pierre 
Evariste  Leblanc,  esquires,  advocates,  called  upon  me  at  my  house  and 
asked  me  to  clear  the  two  bank  directors  and  Mr.  Tdsse  oi  La  Minerve,  explain- 
ing 1o  me  that  it  w^ould  be  better  to  clear  them,  because  the  Province  would 
be  exposed  to  pay  the  costs  and  this  would  fall  upon  each  one  of  us  ;  that 
he  had  just  seen  the  two  Messrs.  Dagenais  and  that  these  gentlemen  agreed 
to  this  arrangement,  and  that  if  I  at  all  doubted  their  word  I  could  go  and 
see  Mr.  Alderic  Ouimet. 

And  I  make  this  solemn  declaration,  conscientiously  believing  it  to  be 
true  and  in  conformity  with  the  act  passed  in  the  thirty  seventh  year  of  the 
reign  of  Her  Majesty,  intituled  :  "  An  act  for  the  suppression  of  voluntary 
and  extra-judicial  oaths,  "  and  I  sign.

I  swear  that  the  facts  related  by  me  in  the  said  declaration  are  true. 

Charles  Auguste  Cornellier,  to  w^honi  reference  is  made  in  the  said 
declaration  is  a  lawyer  and  resides  at  Montreal,  and  Pierre  Evariste  Leblanc 
mentioned  in  the  said  declaration  is  a  lawyer  and  member  for  the  county 
of  Laval  in  the  Legislative  Assembly,  of  Quebec. 

"When  the  aforesaid  Cornellier  and  Leblanc,  came  to  see  me  on  the 
seventh  of  September  last,  it  was  at  Si.  Francois  de  Salles,  at  my  place,  in 
the  district  of  Montreal,  at  my  residence,  on  a  Sunday. 

Mr.  Cornellier  was  the  spokesman  and  Mr.  Leblanc  stood  near  him  and 
affirmed  the  truth  of  what  Mr.  Cornellier  said,  by  nodding  his  head. 

I  understood  from  the  signs  Mr.  Leblanc  made  with  his  head,  while 
Mr.  Cornellier  was  speaking,  that  he  confirmed  what  the  latter  said  and 
affirmed  the  truth  of  it. 

"When  the  word  to  clear  was  made  use  of  as  mentioned  in  the  said  decla- 
ration, I  understood  it  to  mean,  and  I  could  understand  nothing  else,  to  set 
free  or  acquit  or  discharge  the  two  Bank  directors  and  Mr.  Tasse  of  *'  La 
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Minerve"  against  whom  indictments  were  to  be  laid  belore  the  Grand  Jury 
of  which  I  was  a  member. 

On  this  occasion  Mr.  Cornellier  said  to  me:  **There  will  be  brought  before 
you  indictments  against  two  directors  and  against  Mr.  Tasse  of  "LaMinerve'' 
'and  it  is  best  to  clear  them  because  the  Province  will  be  exposed  to  pay 
the  costs  and  this  will  fall  upon  each  one  of  you  "  ;  and  Mr.  Lablanc  kept 
nodding  approvingly  at  what  Mr.  Cornellier  said. 

I  remember  that  indictments  against  two  bank  directors  were  laid 
before  the  G-rand  Jury  of  which  I  formed  part  at  the  last  September  term. 

"When  I  was  told  on  the  occasion  in  question  that  the  Province  would 
be  exposed  to  pay  the  costs  and  that  this  would  fall  upon  each  one  of  us,  I 
understood  that  I  would  have  additional  taxes  to  pay  if  the  Province  paid 
any  costs. 

On  this  occasion,  the  name  of  Mr.  Alderic  Ouimet  was  merely  men- 
tioned, without  anything  being  said  of  what  Mr.  Ouimot  might  have  said 
or  done. 

The  next  morning  I  saw  Mr.  Alderic  Ouimet,  referred  to  in  the  said 
declaration,  and  Mr.  Ouimet  said  to  Mr.  Francois  Chapleau  that  he  had 
nothing  to  do  wuth  that. 

I  remember  that  Mr.  Benoit  Bastien  said  in  full  court  to  the  Honorable 
Judge  Baby,  that  some  lawyers  had  called  upon  certain  of  the  grand  jurors 
of  whom  he  was  foreman  at  the  time,  with  the  intention  of  iniluencing  them* 

I  understood  when  I  was  thus  spoken  to,  that  they  wished  Mr.  Mercier 
to  lose  his  case  against  M**.  Tasse  and  the  parties  interested  in  the  case 
against  the  two  bank  directors  to  lose  theirs  also.  They  washed  to  persuad.^ 
me  in  their  favor.     They  wished  me  to  side  with  them. 

I  understand  (hat  their  object  w^as  to  influence  me. 

On  this  occasion,  Messrs.  Corneliier  and  Leblanc  spoke  to  me  of  nothing 
else  than  what  referred  to  the  abovementioned  cases.  I  know  of  no  business 
which  could  bring  them  to  my  place. 


I  say  no  more  and  I  have  signed.

De/JOiiifion  of  Zephirin  Dagenais,  farmer,  of  the  varish  of  St,  Martin,  this  10th 
December,  1884,  before  C.  A.  Dugas,  Judge  o*  the  sessions  of  the  Peace,  acting 
in  and  for  the  district  of  Montreal,  loho  declareth  : 

I  know  Mr.  Beuoit  Bastien,  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul ;  he  was  foreman  of 
the  Grand  Jury,  at  the  term  of  the  Criminal  Court  held  at  Montreal,  in  and 
lor  the  district  of  Montreal,  during  the  month  of  September  last. 

During  the  said  term  of  September  last,  I  was  one  of  the  Grand  Jury 
forming  part  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  which  thi  aforesaid  Mr.  Bastien  was 
foreman  as  above  stated.  I  had  b3en  sworn  in  on  the  first  of  September  last, 
during  the  holding  of  the  court,  as  Grand  Juror,  and  I  was  still  a  Grand 
Juror,  and  acting  as  such  in  th*  course  of  thi  first  week  of  the  said  month 
of  September. 

On  the  evening  of  th?  second,  after  having  had  several  indictments 
under  consideration  and  having  reported  thereupon,  the  Grand  Jury  of 
which  I  formed  part,  was  adjourned  to  the  eighth  of  the  same  month. 

During  the  interval,  from  the  second  to  the  eighth  of  the  month  of 
September  aforesaid,  I  was  working  in  my  field  in  the  parish  of  St.  Martin,  in 
the  abovementioned  district.  I  saw  a  carriage  come  up  with  two  gentlemen 
ill  it ;  they  were  Messrs.  Cornellier  and  Leblanc.  They  came  to  me  ;  I  said  to 
them  :  ''  Have  you  come  to  arrest  me  ?  ''  I  was  joking  ;  they  answered ''  Xo." 

At  that  time  I  did  not  know  Mr.  CornelUer  ;  it  was  Mr.  Leblanc  who 
introduced  him  to  mo.  Mr.  Cornellier  then  said  to  me  :  "  You  are  a  Grand 
Juror?'*  I  answered,  yes.  Bifore  thoy  asked  me  whether  I  was  a  Grand 
Juror.  I  had  invited  them  to  come  to  my  house.  They  replied  that  they 
did  not  wish  to  detain  mi  long.  Mr.  Cornellier  said  to  mt»  :  *'  You  are 
g-oiiig  to  have  three  indictments  laid  before  the  Grand  Jurors,  one  against 
Mr.  Tasse  of  *'  La  Minerve  "  and  two  others  against  two  directors  of  the 
Exchange  BauIv." 

He  named  Mr.  Bulmer  to  ma  tog.>th3r  with  another  whose  name  I  have 
forgotten. 

He  told  me  that  one  of  the  two  bank  directors  in  question  had  with- 
dravrn  twelve  thousand  dollars,  that  for  this  he  had  bien  arrested,  but  that 
before  his  arrest  he  had  refunded  the  money,  and  that  the  other's  case  was 
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pretty  much  the  same  thing.  "I  don't  see,"  said  he/'on  what  ground  these  men 
could  b3  punished  ;  they  have  rviturned  the  money  ;  it  would  ba  making- 
costs  for  nothing  and  spending  money  to  no  purpose.  As  for  Mr.  TassS,  it 
is  known  that  Mr.  Mercier  received  five  thousand  dollars  ;  he  himself  says 
that  he  has  received  these  five  thousand  dollars  ;  what  is  the  use  of  making 
costs  and  forcing  Mr.  Tasse,  who  is  not  rich,  to  spend  money."  Thereupon 
I  said  to  them :  ''Will  this  come  before  us  ?"  I  meant  the  Grand  Jurors,  and 
I  added  ;  *'  I  was  completely  ignorant  of  it.  I  had  not  yet  heard  this  spoken 
of." 

Upon  which  they  told  me  :  **  these  are  the  bills  which  will  come  up  first 
on  Monday.  " 

They  bade  me  pay  great  attention  to  these  indictments ;  that  they  had 
come  expressly  to  ibrwarn  me  with  respect  to  these  three  indictments. 

These  affairs,  they  told  me,  the  court  w^ould  rather  not  have  brought 
before  it ;  that  it  would  embarrass  the  court ;  that  these  men  coald  not  b^ 
punished. 

They  gave  me  to  understand  that  it  was  useless  to  seek  to  punish  thesj 
men  ;  that  they  were  too  wealthy. 

I  answore'd  them  that  I  thanked  them  for  their  kindness,  and  that  I 
would  pay  more  attention  to  these  cases  than  if  I  had  not  been  iafor:ned 
about  them.  "I  have  a  duty  to  fulfil^  you  know  ;  when  I  shall  have  heiri 
the  witnesses,  I  shall  know  what  conclusion  to  come  to." 

Upon  this  they  said  to  me  :  *'  Listen  Mr  Daganais,  we  tell  you  these 
things  beforehand  ;  you  will  do  as  you  think  best ;  you  will  see  that  we 
have  not  come  here  to  deceive  you."  I  understood  from  these  last  words  that 
they  meant  I  should  see  it  was  not  their  intention  to  deceive  me  by  tellinsr 
me  that  was  useless  to  make  costs  and  cause  Mr.  Tasse  to  spend 
money,  and  that  it  was  useless  to  try  to  have  the  Bank  directors  panished, 
as  thry  were  rich. 

I  asked  them  what  the  English  grand  jurors  thought  of  the  matter,  aud 
they  answered  me  that  the  Engli'^h  grand  jurors  were  against  that,  against 
the  indictment  and  that  they  were  opposed  to  punishing  these  rayii,  the 
bank  directors. 

They  also  told  me  they  were  going  to  Ste.  Rose,  to  see  the  other  iarors. 
I  then  asked  them  if  they  were  going  to  call  upon  Mr.  Benoit  Bastieii,  the 
foreman  of  the  grand  jury.  They  answered  me,  "No.  We  are  not  goias^  to  his 
place,  because  we  know  very  well  that  he  will  be  against  the  director  of 
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"La  Miuerve"  and  the  bank  directors ;"  that  is,  that  ho  would  be  in  favor  off 
a  bill  against  these  men. 

The  conversation  which  I  have  just  related  took  place  between  Mr. 
Cornell ier,  Mr.  Leblanc  and  myself. 

The  two  indictments  against  the  two  bank  directors  were  laid  before 
us  on  Monday,  the  eighth.  As  for  the  indictment  against  Mr.  Tass6,  it  did 
not  come  up  before  us. 

When  they  spoke  to  me  about  Mr.  Tasse,  they  told  me  that  he  was 
accused  of  having  written  something  against  Mr.  Mercier  about  the  five 
thousand  dollars  and  that  an  indictment  referring  to  this  matter  would  be 
laid  before  us. 

Messrs.  Cornellier  and  Leblanc  had  no  business  which  brought  them 
to  my  place,  and  besides  they  themselves  declared  to  me  that  they  had 
come  to  sec  me  concerning  these  indictments  and  they  were  going  to  call 
upon  other  jurors. 

From  the  above  conversation,  I  understood  that  Messrs.  Cornellier  and 
Leblanc  wished  to  influence  me,  to  make  me  incline  to  one  side  rather  than 
to  the  other  and  to  induce  me  to  cause  the  two  Bank  directors  and  Mr. 
Tasse  to  be  discharged. 

Mr.  Cornellier  is  a  lawyer  and  Mr.  Leblanc  is  a  lawyer  and  member  for 
the  county  of  Laval,  in  the  Legislative  Assembly,  of  Quebec. 

I  recollect  that  Mr.  Bastien,  then  foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury,  declared 
publicly  in  Court  that  certain  lawyers  had  attempted  to  influence  certain 
members  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  which  he  was  the  foreman. 

This  declaration  was  made  on  Moncfay,  the  eighth  of  September  last. 

I  say  no  more  and  I  have  signed.

Deposition  of  Honorc  3Tercier,  advocale,  of  the  city  of  Montreal,  taken  this  sixteenth 
day  of  December  1884,  before  C.  A.  Dugas,  judge  ot  the  sessions  of  the  Peace. 

"Who  declareth  : 

The  indictment  in  the  case  of  the  Queen  vs  J.  Tasse,  accused  of  libel, 
and  produced  in  this  case  as  exhibit  marked  B,  having  been  shown  to  me»  I 
declare  that  I  am  the  person  designated  in  the  said  indictment,  under  the 
name  and  surname  of  "The  Honorable  Honore  Mercier,  of  the  City  of 
Montreal,  in  the  said  district,  one  of  the  members  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Quebec."  It  is  upon  my  complaint  that  pro:eedings  were 
taken  against  Mr.  Tasse,  and  I  know  that  Mr.  Tasse  had  given  his  personal 
recognizance  to  appear  at  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  on  the  first  of  Septem- 
ber one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four.  It  was  my  intention  to 
lay  before  the  Grand  Jurors  at  the  last  September  term  the  indictment  in 
question. 

Q.  Will  you  state  for  what  reasons  you  did  not  at  that  time 
lay  before  the  Grand  Jury  the  indictmiiut  against  the  said  Tasse  ? 

Question  objected  to  inasmuch  as  the  acts  of  the  witness  cannot 
change  nor  establish  the  legality  or  illegality  of  the  acts  of  the  accused. 

A.  I  learned  that  the  thing  would  be  useless  and  that  I  should  not 
obtain  justice. 

Q.  By  whom,  how,  in  what  manner  were  you  informed  that  justice 
would  not  be  rendered  you  V 

A.  I  had  heard  in  a  general  way  at  the  sitting  of  the  Court  that  the 
conduct  of  the  Grand  Jury  was  very  strange  and,  one  morning,  as  far  as  I 
can  call  to  mind,  a  Saturday,  meeting  Mr.  Cornellier  on  the  street  on  my 
\vay  to  my  office,  I  expressed  to  him  my  anxiety  with  regard  to  the  fate  of  my 
indictment.  I  spoke  to  him  about  it,  because  I  knew  him  to  be  mixod  up, 
if  not  directly  at  least  indirectly,  with  the  proceedings  of  the  criminal  Courts . 
Mr.  Cornellier  confirmed  my  apprehensions  :  he  told  me  that  he  thought 
it  useless  for  me  to  try  to  obtain  a  true  bill.  In  spite  of  this,  I  would  still 
perhaps  have  risked  the  case,  had  it  not  been  for  the  declaration  made 
in  full  court  by  the  foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury,  which  I  saw  the  same 
evening  in  the  "  Star  ",  to  the  effect  that  some  lawyers  had  approached 
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certain  Grand  Jurors  with  a  purpose  hostile  to  certain  indictments  and  to 
mine  in  particular. 

The  foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury  was  at  that  time  Mr.  Benoit  Bastien. 
I  was  not  present  when  Mr.  Bastien  made  this  declaration.  To  the  best  of 
my  recollection,  I  held  this  conversation  with  Mr.  Cornellier  on  the  Satur- 
day following  the  opening  of  the  September  term,  but  I  do  not  affirm  this 
positively. 

Mr.  Cornellier  of  whom  I  have  just  spoken,  is  the  Defendant  in  this 
case. 

Cross-qutstioned. 

Q.  Do  you  swear  positively  that  the  reasons  which  you  have  given  for 
not  laying  your  indictment  during  the  term  of  September  last,  were  the 
only  ones  you  had  ? 

A.  I  had  no  others. 

Q.  C.  Alphonse  GeoiBTrion,  advocate,  of  Montreal,  was,  during  the  Sep- 
tember tt'rm,  the  lawyer  entrusted  with  your  indictment  ? 

A.  He  was  one  ol  my  lawyers  for  the  prosecution.  He  was  the  only  one 
who  had  acted  up  to  that  time. 

Q.  Is  it  not  true  that  the  conversation  which  took  place  with  C.  A. 
Cornellier  referred  to  the  Robidoux  and  Morissette  indictment  and  that  your 
indictment  was  only  mentioned  incidentally  in  the  course  of  it,  and  that 
you  had  but  one  conversation  with  Mr.  Cornellier  touching  theso  two 
indictments  ? 

A,  At  this  moment,  I  recollect  bat  one  conversation  as  having  taken 
place  about  this  time  ;  but,  later  on,  I  made  some  reproaches  to  Mr. 
Cornellier  respecting  the  revelations  made  by  the  foreman  of  the  grand  jury. 
The  EobidouX'-Morissette  matter  was  in  all  likelihood  mentioned  in  the 
conversation  which  I  spoke  of  just  now,  for  I  was  anxious  that  my  friend 
Robidoux  should  obtain  justice  no  less  than  myself;  but  it  does  not  seem 
to  me  natural  to  suppose  that  my  indictment  should  only  have  been  inci- 
dontally  mentioned,  seeing  that  I  was  addressing  mysolf  to  Mr.  Cornellier, 
as  taking  a  part  in  the  administration  of  justice,  in  order  to  learn  from  him 
•whether  the  Grand  Jury  gave  assurance  of  impartiality. 

Q.  The  same  Mr.  GeofFrion  is  still  one  of  the  lawyers  in  this  prosecu- 
tion ? 


A.  Yes. 
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Re-exannnecL 

Q.  Will  you  say  what  were  the  reproaches  which  you  at  that  time 
made  to  Mr.  Cornellier  and  what  answer  he  made  to  them? 

A.  I  expressed  my  surprise  that,  on  being  consulted  by  me  as  to  the  im- 
partiality I  could  expect  from  the  Grand  Jurj,  he  should  hare  advised  me  not 
to  proceed  when,  at  that  very  lime  or  later,  he  was  working  upon  some 
of  the  Grand  Jurois  to  render  them  hostile  to  me.  I  also  expressed  the 
regret  with  which  I  learned  that  the  partner  of  the  Crown  Prosecutor 
at  Montreal,  and  that  he  himself,  having  represented  the  Croww  at 
Montreal,  during  the  term,  had  thought  himself  justified  in  taking  such 
a  step;  that  it  was  a  most  reprehensible  state  of  things  and  one  which. 
•gave  hut  little  assurance  of  impartial  treatment  to  citizens  who  might 
have  to  ask  for  justice  from  the  Criminal  court.  Mr.  Cornellier's  reply  was 
somewhat  evasive;  but  it  may  be  summed  up  in  words  to  the  following 
effect  : 

*'  I  did  not  do  it  to  injure  you  ;  I  had  been  told  that  you  did  not  wish 
to  go  on  with  your  indictment,  and  this  course  was  adopted  in  order  to 
favor  other  arrangements."

I  do  not  affirm  that  Mr.  Cornellier  made  use  of  these  expressions  ;  but 
this  is  precisely  the  impression  produced  upon  me  by  the  conversation,  and 
the  substance  of  the  w^ords  spoken.  This  conversation  took  place  subse- 
quently to  the  discharge  of  the  Grand  Jury  and  after  I  had  asked  Mr.  Bas- 
tien,  Avhen  so  discharged,  some  exx)lanations  respecting  the  declaration 
made  by  him  in  full  Court,  from  which  explanations  I  had  understood, 
without  Mr.  Bastien's  positively  telling  me  so,  that  the  lawyer  in  question, 
was  Mr.  Cornellier. 

The  accused  Pierre  Ev.  Leblanc  and  C.  A.  Cornellier  declare  that  th3y 
have  no  further  cross-questions  to  put  to  the  witness,  and  the  latter  has 
signed  after  the  reading  of  his  deposition.

Who  declareth  : 

I  am  chief  clerk  in  the  oflBce  of  the  clerk  of  the  Crown,  and  I  acted  as 
such  during  the  month  o^  September  last,  and  today  I  am  still  acting  in 
this  capacity.  I  produce  to  day  the  recognizance  of  Joseph  Tasse  in  the  case 
of  the  Queen  a's.  Joseph  Tasse,  accused  of  libel  for  his  appearance  in  the^ 
court  of  Queen's  Bench,  on  the  first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty  four  this  recognizance  is  dated  the  third  of  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  four  and  purports  to  have  been 
received  by  C.  A.  Dugas,  esquire.  Police  Magistrate  for  the  district  of 
Montreal.  This  document  is  marked  A.  I  also  produce  the  indictment  of 
the  Queen  vs.  the  said  Joseph  Tasse,  accused  by  the  Honorable  Honore 
Mercier  of  libel  against  him,  the  said  Mercier.  The  aforesaid  indictment  is 
numbered  37  (thirty  seven),  of  the  indictments  laid  before  the  grand  jurors 
exercising  their  functions  as  such  during  the  criminal  assizes  held  at 
Montn-al,  in  course  of  the  month  of  November  last,  and  brought  in  by  the 
said  grand  jurors  on  the  fourth  of  November  last. 

•  The  said  Tasse  had  given  a  recognizance  to  appear  at  the  September 
term  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  but  the  indictment  was  not  prepared 
nor  laid  before  the  grand  jury  of  the  said  September  term  ;  this  indictment 
s  produced  as  exhibit  B. 

I  also  produce  the  recognizance  of  Alex.  Buntin,  in  the  case  of  the 
Queen  vs.  the  said  Buntin,  accused  of  a  misdemeanour,  for  his  appearance 
before  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  Crown  side,  on  the  first  of  Septem- 
ber, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  four;  this  recognizance  is 
and  purports  to  have  been  received  by  C,  A.  Dugas,  esquire,  Police  Magistrate 
for  the  district  of  Montreal,  and  is  marked  exhibit  C. 

I  also  produce  the  indictment  of  the  Queen  against  the  said  Alex.  Bun- 
tin, accused  of  having  obtained  a  fraudulent  preference  oyer  certain  creditors 
of  the  Exchange  Bank  of  Canada,  to  wit :  Adolphe  David  alias  Davis,  railway 
superintendent  ofthe  city  of  Montreal.  The  said  indictment  is  num- 
bered 22  (twenty  two),  of  the  indictments  to  be  laid  before  the  Grrand  Jury 
during  the  criminal  assizes  held  at  Montreal,  said  district,  in  the  month  of 
September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  four. 
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The  said  indictment  was  returned  to  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  on 
the  eighth  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  four. 
This  indictment  is  marked  as  exhibit  D  in  this  case. 

I  also  produce  the  recognizance  of  Henry  Bulmer.  in  the  case  of  the 
Queen  vs.  the  said  Henry  Bulmer,  accused  of  misdemeanour,  for  his  appear- 
ance before  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  on  the  first  September  last ;  received 
by  M,  C.  Desnoyers,  esquire,  Police  Magistrate,  for  the  district  of  Montreal, 
on  the  twelfth  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  four. 
This  document  is  marked  as  exhibit  E. 

I  also  produce  the  indictment  of  the  Queen  against  the  said  Henry 
Bulmer,  accused  of  having  obtained  a  fraudulent  preference  over  other 
creditors  of  the  Exchange  Bank  of  Canada,  to  wit :  Adolphe  David  alias 
Davis,  railway  superintendent,  of  the  city  of  Montreal.  This  indictment 
was  brought  in  before  the  said  Court  on  the  ninth  September,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty  four.  The  Grrand  Jurors  returned  "  No.  Bill " 
to  this  indictment,  I  produce  it  in  this  case  as  exhibit  F.  In  the  case  of  the 
Queen  i?s  Alex.  Buntin,  also  mentioned  above,  the  Grand  Jurors  brou£fht  in. 
true  bills  in  each  of  these  last  tv^  o  cases.  In  the  ordinary  course,  these  three 
indictments,  were  to  have  been  laid  before  the  Grand  Jury  at  the  September 
term  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  four,  whore  the  witness 
Evariste  Ouimet  formed  pat  t  of  the  Grand  Jury. 

I  produce  in  the  abovementioned  case  of  the  Queen  vs  Alex.  Bimtin 
the  record  which  is  composed  of  the  deposition  of  Adolphe  David  afias 
Davis,  Andrew  Boyd,  Robert  A.  Rodgers,  Frank  J.  Varry  and  Archibald 
Campbell  as  also  the  voluntary  examination  of  the  said  Alex.  Buntin  ;  the 
said  record  is  marked  exhibit  No.  1. 

I  also  produce  the  record  of  the  Queen  vs.  Joseph  Tasse,  made  up  of 
the  depositions  of  the  Honorable  H.  Mercier,  Aime  Gelinas,  P.  M.  Darand, 
Edouard  Marcil,  Oscar  Gaudet,  H.  Godin,  Theophile  Godin,  Charles  E. 
Schiller,  Fortunat  Fortier,  the  voluntary  examination  of  the  said  Joseph 
Tasse,  as  also  the  deposition  of  J.  B.  A.  Dufresne  and  other  documents, 
including  among  others  the  Minerva  bearing  the  date  of  the  eighteenth  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  four ;  the  whole  marked 
exhibit  No.  2. 

I  produce  the  record  of  the  Queen  vs.  Henry  Bulmer,  made  up  of  the 
following  depositions,  to  w4t :  those  of  Frank  J.  Varry,  Adolphi)  David  alias 
Davis  and  the  voluntary  examination  of  the  said  Henry  Bulmer.  The  signa- 
tures which  are  found  at  the  foi>t  of  the  indictments,  viz:  those  of  Schiller 
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^nd  Sicotte,  are  those  of  the  joint-clerk  of  the  Crown  for  the  district  of 
Montreal. 

The  accused,  P.  Evariste  Leblanc  and  C.  A.  Cornellier  declare  that  they 
have  no  question  to  put  to  the  witness,  and  the  latter  has  signed  afier  the 
reading  of  his  evidence.

THE  CORNELLIER-LEBLANC    MATTER. 


TEXT  OF  THE  JUDGMENT. 

(Translafion.) 

'  Messrs.  Cornellier  and  Leblanc  are  both  accused  of  having  attempted 
to  illegally  influence  the  persons  named  Jacques  Dagenais  and  Evariste 
Ouimet,  two  of  the  members  of  the  G-rand  Jury  sworn  in  for  the  term  of 
September  last. 

The  evidence  establishes  :  That  Messrs.  Bulmer,  Bun  tin  and  Tass6  were 
to  undergo  their  trial  before  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  then  sitting  ;  the 
first  two  on  a  charge  of  having,  as  directors  of  the  Exchange  Bank,  contributed 
with  the  president  of  the  said  bank,  in  giving  certain  creditors  an  undue 
preference  over  the  remaining  creditors  of  the  same  bank ;  the  third,  of 
having  published  a  libellous  writing  against  the  Honorable  Honore  Mercier ; 
that  the  Grand  Jury  was  sworn  in  on  the  1st  day  of  September,  and  that 
Messrs.  Dagenais  and  Evariste  Ouimet  were  members  of  it ;  that  on  the 
2nd  of  September,  the  deliberations  of  the  Grand  Jury  were  adjourned  to 
the  8th  of  the  same  month;  that,  in  the  interval,  Mr.  Cornellier,  accompa- 
nied by  Mr.  Leblanc,  went  to  St.  Francois  de  Salles,  to  the  house  of  the 
<xrand  Juror  Evariste  Ouimet,  who  states  in  his  deposition ; 

"  Charles  Auguste  Cornellier  and  Pierre  Evariste  Leblanc,  advocates, 
<;alled  upon  me  at  my  house  and  asked  me  to  dear  the  two  bank  directors 
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and  Mr.  Tass6  of  "  La  Minerve  ",  explaining  to  me  that  it  was  better  to  c^ear 
them,  because  the  Province  would  be  exposed  to  pay  the  costs  and  that  thi& 
would  fall  upon  each  one  of  us;  that  they  had  just  seen  the  Messrs.  Dage- 
nais,  and  that  these  gentlemen  agreed  to  this  arrangement.  " 

Also  that  they  both  went  to  St.  Martin,  to  Jacques  Dagenais' place, 
whom  they  found  working  in  his  field,  and  with  whom  it  would  appear 
that  the  following  conversation  took  place.  Seing  them  approach  Jie  said  to- 
them  : 

"  Are  you  coming  to  arrest  me  ?  I  was  joking ;  they  answered  :  No.  At 
that  time  I  was  not  acquainted  with  Mr.  Oornellier ;  it  was  Mr.  Leblanc 
who  introduced  him  to  me.  Mr.  Oornellier  then  said :  You  are  a  grand 
juror  ?  I  answered  :  Yes.  Before  they  asked  me  whether  I  was  a  grand 
juror,  I  had  invited  them  to  come  the  house  ;  they  replied  that  they  did 
not  care  to  go  to  the  house,  that  they  did  not  wish  to  detain  me  long.  Mr. 
Oornellier  said  to  me :  You  are  going  to  have  three  indictments  laid  before 
the  grand  jurors,  one  against  Mr.  Tasse  of  "  La  Minerve  "  and  two  others 
against  two  directors  of  the  Exchange  Bank — they  named  Mr.  Biilmer  and 
another  whose  name  I  do  not  rem.^mber.  He  told  me  that  one  of  the  twa 
bank  directors  in  question  had  withdrawn  twelve  thousand  dollars ;  that 
for  this  he  had  been  arrested,  and  thit  before  his  arrest  he  had  refunded  the 
money,  and  that  the  other's  case  was  pretty  mach  the  same  thing.  *  I  don't 
see,  said  he,  on  what  ground  these  men  could  be  punished ;  they  hive 
returned  the  money,  it  would  be  making  costs  to  no  purpos3  and  spending- 
money  uselessly.  As  for  Mr.  Tasse,  it  is  known  that  Mr.  Mercier  received 
five  thousand  dollars  ;  he  himself  says  that  he  had  received  these  five 
thousand  dollars  ;  what  is  the  use  of  making  costs  and  forcing  Mr. 
Tasse,  who  is  not  rich,  to  spend  money.'  Thereupon  I  said  to  him  :  *  "Will  this 
come  up  before  us  ?  I  meant  the  G-rand  Jury,  I  was  completely  ignorant  of  it. 
I  added,  that,  I  had  not  yet  heard  anything  said  of  this.  Upon  which  they 
told  me  :  *  These  are  the  bills  which  will  come  up  first,  on  Monday.'  They 
bade  me  pay  great  attention  to  these  indictemiinti,  that  they  had  coma 
expressly  to  forewarn  me  with  resp.^ct  to  these  three  indictments.  The^ 
Court,  said  they,  would  be  as  well  pleasjd  not  to  have  to  deal  with  these 
affairs,  that  it  would  embarrass  the  court  ;  that  these  men  could  not  be 
punished. 

'*  They  gave  me  to  understand  that  it  was  useless  to  undeavour  to  punish 
these  men,  that  they  were  too  wealthy.  I  answered  that  I  thanked  thenL 
for  their  kindness,  that  I  would  pay  greater  attention  to  these  matters, 
that  I  had  no   knowledge  of  them.     'I  have   a  duty    to  perform,  yott 
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know,  when  I  shall  have  heard  the  witnesses,  I  shall  know  what  to  think 
about  it." 

"  Thereupon  they  replied :  *  Listen,  Mr.  Da^^enais,  we  are  speukiugf  to  yon 
beforehand  about  these  things  ;  you  will  do  as  you  think  best ;  ynu  will  see 
that  we  did  not  come  here  to  deceive  you. '  I  understood  IVi  jtu  thijso  last 
words  that  they  meant  to  say  that  I  should  see  they  had  no  wis^h  to  dBCiiave 
me  by  saying  that  there  was  no  use  making  costs  and  causiii!!  yiv,  Tusse 
to  spend  money,  and  that  it  has  idle  to  attempt  to  have  the  b mk  dir^^jt^rs 
punished,  inasmuch  as  they  were  rich." 

*'I  asked  them  what  the  English  Grand  Jurors  thought  of  the  mattei" 
and  i hey  answered  that  the  English  Grand  Jurors  were  oppostid  to  I  ho 
indictments,  and  that  they  did  not  want  to  punish  thos3  mtm,  the  bank 
directors." 

"They  also  told  me  that  they  were  going  to  Ste.  Rose  to  sni*  tht*  othv>r 
jurors.  I  then  asked  them  if  they  were  going  to  call  upoii  Miv  IlMioit 
Bastiei,  the  foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury,  they  answered  :  "  No  we  nra  not 
going  to  his  place,  they  said,  because  we  know  very  well  IhnI  ho  will  be 
against  the  bank  directors  and  against  Mr.  Tasse,  that  is  to  riy,  that  h& 
would  be  in  favor  of  a  bill  against  those  men.'' 

These  things  were  reported  to  the  foreman  of  the  Gri\iul  Jury,  Mr. 
Benoit  Bastien,  who  now  aocusis  Messrs.  Corneliit^r  and  LebUm  -  of  fi  rritiijf 
been  guilty  of  an  attempt  at  suborning  Jurors,  an  off.Mict*  which  thti 
English  authors  define  under  the  title  of  ''  Embracery  ". 

The  witnesses  Dagenais  and  Ouimet  have  not  been  cross-qncstionecl, 
and  the  Honorable  Mr.  Mercier,  also  hearl  as  a  witness,  deL^ hires  that  he 
did  not  wish  to  lay  his  indictment  against  Mr.  Tasse  before  th  *  Grand  Jury 
of  the  September  term,  on  account  of  the  rumors  then  current,  thut  el  forts  hnd 
been  made  to  exert  an  illegal  inlluence  upon  certain  of  its  members;  and 
he  adds  that  in  a  conversation  which  he  held  at  u  later  period  with  Mr. 
Cornellier,  the  latter  implicitly  admitted  the  factsof  whichheandMr  L.4ilftnc 
are  now  accused. 

Thus  I  have  before  me  the  well-established  fact,  in  no  wise  i-ontnulicted, 
that  during  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Jury,  between  the  2nd  anil  thi* 
8th  of  September,  these  gentlemen  attempted  to  influence  two  oftheNWoni 
members  of  this  Grand  Jury,  by  endeavouring  to  persuade  th^'in  to  bring  in 
a  "no  bill"  in  favor  of  Messrs.  Bulmer,  Buntin  and  Tasse,  agaiiisit  whom 
the  magistrate  presiding  at  the  preliminary  investigations,  had  found 
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evidence  sufficient  to  remand  them  to  stand  their  trial  in  the  said  court  of 
Queen's  Bench. 

Is  this  an  act  reprehensible  and  punishable  by  law  ?  Does  this  consti- 
tute the  offence  termed  "  Embracery  "  ? 

This  offence  exists  in  England,  both  at  common  law  and  by  statute. 
There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  it  exists  here  in  any  case  at  common  law. 

The  offence  termed  **  Embracery  "  is  of  one  the  branches  of  the  offence 
defined  in  a  more  general  way  under  the  title  of  **  Maintenance."  "  Main- 
tenance," says  Burns,  "  is  an  unlawful  taking  in  hand,  or  upholding  of  quar- 
rels or  suits,  to  the  disturbance,  or  hindrance  of  common  rights.  And  it  is 
twofold:    technically  termed  "  ruralis  "  and  "  curialis  " 

*'  The  **  curialis,"  where  one  officiously  intermeddles  in  a  suit  depending 
in  any  such  court,  which  no  way  belongs  to  him,  by  assisting  either  party 
with  money,  or  otherwise,  in  the  prosecution  or  defence  of  any  such  suit.  Of 
this  kind  of  maintenance  there  are  three  species  : 

"  1st.  Where  one  maintains  another,  without  any  contract  to  hare  part 
of  the  thing  in  suit;  which  generally  goes  under  the  common  name  of 
*'  Maintenance."  2ndly.  Where  one  maintains  one  side  to  hare  part  in  the 
thing  in  suit :  which  is  called  "  Champerty."  ordly.  Where  one  laboureth 
a  jury  ;  which  is  called  "  Embracery." 

And  further  on,  speaking  more  particularly  of  "  Embracery  ",  the  same 
author  adds  :  "  It  seemeth  clear  that  any  attempt  whatever  to  corrupt,  or 
influence  or  instruct  a  jury,  or  any  way  to  incline  them  to  be  more  favo- 
rable to  one  side  than  to  the  other,  by  money,  promises,  letters,  threats  or 
"  persuasions,"  is  a  proper  act  of  embracery,  whether  the  juror  on  whom 
such  attempt  is  made  give  any  verdict  or  not,  or  whether  the  verdict 

given  be  true  or  false And  the  law  so  much  abhors  a  corruption  of 

this  kind  that it  will  not  suffer  a  mere  stranger  so  much  as  to  labor 

a  juror  to  appear  and  act  according  to  his  conscience. 

I  must  say  immediately  that  this  last  doctrine  has  been  long  since  sdt 
aside,  as  being  too  severe.  But  I  quote  it  to  show  the  degree  to  which  has 
been  pushed  the  respect  with  which  the  administration  of  Justice  was 
surrounded,  and  all  the  precautions  taken  to  remove,  every  pretext  under 
which  undue  influence  might  approach  it  and  expose  it  to  swarve  from  the 
right  path. 

This  definition  oi  Embracen/  is  reproduced  in  nearly  the  same  terms  by- 
all  the  authors  who  make  mention  of  it.    I  quote  at  random. 
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Blackstone's  commentaries.  Page  140 :  '*  Embracery  is  an  attempt  to 
inflaencea  jury  corruptly  to  one  side  by  promises,  entreaties,  moiieVr  enter- 
tainement  and  the  like." 

Deacon's  Criminal  Law,  Vol.  1,  page  33Y :  "  Embracery  is  an  attempt  to 
influence  a  jury  corruptly,  by  promises,  persuasions,  entreaties?,  money, 
entertainments  and  the  like,  to  favor  one  of  the  parties  in  a  cause.  " 

*' The  crime  of  Ejcibracery  is  completed,  whether  the  jury  on  whom 
the  attempt  made  give  any  verdict  or  not,  or  whether  the  verdiut  be  true 
or  false " 

"  It  is  also  unlawful  in  any  one  to  try  to  dissuade  a  juror  from  appearing 
on  a  trial :  and  illegal  equally  on  a  stranger  to  the  suit  to  endeavour  even  to 
persuade  to  appear." 

**  Finally,  all  who  endeavour  to  stifle  the  truth  and  prevent  tho  due 
execution  of  justice,  are  considered  highly  criminal  in  the  eye  ^i'  the  kw  ' 
therefore  to  dissuade,  or  a  mere  endeavour  to  dissuade  a  witness  from  giving 
evidence  against  a  person  indicted,  is  an  offL^nce  at  common  law  punishable 
by  fine  and  imprisonment." 

"Russel  on  crimes  and  misdemeanors,  Ed.  1819,  page  272  :  "  Embracery 
is  another  species  of  maintenance  and  consists  in  suoh  practices,  as  tend  to 
affect  the  administration  of  justice  by  improperly  working  upon  ilai  minds 
of  jurors." 

By  th?  statute  33  Elw.,  3  ch.  12,  special  provisions  were  introiu:ed  to 
punish  more  scA'erely  him  who  bribes  a  juror  and  the  juror  who  takes  a  bribe. 
*'  It  enacts"  says  the  same  author,  ?'  that  if  any  jurors  sworn  in  as^i/i's.  and 
other  inquests,  take  any  thing  and  be  thereof  attainted,  every  su::i  j  iror,  '' 
&c.,  &c. 

In  his  History  of  English  Criminal  Law,  Vol.  I,  page  171,  Mr.  Stephen, 
remarks  that : 

*'  The  praises  of  trial  by  jury  as  a  bulwark  of  individual  lib  Nty  are  a 
familiar  topic.  It  is  less  commonly  known,  but  it  is  certainly  no  Irs^  true^ 
that  the  institution  opened  a  wide  door  to  tyranny  and  oppression,  bj-  men 
of  local  influence,  over  their  poorer  neighbors.  In  feudal  times  the  influence 
of  a  great  land-owner  over  the  persons  who  were  returned  as  juryioeu  to 
the  assizes,  was  practically  almost  unlimited,  and  the  system  oFindi^.tment 
by  a  grand  jury,  which  merely  reported  on  the  rumors  of  tlni  neigh- 
borhood, might,  and  no  doubt  often  did.  work  cruel  injustice.  Tiie  offense 
which  was  long  known  to  the  law  as  maintenance,  or  perverting  justice  by 
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violence,  by  unlawful  assemblies  and  conspiracies,  was  the  commonest  and 
most  characteristic  offense  of  the  age.  One  of  its  commonest  forms  was  the 
corruption  and  intimidation  of  jurors.  " 

Hawkin  is  the  author  constantly  quoted  by  those  who  have  written  after 
him  and  the  principles  of  definition  of  **  embracery  "  cited  above  are  taken 
from  this  last  mewtioned  writer. 

Harris,  Criminal  Law,  page  91 :  ''  Embracery  is  an  attempt  to  influence 
a  jury  corruptly  to  give  a  verdict  in  favour  of  one  side  or  party,  by  promises, 
persuasions,  entreaties,  money,  entertainments  and  the  like.  Thus  it  appears 
to  be  a  particular  kind  of  bribery.  The  punishment  both  at  common  law  and 
by  statute  is  fine  and  imprisonment.  There  are  certain  other  acts  interfering 
with  the  free  administration  of  justice  at  a  trial,  which  are  considered  as  high 
misprisions  and  contempts,  and  are  punishable  by  fine  and  imprisonment^ 

viz  :  Intimidating  the  parties  or  witnesses for  one  of  the  grand  jury  to 

disclose  to  the  prisoner  the  evidence  against  him Endeavouring  to- 

dissuade  a   Avitness  from   giving  evidence  though  it  be  without  success  ; 
advising  a  prisoner  to  stand  mute  ;  assaulting  or  threatening  an  I  opponent 
for  suing  him  ;    a  counsel  or  attorney  a  juror  for  his  verdict  for   being 
employed  against  him  ;  a  gaoler  or  other  ministerial  officerfor  what  he  does 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  " 

These  are,  according  to  Harris,  in  speaking  of  embracen/,  so  many  cases 
which  the  law  punishes  severely.  I  cite  them  purposely,  first  in  order  to 
show  more  cleanly  how  great  has  always  been  the  desire  to  secure  a  pure  and 
inviolate  administration  of  justice,  and  also  because  it  may  be  well  to 
make  the  principles  of  justice  netter  known.  More  than  one  man  may  per- 
stance  profit  thereby. 

From  all  that  has  been  cited,  it  clearly  follows  that  any  intervention  in. 
the  administration  of  justice  unauthorized  by  the  law  and,  consequently, 
any  inlluence  or  attempt  at  influence  upon  a  juror  is  unlawful  ami  punish- 
able by  the  law,  with  the  natural  exception  of  w^hat  may  be  said  in  court 
by  or  for  the  parties  interested,  whether  as  argument  or  as  evidence.  The 
principle  is  as  general  as  it  is  possible  to  be. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  me  oil  behalf  of  the  accus3d  that,  according  to 
the  common  definition  of  the  offence,  it  would  seem  that  the  only  criminal 
influence  is  that  exerted  upon  the  petit  jury.  And  this  remark  is  based  upon 
the  exception  made  in  favor  of  the  evidence  and  of  the  argument  allowed  at 
the  trial,  as  also  upon  the  fact  that  the  offence  is  stated  to  exist  all  the  same,. 
**  whether  the  jurors  upon  whom  such  attempt  is  made  give  any  verdict  or  not  or  whether 
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the  verdict  given  be  true  or  falser  The  petit  jury  alone,  it  is  stated,  returns  a  verdict 
and  it  is  before  the  petit  jurors  alone,  durincif  the  sittinij  of  the  court,  that  Ihe 
evidence  is  taken  and  the  argument  delivered.  As  a  consequence,  ii  is  added, 
this  exception  proves  that  there  is  question  only  of  the  inliuence  exerted 
uj)on  the  petit  jury.  I  canuot  assent  to  this  proposition.  These  exceptions 
are  made  i^recisely  in  order  that  justice  may  not  bt3  obstructed.  The  prin- 
ciple first  laid  down  is  of  the  most  general  nature  ;  "  any  attempt  whatsoever 

to  corrupt,  or  infliience,  or  instruct  a  jury,  by. persuasions,  &c."  The 

term  *'  Jurt/'^  applies  equally  to  the  grand  and  to  the  petit  jury.  It  would 
be  manifestly  unjust  to  apply  this  principle  in  all  its  severity,  for  the  reason 
that,  as  it  for])ids  the  exercise  of  any  inliuence  by  persuasion  upon  the  jury 
it  would  become  impossible  for  the  accused  to  defend  himst.^lf  or  for  the 
prosecution  bringing  forward  their  arguments,  unless  this  exception  were 
made.  Hence  it  is  quite  natural  that  the  authors  should  add  :  that  an  excep 
tion  exijjts  in  favor  of  those  proceedings  which  taken  place  in  the  usual 
course  during-  the  sitting:  of  the  court. 


•o 


As  for  what  they  also  say  about  its  not  being  necessary  that  a  vcrdUi  be 
returned,  or  that  it  be  true  or  false,  this  simj^ly  means  th.it  it  is  suthcient 
that  an  attempt  to  influence  should  have  bean  made,  and  that  il  is  not 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  offense  that  the  attempt  should  result  in 
the  returning  of  a  verdict  in  court.  To  my  mind,  these  exceptions  have  for 
eftect  to  render  the  principle  still  more  severe,  l>y  extending  it  to  all  cases 
of  intervention,  they  alone  being  specially  excepted. 

Besides,  the  verdict,  in  ^egal  phraseology,  is  not  merely  the  result  of  the 
deliberations  of  the  petit  jury,  it  is  also  the  report  of  the  Grand  Jur3\  Hind 
the  proof  of  this  in  these  words  of  Burns  vs.  Jurors,  page  122,  and  of  Haw- 
kins, chapter  72  :  "  It  seems  to  bo  certain  that  no  one  is  lia])lo  to  any  prose- 
"  cution  whatsoever  in  respect  of  any  f<^/Y//V;/ given  by  him  in  a  criminal 
**  matter,  either  upon  a  grand  or  a  petit  jimj. ' 

Another  proposition  is  that  there  can  be  illegal  intervention  only  :\''h?n 
the  jury  is  actually  informed  of  the  case,  in  the  sense  that  the  case  must 
have  begun  before  it.  This  I  believe  to  be  correct  when  the  petit  jurij 
is  concerned,  for  it  becomes  p:irt  of  the  court  only  when  it  has  been 
sworn  in  lor  the  special  case  about  to  be  submitted  to  it.  Till  th?n,  the 
jury  stand  with  reference  to  the  parties  interested,  in  the  same  position,  or 
nearly  so,  as  other  members  of  society.  Although  it  is  true  that  grave 
abuses  may  arise  from  this,  an  infraction  of  this  kind  does  not  appear  to  be 
punishable  by  law.  Such,  I  believe,  was  the  decision  of  the  Hon. 
Chief  Justice  Dorion  in  re  Polettc.     But  it  is  otherwise  from  the  monent

the  juror  has  beiii  put  under  oath  and  has  sworn  b3fore  Grod,  to  render  a 
judgment  in  accordance  with  the  evidence.  To  attempt  to  influence  hiin 
by  any  other  means  than  those  recognized  by  law,  is  to  try  to  make 
him  unfaithful  to  his  oath  and  to  his  conscience.  In  such  a  case  not  only 
is  the  peace  of  society  endangered,  but  the  moral  sense  of  society  is  shocked. 
And  as  Wharton  says  :  "  Wherever  the  peace  of  the  comm'j.nity  is  disturbed 
"  by  a  particular  act,  or  its  moral  sense  is  shocked  by  such  act,  then  that 
*'  act  is  indictable,  apart  from  positive  laio.'"  It  is  this  principle  which  creates 
offenses  aj^ainst  common  law. 

Bishop,  C.  L.,  vol.  I,  Par.  46^,  spoaking^  of  hin:lrances  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice,  expresses  himself  as  follows :  **  f>oitbtless  and  in  the  nature 
*•  of  things,  not  all  the  possible  forms  of  obstructing  justice  have  been  passed 
*'  upon,  in  specific  adjudications  reported  in  books.  And  whea  new  forms 
"  api)ear,  the  principles  which  controlled  thi  former  de  -isions,  should  be 

*•  applied  to  them.    Among  those  already  found  to  b:*  indictable  are  , 

*'  bribiM-y,  actual  or  attempted,   o[  w.  judicial  or  other  like  officer endeavor- 

*'  ing  by  indirect  means  to  influence  the  judge  or  jury  concerning  the  merits^ 
*•  of  a  ciiuse  on  trial,  or  on  the  eve  of  trial,  as  by  circulating  papers  reip^^oting- 
*•  its  merits." 

I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  English  case  clearly  establishing  a 
jurisprudence  relating  to  the  present  case,  and  it  surprising  enough  to  s.^;*' 
how  the  English  writers  have  been  satisfied  with  pissing  lightly  over  an 
offence  so  serious  and  in  which  public  order  and  the  public  morals  are  so 
deeply  interested. 

Nevertheless,  with  tlia  aid  of  general  principles  as  already  laid  down, 
and  of  the  few  precedents  fjund  in  the  American  authors,  I  consider  that 
we  can  easily  arrive  at  a  legal  conclusion  with  regard  to  the  nature  of  the 
intervention  of  Messrs.  Cornellier  and  Leblanc  in  th3  Buhner,  Bun  tin  and 
Tasse  cases. 

Just  as  the  petit  jury,  once  sworn  in,  bicomes  one  of  the  branches  of 
the  court,  so  the  grand  jury,  when  also  sworn  in,  forms  part  of  the  sama 
court ;  with  this  diflfercnce  however,  that  the  pjtit  jury  is  the  court  for  that 
case  only  for  which  it  has  been  sworn  in,  whereas  the  grand  jury  is  th3 
court  for  all  the  crises  in  general  which  are  liable  to  bj  tried  during  thv^ 
term  for  which  it  is  acting. 

From  that  moment,  it  becomes  its  right  and  its  duty  to  enquire  into  all 
the  offences  which  may  have  been  committed  in  the  district,  and  which 
come  to  its  knowledge,  whether  they  are  denounced  to  it  in  the  usual  form. 
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or  otherwise.  The  grand  jury  has  cognizance  in  a  general  way  of  all  these 
cases,  just  as  the  petit  jury  has  cognizance  of  the  special  case  for  which  it 
has  been  sworn  in.  It  is  bound  by  its  oath  in  respect  of  all  these  cases,  and 
can  only  ground  its  judgment  upon  evideace  given  in  the  regular  course. 
The  rules  by  which  it  is  governed  in  this  respect  are  the  same  as  those 
which  govern  the  petit  jury.  Every  attempt  th^jrefore  to  influence  it  with 
the  object  of  making  it  swerve  from  thesj  principles,  is  an  attempt  to  make 
the  grand  jury  unfaithful  to  its  oath.  It  amounts  to  the  subornation  of 
perjury,  with  this  difference  that  in  the  latter  case  there  is  no  offence  xinl^fss 
the  perjury  be  consummated,  while  in  the  case  before  us,  the  mare  attempt 
suffices.  It  is  an  attempt  to  make  the  jury  commit  an  act  ol  injustice,  by 
dispo.bing  it  in  favor  of  one  side  to  the  detriment  of  the  other.  It  is  conse- 
quently a  hindrance  to  the  administration  of  justice,  and  an  act  which 
disturbs  the  order  and  shocks  the  moral  sen.se  of  society. 

And  in  truth  what  would  become  of  the  institution  of  the  G-rand  Jury, 
if  it  were  maintained  in  our  courts  that  it  is  allowable  to  convince  it  outside 
of  its  deliberations  ?  If  it  were  dedared  that  the  Grrand  Jury  might  with 
impunity  be  influenced  by  means  of  simple  p3rsuasion,  should  we  not  like- 
wise be  driven  to  admit  that  it  may  lawfully  b3  bought, — bribed,  threa- 
tened or  corrupted  by  any  means  whatsoever?  If  this  were  so  the  admi- 
nistration of  justice  would  become  no  better  than  mere  trickery.  The 
foundations  of  society  would  be  sapped  and  the  way  paved  for  a  social  cata- 
clysm. Then  perhaps  might  one  say  with  truth  what  Mr.  Cornellier 
insinuated  to  the  jurymen  in  question,  namely,  that  it  would  be  impossible 
to  obtain  justice  against  a  criminal  furnished  with  a  well  filled  purse.  Hap- 
pily we  have  not  fallen  so  low,  and  if,  at  times,  through  excess  of  zeal  or 
out  of  good  fellowship,  irregularities  may  have  been  committed  similar  of 
those  with  which  Messrs.  Cornellier  and  L^^blanc  are  at  this  moment 
accused,  it  will  be  known  for  th3  future  that  there  is  danger  in  unduly 
meddling  with  the  administration  of  justice. 

In  corroboration  of  what  has  been  said  above,  I  find  the  following  in 
the  Criminal  Law  Magazine,  vol.  4,  pages  692  and  following,  Re  Kilpatrick. 

*'  A  grand  jury  is  a  component  part  of  the  Court Investigations 

**  before  grand  jurors  must  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  well  established 
"  rules  of  evidence,  and  they  must  hear  the  best  legal  proof,  of  which  the 
**  case  admits.  In  this  respect  they  are  judicial  tribunals." 

And  in  Wharton,  Am.  C.  L.  Par  507. 

"  In  case  of  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  any  of  the 
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*'  grand  jurors  when  on  duty,  an  indictment  will  be  maintained  against 
*'  him  by  the  Court.  So  also  it  has  been  held  a  misdemeanor,  and  a  hig-li 
*'  contempt  in  any  individual  acting  as  a  volunteer,  to  approch  or  commn- 
'*  nioate  with  the  grand  jury,  in  reference  to  any  matter  which  either  U  or  may 
**  come  before  Ihew,'' 

I  come  unhesitatingly  to  the  conclusion  that  the  act  of  which  Messrs. 
Cornollier  and  Leblanc  are  accused  is  a  misdemeanor,  and  I  find  myself 
obliged  in  conse.ciuence  to  order  that  they  do  stand  their  trial  at  the  next 
€ourt  of  Queen's  Bench.

As  you  are  aware,  the  cases  for  "  embracery  "  against  Messrs.  Cornel- 
lier  and  Leblanc.  will  be  laid  before  the  Grand  Jury  at  the  next  assizes. 

Our  client  Mr.  Benoit  Bastien,  having  made  us  acquainted  wjth  amass 
of  details  which  place  us,  in  his  estimation,  in  a  better  position  than  any- 
one else  to  conduct  the  said  cases,  and  in  view  oi  certain  circumstances 
perfectly  w^ell  know^n  to  you,  we  ask  you  in  the  nanie  of  the  said  Benoit 
Bastien  to  place  these  cases  under  our  charge  both  before  the  grand  and 
before  the  petit  Jury,  with  the  authorization  to  take  William  H.  Kerr, 
Esq.,  Q.  C,  as  counsel.

To  Mr.  S.  Pagnuelo,  Q.  C, 

Sib, 

The  act  of  justice  which  you  have  just  performed  towards  Mr.  Bastien 
in  allowing  me  io  represent  him  in  this  case,  has  surprised  me  as  little  as 
the  refusal  of  the  Hon.  Attorney  General  Taillon,  in  the  same  matter. 

However,  I  am  able  to  appreciate  the  sentiments  by  which  you  have 
both  been  actuated,  and  I  find  no  fault  with  yours.  The  touching  harmony 
of  views,  the  quite  cordial  understanding  which  I  have  perceived  to  exist 
between  the  Crown  and  those  who  are  accused  of  having  outraged  its 
dignity  and  its  rights,  enable  me  to-day  to  understand  : 

1.  The  delay  granted  to  Mr.  Cornellier  and  Leblanc  for  the  production 
of  preliminary  pleas  ; 

2.  Their  tardy  arraignment ; 

3.  The  consent  of  the  Crown  to  separate  trials  ; 

4.  The  default  to  fix  a  day  for  their  trial ; 

5.  A  letter  from  Mr.  Davidson  to  Mr.  Champagne,  one  of  Mr.  Bastien 's 
lawyers,  which  Mr.  Champagne  never  received  ; 
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6.  A  letter  from  the  aforesaid  Mr.  Taillon  to  the  same  Mr.  Champagae, 
which  he  never  received  ; 

7.  The  hesitation  to  summon  witnesses  of  the  highest  importance  ; 

8.  The  consent  to  have  Mr,  Leblanc's  trial  take  place  before  that  of  Mr. 
Cornellier,  under  cover  of  a  pretended  privilege  granted  to  members  of  the 
Legislature ; 

9.  The  loss,  twice  repeated,  of  a  list  of  names  of  witnesses. 

What  I  have  seen  so  far  makes  it  therefore  a  duty  for  me  not  to  use 
the  right  granted  to  Mr.  Bastien,  and  obliges  me  to  refuse  to  sanction  by 
my  presence  what  he  and  I  most  thoroughly  disapprove. 

From  the  beginning  of  this  case  I  have  acted  as  Mr.  Bastien*s  counsel, 
with  no  other  motive  than  that  of  the  zeal  inspired  by  a  feeling  of  duty 
and  with  all  the  impartiality  which  justice  and  honesty  require.  It  would 
be  most  unjust  to  accuse  me  of  having,  upon  any  occasion,  allowed  to  dege- 
nerate into  hatred  against  the  accused,  my  respect  for  the  laws  and  my 
desire  to  see  them  vindicated.  I  in  no  way  envy  Messrs.  Cornellier  and 
Leblanc,  and  I  can  say  with  truth  that  there  is  nothing  in  their  past  career 
to  make  me  jealous. 

I  have  done  my  duty  ;  you  know  yours.  I  leave  therefore  with  you  the 
case  and  the  responsibility  of  the  management  of  this  case,  which,  under 
the  present  circumstances,  will,  in  the  event  of  an  acquittal,  be  looked  upon 
by  the  public  in  the  light  of  a  mock  trial,  a  judicial  farce  conducted  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Crown  and  of  the  government  which  you  represent. 

Once  more,  you  are  not  the  one  whom  I  accuse.

GrENTLEMEN, 

In  the  course  of  an  interview  which  I  had  with  Mr.  Champagne,  last 
Saturday,  at  Montreal,  I  explained  to  him  why  I  had  put  off  answering 
your  letter  of  the  12th  instant,  and  I  told  him  I  would  write  to  him  when 
I  had  seen  Mr.  Davidson.  I  could  write  only  few  linos  before  leaving  Mon- 
treal as  I  had  but  little  time  at  my  disposal. 

Mr.  Davidson  and  Mr.  Ouimct  gave  me  their  views  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  case  in  question  was  to  be  conducted.  The  indictment  will 
be  prepared  and  submitted  to  you  some  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
t^rm.  Judge  Ramsay  will  explain  the  matter  to  the  G-rand  Jury  with  all 
possible  care,  and  will  tell  them  that  if,  in  the  course  of  their  deliberations, 
they  require  additional  explanations,  they  will  only  have  to  ask  tho  Court 
for  them. 

The  Crown  Prosecutors  as  is  the  custom  will  not  go  before  the  Gran^ 
Jury. 

I  must  tell  you  that  Mr.  Ouimct  had  decided,  long  before  seeiq^  me, 
that  he  would  not  act  in  this  case,  owing  to  the  special  reasons  ajiuded  to 
in  your  letter.    Under  these  circumstances  I  would  not  be  justified  in 
authorizing  you  to  go  before  the  Grand  Jury. 

With  respect  to  the  trial  before  the  petit  jury,  you  b^ie  your  request 
upon  your  special  knowledge  of  a  mass  of  details  ;  you  ean  communicate 
with  Mr.  Davidson,  who  will  have  charge  of  the  case  ^nd  who  doubtless 
will  find  means  to  place  before  the  Court  and  the  jurjr  all  the  facts  relating  to 
this  case.  Mr.  Davidson  will  be  happy  to  se^  you  and  to  come  to  an 
understanding  with  you.
